General  Schofleld  is  now  south  of  OUey's  Creek,  and  on  the  head  of 
Niekajack.  I  have  been  hurrying  down  provisions  and  forage,  and  to- 
morrow night  propose  to  move  General  McPherson  from  the  left  to  the 
extreme  right,  back  of  General  Thomas.  This  will  bring  my  right 
within  three  miles  of  Chattahoochee  and  about  five  of  the  railroad. 
By  this  movement  I  think  I  can  force  Johnston  to  move  his  army  down 
from  Kenesaw^  to  defend  his  railroad  crossing  and  the  Chattahoochee, 
when  I  will,  by  the  left  flank,  reach  the  railroad  below  Marietta;  but  I 
cut  loose  from  the  railroad  with  ten  days^  supplies  in  wagons.  John- 
ston may  come  out  of  his  intrenchments  and  attack  General  Thomas, 
which  is  what  I  want,  for  General  Thomas  is  well  intrenched,  parallel 
with  the  enemy,  soutn  of  Kenesaw.  I  think  Allatoona  and  the  line  of 
the  Etowah  are  strong  enough  for  me  to  venture  on  this  move.  The 
movement  is  substantially  down  the  Sandtown  road,  straight  for 
Atlanta.

The  Sanitary  and  Christian  Commissions  have  done  much  good 
when  we  have  been  fortunate  enough  to  deal  with  sensible  and  public 
spirited  agents,  but  it  has  occurred  to  me  that  frequently  complaints  have 
been  made  when  there  has  been  no  e^irthly  necessity  for  them,  and  many 
obstacles  to  the  efficient  working  of  the  medical  department  interimsed, 
either  absolutely  or  by  insinuation,  which  has  caused  nuich  embarrass- 
ment, and  ultimately  rei^ulted  in  unnecessary  suffering  to  the  wounded 
and  sick  of  our  armies.  Both  institutions  have  done  much  good,  but 
they  would  do  much  more  if  theii*  agents  conftned  themselves  to  their 
legitimate  duties  under  the  du*ection  of  the  medical  department  of  the 
array,  the  alleviation  of  the  suffering  of  our  sick  and  wounded  soldiers, 
and  not  to  ix)inting  out  whenever  officers  of  the  medical  dei>artment 
have  neglected  their  duties.  It  has  been  my  experience  to  observe 
that  when  a  fiew  bureiiu  or  separate  department  of  the  military  service 
has  be^n  or  attempted  to  be  est^iblished  that  the  officers  of  that  bureau 
make  a  point  to  decry  all  other  department*  which  might  interfere  with 
its  complete  success.  So  with  the  Sanitary  and  Christian  Commissions. 
They  have  caused  much  ti-ouble  and  could  be  easily  di8i)ensed  with  for 
the  good  of  the  service,  as  their  duties  are  legithnately  those  of  and 
should  be  performed  by  the  medical  department.

Major-General  Sherman: 

The  line  has  been  down,  so  that  I  could  not  communicate  with  you 
till  now.  I  got  your  dispatches  about  the  position  you  desired  me  to 
take  and  about  Stoneman's  movements.  I  found  it  necessary  to  go 
beyond  Waders  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  to  get  control  of  the 
roads.  I  have  got  the  desired  position  and  am  intrenching  securely. 
The  Powder  Springs  road  comes  in  at  Wade's;  the  Kuff's  Mill  road 
branches  off  one-quarter  of  a  mile  beyond  Wade's,  and  intersects  the 
Marietta  road  at  Moss',  only  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  Saijdtown  road, 
on  which  we  moved.  The  5larietta  road  comes  into  the  Sandtown  road 
only  half  a  mile  from  Moss',  and  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  Wade's. 
Hascall  holds  all  those  cross-roads,  and  his  position  is  good.  His  artil- 
lery reaches  the  Nickajack,  and  his  pickets  are  near  it.  The  enemy 
seems  to  be  in  force  beyond  the  creek.  There  is  a  cross-road  leaving 
the  Sandtown  road  about  half  a  mile  in  fircmt  of  Reilly  and  joining  the 
Marietta  road  about  half  a  mile  to  the  left  of  Hascall.  Cox  ha^  a  bri- 
gade on  that  cross-road  commanding  the  Marietta  road.  The  rest  of 
his  troops  are  in  their  old  position.  I  do  not  hear  anything  of  Colonel 
Barter  being  relieved.  I  now  need  him  very  much.  My  two  divis- 
ions are  too  far  apart  to  support  each  other,  but  their  i)o8ition8  are 
good.  We  will  make  them  as  strong  as  possible,  and  hold  what  we 
have  if  it  is  in  our  power.  Stoneman  repqrts  this  evening  that  he  has 
found  only  a  small  rebel  force  west  of  the  Sweet  W^ater..  He  sent  a  de- 
tachment to  Sweet  Water  Town  and  found  the  bridge  there  strongly 
guarded.  I  will  send  him  your  instructions.  My  loss  to-day  is  not 
more  than  50  killed  and  wounded,  among  them  some  valuable  officers.

see cavalry.  One  of  Mr.  EosselFs  construction  corps  wa«  cajitured  and 
robbed.  He  afterwai*d  escaped  when  our  men  approached  and  drove 
oif  the  rebels.  I  sent  three  comi)anies  in  pursuit,  but  being  dismounted 
accomplished  only  the  driving  them  off  and  examining  the  road  and 
bridge.

I  have  frequently  before  heard 
of  rebel  cavalry  having  been  seen  and  heard  of  from  three  to  eight

Gen.  F.  P.  Blair's  troops  have  filed  out,  and  will  march  by  the  most* 
practicable  route  selected  by  his  staff  officers  to-day  to  the  Sandtown 
road  and  there  follow  Major-General  Blair's  command  down  it  to  where 
the  road  branches  off  to  Ruff's  Mill,  on  the  Nickajack  Creek,  and  take 
up  a  good  position  near  Ruff's  Mill. 

4.  Mjg.  Gen.  John  A.  Logan,  commanding*  Fifteenth  Army  Corps, 
will  commence  moving  his  command  from  the  left  as  soon  as  Major- 
General  Dodge's  troops  have  filed  out,  and  will  march  to  the  Sandtown 
road,  thence  down  it,  following  Major-General  Dodge's  command  to 
the  forks  of  the  road  leading  to  Ruff's  Mill  and  Widow  Mitchell's, 
where  he  will  halt  and  act  as  a  reserve. 

5.  Brigadier-General  Garrard,  commanding  cavalry  division,  will 
move  his  command  at  9  p.  m.  to-day  to  the  vicinity  of  Big  Shanty  to 
cover  the  rail  and  wagon  roads  leading  north  from  Marietta  and  east 
of  Kenesaw  Mountain,  availing  himself  of  the  defenses  thrown  up  by  our 
troops.  He  will  establish  and  keep  open  communication  with  the  left 
of  General  Thomas'  command,  and  will  send  one  good  regiment  for 
picket  duty  over  this  afternoon  to  report  at  these  headquarters  at  5 
o'clock  to  relieve  the  pickets  of  Blair's  and  Dodge's  commands. 

6.  These  movements  will  be  made  with  as  much  celerity  as  possible, 
and  with  the  least  amount  of  noise.  All  arrangements,  except  moving 
troops  and  artillery,  should  be  made  quietly  before  dark  to  avoid  con- 
fusion. 

7.  Troops  and  trains  will  move  as  much  under  cover  and  screened 
from  the  view  of  the  enemy  as  practicable.

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8.  One  wagon  with  ammunition  for  each  regiment  and  battery  will 
follow  each  division  as  heretofore  ordered;  the  remainder  of  the 
ordnance  train  of  each  division  wiD  go  forward  with  the  general  supply 
train,  in  charge  of  ordnance  officers.

Statement  of  J.  M.  Glass  (scout). 

Office  Provost-Marshal-General, 
Department  of  the  Cumberland, 

Near  Marietta^  July  5,  1864. 
Beports  that  he  left  the  Federal  lines  30th  June.  Had  instinictions 
to  visit  along  the  river  between  the  bridge  and  Baker's  Ferry  and  as- 
certain if  the  rebels  had  any  jwntoon  across  the  same.  The  first  day  I 
reached  Powder  Springs,  next  day  reached  Marietta,  crossing  Sweet 
Water  Creek  at  the  mouth  on  the  ferry.  Reported  to  Colonel  Hill,  pro- 
vost-marahaJgeneral,  rebel  army;  staid  there  till  next  morning,  and 
then  started  for  the  river.  When  I  got  back  as  far  as  EuflPs.  Station, 
four  miles  below  Marietta,  I  discovered  they  were  running  their  traiji 
ofl',  and  the  army  was  about  to  fall  ba^k.  I  concluded  to  come  back 
and  report  the  same.    Started  back  immediately  by  way  of  Dobbins' 
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Mill,  firom  tha^e  to  VUla  Rica  and  Atlanta  road,  and  taking  a  left- 
hand  road  struck  General  Stoneman's  pickets  about  3  p.  m.  yesterday. 
Came  on  from  there  toward  General  Schofield's  headquarters;  when 
about  one  mile  and  a  half  this  side  of  Noyes'  Creek  bridge  I  was 
stopped  by  a  sergeant  in  charge  of  a  squad  of  cavalry,  pickets  on  the 
road;  he  would  not  allow  me  to  come  in  or  send  me  in  under  guard.  I 
was  comi>eUed  to  stay  there  all  night.  I  explained  to  the  sergeant  my 
business,  and  that  I  had  valuable  information  for  the  Federal  army. 
The  sergeant's  name  I  cannot  recollect  nor  his  regiment;  he  belongs  to 
Colonel  Capron's, command.  Colonel  Hill  intimated  to  me  that  I 
would  not  find  him  in  the  same  place  when  I  c^ime  over  again.  At 
Marietta  I  discovered  that  all  the  wagons  were  being  loaded  and  sent 
off  toward  the  river.  Trains  were  running  rapidly  all  day;  did  not  no- 
tice any  troops  on  the  cars.  Friday  night  troops  were  moving  toward 
the  river;  think  it  was  a  division;  they  came  from  the  front  near  the 
mountain.  J.  C.  Moore  had  been  in  Marietta  on  Thursday;  left  there 
that  day.  Did  not  see  any  fortifications  as  far  back  as  I  went,  between 
Marietta  and  the  river.  A  citizen  living  at  the  ferry.  Baker's,  informed 
me  that  they  were  fortifying  atCampbellton;  that  they  were  going  to 
mount  cannon  there.  The  cannon  were  to  come  from  Fairburn.  Gen- 
eral Johnston  has  ordered  out  every  negro  to  work  on  the  fortifications. 
My  opinion  is  that  the  army  will  not  cross  the  river,  making  a  stand  on 
this  side  at  the  fortifications.

Its  skirmishers  are  over  the  creek  about  half  a 
mile.  No  enemy  in  their  front,  but  they  hear  of  a  rebel  force  of  infantry 
about  a  mile  farther  up  the  Marietta  road.  I  have  ordered  them  to 
hold  a  good  position  and  examine  their  left  in  the  direction  indicated, 
by  smaller  scouting  parties.  The  reconnaissance  from  Colonel  Cameron 
has  followed  a  cross-road  toward  Ruft'^s  Mill,  and  advanced  about  one 
mile  and  a  half,  as  they  rei)ort.  They  find  a  mounted  force  just  across 
the  creek  in  their  front,  and  the  cannonade  in  front  of  General  Smith  is 
on  their  right  rear.  I  have  ordered  them  to  hold  a  good  position,  com- 
municate with  Colonel  Byrd's  detachment  on  Marietta  road,  and  watch 
carefully  the  effect  of  Hascall's  and  Smith's  reconnaissance,  adyancing 
if  practicable.

General  :  I  have  advanced  a  regiment  in  front  of  Colonels  Strickland's 
and  Hobson's  brigades  and  General  Smith  has  advanced  two  regiments 
on  the  road  toward  Watson's  house,  and  two  on  the  Ruff's  Station  road. 
My  regiment  in  front  of  (Colonel  Strickland  soon  encountered  the  en- 
emy's cavalry  skirmishers,  but  drove  them  back  to  the  vicinity  of  Nick- 
ajack  Creek;  Colonel  Hobson's  regiment  not  yet  heard  from.  General 
Smith's  two  regiments  on  the  Ruff's  Station  road  encountered  the  enemy 
in  considerable  force,  and  found  more  difficulty  in  pressing  him  back. 
They  have  two  or  three  pieces  of  artillery  already  operating  on  the 
Buff's  Station  road.  General  Smith's  regimental  commanders  report 
that  a  strong  line  of  infantry  skirmishers  are  advancing  against  them  on 
the  Ruff's  Station  road,  backed  by  a  line  of  infantry.  This  may  be  so, 
or  it  may  be  dismounted  cavalry.  If  it  is  infantry,  an  attack  here  is  not 
improbable.  I  am  by  no  means  certain  that  it  is  infantry.  General 
Smith  and  myself  thought  we  could  not  develop  much  by  advancing 
our  skirmishers  simply,  so  left  them  where  they  were,  and  made  the 
disx>ositions  already  described.  General  Smith's  force  on  the  Watson 
house  road  have  encountered  nothing  but  cavalry,  and  are  now  about  a 
mile  and  a  half  in  advance;  skirmishing  with  the  cavalry  somewhat 
brisk.  Artillery  firing  is  heard  in  that  direction,  but  it  may  be  our 
artillery  with  General  Stoneman.  The  enemy's  earth-works  are  visible 
fromt)ur  advanced  i)o8ition,  and  are  probably  beyond  Nickajack  Creek.

Gresham's  division  is  moving  down 
to  Widow  Mitchell's,  which  is  a  little  over  a  mile  in  front  of  Brig.  Gen. 
Giles  Smith's  position.    As  soon  a«  Gresham  reaches  Widow  Mitchell's, 
two  regiments  of  GQes  Smith's  brigade,  which  are  there,  will  make  a 
d^nonstration  toward  Turner's  Ferry.    Major-General  Stoneman's  cav- 
alry, I  understand,  is  on  this  side  of  Sweet  Water,  and  is  pushing  east 
from  Sweetwater  Fa<?tory  toward  the  Nickajack  and  Chattahoochee.

General  McPherson: 

Thomas  has  Hooker  on  the  road  out  of  Marietta,  which  is  called  an 
Atlanta  road,  but  runs  to  the  Sandtown  road,  crossing  Nickajack  at 
Buff  and  Daniels'  Mill.  He  finds  the  enemy  intrenched  a  mile  this  side 
the  miU.  Howard  is  on  the  main  Atlanta  road,  wliich  is  on  the  left  of 
the  railroad,  and  Palmer  intermediate,  all  finding  the  enemy  near  the 
line  indicated  by  the  cross-road  from  above  Wade's  to  the  main  road 
about  a  mile  and  a  half  below  Buff's.  Now,  I  am  convinced  the  enemy 
left  Marietta  in  haste  and  confusion  this  moniing.  All  the  columns 
have  taken  many  prisoners,  and  had  the  pursuit  been  vigorous  we 
would  have  secured  3,000  or  4,000  prisoners  and  many  wagons.  Now 
t-b^  h^lt  is,  of  course,  to  save  time.    If  you  ever  worked  in  your  life, 
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work  at  daybreak  to-morrow  on  that  flank,  crossing  Nickaja^k  some- 
how, and  the  moment  you  discover  confusion  pour  in  yoor  fire.  You 
know  what  a  retreating  mass  acToss  pontoon  bridges  means.  Feel 
strong  to-night  and  make  feints  of  pursuit  with  artillery.  I  know  John- 
ston's withdrawal  is  not  strategic,  but  for  good  reasons,  after  he  crosses 
the  Chattahoochee;  but  his  situation  with  that  river  behind  him  is  not 
comfortable  at  all.  If  you  can  get  him  once  started,  follow  up  and  c^l 
on  Schofield.  Let  him  read  this.  You  both  see  the  whole  game  as  well 
as  1  do.  Let  Stoneman  threaten  about  Baker's  and  Howell's  Ferries,  and 
you  secure,  if  you  can,  the  ridge  and  crossing  at  Kickajack,  opposite 
Turner's.  I  will  send  Logan  to  you  to-morrow,  but  you  have  as  many 
men  as  can  operate  in  that  pocket.  1  don't  confine  you  to  any  crossing, 
but  press  the  enemy  all  the  time  in  flank  till  he  is  across  Chattahoochee.

Colonel:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  operations  of  this  command 
for  to-day  (Jidy  3):  At  daylight  the  Sixty-fourth  Illinois  Infantry,  as 
skirmishers,  advanced  and  took  possession  of  Kenesaw  Mountain. 
The  command  then  moved  to  a  point  near  Ruflfs  Mill,  bivouacked,  and 
the  Second  Division  went  into  position,  relieving  General  Lightbum's 
brigade,  of  General  M.  L.  Smith's  division,  intrenching  themselves  on 
west  side  of  Nickajack  Creek,  with  two  regiments  intrenched  on  east 
side  to  hold  cross-roads  and  the  commanding  ground.  Between  my 
I^resent  position  and  that  held  by  General  M.  L.  Smith  is  a  dense  wood. 
The  enemy  appear  to  be  in  greatest  force  south  of  this  wood  and  west 
of  creek,  which,  A>ith  my  limited  force  and  owing  to  the  lateness  of  the 
hour,  compelled  me  to  make  such  dispositions  as  would  best  protect  the 
troops  in  case  of  an  attack.  The  ground  on  the  east  side  of  the  creek 
is,  I  should  judge,  the  best  to  occupy,  but  will  require  a  larger  force 
than  I  have  on  the  line.  It  is  generally  believed  that  nothing  but  cav- 
alry is  in  our  front.  Large  camp-fires  are  plainly  visible  two  or  three 
miles  due  east  from  our  i)osition,  supposed  to  be  the  enemy's.  I  inclose 
herewith  hurried  sketch*  of  my  position.

I  am  instructed  also  by  M%jor-General 
Steedman  to  say  to  yon  for  your  guidance  now  and  hereafter  that 
should  you  be  attacked  it  will  be  exi>ected  of  you  to  hold  your  position 
as  long  as  you  can  without  endangering  your  command,  and  should 
that  be  the  case  you  will  move  all  property  that  can  be  moved  to  this 
place  and  as  a  last  resort  fall  back  upon  this  post.  Two  guns  from 
Fort  Mihalotzy  is  the  signal  for  alarm.  Thirteen  guns  will  be  fired  at 
sunrise  as  a  Federal  salute.  Now,  colonel,  do  you  stay  in  your  bed  to- 
night unless  attacked  and  send  your  officers  to  attend  to  picket  duty. 
I  will  take  the  liberty  of  sending  a  line  by  the  orderly  to, the  company 
halfway  up  the  mountain  directing  them  to  have  out  three  sentinels 
and  to  pe  watchful.  .

I  think  that  the  force  might  be  cap- 
tured by  sending  a  detachment  of  cavalry  from  Kingston  to  seize  the 
mountain  gaps  south  and  east  of  Jasper,  whUe  an  attack  is  made  from 
the  north  by  a  cavalry  force  sent  from  Ijere.  Colonel  Croxton,  Fourth 
Kentuc^  Mounted  Infantry,  and  Colonel  Baldwin,  Fifth  Kentucky  Cav- 
alry, called  on  me  this  morning;  their  regiments,  with  a  detachment  of 
the  Third  Kentucky  Cavalry,  number,  say,  1,100  or  1,200  men.

I  have  no  doubt  that  the  enemy  will  attempt  to  molest  our  rear  with 
his  cav^y,  and  that  he  has  reserved  Roswell  fortified  for  that  very 
purpose.  To  counteract  his  designs  I  have  ordered  Garrard,  with  his 
whole  cavalry,  to  proceed  to  Roswell,  take  the  place  if  he  can,  other- 
wise hang  near  it,  watching  the  river,  opi>osing  such  a  movement  all  he 
can  and  giving  us  and  all  points  of  the  railroad  timely  notice.  I  wish 
vou  would  so  hold  McCook  as  promptly  to  re-enforce  Garrard,  if  need 
be.  As  soon  as  I  understand  the  exact  situation  on  the  right,  as  to 
Turner's  Ferry,  and  what  progress  McPherson  has  made,  I  will  order 
Schofleld  round  where  Garrard  now  is. 

I  will  go  to-morrow,  and  in  the  mean  time  I  wish  you  to  hold  strong  the 
points  now  at  Howard's  and  Palmer's  head  of  column  and  merely  picket 
Ught  the  road  by  which  Garrard  moved,  as  I  feel  sure  the  enemy  will 
not  attempt  a  sally  there.  Hooker  need  not  hold  the  line  ftom  Palmer 
round  to  McPherson,  but  draw  in  to  his  left,  save  by  a  line  of  vedettes. 
I  want  you  with  your  whole  army  to  press  steadily  down  on  the  enemy 
while  McPherson  cuts  in  on  his  flank.  Schofleld  is  to  be  held  to  re- 
enforce  either  part.  Stoneman  will  threaten  to  cross  the  Chattahoochee 
and  break  the  Atlanta  and  West  Point  Railroad,  especially  if  the  enemy 
send  cavalry  against  our  line  of  road.  Instead  of  occupying  Acworth, 
Big  Shanty,  and  Marietta,  I  think  we  had  better  concentrate  about  the 
base  of  Kenesaw,  near  that  water  station,  a  point  that  could  be  defended 
against  cavalry  with  great  ease.

General:  In  accordance  with  your  instructions  General  Stanley 
strengthened  his  skirmish  line  and  pushed  it  rapidly  across  the  open 
corn-field  in  his  front,  taking  the  rebel  rifle-pits,  under  a  severe  artillery 
and  infantry  fire.  He  immediately  moved  forward  his  main  line  and 
covered  it  by  a  barricade.  Later  in  the  day  Generals  Newton  and 
Wood  seized  portions  of  the  enemy's  skirmish  line,  and  have  established 
their  main  line  facing  the  same  open  field  across  which  General  Stan- 
ley advanced.  The  conduct  of  the  troops  in  the  charge  to-day  could  not 
be  surpassed.  We  have  taken  88  prisoners,  3  of  whom  are  officers. 
Genersd  King  moved  upon  our  right  in  conjunction  with  Stanley  and 
intrenched  important  heights  on  the  right.  Our  losses  about  95 
wounded  according  to  hospital  reiwrt  this  afternoon.

General  :  Yesterday  after  writing  to  yoiL  and  after  General  Stoneman 
had  moved  toward  the  right  of  our  army,  1  took  300  men  and  a  sexjtion 
of  artillery  and  advanced  on  the  Howell  and  Green's  Ferry  road  to  a 
I)oint  where  it  crosses  the  main  Sand  town  rOad,  There  I  found  breast- 
w^orks  occupied  in  part  by  the  infantry  of  the  enemy.  I  got  my  artil- 
lery within  300  yards  of  their  works,  and  opened  with  good  effect.  I 
made  no  effort  to  take  the  breast- works,  and  withdrew  at  my  leisure. 
Among  our  wounded  was  Lieutenant  Hill,  of  my  staff.  I  think  that  a 
column  of  infantry  pushed  down  this  road,  or  the  Sandtown  or  Camp- 
bellton  roads,  could  cross  the  Chattahoochee  Without  much  or  any  oppo- 
sition now.  I  will  move  to  Darby's  this  afternoon,  and  I  feel  satisfied 
that  to-day  these  roads  are  occupied  by  nothing  but  a  cavalry  force.

Captain  :  I  have  just  received  your  letter  dated  6  p.  m.  explaining 
General  Sherman's  intentions  as  to  my  movements.  I  understood  the 
general's  orders  precisely  as  you  explain  them,  and  have  been  acting, 
or  rather  holding  my  troops  ready  to  act,  accordingly.  From  a  map 
sent  me  by  General  Hooker,  showing  the  position  in  which  his  "  corps 
is  being  established,"  and  from  personal  examinatitm  of  the  ground  oc- 
cupied by  General  Dodge,  I  judge  that  Hooker's  right  must  be  in  rear 
of  Dodges  left,  and  if  advanced  would  overlap  it.  Perhaps  there  is 
some  mistake  as  to  positions.  1  will  examine  the  ground  myself  in  the 
morning  and  put  in  whatever  force  can  be  used  between  General 
Hooker  and  General  McPherson's  left.  General  McPherson  has  had 
to-day  quite  as  many  troops  across  the  Niekajack,  beyond  Kuft's  Mill, 
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as  cotdd  be  used  there.  Please  inform  the  general  that  Stoneman's 
cavalry  has  ex)utrol  of  the  country  from  MePherson's  right,  on  the  Tur- 
ner's Ferry  road,  to  the  river,  near  Sandtx)wn.  He  has  beaten  the  en- 
emy's cavalrj'  in  several  small  affairs  and  captured  many  prisoners  and 
a  large  number  of  good  horses  and  nmles.  I  am  just  infmmed  by 
Colonel  Cameron,  eommandiug  a  brigade  of  General  Cox's  division, 
which  has  been  covering  General  Hooker's  right  during  his  advance, 
that  at  5  p.  m.  to-day  General  Hooker  united  with  General  Dodge  be- 
yond Kickaj^k,  and  his  (Colonel  Cameron's)  troops  were  thereby 
relieved.

relieved  by  a  portion  of  Sweeny's  division.  Dodge  is  pushing  forward 
his  command  in  the  direction  of  the  railroad  east  of  Kickajack  Creek  at 
Buff's  Mill.  Blair  is  near  Widow  Mitchell's,  and  has  sent  two  regi- 
ments of  infantry  and  a  section  of  artillery,  in  connection  with  a  brig^e 
of  Stoneman's  cavalry,  on  the  road  to  Turner's  Ferry,  with  orders  to 
secure,  if  possible,  the  crossing  of  Nickajack  Creek.  Stoneman's  cav- 
alry hold  the  country  from  the  Sandtown  road  west  to  Sweet  Water,  and 
most  of  his  cavalry  is  along  the  Sandtown  road.  Your  dispatch  to  me 
was  shown  to  Major-Geueral  Schofleld.

Howard  charged  across  the  field  on  his  front  and  captured  most  of 
the  advance  line,  but  found  the  main  line  too  strong  with  artillery.  I 
have  worked  all  along  the  line  and  shall  continue  to  strengthen  this ' 
point,  where  the  Marietta  and  Sandtown  road  first  crosses  Nickajack. 
Davis  has  a  brigade  across  and  the  others  and  Baird  in  close  support. 
I  will  give  my  personal  attention  that  if  you  have  to  fight  on  that  line, 
you,shaU  have  the  assistance  of  all  of  Thomas'  army  if  they  have  to  as- 
sault the  parapet.  Davis  is  here  and  can  be  relied  on.  Hooker  is  in 
communication  with  you,  and  if  we  have  a  fight  will  all  fight  together; 
you  may  pit(jh  in  strong.  I  doubt  if  the  enemy  will  expect  an  attack 
by  that  line,  for  they  seem  to  have  prepared  on  their  front.  I  think 
1,000  prisoners  have  been  taken  on  this  line.  I  am  disappointed  so 
little  has  been  done  to-day,  but  think  the  causes  are  at  work  that  will 
produce  the  direct  result.  Our  whole  line  is  in  communication.  I  will 
camp  on  this  road  one  mile  and  a  half  back  of  this  point  about  five 
miles  out  of  Marietta  on  the  Sandtown  road*  Let  me  hear  every 
chance.

General:  In  pursuance  of  your  instructions,  at  daybreak  this  morn- 
ing I  directed  Major-General  Dodge  to  take  his  entire  command  and 
push  across  Nickajack  Creek  at  Ruff's  Mill,  General  Blair  to  send  two 
regiments  and  a  section  of  artillery,  supported  by  Stoneman's  cavalry, 
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from  Widow  Mitchell's  down  to  Kickajack,  near  Turner's  Ferry.  Dodge 
moved  across  and  ran  against  Stevenson's  division,  and  as  he  developed 
his  lines  captured  a  few  prisoners  from  each  division  of  Hood's  corps. 
I  sent  over  Morgan  L.  Smith's  division,  and  General  Schofleld  sent  in  a 
brigade  on  Dodge's  left  to  try  and  communicate  with  Hooker.  As  soon 
as  the  troops  were  over  and  in  position,  I  directed  Dodge  to  strengthen 
his  skirmish  line,  so  as  to  make  it  almost  equivalent  to  a  line  of  battle, 
especially  over  rough  ground,  and  to  assault  the  enemy's  rifle-pits.  The 
order  was  gallantly  executed,  the  works  taken,  and  some  50  prisoners 
captured;  our  loss  not  he^vy;  Colonel  Noyes,  Thirty-ninth  Ohio,  se- 
verely wounded.  This  gives  Dodge  a  position  about  one  mile  and  a 
quarter  east  of  Nickajack  Creek.  .  He  has  one  brigade  of  Schofleld  on 
his  left,  and  Morgan  L.  Smith's  division  on  his  ri^t  and  rear.  The 
cavalry  and  infantry  demonstration  on  the  Turner's  Ferry  road  reached 
a  point,  as  they  think,  half  a  mile*  from  Nickajack,  and  found  it  toler- 
ably W.ell  fortified,  with  four  guns  in  position.  This  brought  the  infan- 
try to  a  halt,  and  they  have  not  Mvanced  since.  They  will,  however, 
hold  all  the  ground  they  have  gained,  and  be  ready  to  try  the  strength 
of  the  enemy's  works,  if  it  is  deemed  desirable.  I  have  about  15,000 
men  across  th«  creek  with  Dodge,  and  Logan's  two  divisions  (Oster- 
haus'  and  Harrow's)  in  reserve  at  the  forks  of  the  road.  They  got  in 
la^  and  completely  worn  out.  I  do  not  think  more  than  half  of  the 
divisions  arrived.

General:  I  am  satisfied  the  enemy  will  attempt  Avith  his  cavalry  to 
cross  the  Chattahoochee  about  Roswell  and  make  an  attempt  on  our 
communications.  To  counteract  him  you  will  move  in  that  direction 
and  watch  close,  taking  some  position  on  which  to  rally  on  infantry,  a 
brigade  of  which  is  at  Marietta,  a  strong  brigade  at  Allatoona,  and 
General  Thoma-s,  will  be  instructed  to  hold  SicCook's  brigade  rea<ly  to  go 
to  your  assistance.  You  may  draw  out  at  once  and  go  to  Roswell,  and 
if  you  can  force  your  way  to  it,  you  may  gain  a  secure  position  from 
which  you  can  watch  that  point.  In  case  the  enemy's  cavalry  get  across, 
you  must  hang  to  him,  opposing  him  whenever  opposition  is  iMissible, 
and  send  couriers  rapidly  to  me,  and  to  the  points  of  the  railroad 
threatened.  In*  the  meantime  report  to  me  frequently  and  use  your 
cavalry  as  though  you  were  preparing  to  cross  yourself  or  were  "only 
waiting  for  the  waters  to  subside  and  make  the  ford  practicable.  You 
now  understand  the  geography  so  well  that  I  liave  no  doubt  you  can 
preveut  Wb^l^r  from  doing  much  damage  between  Marietta  and  AU^r 
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toona.  In  case  lie  passes  round  by  Canton  to  go  toward  CartersviUe, 
send  notice  and  hang  on  his  rear.  We  now  have  a  full  division  of  in- 
fantry at  Kingston.  Arrest  every  citizen  in  the  country  whom  you  find 
likely  to  prove  a  spy,  and  keep  moving  so  that  your  force  cannot  be 
computed.

On  the  3d  we  pursued  the  enemy  by  all  the  roads  south  till  we  found 
him  in  an  intrenched  position  which  had  been  prepared  in  advance,  its 
salient  on  the  main  Marietta  and  Atlanta  road  about  five  miles  south 
of  Marietta,  and  the  wings  behind  the  Nickajack  and  Kottenwood 
Creeks.  During  the  4th  General  Thomas  pressed  the  salient,  and  Mc- 
Pherson  and  Schofield  moved  against  Nickajack  by  pressing  close  and 
threatening  the  Chattahoochee  at  Sandtown  and  below.  Johnston  again 
retreated  in  the  night  and  now  has  his  main  fbrce  and  wagons  across 
the  Chattahoochee,  with  Hardee's  corps  on  this  side,  strongly  intrenched 
in  a  sort  of  tfite-de-pont  on  a  ridge  of  hills  beginning  at  the  railroad 
bridge  and  extending  down  the  river  to  the  mouth  of  the  Nickajack. 
We  have  worked  hard,  and  now  Thomas'  left  is  on  the  Chattahoochee, 
three  miles  above  the  railroad  bridge  at  Pace's  Ferry.  Stoneman  has 
been  most  active  with  the  cavalry  about  Sweet  Water,  and  is  now  on 
the  Chattahoochee  about  Sandtown,  and  Garrard  started  this  morning 
for  Roswell  Factory.  I  have  no  rei)ort  from  him  yet.  I  am  now  far 
ahead  of  my  railroad  and  telegraph,  and  want  them  to  catch  up,  and  may 
be  here  some  days.  Atlanta  is  in  plain  view,  nine  miles  distant.  We 
have  had  continual  skirmishing,  but  our  lossejs  are  small,  while  we  have 
inflicted  more  to  the  enemy.  Our  prisoners  taken  in  the  last  two  days 
will  not  fail  short  of  2,000.  The  extent  of  the  enemy's  parallels  already 
taken  is  wonderful,  and  much  of  the  same  sort  confronts  us  yet,  and  is 
seen  beyond  the  Chattahoochee.

General.  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  my  command  left  camp 
at  5  this  a.  m.  in  pursuit  of  the  enemy,  and  moved  down  the  railroad, 
Brigadier-General  Wood's  division  leading,  followed  by  General  New- 
ton's, and  then  Major-General  Stanley's. 

General  Wood  met  the  enemy's  dismounted  cavalry,  and  commenced 
skirmishing  with  it  about  one  mile  and  a  half  from  camp.  They  de- 
layed our  advance  as  muph  as  possible,  making  a  stand  at  every  advan- 
tageous position  from  thaf  point  to  the  place  where  I  have  gone  into  camp* 

When  about  two  miles  from  camp  I  learned  from  a  report  of  one  of 
my  scouts  that  one  of  the  trains  of  the  enemy  was  moving  toward  the 
river  on  a  road  about  two  miles  to  bur  left.  I  directed  General  Newton 
to  send  a  brigade  of  his  division  after  it,  but  it  had  too  much  the  start 
to  be  overtaken  by  infantry. 

At  10  a.  m.  my  head  of  column  arrived  at  Vining's  Station  on  the  railroad, 
and  at  11  a.  m.  I  started  down  the  road  leading  from  there  to  Pace's  Ferry. 
Very  near  the  station  the  enemy's  dismounted  cavalry  took  up  a  posi- 
tion on  a  ridge  behind  rail  barricades,  and  when  General  Wood's  skir- 
mishers came  up  they  left  their  cover,  and  charging  them,  attempted  to 
drive  them  back,  but  they  were  quickly  repulsed,  and  from  this  point 
were  slowly  driven  back  to  the  river  at  the  ferry.  So  closely  were  they 
followed  that  they  had  not  an  opportunity  to  destroy  the  pontoon 
bridge  over  which  they  crossed.  They  cut  it  on  this  side,  however,  and 
it  swung  over  to  the  other  side  of  the  river. 

I  now  hold  this  side  of  the  crossing,  and  General  Wood  has  gone  into 
position  on  a  ridge  almost  parallel  with  the  river,  and  near  thereto: 
General  Newton  in  his  rear,  and  extending  to  his  left,  and  General 
Stanley  on  the  left  of  General  Newton. 

The  losses  in  this  command  to-day  have  been  very  small  for  the 
results.    We  have  taken  101  enlisted  men  prisoners.

part  of  Johnston's  army  or  material  is  not  yet  across.  My  information 
is  that  Hood's  and  Polk's  corps  are  across  and  that  Hardee  remains  on 
this  side  i^ccupying  a  line  of  intrenchments  from  the  bridge  down  to 
Nicksyack.  I  rather  think  that  the  enemy  will  iweserve  this  order  of 
things  until  we  develop  our  game.  Stoneman  will  continue  to  threaten 
the  river  between  Nickajack  and  Sweet  Water,  and  you  may  co-operate 
and  gain  any  substantial  adyantage  you  can,  but  be  prepared  to  move 
wherever  events  may  call.  Hooker  should  be  up  nearer  to  Palmer. 
Howard's  left  is  on  the  Chattahoochee  about  Pace's  Ferry,  where  the 
enemy  had  a  pontoon  bridge,  which  is  cut  loose  and  is  swung  t-o  their 
bank.  I  understand  he  has  two  i)ontoon  bridges  at  the  railro^  bridge.

Captain:  I  have  to  report  for  the  information  of  the  major-general 
commanding  that  my  couunand  is  camped  on  the  Willeyo  Creek  near 
Roswell  Factory.  My  advance  is  at  the  Factory.  I  will  destroy  all 
buildings.  The  bridge  at  this  point  over  the  river  is  burnt  by  the 
rebels.  The  ford  is  passable^  so  reported  by  citizens.  I  sent  a  regi- 
ment to  the  paper-mills,  burnt  the  paper-mills,  flouring-mills,  and  ma- 
chine-shops. The  citizens  report  the  banks  of  the  river  high  at  Powers' 
Ferry  and  batteries  in  position  on  south  bank.  They  had  a  i)ontoon 
bridge  at  Pace's  Ferry,  a  few  miles  below,  where  a  portion  of  their  army 
crossed.  There  is  a  road  running  from  Roswell  Factory  down  the 
river  below  the  pai)er-mill8,  and  near  the  mills  and  above  passes  on  the 
bank  of  river.  As  fast  as  possible  I  will  send  information  of  the  roads, 
fords,  ferries,  &c.

General  :  I  think,  or  at  least  hope,  that  during  the  past  six  or  seven 
days  we  have  accomplished  all  that  was  expected  of  us ;  if  not,  it  has  nt>t 
been  from  [laek  of]  efforts  to  do  so.  We  have  worked  day  and  night  and 
covered  a  good  deal  of  country.  I  was  detained  on  the  1st  by  represen- 
tations from  General  McCook  to  the  eflfect  that  a  few  days  before  a  large 
cavalry  force  had  been  in  Villa  Eica,  and  the  correctness  of  which  I 
was  forced  to  ascertain  by  sending  out  strong  scouting  parties,  and  also 
to  see  where  the  force  had  gone  to.  I  found  that  the  force  had  been  a 
good  deal  magnified,  and  that  it  had  gone  either  south  of  the  Chatta- 
hoochee Eiver  or  across  the  Sweet  Water  near  its  mouth,  where  there 
is  a  good  ford  and  the  only  one  on  the  creek.    As  soon  as  we  got  to  the 
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Chattahoochee  River  I  kept  one  brigade  acting  along  its  north  bank  in 
hopes  that  it  might  induce  the  enemy  to  think  it  your  intention  to  cross 
south  of  the  railroad,  and  it  seems  from  the  inclosed  dispatches  this 
morning  picked  up  on  the  road  that  it  had  its  effect.  We  covered  the 
river  from  Campbellton  up  as  far  as  Sandtown,  and  had  not  General 
McCobk  been  withdrawn  by  General  Elliott  yesterday,  I  think  he  would 
have  been  able  to  have  helped  us  to  get  to  Howell's  Ferry  yesterday. 
As  it  was  we  did  not  get  there  until  8  o'clock  this  morning.  One  divis- 
ion of  General  Blair's  relieved  one  of  my  brigades  yesterday,  on  the 
road  crossing  the  Kickajack  a  few  miles  above  its  mouth,  and  another 
division  of  General  Blair's  has  just  now  taken  the  place  of  my  remain- 
ing brigade  at  Howell's  Ferry.  I  have- now  one  brigade  at  Baker's 
Ferry,  one  at  and  below  Sandtown,  and  the  third  in  reserve.  Our 
horses  are  improving  everyday;  we  get  plentv  for  them  and  a  good 
deal  for  the  men  from  the  country.  Our  ration  return  has  never  equaled 
our  effective  strength,  which  I  was  not  aware  of  until  orders  induced 
me  to  compare  the  ration  and  field  returns.  We  are  ready  for  any- 
thing except  guarding  communications  in  the  rear. 

If  Barry  has  got  a  good  four-gun  battery,  I  could  make  use  of  it,  as 
I  have  a  lot  of  dismounted  men  I  could  make  use  of  to  support  it.  We 
have  all  the  transportation  we  want  and  can  move  at  any  time,  with 
twenty  days'  supply  for  the  men.  All  we  lack  is  some  ammunition  tor 
some  of  our  arms,  and  that  I  am  told  is  not  to  be  obtained.  General 
McOook  informs  me  that  he  is  in  the  same  fix.  I  wish  I  could  get  my 
regiment,  or  rather  the  regiment  to  which  I  belong  (the  Fourth),  with 
us.    Can't  you  manage  it?

Commanding  Cavalry: 
Dear  Stoneman:  I  have  your  note,  which  is  very  satisfactory.  I 
have  heard  of  your  general  success  from  other  quarters.  I  will  in- 
struct General  Barry  to  give  you  a  good  four-gun  battery,  if  he  can  get 
one  from  some  of  the  commands.  Our  left  is  now  on  the  river  above 
the  railroad  bridge.  We  find  Hardee's  corps  intrenched  on  this  side 
the  river  firom  the  bridge  down  to  the  mouth  of  the  Nickajack;  we 
hear  the  other  two  corps  and  militia  are  across;  we  can  see  Atlanta 
plain,  but  it  will  require  hard  fighting  and  science  to  take  it.  It  must 
be  done.  Garrard  is  gone  up  to  Eoswell,  and  I  hope  to  hear  from  him 
to-night.  I  think  Johnston  will  send  all  his  effective  cavalry  round  by 
the  north,  to  strike  our  railroad,  and  must  keep  Garrard  well  on  that 
flank  and  McCook  to  support  him.  I  think  you  can  whip  anything  that 
attempts  to  cross  on  that  flank.  Keep  up  the  delusion  of  our  crossing 
below  Sandtown  as  long  as  possible,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  the 
enemy  expects  it.  We  have  a  nice  game  of  war  and  must  make  no 
mistaken  We  ought  to  have  caught  Johnston  on  his  retreat,  but  he 
had  prepared  the  way  too  well.    We  have  killed  and  crippled  a  good

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number  and  have  a  couple  thousand  prisoners,  some  taken  in  fair  fight 
and  some  gathered  up  straggling  behmd.  He  can  no  longer  look  into 
our  camps  as  he  did  from  Kenesavt^.  Try  and  pick  up  as  many  of  his 
scouts  as  you  can,  and  gather  in  as  prisoners  every  citizen  of  whom  yon 
entertain  a  suspicion.  Schofleld  will  move  over  to  our  left,  up  the  Chat- 
tahoochee about  Eoswell  or  below  it.  Write  often.  My  headquarters 
are  on  the  main  road  about  three  miles  back  from  the  railroad  bridge.

You  will  arrest  all  deserters  and  stragglers  from  all  the 
armies  and  forward  those  belonging  to  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland  to 
these  headquarters  by  squads  of  from  thirty  to  fifty.  Those  belonging 
to  the  Armies  of  the  Tennessee  and  the  Ohio  you  will  send  to  the  head- 
quarters of  their  resi^ective  armies  as  opportunity  offers.  You  will  per- 
mit no  ofticer  to  take  quarters  in  Marietta,  except  by  order  of  Major- 
Geueral  Sherman,  and  the  topographical  engineers  of  the  Army  of  the 
Cumberland  who  have  been  sent  there  to  establish  a  lithographic  press 
for  making  maps.  You  will  permit  all  Union  people  desiring  to  go 
north  for  the  purpose  of  remaining  there  to  do  so,  and  order  transi)or- 
tation  for  themselves,  families,  and  baggage.  You  will  arrest  all  resi- 
dent rebels  and  report  their  names  to  these  headquarters.  You  will 
seize  all  cotton  belonging  to  the  rebel  Government,  or  which  has  been 
abandoned,  and  turn  it  over  to  the  quartermaster's  department  for  ship- 
ment north,  taking  receipts  for  the  same,  which  receipts  you  will  for-

Chief  of  8tdff: 
I  have  just  received  Secretary  Stanton's  dispatch,  and  do  not  under- 
stand how  Semmes  and  crew  were  allowed  to  leave  the  sinking  Ala- 
bama in  an  English  yacht.  I  would  have  preferred  the  President  had 
not  proclaimed  martial  law  in  Kentucky,  but  simply  allowed  the  mili- 
tary commanders  to  arrest  and  banish  all  malcontents,  while  the  honest 
and  industrious  stay-at-homes  were  encouraged  by  the  increase  of  se- 
ciuity.  Johnston  made  two  breaks  in  the  railroad,  one  above  Marietta 
and  one  near  Vining's  Station.  The  former  is  already  done,  and  John- 
ston's army  has  already  heard  the  sound  of  our  locomotives.  The  tele- 
graph is  done  to  Vining's,  and  the  field  wireis  just  at  my  bivouac,  and  will

be  ready  to  convey  this  to  you  as  soon  as  translate  into  cipher.  I  pro- 
pose to  study  the  crossings  of  the  Chattahoochee,  and  when  all  is  ready 
to  move  quick.  As  a  beginning  I  keep  the  wagons  and  troops  well  back 
from  the  river,  and  display  to  the  enemy  only  the  picket-line,  with  a  few 
batteries  along  at  random.  Have  moved  General  9chofield  to  a  point 
whence  he  can  in  a  single  march  reach  the  Chattahoochee,  at  a  point 
above  the  railroad  bridge,  where  there  is  a  ford.  At  prt^^sent  the 
waters  are  turbid  and  swollen  by  the  late  rains;  but  if  the  present  hot 
weather  lasts  the  water  will  run  down  very  fast.  We  have  jwntoons 
enough  for  four  bridges,  but,  as  our  crossing  will  be  resisted,  we  must 
maneuver  some.  All  the  regular  crossing-places  are  covered  by  forts, 
apparently  of  long  (construction;  but  we  shall  cross  in  due  time,  and  in- 
stead of  atta<*king  Atlanta  direct,  or  any  of  its  forts,  1  proposeto  make 
a  circuit,  destroying  all  its  railroatls.  This  is  a  dehcate  movement  and 
must  be  done  with  caution.  Our  army  is  in  good  condition  and  full  of 
confidence;  but  the  weather  is  intensely  hot,  and  a  good  many  men 
have  fallen  with  sunstroke.  This  is  a  high  and  healthy  country,  and 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  army  is  good.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  in  compliance  with  orders  received, 
and  also  with  verbal  directions  from  Major-General  Sherman,  I  pro- 
ceeded to  this  i)oint  (Hargiove's  house),  divided  my  force,  sending  one 
detachment  to  Powers'  Ferry,  and  marching  with  the  other  to  the  mouth 
of  Soap  Creek,  about  six  miles  distant,  where  there  is  also  a  ferry  and 
a  bad  ford,  said  by  citizens  to  be  almost  impracticable.  Artillery  wius 
opened  from  the  other  side  of  the  river  on  my  men  at  both  points,  one  gun 
at  the  upper  and  two  at  the  lower  ferry,  without  any  effect,  however, 
except  kiUing  3  horses.  I  found  a  bridge  across  Soap  Creek,  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile  from  its  mouth,  burned  j  the  bridge  at  EosweU  Fjic- 
toTj  has  also  been  burned.  The  distance  between  here  and  there  is 
twelve  miles.  There  is  no  difficulty  in  communicating  with  General 
Garrard,  as  there  are  no  rebels  on  this  side  of  the  Chattahoochee.  I 
find  this  country  ftill  of  ravines  and  bridges,  tolerably  oi)en  and  well 
watered,  but  there  is  neither  grass,  wheat,  nor  other  forage  on  which  to 
subsist  stock.  The  little  that  was  in  the  vicinity  has  been  exhausted  by 
Wheeler's  force,  who  has  been  encamped  here,  until  yesterday  morning, 
for  the  last  ft  v^e  days.  I  will  furnish  you  with  a  map  of  the  roads,  &c., 
some  time  to-morrow.  None  of  the  enemy's  trains  had  passed  this 
way;  they  all  crossed  on  bridges  below.  I  forgot  to  mention  that  at 
Powers'  Ferry  there  is  a  small  boat  and  a  wire  stretched  across.  I  can 
get  my  artillery  in  position  within  500  yards  of  their  battery.  This 
ferry  is  well  watched  and  guarded.  I  have  pickets  also  at  mouth  of 
Soap  Creek  and  at  Johnson's  Ferry,  a  mile  and  a  half  above  that  ])oint.

General  :  Roswell  was  occupied  by  my  command  with  but  small 
o[)i)osition,  the  few  huudred  rebels  on  the  roads  falling  back  before  my 
advance,  and  burning  the  bridge  after  crossing.  There  is  a  good  ford 
at  this  place,  so  I  am  informed  (the  shallow  ford),  but  as  the  opposite 
banks  command  this  one,  and  pickets  lie  on  the  other  side,  I  have  not 
crossed  any  of  my  men.  The  approacth  to  Roswell  from  Marietta  can 
be  made  on  two  roads — one,  as  it  approaches  within  two  miles  of  Roswell, 
is  by  a  crooked,  hilly  road  that  could  be  easily  defended;  the  other,  the 
river  road,  passes  so  close  to  the  river  as  to  come  under  the  fire  of  the 
enemy's  rifles.  I  had  one  man  shot  on  this  road  from  the  other  side. 
There  are  branch  roads  which  lead  into  the  Cummings  road  and  the 
old  Alabama  road,  and  the  approach  on  the  latter  is  the  best  and  safest 
in  case  the  enemy  is  in  this  vicinity  or  secrecy  is  desirable.  The  posi- 
tion in  rear  of  Roswell  for  me  is  not  good,  as  roads  come  in  from  all 
directions,  but  by  being  on  Soap  Creek  I  can  watch  all  this  country, 
the  fords,  &c.,  and  passing  west  of  Sweat  Mountain  will  have  the  short 
line  on  the  enemy.  There  is  a  road  leading  over  to  the  old  Alabama 
roa<l,  a  distance  of  about  two  miles.  As  fast  as  I  can  gain  information 
I  will  send  it  to  you. 

My  impression  is  that  Johnston  will  make  no  attempt  on  this  flank, 
but  that  his  cavalry  has  gone  to  his  left.  He  will  try  to  keep  his  com- 
munications with  the  source  of  his  supplies  westward.  All  infoimation 
from  citizens  and  his  acts  in  this  vicinity  lead  to  this  belief.  His  cav- 
alry instead  of  falling  back  to  the  fords  and  bridges  in  tliis  locality 
crossed  on  the  bridges,  &c.,  with  the  infantry.  Everything  is  taken 
out  of  this  country;  the  grain  cut  by  the  rebel  soldiers  and  hauled  off. 
All  citizens  of  property  also  have  left.  There  were  some  fine  factories 
here,  one  woolen  factory,  capacity  30,000  yards  a  month,  and  has  fur- 
nished up  to  within  a  few  weeks  15,000  yards  per  month  to  the  rebel 
Government,  the  Government  furnishing  men  and  material.  Capacity 
of  cotton  factory  21 G  hxnns,  191,086  yards  per  month,  and  51,060  pounds 
of  thread,  and  4,221)  ixninds  of  cotton  rope.  This  was  worked  exclusively 
for  the  rebel  Government.  The  other  cotton  factory,  one  mile  and  a 
half  from  town,  I  have  no  data  concerning.  There  was  six  months' 
swpply  of  cotton  on  hand.  Over  the  woolen  factory  the  French  flag  was 
flying,  but  seeing  no  Federal  flag  above  it  I  had  the  building  burnt. 
All  are  burnt.  The  cotton  factory  w  as  worked  up  to  the  time  of  its 
destruction,  some  400  women  being  employed.  There  was  some  cloth 
which  had  been  made  since  yesterday  morning,  which  I  will  save  for 
our  hospitals  (several  thousand  yards  of  cotton  cloth),  also  some  rope 
and  thread.  I  have  just  learned  that  McCook  is  near  the  papef-mills, 
on  Soap  Creek,  and  1  may  not  tiike  up  the  position  first  proposed  in 
this  letter.  I  will  try  to  disguise  the  strength  of  my  command.

General  Garrard  reports  to  me  that  he  is  in  possession  of  RosweU, 
where  were  several  valuable  cotton  and  woolen  factories  in  full  oper- 
ation, also  paper-mills,  all  of  which,  by  my  order,  he  destroyed  by  fire. 
They  had  been  for  years  engaged  exclusively  at  work  for  the  Confed- 
erate Government,  and  the  owner  of  the  woolen  factory  displayed  the 
French  flag;  but  as  he  failed  also  to  show  the  United  States  flag,  Gen- 
eral Garrard  burned  it  also.  The  main  cotton  factory  was  valued  at  a 
million  of  United  States  dollars.  The  cloth  on  hand  is  reserved  for  use 
of  United  States  hospitals,  and  I  have  ordered  General  Garrard  to 
arrest  for  treason  all  owners  and  employes,  foreign  and  native,  and 
send  them  under  guard  to  Marietta,  whence  I  will  send  them  North. 
Being  exempt  from  conscription,  they  are  as  much  governed  by  the 
rules  of  war  as  if  in  the  ranks.  The  women  can  find  employment  in 
Indiana.  This  whole  region  was  devoted  to  manufactories,  but  1  will 
destroy  every  one  of  them.  Johnston  is  maneuvering  against  my 
right,  and  I  will  try  and  pass  the  Chattahoochee  by  my  left.  Ask  Mr. 
Stanton  not  to  publish  the  substance  of  my  dispatches,  for  they  reach 
Richmond  in  a  day^  and  are  telegraphed  at  once  to  Atlanta.  The  At- 
lanta papers  contain  later  news  from  Washington  than  I  get  from 
Nashville.  Absolute  silence  in  military  matters  is  the  only  safe  rule. 
Let  our  public  learn  patience  and  common  sense.

(lENERAL  :  I  have  notliing  special  to  report.  All  day  to-day  I  have 
been  inspecting  the  country  near  here  and  find  I  can  take  position  to 
advantage  north  of  RosweU  and  about  two  miles  from  the  town,  and 
command  all  the  roads  between  that  place  and  the  Etowah,  which  lead 
toward  the  railroad,  leaving  McCook's  division  to  look  after  the  part 
from  the  paper-mills  to  Pace's  Ferry.  I  think  I  will  move  early  to-mor- 
row. I  have  [not]  seen  nor  heard  of  any  of  the  enemy  this  side  of  Mc-

General  Garrard, 

Rosicelly  Oa,: 

General  :  Your  report  is  received  and  is  most  acceptable.  I  had  no 
idea  that  the  factories  at  Roswell  remained  in  operation,  but  supposed 
the  machinery  had  all  been  removed.  Their  utter  destruction  is  right 
and  meets  my  entire  approval,  and  to  make  the  matter  complete-  you 
will  arrest  the  owners  and  employes  and  send  them,  under  guard,  charged 
with  treason,  to  Marietta,  and  I  will  see  as  to  any  man  in  America  hoist- 
ing the  French  flag  and  then  devoting  his  labor  and  capital  in  supply- 
ing aimies  in  open  hostility  to  our  Government  and  claiming  the  benefit 
of  his  neutral  flag.  Should  you,  under  the  impulse  of  anger,  natural  at 
contemplating  such  perfidy,  hang  the  wretch,  I  approve  the  act  before- 
hand. I  have  sent  General  Schofield  to  reconnoiter  over  on  that  flank, 
and  1  want  a  lodgment  made  on  the  other  bank  as  soon  as  possible  any- 
where from  Roswell  down  to  the  vicinity  of  Soap  Creek.  I  have  no 
doubt  the  opposite  bank  is  picketed,  but,  as  you  say,  the  main  cavalry 
force  of  Wheeler  has  moved  to  the  other  flank,  and  we  should  take  ad- 
vantage of  it.  If  you  can  make  a  lodgment  on  the  south  bank  any- 
where and  secure  it  well,  do  so.  General  Schofield  will  be  near  to  follow 
it  up  and  enlarge  the  foothold.  He  had  just  started  from  EufiTs  Sta- 
tion a  few  nunutes  before  1  rexjeived  your  dispatch,  but  I  telegraphed 
the  substance  to  be  sent  to  overtake  him.  Keep  a  line  of  couriers  back 
to  Marietta  and  telegraph  me  very  fully  and  often.  I  now  have  the 
wires  to  my  bivouac.  By  selecting  some  one  ford,  say  the  second  or 
third  below  the  mouth  of  Willeyo  Creek,  on  your  sketch,  and  holding  a 
force  there  concealed,  say  a  brigade,  with  your  battery,  then  have  the 
heafls  of  each  your  other  two  brigades  close  by  above  and  below  at  the 
nearest  fords,  let  detachments  from  these  latter  brigades  cross  at  night 
at  the  nearcvSt  fords,  and,  without  firing  a  gun,  close  in  front  of  the 
brigade  in  position  ready  to  (jross  with  artillery.  When  across  with 
artillery  the  best  i)08ition  on  a  commanding  hill  should  be  fortified.  I 
will  see  that  the  cavalry  is  relieved  by  General  Schofield  at  once,  I 
merely  suggest  this  plan  and  its  execution  about  daylight  to-morrow, 
and  I  prefer  you  should  do  it. 

I  assure  you,  spite  of  any  little  disappointment  I  may  have  expressed, 
I  feel  for  you  personally  not  only  respect  but  affection,  and  wish  for 
your  unmeasured  succ^essand  reputation,  but  I  do  wish  to  inspire  all 
cavalry  with  my  conviction  that  caution  and  prudence  should  be  but  a 
very  small  element  in  then*  characters. 

I  repeat  my  orders  that  you  arrest  all  people,  male  and  female,  con- 
nected with  those  factories,  no  matter  what  the  clamor,  and  let  them 
foot  it,  under  guanl,  to  Marietta,  whence  I  will  send  them  by  cars  to 
the  North.  Destroy  and  make  the  same  disposition  of  all  mills  save 
small  flouring  mills  manifestly  for  local  use,  but  all  saw-mills  and  fac- 
tories di8i)ose  of  effectually,  and  useful  laborers,  excused  by  reason  of 
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their  skill  as  manufactarers  from  conscription,  are  as  mnch  prisoners  as 
if  armed.  The  poor  women  will  make  a  howl.  Let  them  take  along 
their  children  and  clothing,  providing  they  have  the  means  of  haoUug 
or  you  can  spare  them.  We  will  retain  them  until  they  can  reach  a 
country  where  they  can  live  in  peace  and  security. 

In  your  next  letter  give  me  as  much  information  as  you  can  as  to  the 
size  and  dimensions  of  the  burned  bridge  at  Roswell  across  the  Chatta- 
hoochee. We  have  plenty  of  pontoon  bridging,  but  I  much  prefer  fords 
for  so  large  an  army  as  we  have.

I  have  not  been  able  to  reconnoiter  as  far  as  Eoswell  to-day.  I  find 
a  pretty  good  crossing  near  mouth  of  Soap  Creek.  Half  a  mile  above 
the  creek  is  a  shallow  ford  where  infantry  can  cross  easily,  but  there 
is  no  road  leading  to  it  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  make  one.  Isham's 
Ferry  just  below  mouth  of  the  creek  is  a  good  place  for  a  bridge. 
About  400  yards  from  the  river  on  east  side  is  a  commanding  ridge 
very  favorable  for  a  bridge-head.  The  crossing  would  be  very  diflacult 
if  that  ridge  were  held  in  force;  but  there  appears  at  present  only  a 
squad  of  cavalry  and  one  or  two  pieces  of  artillery.  If  there  be  no 
greater  force  to  oppose  it,  the  crossing  can  be  effected  ver>'  easily  by 
crossing  infantry  at  the  lord  above,  to  clear  the  ridge  and  cover  the 
construction  of  the  bridge.  The  ground  on  this  side  is  favorable  for 
our  artillery.  Johnston's  cayalry  being  gone,  I  take  it  for  granted  that 
I  can  cross  at  Iloswell  without  difficulty.  The  higher  up  the  river  the 
less  probability  of  serious  opposition;  therefore  1  think  we  may  choose 
whichever  point  you  deem  it  most  desirable  to  have.  I  propose  to 
move  at  daylight  and  cross  the  riv,er  with  as  little  delay  as  possible, 
and  believe  there  is  very  little  chance  of  failure,  no  matter  which  point 
you  select.

After  secur- 
ing a  point  oppositxi  Soap  Creek,  Boswell  will  follow  as  a  matter  of 
course,  and  will  be  additional.  Th«  moment  I  hear  that  General  Gar- 
rard has  made  a  lodgment  at  Eoswell,  I  will  send  a  division  of  General 
M(;Pherson  to  hold  fkst  all  he  makes.  With  Roswell  and  mouth  of 
Soap  Creek,  we  have  plenty  of  room,  with  Marietta  as  the  depot.  I 
will  go  down  to  General  McPherson's  and  stir  them  up  in  the  morning 
by  way  of  diversion.

I  sent  you  an  order  by  your  staff  officer  to  move  down  to  Sandtown 
Ferry.  Circumstances  render  it  necessary  to  change  your  location,  and 
I  wish  you  would  move  by  the  Alabama  road  to-night  in  time  to  reach 
Sweet  Water  Town  bridge  (the  point  you  occupied  a  few  days  ago)  by 
daylight  to-morrow  morning.  Your  pickets  along  the  river  will  be  re- 
lieved by  the  infantry  to-morrow  morning,  after  which  they  can  join 
you. .  Colonel  Adams,  who  is  a  few  miles  below  where  you  will  be  on 
Sweet  Water  Creek,  thinks  the  enemy  is  in  considerable  force  on  this 
side  of  the  Chattahoochee  Eiver,  and  west  of  Sweet  Water  Creek.  I 
wish  you  would  push  scouting  parties  well  out  on  the  Alabama  road 
toward  Villa  Rica,  and  at  the  same  time  to  Powder  Si)riugs,  going  by 
the  bridge  over  the  Sweet  Water  Creek  (the  upper  one)  over  which  we 
passed,  and  returning  via  the  bridge  over  Noyes'  Creek  over  which  we 
passed,  and  around  to  the  right.  Pick  up  all  the  scouting  parties  you 
can  and  arrest  all  suspicious  persons.  You  and  Colonel  Adams  act  in 
concert,  and  have  an  understanding  with  each  other  in  regard  to  all 
movements.  I  w  ill  try  to  be  with  you  to-morrow,  if  I  can  get  through 
with  General  Sherman  in  time.  Keep  me  advised  of  what  you  see,  hear, 
and  do,  and  oblige.

Dear  General  :  I  send  McCoy  down  to  see  you.  I  did  intend  to 
ride  the  lines  to-day  but  have  my  mind  so  intent  on  a  crossing -place  that 
1  want  to  be  near.  The  cars  now  run  into  Marietta  and  down  as  far  as 
a  break  that  will  be  repaired  to-day  about  four  miles  back  of  the  bridge. 
The  enemy  hold  as  a  tfete-de-pont  the  hills  fix)m  the  Nickajack  to  a  point 
about  two  miles  above  the  bridge.  I  rather  prefer  this  should  be  so,  as 
he  will  have  less  on  the  otheB  side.  I  wish  you  to  display  as  much 
anxiety  to  cross  as  possible  and  as  low  down,  but  keep  yoiu*  masses 
remly  to  move  to  the  real  quarter  when  required.  I  wish  you  to  use 
artillery  pretty  freely,  and  if,  as  I  understand,  you  have  a  plunging  fire 
on  the  extreme  point  of  that  range  near  Nickajack  get  plenty  of  guns, 
say  thirty,  to  bear  and  give  it  thunder.  I  send  you  copy  of  an  im- 
portant dispatch  from  Canby,*  in  addition  to  which  Kousseau  will  start 
from  Decatur  for  Opelika.  If  you  see  Stoneman  feel  him  and  see  how 
he  would  like  to  work  down  the  river,  say  thirty  miles,  and  also  make 
a  dash  for  Opelika,  swinging  back  to  us  or  to  Rome  for  safety.  A 
break  of  twenty  miles  from  ()pelika  westward  is  perfectly  practicable 
and  would  be  a  good  blow.  In  the  mean  time  we  can  improve  our  com- 
munications and  get  a  sure  crossing  at  some  point  above.

From  it  you  will  see  that  he  wants  us  to  keep  our  troops 
well  in  hand  for  any  movement,  but  at  the  same  time  make  demonstra- 
tions as  though  we  were  trying  to  find  a  crossing  on  the  Chattahoochee. 
The  enemy  have  batteries  of  from  one  to  four  guns  opposite  all  the 
ferries  as  near-  as  I  can  learn,  and  are  strengthening  their  defenses, 
and  the  banks  on  the  opposite  side  from  us  are  lined  with  sharpshooters. 
I  wish  you  to  take  or  cause  a  regiment  of  infantry  and  a  section  of 
artillery  to  go  to  each  of  the  ferries  (Howell's  and  Sandtown).  Let  a 
I)ortion  of  each  regiment  be  deployed  as  sharpshooters  to  disturb  the 
enemy,  and  oi)en  on  his  batteries  with  your  artillery  or  on  any  train  or 
column  of  troops  you  may  seo  moving.  Major-General  Stoneman  re- 
ports that  the  enemy  have  been  moving  troops  and  trains  down  the 
river  for  the  last  twenty-four  hours.  I  send  Captain  Reese  down  with 
this  order,  who  will  accompany  the  regiments  and  artillery  as  he  is 
familiar  with  the  roads,  &c.

Nashville  or  Decatur : 
I  have  no  new  instructions  or  infonnation  to  convey  to  you,  but  expect 
you  to  leave  Decatur  on  the  9th.  If  Roddey  be  about  Tuscumbia,  you 
might  send  a  small  infantry  force  down  to  Waterloo  to  amuse  him  by 
threatening  to  cross  to  buni  the  Bear  Creek  bridge,  eight  miles  back 
from  Eastport  and  about  five  mile«  east  of  luka.  You  may  give  out 
that  you  are  going  to  Selma,  but  be  sure  to  go  to  Opelika,  and  break  up 
railroad  between  it  and  Montgomery.  There  is  but  a  single  road  there 
which  unites  the  Mississippi  road  with  the  Alabama  roads.  I  am  con- 
vinced General  A.  J.  Smith  will  give  full  employment  to  Forrest,  and  I 
will  keep  Johnston  fully  employed,  and  Major-Gwieral  Canby  will  look 
out  for  the  Mobile  garrison.  When  you  reach  the  road  do  your  work 
well;  burn  the  ties  in  piles,  heat  the  iron  in  the  middle,  and  when  red 
hot  let  the  men  pull  the  ends  so  as  to  give  a  twist  to  the  rails.  If  sim- 
ply bent,  the  rails  may  be  used,  but  if  they  are  twisted  or  wrenched 
they  cannot  be  used  again.  In  returning  you  should  take  the  back 
track,  and,  if  pursued,  turn  for  me  or  for  Rome  or  Kingston  or  Alia- 
toona.  Be  sure  to  take  no  wagons,  but  pack  some  led  horses.  Travel 
early  and  late  in  the  day,  but  rest  at  midday  and  midnight.  Spare 
your  horses  for  the  first  week,  and  keep  the  horses  ready  for  the  return 
trip.  I  think  the  only  force  in  your  route  is  Pillow's,  about  Oxford  or 
Jacksonville  or  Gadsden.  We  are  down  to  the  Chattahoochee,  and  wilT 
soon  be  across.    AH  is  well  with  us,

Col.  Willianr  A.  Johnson,  commanding  at  Corinth, ha«  three 
regiments  and  one  battalion  cavalry  there.  Forrest  with  his  main  force  is 
at  Tupelo,  lioddey  js  with  him.  Roddey  was  to  take  command  at  Corinth 
and  Johnson  was  to  return  up  valley  near  Tuscumbia.  State  guard  at 
Savannah  had  a  skirmish  with  Burt  Hays'  guerrillas.  Five  companies 
of  Roddey's  command  at  or  near  Tuscumbia.  Our  gun-boats  were  up 
as  high  as  WateTloo  la^t  week.  Enemy  have  flat-boats  at  Eastport, 
mouth  of  Bear  Creek.  Enemy  say  that  Nashville  is  the  point  they  in- 
tend to  aim  for.  Have  taken  four  large  droves  of  cattle  out  of  the  country 
and  am  continually  collecting  them.  My  scouts  were  captured  by  twenty- 
ftve  of  Forrest's  conmiand  nine  miles  southwest  of  Lawrenceburg  to-day.

Your  <lify)atch  of  27th  of  June*  is  received,  and  is  very  agreeable 
news.  1  think  Generals  Smith  and  Mower  can  take  care  of  Forrest. 
We  have  fought  Johnston  steadily  back  for  100  miles  over  very  diffi' 
cult  ground,  fortified  at  immense  labor.  I  don't  think  our  loss  ex^ 
ceeds  that  of  the  enemy.  It  has  been  one  immense  skirmish  with 
small  battles  interspersed.  This  army  remains  strong  in  numbers 
and  spirits,  and  has  been  wonderfully  supplied.  Though  repeatedly 
broken,  our  railroad  and  telegi^aph  are  in  good  order  to  the  rear, 
find  I  have  depots  of  supplies  a<Hmmuhite<l  at  fortified  points  to 
my  rear.      Atlanta   is   in  sight,  and   is  defended   by  a  well  handled

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army,  and  a  circle  of  finished  redoubts,  yet  I  sliall  not  pause.  The 
expeditions  from  Memphis,  Vicksburg,  and  Baton  Rouge  are  most 
important  and  will  keep  employed  the  forces  of  the  eueniy  that  might 
be  mischievous  to  my  rear;  also  the  move  on  Mobile  will  be  most  op- 
portune, no  matter  in  what  strength,  even  if  confined  to  a  feint.  On 
the  9th  I  start  a  lightly  equipped  cavalry  force  of  about  3,000,  without 
wagons,  from  Decatur,  Ala.,  to  Opelika,  to  break  up  the  single  track 
from  Montgomery  eastward;  the  effect  of  which  will  be  to  separate 
Alabama  from  Georgia.  This  force  may  be  comi)elled  to  go  to  Pensa- 
cola.  Please  let  the  commanding  oflBcer  at  Pensacola  look  out  for  them 
about  the  20th  to  25th  of  July.  If  they  make  Pensacola  they  \vill 
leave  horses  there,  and  come  back  to  Tennessee  by  water.

n.  The  corps  will  endeavor  to  effect  a  crossing  of  the  Chattahoochee 
to-morrow.  The  point  selected  for  the  crossing  is  near  the  mouth  of 
Soap  Creek.  The  troops  will  march  at  4  a.  m.,  the  Third  Division  in 
advance.  General  Hascall's  artillery  will  move  near  the  head  of  his 
column,  in  order  that  it  may  be  at  hand  to  cover  the  crossing.  The 
trains  of  both  divisions  will  move  in  rear  of  the  corps.  One  brigade  of 
the  Third  Division  will  cross  Soap  Creek  at  the  paper-factory,  about  a 
mile  above  its  mouth,  and  move  down- the  road  toward  the  bank  of  the 
•river,  keeping  out  of  view  from  the  opposite  bank.  The  brigade  com- 
mander will  deploy  a  strong  line  of  skirmishers,  with  large  reserves, 
behind  the  ridge  near  the  river,  and  prepare  a  party  of  about  fifty  good 
men  to  leM  the  crossing  and  effect  a  lodgment  on  the  opposite  side. 
The  men  should  be  tall  and  strong,  on  account  of  the  possible  diificulty 
in  fording.  It  is  not  necessary  to  select  men  from  the  Twenty-third 
Corps  for  their  bravery.  The  brigade  commander  will  keep  his  men 
out  of  sight,  and  not  open  fire  unless  the  enemy's  pickets  be  found  on 
this  side  of  the  river,  in  which  case  he  will  drive  them  away  without 
throwing  any  more  force  than  necessary  for  the  pui'pose.  The  point  of 
crossing  for  the  advance  is  an  old  fish-dam,  constituting  a  practicable 
ford  for  infantry,  about  half  a  mile  above  the  mouth  of  Soap  Creek. 
The  brigade  commander  will  report  the  completion  of  the  above  prepa- 
tions  and  await  further  orders.  General  Cox  will  mass  the  remainder 
of  his  division  on  the  west  side  of  Soap  Creek  and  in  rear  of  the  ridges 
bordering  the  river,  and  reconnoiter  for  positions  for  his  artillery. 
General  Hascall  will  mass  his  division  in  a  convenient  position  in 
rear  of  that  of  General  Cox  and  send  forward  his  artillery  to  report  to 
the  chief  of  artillery.  G^nei^al  Cox  Avill  cause  his  skirmishers  to  be  de- 
ployed, under  cover,  ready  to  advance  to  the  river-bank.  The  artillery 
will  be  ready  to  move  into  position,  and  the  troops  will  clear  the  road 
for  the  pontoon  train,  which  will  follow  immediately  after  the  iufantry. 
Every  precaution  must  be  taken  to  avoid  any  display  of  force  until 
the  order  is  given  to  commence  operations.  Even  groups  of  officers 
should  not  be  seen  by  the  enemy.  This  precaution  is  very  important, 
since  much  delay  may  occur  in  perfecting  the  arrangements  necessary 
to  success,  whereby  the  enemy,  if  warned  of  our  intentions,  might  have 
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time  to  bring  up  re-enforcements.  The  troops  must  make  as  little 
noise  as  praeticable.  Build  no  tires  nor  give  any  other  indication  of  the 
I)reseneii  of  a  hirge  force.  It  is  proposed  to  lay  the  pontoon  bridge  at 
Isliam's  Ferry,  Just  below  the  mouth  of  Soap  Creek,  and  to  use  the  ford 
above  to  cross  infantry  enough  to  cover  the  laying  of  the  bridge. 
The  commanding  general  will  be  on  the  ground,  and  will  give  further 
orders,  after  full  and  careful  reconnaissance.

General  :  I  have  a  division  (General  Cox's)  across  the  river  at  this 
place.  It  has  a  good  position,  and  is  rapidly  intrenching.  Colonel 
Buell  has  laid  one  bridge  and  will  have  another  across  to-night.  I  spent 
most  of  the  day  in  reconnoitering  and  perfecting  arrangements  to  make 
success  sure.  All  was  done  so  quietly  that  the  enemy  was  taken  en- 
tirely by  surprise,  so  that  when  my  artillery  and  infantry  opened  from 
the  west  bank  the  enemy  fled,  leaving  a  piece  of  artillery,  which  fell 
into  our  hands.  My  men  crossed  by  the  ford  and  in  boats  at  the  same 
time  without  losing  a  single  man.  The  enemy  used  liis  artillery  upon 
our  officers  while  reconnoitering  during  the  day,  but  when  we  opened 
upon  them  they  fired  but  a  single  shot  and  fled.  I  presume  they  were 
Brown'^  militia.  We  have  gained  the  desired  point,  captured  one  piece 
of  artillery  and  nobody  hurt.  I  will  give  you  information  concerning 
roads,  &c.,  beyond  the  river  as  soon  as  possible.

Sir:  You  will  make  all  your  arrangements  to  commence  crossing  the 

river  at  3.30  o'clock  precisely,  having  your  advance  guard  ready  to 

enter  the  water  at  that  time,  and  the  brigade  within  easy  supporting 

distance,  but  keeping  all  carefully  hid  till  the  last  moment,  when  the 
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movement  must  be  made  with  dash  ajid  the  men  mnst  be  encouraged 
to  overcome  all  obstacleH.  As  soon  as  a  regiment  is  over  it  will  at  once 
occupy  defensible  ground  and  feel  down  the  river  toward  the  point 
opposite  the  mouth  of  the  creek,  and  as  soon  as  the  brigade  is  over  it 
will  boldly  push  for  that  point,  with  a  view  to  ocxjupy  the  ridge  above, 
and  cover  the  construction  of  the  bridge.  As  a  collateral  movement,  we 
shall  ferry  some  troops  across  in  the  pontoons  if  x)0S8ible  at  the  same 
time.  Your  officers  will  be  on  the  lookout  for  these.  If  Colonel  Case- 
ment commands  the  demi-brigade  in  advance,  let  him  carefully  read 
this  dispatch  before  beginning  the  movement.  The  object  is  first  to 
get  a  lodgment  on  the  other  side  of  the  Chattahoochee,  and  second  to 
push  immediately  for  the  point  a  little  below  Soap  Creek  and  opposite 
so  as  to  protect  the  bridge  building,  and  connect  with  any  troops  we 
may  be  able  to  ferry  over.  Stop  for  nothing  but  heavy  infantry  force 
and  artillery.

With  this 
view  it  would  be  desirable  to  erect  your  batteries  on  the  most  favorable 
points  to  cover  the  enemy's  lines  and  batteries  on  the  eastern  bank  of 
the  river,  and  to  make  such  disposition  of  your  troops  as  will  protect 
them  from  the  fire  of  the  enemy.

The  enemy  and 
our  own  army  and  officers  had  settled  down  into  the  conviction  that  the 
assault  of  lines  formed  no  part  of  my  game,  and  the  moQient  the  enemy 
was  found  behind  anything  like  a  parai>et,  why  everybody  would  de- 
ploy, throw  up  counter- works  and  take  it  easy,  leaving  it  to  the  "  old 
man''  to  turn  the  position.  Had  the  assault  been  made  with  one- 
fourth  more  vigor,  mathematically,  I  would  have  put  the  head  of 
George  Thomas'  whole  army  right  through  Johnston's  deployed  lines 
on  the  best  ground  for  go-ahead,  while  my  entire  forces  were  well  in 
hand  on  roads  converging  to  my  then  object,  Marietta.  Had  Harker 
and  McCook  not  been  struck  down  so  early  the  assault  would  have 
succeeded,  and  then  the  battle  would  have  all  been  in  our  favor  on  a<j- 
count  of  our  superiority  of  numbers,  position,  and  initiative.  Even  as  it 
was,  Johnston  has  been  much  more  cautious  since,  and  gives  ground 
more  freely.

I  have  told  Stoneman  that  if  he  secures 
both  banks  at  Campbellton,  with  its  fen^y-boats,  he  may  call  on  you  for 
a  brigade  to  hold  it  whilst  he  strikes  the  railroad.  Of  course  we  do 
not  intend  to  attack  the  tete-de-pontof  the  enemy,  and  unless  Johnston 
supposes  I  have  scattered  my  force  too  much  he  will  not  venture  to 
sally,  and  if  he  does  our  position  is  as  strong  against  him  as  his  against 
us,  and  I  have  no  apprehensions  on  that  score;  therefore,  if  Stoneman 
calls  for  a  brigade  send  it.    Keep  hammering  away  all  the  time,  and 
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the  moment  lie  lets  go  of  this  bank  occupy  it;  but  if  he  holds  on.  as 
soon  as  the  time  comes  we  will  let  him  stay  on  this  side  and  we  will  go 
over.

I  am  satisfied  that  the  crossing  of 
Schofield  and  Garrard  above  will  draw  in  that  direction  Johnston's  chief 
army,  and  that  what  troops  are  left  south  of  Atlanta  will  be  strung  out 
as  far  as  West  Point,  where  he  will  keep  the  chief  force.  The  point 
where  the  road  would  be  easiest  reached  will  be,  say,  half  way  from 
Atlanta  and  West  Point,  but  it  would  not  be  safe  for  you  to  pass  Camp- 
beUton  unless  the  ferry  was  well  destroyed.  The  bridge  at  Franklin 
is  almost  too  far  down,  but  still  it  too  might  be  reached  by  you  and 
either  used  or  destroyed.  A  ford  but  little  knoAvn  or  used  below  Camp- 
beUton  and  this  side  of  Franklin  bridge  will  be  the  best  if  such  exists, 
and  you  may  incur  any  risk  sure  of  my  approval,  for  whether  you  make 
a  break  of  the  road  or  merely  cause  a  diversion  you  will  do  good.  Don't 
be  absent  more  than  four  or  five  days,  and  keep  me  advised  on  all 
possible  occasions.

(tENEBAX:  My  Hkirmishers  are  near  the  river  and  the  enemy  on  the 
opposite  side  in  rifte-pits,  both  above  and  below  Turner's  Ferry,  The 
enemy  also  have  a  work  on  the  opposite  side  within  easy  cannon-range 
of  the  bluffs  on  the  north  side,  in  which  they  have  artillery.  I  am  hav- 
ing a  battery  of  3-inch  Rodmans  and  20-pounder  Parrotts  put  in  posi- 
tion, and  will  try  to  develop  what  is  in  front  of  uSi  We  have  cap- 
tured about  60  prisoners,  principally  from  the  enemy's  skirmish  line. 

Colonel  Scott,  of  Leggett's  division,  reports  that  the  rebels  burned 
their  x)ontoon  bridge  after  the  main  body  crossed,  and  before  their  skir- 
mishers were  relieved. 

M^jor-General  Stoneman  is  here,  and  desires  to  know  whether  the 
retreat  of  the  rebels  across  the  Chattahoochee  will  make  any  change  in 
the  plans  proposed  for  him  yesterday.  If  he  goes  on  the  expedition,  he 
wishes  to  start  at  8  o'clock  this  evening.  From  the  result  of  his  recon- 
naissance last  night  in  the  vicinity  of  Campbellton,  he  finds  there  is 
no  bridge  or  ford  until  he  reaches  Franklin,  and  no  enemy  on  this  side 
of  the  river.  I  send  this  by  Cai>tain  Gile  in  order  to  get  an  answer 
quickly.

General:  Major-General  Stoneman  has  made  all  his  arrangements 
and  started  on  his  expedition  at  8  o'clock  this  evening,  intending  to  go 
as  far  down  as  Campbellton  to-night.  1  have  sent  a  brigade  of  in- 
fentry  down  to  the  vicinity  of  Sandtown  Ferry,  with  instructions  to 
pick^  and  patrol  along  the  river  between  the  mouth  of  Nickajack  and 
Sweet  Water.  Early  this  morning  my  skirmishers  mo\'ed  forward  and 
took  up  a  position  in  advance  of  the  rebel  works  and  have  been  skir- 
mishing with  the  enemy  across  the  Chattahoochee  all  day.  Seven  regi- 
ments of  infantry  were  moved  up  to  the  rebel  works  to  supi>ort  them 
(four  from  Gresham's  division,  one  from  Harrow's,  one  from  Osterhaus', 
and  one  from  Morgan  L.  Smith's),  the  balance  being  held  ready  for  any 
emergency.  I  am  also  having  batteries  constructed;  will  get  the  guns 
in  to-night  and  be  able  to  open  on  the  enemy  to-morrow  morning.  I 
also  directed  Major-General  Blair  to  send  a  brigade  down  as  far  as 
Howell's  Perry  to  make  a  demonstration  and  develop  the  position  of  the 
enemy  if  possible,  and  inclose  herewith  the  report*  of  Brigadier-General 
Leggett,  who  accompanied  the  brigade.  I  have  not  attempted  to  cross 
the  Chattahoochee  Biver,  which  I  think  can  be  effected  in  the  vicinity 
of  Sandtown  Ferry,  as  it  would  necessitate  i^utting  down  our  pontoon 
bridge,  which,  from  the  instructions  I  have  received,  I  inferred  you  did

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not  wish  (lone  at  present.  Major-General  Stoneman  said  that  he  did 
not  care  about  the  infantry  covering  the  river  any  farther  down  than 
tlie  mouth  of  Sweet  Water.  If  he  cannot  effect  a  crossing  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  Campbellton,  he  will,  after  making  a  lively  demonstration  there 
to-morrow,  push  rapidly  to-morrow  night  for  Franklin  bridge  and  try 
to  cross  tnere.

General:  I  have  pretty  much  made  up  my  mind  as  to  the  next 
move,  but  would  be  glad  to  hear  any  suggestion  from  you.  I  propose 
that  General  Stoneman  shall  attempt  to  break  the  road'^below  Atlanta, 
to  accumulate  stores  at  Marietta  and  increase  our  guards  to  the  rear, 
then  suddenly  to  shift  you  to  Kosw ell,  General  Dodge  in  the  meantime 
to  get  you  a  good  tete-de-pont  and  bridge.  General  Scbotield  is  already 
at  Phillips'  Ferry,  across  and  fortified.  He  too  will  make  a  good  trestle 
bridge.  General  Thomas  will  group  his  [command]  at  Powers'  and 
Paee's  Ferries.  But  for  the  next  three  days,  while  these  preparations 
are  being  nmde,  I  want  you  to  demonstrate  as  though  intending  to  cross 
at  Turner's  or  below,  and  General  Thomas  the  same  at  the  railroad 
bridge.  When  General  Stoneman  is  back,  I  will  give  you  the  word  to 
shift  rapidly  to  Koswell  and  cross,  and  in  anticipation  you  can  get  your 
wiigons  back  to  Marietta,  except  such  as  you  need.  General  Thomas 
will  need  yours  and  his  pontoons  to  cross  at  Powers'  and  Pac<e's.  At  the 
right  time  I  will  leave  Generals  Stoneman  and  McCook  to  cover  the 
front,  and  cross  all  the  balance  of  the  army  and  advance  its  right  on  or 
near  Peach  Tree  Ore<^k,  and  the  left  (you)  swing  toward  Stone  Moun- 
tain. Johnston  will  be  found  to  oceui)y  his  redoubts  about  Atlanta  and 
also  Stone  Mountain  and  Decatur.  We  can  maneuver  so  as  to  comi)el 
him  to  weaken  his  center  or  one  of  his  Hanks,  when  we  can  act.  If  he 
neglect  his  right  or  center  we  get  on  his  Augusta  road.  If  he  neglect 
Atlanta,  we  take  it.  If  he  assume  the  offensive,  we  cover  our  roads 
and  base  and  can  make  as  good  use  of  Peach  Tree  Creek  as  he.  If 
General  Stoneman  could  break  the  road,  so  much  the  better,  but  if  he 
cannot,  I  calculate  that  General  lioussea^u  will  do  so  within  a  week,  quite 
as  edrly  as  Ave  can  be  at  or  near  Cross  Keys.  The  ground  opix>site  still 
continues  rough,  but  that  we  cannot  help.  I  find  all  the  roads  leading 
back  from  Roswell,  Phillips'  and  Powers'  Ferries  to  Marietta  are  good, 
but  the  cross-roads  are  hilly  and  steep.  The  advantage  of  this  plan 
over  the  one  crossing  to  the  south  is,  that  we  are  all  between  the  enemy 
and  our  base,  and  now  that  he  has  destroyed  his  own  bridges  he  cannot 
get  over  without  fighting  us.  Study  your  maps  and  be  ready,  but  in 
the  mean  time  stir  up  the  enemy  all  you  can  on  that  flank  and  make 
feints  as  though  designing  to  cross.

My  troops  are  arriving  and  crossing.  1  have  been  here  three  hours, 
and,  in  company  with  General  Newton,  have  thoroughly  examined  the 
country.  I  will  occupy  and  fortify  to-night  a  tete-de-i)ont  half  a  mile 
from  the  river,  and  extending  up  and  down  one  mile,  covering  the 
entire  ford,  bridge,  and  roads  leading  to  them.  The  ford  is  half  a  mile 
or  more  in  extent,  very  rough,  and  impracticable  except  for  troops.  To 
bridge  the  stream  I  will  haA^o  to  build  over  650  feet  in  hiiigth.  I  shall 
use  the  old  piers,  and  trestle  between.  We  have  a  strong  picket  out 
three  miles  covering  the  forks  of  road  leading  to  McAfee's  Bridge,  eight 
miles  up  the  river,  and  covering  the  forks  of  road  that  leads  to  Atlanta.

To  do  this  requires  a  mounted  fon*e,  and  it  wiU  be  accoin- 
plished  in  the  shortest  tune  and  most  eflPectually  by  men  w^ho  are  ac- 
quainted with  the  country  and  the  character  and  associations  of  the 
leaders  of  these  bands.  Having  learned  that  there  is  a  probability  of 
the  First  East  Tennessee  Cavalry,  Colonel  Brownlow,  being  mounted, 
I  re8i)ectfully  ask  the  mjgor-general  commanding  the  Department  of 
the  Cumberland  to  order  this  regiment,  if  mounted,  to  report  to  me, 
that  I  may  use  it  to  clear  the  cx)untry  of  the  bands  of  thieves  and 
marauders  now  organized  and  being  organized  to  depredate  ui>on  our 
communications.  Brownlow's  regiment  has  in  it  men  who  know  the 
country,  every  road  and  bridle  x)ath,-  and  understand  the  political 
sentiments  of  the  people,  and  hence  would  not  be  so  readily  imposed 
upon  and  misled  by  rebel  sympathizers  as  troops  who  are  strangers  in 
the  country.

I.  The  division  of  General  John  E.  Smith  will  occupy  the  Allatoona 
Pass,  with  a  detachment  at  Kingston  and  Cartersville,  and  the  brigade 
now  at  the  Allatoona  Pass  wiU  cK*.cupy  Kenesaw  Mountain  and  Big 
Shanty.  The  District  of  the  Etowah  will  be  extended  to  embrace  the 
Kenesaw  Mountain. 

II.  Each  of  the  three  armies  will  have  one  regiment  at  Marietta,  of  the 
average  strength  of  330  men  for  fatigue  duty,  to  unload  cars;  the  com- 
manding oflftcers  to  report  for  orders  to  the  chief  conunissary.  Colonel 
Beckwith.  Marietta  will  be  the  grand  depot,  but  the  chief  quartermaster 
may  arrange  to  deliver  stores  in  bulk  at  RuflTs  or  Vining's  Stations,  ac- 
cording to  the  facilities  of  the  railroad. 

III.  Commissaries  and  quartermasters  must  keep  ten  days'  supplies  on 
hand  at  all  times,  without  special  orders  to  that  effect,  and  the  army 
must  be  ready  for  quick,  prompt  movement,  as  our  future  plans  depend 
on  the  enemy.

Washington,  D.  C, : 
The  enemy  is  now  all  beyond  the  Chattahoochee,  having  destroyed 
all^his  bridges.    We  occupy  the  west  bank  for  thirty  miles,  and  have 
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two  heads  of  columns  across;  one  at  the  shallow  ford  at  Boswell, 
and  the  other  at  the  mouth  of  Soap  Creek  (Phillips').  At  these  we 
are  making  good  pier  bridges.  Water  is  shallow,  rock  bottom,  but 
strong  and  rapid  current.  I  propose  to  have  another  of  i)ontoons 
lower  down,  about  the  mouth  of  Bottenwood  or  Island  Creeks.  The 
last  works  abandoned  by  the  enemy  were  the  strongest  of  all,  embracing 
two  detached  redoubts  and  extending  along  the  river  hills  for  about 
five  miles,  having  in  its  whole  extent  finished  abatis  and  parapet,  with 
glacis  obstructed  with  chevaux-de-frise.  and  all  manner  of  impediments. 
But  the  moment  Johnston  detected  tnat  I  had  ignored  his  forts,  and 
had  secured  two  good  lodgments  above  him  on  the  east  bank,  at  fios- 
well  Factory  and  at  Phillips',  he  drew  liis  forces  across  and  burned  all 
his  bridges,  viz,  one  railroad,  one  trestle,  and  three  pontoons.  We  now 
commence  the  real  game  for  Atlanta,  and  I  expect  i)retty  sharp  prac- 
tice, but  I  think  we  have  the  advantage,  and  propose  to  keep  it.

I  have  ordered  General  McPherson  to  send  his  pontoons  here  to- 
morrow. I  will  order  them  to  Powers'  Ferry,  and  I  will  want  you  to  effect 
a  lodgment  there  to-morrow  night  and  next  day.  There  is  no  enemy  of 
any  size  to  our  immediate  front,  and  General  Dodge  reports  the  enemy's 
cavalry  alone  above  Peach  GTree  Creek  at  Buck  Head.  He  says  he  has 
an  Atlanta  pai>er  of  the  10th,  that  all  the  wealthy  people  are  leaving, 
and  that  a  council  of  war  was  held,  when  it  was  decided  to  fight  for 
Atlanta.  General  Eousseau  telegraphs  from  Decatur  on  the  8th  that 
he  started  that  day  and  would  be  on  the  Montgomery  and  Opelika  road 
in  eight  or  nine  days.  I  think  we  shoiUd  as  soon  as  possible  secure 
theopposite  bank  from  Roswell  down  to  Peach  Tree  Creek.  I  tiiink  the 
bridge  across  the  Peach  Tree  near  the  railroad  bridge  is  still  standing. 
I  watched  it  close  to-day  and  think  I  saw  half  a  dozen  men  pass  it,  but 
with  that  exception  there  was  no  life  visible.  There  was  no  danger  in 
standing  in  ftdl  view  in  the  redoubt  to-day.  The  signal  officer  reports 
the  absence  of  all  camps  from  the  other  side  to-day.  I  suppose  Johnston 
will  group  his  army  about  Atlanta,  and  wait  for  us  to  develop  our  game. 
I  only  await  news  from  Stoneman  to  put  General  McPherson  in  motion.

Colonel  :  Moore,  a  scout  whom  I  sent  out  on  the  7th  instant,  has 
just  returned,  bringing  the  following  information : 

He  left  General  Johnston's   headquarters    at  3  p.  m.  yesterday. 
General  Johnston's  headquarters  iire  at  a  small  white  house  three  mile^ 
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this  side  of  Atlanta,,  on  what  is  called  the  Atlanta  and  Marietta  road. 
The  railroad  passes  near  it.  General  Stewart's  headquarters  are  ne^r 
General  Johnston's.  Stewart's  corps,  late  Polk's,  is  still  on  the  right  of 
Johnston's  army,  with  the  right  resting  on  the  railroad,  about  two  miles 
beyond  Peach  Tree  Creek,  going  from  here  toward  Atlanta.  Moore  says 
he  heard  the  officers  saying  they  were  going  to  intrench  a  position  with 
their  right  resting  on  the  railroad  and  their  left  at  Cedar  Bluffs.  He 
says  he  was  told  that  the  principal  i)art  of  the  rebel  wagon  train  hiid 
been  moved  beyond  Atlanta  toward  Augusta;  that  a  good  deal  of  nni- 
chinery  had  been  moved  from  Atlanta  in  the  same  direction,  and  that 
the  refiigees,  in  great  numbers,  taking  the  negroes,  &c.,  are  also  going  in 
the  same  direction.  He  heard  officers  say  that  they  did  not  expect  any 
general  engagement  would  take  place  in  the  vicinity  of  Atlanta  without 
they  received  re-enforcements.  He  heard  a  camp  rumor  that  a  part  of 
Kirby  Smith's  force  was  on  the  way  by  rail  to  join  Johnston's  army,  but 
he  could  not  get  this  from  any  reliable  source.  He  says  the  rumor  wa« 
that  this  re-enforcement  would  be  there  to-day.  Moore  says  his  impres- 
sion is  that  the  left  of  the  rebel  army  rests  at  present  on  the  river. 
Moore  says  he  heard  yesterday  a  report  in  the  rebel  camp  that  two  of 
their  corps  are  at  Harper's  Ferry.  Early's  corps  is  one,  and  he  does  not 
remember  the  other  corps.  He  also  heard  a  report  that  there  had  been 
a  fight  between  Forrest  and  General  Washburn.  Moore  says  he  saw 
Colonel  Sherman  at  a  distance,  but  did  not  have  an  opportunity  to  speak 
to  him.  He  says  Colonel  Sherman  has  been  forwarded  to  Anderson[ville]. 
In  returning  Moore  came  back  by  the  way  of  Buck  Head,  entering  our 
lines  through  General  Dodge's  command.  He  rei)orted  there  early  this 
morning.  Moore  says  Wheeler's  rebel  (?avalry  pickets  are  two  miles  from 
General  Dodge's  outposts.  Wheeler's  cavalry  lies  between  there  and 
Buck  Head.  Moore  says  the  Georgia  State  Troops,  under  General  G. 
W.  Smith,  are  on  the  left,  under  the  general  direction  of  General  Hood.

I  am  having  batteries  erected  on  this  side  of 
the  river  at  Turner's  Ferry,  and  will  have  sixteen  guns  in  position  to- 
morrow morning  to  open  on  the  enemy's  redoubt  on  the  opposite  side, 
distant  about  900  yards.  Deserters  state  that  the  redoubt  has  six  guns, 
two  20-pounder  Parrotts  and  four  lO-pounders.  One  brigade  of  Leg- 
gett's  division  is  near  Sandtown  Ferry  picketing  the  river,  and  I  have 
one  brigade  of  Morgan  L.  Smith's  division  near  Widow  Mitchell's  and 
the  other  brigade  at  the  intersection  of  the  Sandtown  and  Alabama 
roads.  To-morrow  morning  De  G ress  will  take  his  battery  of  20-pounder 
Parrotts  and  go  down  to  Sandtown  Ferry  and  try  to  knock  a  small  bat- 
tery of  the  enemy's  on  the  south  side  of  the  river  to  pieces.  General 
Stoneman  got  off  last  night.  !No  news  from  him  to-,day.

Goinmanding  Department  and  Army  of  the  Tennessee : 
General  :  I  arrived  here  yesterday  at  noon,  the  command  crossed 
and  the  troops  were  all  in  position  before  night,  and  now  have  intrench- 
ments  up.  1  have  over  a  mile  of  ford  and  bridges  to  cover,  and  cannot 
make  a  t^te-de-pont  very  far  out  that  will  cover  it.  I  have  taken  and 
extended  the  line  selected  by  General  !N^ewton.  Our  trains  are  all  on 
the  north  side  of  the  river.  The  ford  is  very  rough,  but  shallow,  and 
the  bridge  we  wiU  have  to  build  is  650  feet  long  and  14  feet  high.  I  put 
a  foot  bridge  across  last  night,  so  that  trooi)S  can  pass.    It  is  very  diffi- 
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cult  for  them  io  wade,  the  water  is  swift  and  bottom  full  of  holes.  The 
enemy's  pickets  are  near  Buck  Head,  and  men  out  of  Atlanta  to-day  say 
t^iat  there  is  no  infantry  after  you  get  four  miles  this  side  of  Atlanta, 
and  that  Stewart  is  on  their  right.  Johnston's  headquarters  are  at  a 
little  house  three  miles  this  side  of  Atlanta,  on  the  railroad.  Atlanta 
papers  of  the  10th  instant  say  that  a  council  of  war  was  held  that  day, 
and  that  it  is  rumored  that  Johnston  would  make  a  fight  for  the  city. 
This  would  tend  to  show  that  it  is  not  tlieir  intention.  All  trains  be- 
longing to  the  army  have  gone  toward  Augusta,  and  everybody  fleeing. 
Eight  miles  up  the  river  from  here  is  a  good  bridge  that  is  not  destroyed. 
I  will  work  hard  on  the  bridge  here  and  finish  it  as  soon  as  possible. 
It  is  a  big  job  as  you  will  perceive  from  the  length.  Everything  was 
burned  up  here  that  we  could  use — ^houses,  miUs,  lumber,  and  all.

General  :  The  importiince  of  your  command  to  the  success  of  my 
operations  is,  I  know,  already  appreciated  by  you;  but  when  I  suggest 
any  additional  work  or  precaution,  I  beg  you  to  consider  it  as  resulting 
from  my  supposed  large  experience  in  the  military  art. 

In  the  first  place,  I  fear  that  our  infantry  officers  suppose  if  cavalry 
comes  about,  they  are  excused  from  doing  anything  but  to  defend  their 
own  i>ost8.  This  is  not  so.  Infantry  can  always  whip  cavalry,  and  in 
a  wooded  and  mountjiinous  country  can  actually  thwart  it,  and  even  at 
times  capture  it.  Of  course,  as  a  general  rule,  a  footman  cannot  catch 
a  horseman  on  a  fair  oi)en  road  or  country,  but  nothing  is  more  awkward 
in  a  wooded  and  mountainous  country  than  a  command  of  cavalry  forced 
to  go  through  narrow  defiles,  across  streams  at  particuhir  fords  or 
bridges,  or  up  and  down  certain  valleys  which  can  be  seen  from  the 
mountain  tops  and  ambushed.  I  have  not  yet  seen  in  this  war  a  cavalry 
command  of  a  thousand  that  was  not  afraid  of  the  sight  of  a  dozen  in- 
fantry bayonets,  for  the  reason  that  the  cavalry,  to  be  eftective,  has  to 
have  a  road  or  smooth  field;  whereas  the  infantryman  steps  into  the 
bushes  and  is  safe,  or  can  block  a  road  in  five  minutes  and  laugh  at  the 
man  on  horseback. 
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The  moral  I  wish  to  inculcate*  by  these  simple  illustrations  is,  hy 
knowing  the  country  and  thinking  ahead,  an  infantry  garrison  e^n  aet 
against  cavalry.  Therefore,  it  is  expected  of  the  infantry  guarding  our 
road  that  they  are  not  to  sit  down  and  let  cavalry  praiu'e  all  around 
them,  but  that  they  ambush  their  roads,  anticipate  their  passage  at 
mountain  passes  and  creek  crossings,  or  even  pursue  them  and  catch' 
them  janmied  in  narrow  roads  or  at  bridges.  Thus  at  Dalton  a  lookout 
should  be  kept  all  along  Taylor's  Ridge  and  give  notice  of  horsemen  in 
the  far  off  valleys,  and  then  they  shoidd  be  waylaid.  Eewards  shoidd 
^  offered  and  paid  to  faithful  citizens  and  negroes  who  give  notice  of 
the  presence  of  paities  of  the  enemy,  but  they  should  always  be  waylaid 
and  pursued. 

Another  matter  I  will  draw  your  attention  to :  officers  and  men  natu- 
rally slip  into  houses  and  establish  headquarters,  offices,  &c.,  and  are 
about  as  useless  as  if  posted  in  Canada.  Make  a  i)ositive  order  that 
each  garrison  shall  build  anew  a  good  stockade  with  earth-work,  abatis, 
&c.,  not  too  strong,  but  to  serve  as  a  stronghold  and  rallying  point,  to  hold 
a  dash  of  cavalry  in  check,  and  more  especially  to  allow  a  part  of  the 
garrison  to  hold  the  i)ost  while  the  greater  i)ortion  goes  forth  to  battle 
with  the  enemy.  A  fixed  garrison  is  harmless  and  useless.  Its  only 
vaJite  is  in  its  power  of  offense. 

I  think  you  had  better  embody  some  of  these  ideas,  and  such  others 
as  may  suggest  themselves  to  you,  in  a  general  order,  and  have  it 
printed  on  pasteboard  and  hung  up  at  every  post,  and  then  make  your 
inspectors  enforce  it. 

We  are  now  in  fiUl  iK)Sse8sion  of  the  country  down  to  the  Chattahoo- 
chee, and  have  two  good  crossings — one  at  Roswell,  and  the  other  at 
the  mouth  of  Soap  Creek,  known  as  Phillips',  and  I  only  await  a  few 
developments  to  go  ahead.  General  Vandever  telegraphs  fi-om  Rome 
that  KUow's  force  has  gone  toward  Meridian.  If  another  attempt  is 
made  from  that  quarter,  it  should  be  counteracted  by  moving  behind  it 
from  Rome  and  Gunter's  Landing.

General  Cox  will  correspondingly 
contract  his  line  from  the  right,  strengthen  it  if  necessary,  and  put  at 
least  one  brigade  in  reserve. 

II.  Supply  trains  will  habitually  be  kept  on  the  west  bank  of  the 
river  until  the  corps  moves  from  its  present  position.  They  will  cross 
the  river  to  make  issues,  and  return  without  unnecessary  delay.  A 
guard  will  be  ftirnished  from  troops  on  duty  at  army  headquarters.

Dear  General:  I  have  written  you  but  once  since  the  opening  of 
the  campaign,  but  I  report  by  telegraph  to  Halleck  daily,  and  he  fur- 
nishes you  copy.  My  progress  was  slower  than  I  calculated,  from  two 
chief  causes,  an  uninterrupted  rain  from  June  2  to  about  the  22d,  and  the 
peculiar  sub-mountainous  character  of  the  country  from  the  Etowah  to 
the  Chattahoochee.  But  we  have  overcome  all  opi)osition  and  whipped 
Johnston  in  every  fight  where  we  were  on  anything  like  fair  terms,  and 
I  think"  the  army  feels  that  way,  that  we  can  whip  the  enemy  in  any- 
thing like  a  fair  fight,  but  he  has  uniformly  taken  shelter  behind  paral- . 
lels  of  strong  profile  made  in  advance  for  him  by  negroes  and  militia. 

I  regarded  an  assault  on  the  27th  of  June  necessary  for  two  good 
reasons:  first,  because  the  enemy  as  well  as  my  own  army  had  settled 
down  into  the  belief  that  flanking  alone  was  my  game;  and  second,  that 
on  that  day  and  ground,  had  the  assault  succeed^,  I  could  have  broken 
Johnston's  center  and  pushed  his  army  back  in  confusion,  and  with 
great  loss  to  his  bridges  over  the  Chattiahoochee.  We  lost  nothing  in 
morale  by  the  assault,  for  I  followed  it  up  on  the  extreme  right  and 
compelled  him  to  quit  the  very  strong  lines  of  Kenesaw,  Smyrna  Camp, 
and  the  Chattahoochee  in  quick  succession. 

My  railroad  and  telegraph  are  now  up  and  we  are  rapidly  accumu- 
lating stores  in  Mariet^  and  Allatoona  that  will  make  us  less  timid 
about  the  roads  to  our  rear. 

We  have  been  wonderftilly  supplied  in  provisions  and  ammunition; 
not  a  day  has  a  regiment  been  without  bread  and  essentials.  Forage 
has  been  the  hardest,  and  we  have  cleaned  the  country  in  a  breadth  of 
thirty  miles  of  grain  and  grass.  Now  the  corn  is  getting  a  size  which 
makes  a  good  fodder,  and  the  railroad  has  brought  us  grain  to  the  ex- 
tent of  four  pounds  i>er  animal  per  day. 

I  have  now  fulfilled  the  first  part  of  the  grand  plan.  Our  lines  are 
up  to  the  Chattahoochee,  and  the  enemy  is  beyond.  Morgan  failed  in 
his  Kentucky  raid,  and  we  have  kept  Forrest  employed  in  Mississippi. 
The  defeat  of  Sturgis  was  unfortunate:  still,  he  kept  Forrest  away 
from  us;  and  now  A.  J.  Smith  is  out  with  a  force  amply  sufficient  to 
whip  him.  I  hear  of  Slocum  at  Jackson,  Miss.^  and  Canby  telegraphs 
me  of  a  trip  from  Baton  Eouge  and  another  against  Mobile,  so  that  I  am 
well  satisfied  that  all  my  people  are  well  employed.  At  this  moment  J 
have  Stoneman  down  the  Chattahoochee,  with  orders,  if  possible,  to 
cross  and  strike  the  West  Point  road;  and  Rousseau  left  Decatur  the 
8th  instant,  with  about  3,000  cavalry  and  no  wagons,  with  orders  to 
make  a  bold  push  for  the  railroad  between  Montgomery  and  West  Point 
and  break  it  good;  to  return  to  the  Tennessee,  if  possible,  but  if  headed 
off  to  make  for  Pensacola.  The  moment  I  got  Johnston  to  the  Chatta- 
hoochee I  sent  Schofield  to  a  ford  above,  and  he  effected  a  crossing 
without  the  loss  of  a  man,  and  has  two  pontoon  bridges.  About  the 
same  time,  Garrard's  cavalry  crossed,  still  above,  at  Roswell  Factory, 
and  aas  been  relieved  by  Dodge's  corps,  so  that  I  now  cover  the  Chatta- 
hoochee and  have  two  good  crossings  well  secured;  by  to-night  I  will 
have  a  third. 

As  soon  as  I  hear  from  Stoneman  I  will  shift  all  of  McPherson  to 
Boswell  and  cross  Thomas  about  three  miles  above  the  railroad  bridge 
and  move  against  Atlanta,  my  left  well  to  the  east,  to  get  possession  of 
the  Augusta  road  about  Decatur  or  Stone  Mountain.  I  think  all  will 
be  ready  in  three  days.    I  will  have  nearly  100,000  men. 
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I  feel  oertain  we  have  killed  and  crip])led  for  Johnston  as  many  as 
we  have  sent  to  the  reai\  Have  sent  baek  about  6,000  or  7,000  prison- 
ers, taken  11  guns  of  Johnston,  and  about  10  in  Eome.  Have  de- 
stroyed immense  iron,  cotton,  and  wool  mills,  and  have  iwssession  of 
all  the  niter  country.  My  operations  have  been  rather  cautious  than 
bold,  but  on  the  whole  I  trust  are  satisfactory  to  you.  All  of  Polk's 
coii>s  is  still  here;  also  Hardee's  and  Hood's,  and  the  Geor^jia  militia, 
under  G.  W.  Smith. 

^  Let  us  persevere  and  trust  to  the  fortunes  of  war,  leaving  statesmen 
iSo  work  out  the  solution.

If  we  can  save  the  rebel 
bridge  it  will  do  for  one,  and  save  us  enough  boats  for  a  spare  one^ 
which  I  want  verv  much,  so  that  in  leaving  General  Stoneman  to  watch 
at  Turner's  he  will  have  a  bridge  and  can  threaten  to  cross  at  Turner's 
and  below  when  we  are  engaged  over  about  the  neighborhood  of  De- 
catur.

General:  The  major-general  commanding  the  department  desires 
that  you  will  make  an  explanation  upon  the  tbUowing  subject,  thinking 
there  must  have  been  some  mistake  or  misunderstanding:  Last  even- 
ing General  Thomas  directed  General  Brannan  to  cause  artillery  to  be 
placed  in  the  redoubts  abandoned  by  the  enemy  near  the  railroad  bridge 
over  the  Chattahoochee,  for  the  purpose  of  firing  upon  the  enemy's 
works  upon  the  oppowte  side  of  the  river.  General  Brannan  communi- 
cated the  order  to  Major  Houghtaling,  youi*  chief  of  artillery,  but  for 
some  reason  the  artillery  was  not  placed  in  the  position  ordered,  or 
anywhere  else.  The  reason  alleged  by  M^jor  Houghtaling  is  that  you 
countermanded  the  order  of  the  major-general  commanding,  saying  that 
if  General  Thomas  had  any  ordei:  of  the  kind  to  communicate  he  could 
do  so  in  writing.  There  was  perhaps  some  misunderstanding.

General:  I  have  received  your  dispatches  of  last  night.    You  may 
put  in  motion  at  once  the  Fifteenth  Corps  and  trains  for  Roswell,  leav- 
ing General  Blair  with  such  artillery  and  wagons  as  he  may  need  to 
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await  the  return  of  General  Stoneman,  and  to  make  in  the  mean  time 
the  necessary  demonstrations  about  Sandtown,  Howell's,  and  Turner's. 
The  enemy  having  destroyed  his  bridges,  cannot  come  back  on  General 
Blair,  and  therefore  he  can  strip  light  so  as  to  follow  you  as  little  en- 
cumbered as  ixmsible  when  General  Stoneman  does  get  back  or  is  heard 
from.  Instruct  General  Blair  fully  on  these  i>oints,  and  let  him  report 
to  me  direct  while  thus  detached.  Let  your  trobps  move  in  the  cool  of 
the  evening  and  moonlight  and  in  the  morning,  sparing  men  and  ani- 
mals us  much  as  possible.  You  will  then  proceed  in  person  to  Eoswell, 
and  take  control  of  matters  on  that  flank,  giving  the  necessary  orders 
to  your  own  troops  and  General  Garrard's  cavalry.  I  want  everything 
done  that  is  pnident  and  necessary  at  Roswell  to  make  it  a  kind  of 
secondary  base  for  oi>erations  against  Atlanta,  and  the  roads  east 
toward  Augusta  and  Macon.  As  you  know,  the  bridges  are  under 
progress  and  the  telegraph  will  be  there  as  soon  as  you.  The  ford 
there,  though  rough,  is  always  pnuiticable  in  ca«e  of  accident  to  our- 
selves or  the  bridges,  and  constitutes  one  of  the  reasons  for  its  use  as  a 
point  of  dep«arture,  and  the  roads  to  and  from  Roswell  are  all  old  and 
much  used.  The  country  thereabouts  is  also  represented  as  abounding 
in  glass,  grain,  and  corn-fields,  all  of  which  will  come  into  use.  Your 
wagons  and  artillery  should  move  by  Marietta  and  fill  up  with  provis- 
ions, forage,  and  ammunition,  and,  I  think,  that  also  is  the  best  road 
for  the  troops,  although  a  few  miles  could  be  saved  by  cutting  across 
by  Smyrna  Camp-Ground.  If  convenient,  you  might  ride  by  the  Tur- 
ner's Ferry  road  along  the  enemy's  recent  works  by  General  Thomas' 
and  my  headquarters  to  confer  and  to  compare  maps.

Major-General  Sherman  : 

General:  By  taking  a  roundabout  way,  and  by  unfrequented  roads, 
our  parties  succeeded  in  capturing  or  cutting  off  every  scout  the  enemy 
had  out.  We  surprised  the  guard  at  the  bridge  (the  First  Tennessee 
Cavalry),  and  drove  them  from  the  bridge  before  they  had  time  to  set 
fire  to  the  straw  and  pine-knots  prepared  for  its  conflagration.  The 
Eleventh  Kentucky  Cavalry  had  the  advance,  under  Colonel  Adams, 
and  did  the  thing  handsomely.  The  bridge  had  been  partially  destroyed 
by  tearing  up  the  sleepers  and  planks,  but  we  will  have  it  repaired 
during  the  night.  It  is  a  covered  structure,  very  well  built,  480  feet 
long,  on  two  main  spans.  One  of  the  couriers  we  captured  came  down 
on  this  side  of  the  river,  bore  a  message  to  the  commanding  ofticer  here 
that  the  Yankees  were  coming  in  large  force,  and  that  he  must  hold 
the  bridge  at  all  hazards,  and  that  re-enforcementvS  were  on  the  way. 
This  i)oint  is  twenty-five  miles  from  Campbellton.  There  is  another 
bridge  at  Franklin,  twenty-five  miles  lower  down.  Newuan,  on  the 
railroad,  is  ten  mile-s  from  here,  and  I  understand  the  road  leads  through 
dense  woods.  We  will  try  what  we  can  do  to-morrow  morning  as  soon 
as  it  is  light.  I  can  hear  of  no  railroad  bridge  in  this  vicinity.  The 
people,  negroes  and  others,  say  the  road  runs  on  a  ridge,  but  if  we  do 
nothing  to  the  road  it  will  create  a  diversion.

Captain:  I  have  the  honor  to  rei>ort  that  all  remains  quiet  here. 
The  rebels  appear  to  have  a  continuous  picket-line  along  the  river; 
none  on  this  side.  At  regular  crossings  and  where  ravines  go  down  to 
the  river  they  have  earth- works.  I  have  seen  only  two  embrasures,  and 
they  are  without  guns.  Yesterday  afternoon  one  gun  opened  near 
Sandtown  Ferry  on  men  in  a  blackberry  patch,  and  another  on  a  recon- 
noitering  party  which  went  to  Adaholt's  Ferry,  at  the  mouth  of  Sweet 
Water.  They  were  brought  up  and  taken  away  by  the  rebels ;  were  not 
in  position.  About  2  o'clock  yesterday  afternoon  a  body  of  cavalry — 
some  of  the  pickets  call  it  one,  some  two  regiments — accompanied  by 
four  or  five  wagons,  went  toward  the  interior  from  Sandtown  Ferry. 
A  body  of  infantry — they  called  it  a  brigade — accompanied  by  about 
thirty  wagons,  moved  to  the  south  of  southwest  from  near  the  same 
point;.  They  can  be  seen  only  a  short  distance  from  the  river,  however. 
Opposite  Adaholt's,  clothes  hanging  on  bushes  indicate  a  small  camp. 
In  a  valley  between  Baker's  and  Sandtown  Ferries,  perhaps  IJtoy 
Creek,  has  appeared  to  be  a  larger  camp,  judging  by  smoke  and  the 
glimmer  of  fire.

To-morrow  morning  General  Hascall  will  move  his  division  for- 
ward on  the  ridge  now  occupied  by  General  Howard's  corps,  connect 
with  General  Howard's  left,  and  prolong  his  line  along  the  crest  of  the 
main  ridge  until  it  reaches  the  dividing  ridge  between  the  creeks,  in 
front  and  on  the  left  of  our  present  position.  General  Cox  will  swing 
forward  his  right  so  as  to  occupy  the  ridge  last  described,  connect  with 
General  Hascall's  left,  and  let  his  own  left  rest  substantially  where  it 
now  is.  The  troops  will  intrench  the  new  position  as  soon  as  they  are 
established  ui>on  it.  Gaps  will  be  left  in  the  works  wherever  they  may 
cross  the  roads  which  run  along  the  ridges  where  the  lines  are  to  be 
established,  as  well  as  where  cross-roads  intersect  the  line.  A  staff 
officer  will  be  sent  to  the  division  commanders  about  7  a.  m.  to  point 
out  the  positions  referred  to.

(Received  3.45  a.  m.  15th.) 
Maj.  Gen.  H.  W.  Halleok, 

Washingtonj  D.  C. : 
All  is  well.  I  have  now  accumulated  stores  at  Allatooua  and  Ma- 
rietta, both  fortified  and  garrisoned  points.  I  have  also  three  points  at 
which  to  cross  the  Chattahoochee  in  my  possession,  and  only  await  Gen- 
eral Stoneman's  return  from  a  trip  down  the  river  to  cross  the  army 
in  force  and  move  on  Atlanta.  Stoneman  is  now  out  two  days,  and  had 
orders  to  be  back  on  the  fourth  or  fifth  day,  at  farthest.  Rousseau 
should  reach  Oi>elika  about  July  17.  Before  regulations  are  made  for 
the  States  to  send  recruiting  officers  into  the  rebel  States,  I  must  ex- 
press my  opinion  that  it  is  the  height  of  folly.  I  cannot  pernjit  it  here, 
and  I  will  not  have  a  set  of  fellows  here  hanging  about  on  any  such  pre- 
tenses. We  have  no  means  to  transport  and  feed  them.  The  Sanitary 
and  Christian  Commissions  are  enough  to  eradicate  all  traces  of  Cliris- 
tianity  out  of  our  minds,  much  less  a  set  of  unscrupulous  State  agents 
in  search  of  recruits.  All  these  dodges  and  make-shifts  but  render  us 
ridiculous  in  our  own  estimation.  I  must  protect  my  army,  and  I  say 
beforehand,  I  have  no  means  to  transport  re-cruiting  parties  south  of 
KashviUe,  or  to  feed  them,  if  they  come  here  in  spite  of  me.

Chief  of  Staff  J  Department  of  the  Cumberland: 
I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  your  letter  of  in- 
structions, dated  July  11, 1  proceeded  to  Dallas,  twenty-nine  miles  dis- 
tant from  my  camp,  on  the  morning  of  the  12tli  and  reached  there  at  5 
p.  m.  the  same  day.  I  succeeded  in  arresting  Green  B.  Turner,  Stephen 
Allen,  and  Aleck.  Bullock.  Mck  Allen  and  Lem.  Anderson,  two  of  the 
other  parties  you  instructed  me  to  arrest,  are  across  the  Chattahoochee: 
John  Hicks  could  not  be  found.  'No  force  of  the  enemy  has  been  iii 
that  vicinity,  but  small  scouting  parties  of  from  eight  to  ten  pass 
through  Dallas  every  few  days  and  frequently  return  with  prisoners. 
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My  men  captured  4  of  their  soldiers  and  7  mules.  As  you  desired,  I 
endeavored  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  all  the  citizens  remaining  in 
Dalla^s  the  fact  that  they  would  meet  with  prompt  and  severe  punish- 
ment if  giiilty  of  any  acts  in  the  fixture  which  would  either  disturb  the 
peace  of  the  cormnmnity  or  give  aid  and  comfort  to  the  enemies  of  the 
Government.  On  my  return  I  marched  on  a  road  leading  into  the 
Powder  Springs  and  Lpst  Mountain  road— one  our  army  has  not  yet 
passed  over.  We  found  many  of  the  enemy's  dead  buried  along  it;  at 
one  place  over  sixty  graves,  and  at  several  others  fi'om  twenty-five  to 
thirty  in  each.  I  judge  fi^om  this  that  their  loss  on  our  right  was 
heavier  than  supposed.

Colonel  :  Moore,  a  scout  whom  I  sent  out  on  the  13th  at  daylight, 
has  just  returned,  and  makes  the  following  statement:  He  left  Atlanta 
at  3  p.  in.  yesterday.  He  came  out  of  Atlanta,  returning  by  the  Peach 
Tree  road.  About  a  nule  fi'om  the  town  on  this  road  the  rebels  were 
busily  engaged  in  constructing  four  separate  forts  on  the  separate  hills. 
The  inhabitants  of  Atlanta  are  still  leaving,  going  farther  south,  and 
the  town  is  pretty  well  cleaned  out.  All  the  valuable  property,  such 
as  machinery  and  army  stores,  has  been  removed,  and  he  heard  toward 
Augusta.  Moore  says  only  a  small  supply  of  subsistence  is  kept  in 
Atlanta,  only  so  much  as  could  be  readily  moved  in  case  of  a  retreat. 
Moore  says  General  Bragg  arrived  fi-om  Eichmond  on  Tuesday  evening 
and  a  brigade  of  four  regiments  fi:*om  Pollard,  Ala.  Moore  says  that  it 
was  rei)orted  in  the  rebel  camps  that  this  brigade  was  from  Kirby 
Smith,  but  that  he  talked  with  the  men  of  the  brigade,  who  told  him 
they  were  from  Polhird,  Ala.,  and  had  never  been  with  Kirby  Smith. 
Moore  says  in  returning  he  came  out  by  the  Peach  Tree  road  till  he 
stmck  the  Turner's  Feriy  road,  which  he  took  and  went  to  the  extreme 
left  of  the  rebel  infantry  line.  This  point  is  a  small  church  in  sight  of 
the  ferry.  General  Manigault's  brigade  is  on  the  extreme  left;  thence 
to  Campbelltou  the  river  is  watched  by  squads  of  cavalry.  From  the 
left  of  the  rebel  line  Moore  returned  to  Buck  Head,  where  he  found 
Wheeler's  cavalry,  and  thence  into  our  lines  through  General  Dodge's 
command,  to  whom  he  reported.  Moore  brings  an  Atlanta  paper  of 
yesterday.

Cammanding  Officer  of  the  Troops  ordered  from  AlUttoona  to  Kenesaw: 

The  i)ositi()n  at  Kenesaw  is  selected  on  account  of  its  peculiar 
strength.  Tlie  main  i)art  of  your  force  should  be  held  at  some  good 
camp  near  its  base,  with  a  strong  picket  and  lookout  on  the  eastern 
hill  and  the  one  known  as  Brushy  Hill,  occupied  by  General  Leggett,  dur- 
ing our  operations  before  Marietta.  The  i>oint  known  as  the  tan-yard, 
or  it  may  be  the  water  station,  api)eared  to  me  the  best  point  for  your 
camp.  The  chief  object  is  to  guard  the  railroad  as  far  down  as  Mari- 
etta and  to  protect  our  stores  in  Marietta.  There  are  three  regiments 
in  Marietta  to  load  and  unload  cars  and  to  guard  the  place,  and,  should 
the  dei>ot  become  threatened,  you  will  make  the  proper  disposition  to 
cover  it.  I  don't  want  troops  (]uartered  in  a  town  because  the  univer- 
sal expenenee  is  that  they  los(»  in  discipline  and  efficiency.  Keep  your 
regiments  in  good  camps,  with  regular  guard  mountings  and  evening 
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parades.  WTien  you  semi  out  patrols  and  exi)editions  give  clear  writ- 
ten iustructions,  and  caution  your  men  not  to  straggle  about  and  get 
picked  up  in  detail.  As  long  as  our  main  army  is  here  or  in  front  no 
enemy  will  threaten  you  but  small  squads  of  cavalry  that  are  sent  on 
errands  of  mischief.  Send  frequent  patrols  down  to  Lost  Mountain  and 
Powder  Springs:  also  uj)  toward  Laughing  Gal  and  Canton.  Show  no 
mercy  to  guerrillas  or  persons  threatening  our  road  or  telegraph.  Re- 
move to  the  rear  all  suspicious  i>ersons  and  families,  and  bear  in  mind 
that  the  safety  of  this  army  is  not  to  be  imperiled^by  any  citizens,  no 
matter  how  hard  their  friends  may  i)lead.  I  understand  you  have  four 
regiments  besides  the  Fifty-third  Indiana,  which  should  join  General 
Blair  as  he  passes  Marietta  en  route  for  Roswell  to-morrow  or  next  day. 
Instruct  your  men  not  to  fear  cavalry.  Infantry  can  take  to  the  bushes 
and  hills  so  quickly  that  they  are  safe  against  any  odds  of  cavalry,  and 
by  waylaying  theVoad  at  known  points  can  defeat  cavalry  by  nring 
from  ambush.

I  regard  Allatoona  of  the  first  importance  in  our  future  plans.  It  is 
a  second  Chattanooga;  its  front  and  rear  are  susceptible  of  easy  defense 
and  its  flanks  are  strong.  The  post  properly  extends  from  the  Etowah 
to  Allatoona  Depot,  and  flanks  the  Pumpkin  Vine  and  Allatoona  Creeks, 
embracing  a  space  wherein  can  be  accumulated  supplies  that  would 
make  a  raid  to  our  rear  less  to  be  feared,  giving  us  the  means  of  living 
tOJ  repairs  coiUd  be  made.  I  want  you  to  study  it  in  all  its  bearings.  As 
long  as  our  aimy  is  in  front,  in  goml  order,  of  course  nothing  could 
threaten  Allatoona,  and  then  its  garrison  should  scour  the  country  for 
miles  around,  especially  up  the  Pumpkin  Vine  and  Euharle^  Creeks 
and  in  the  direction  of  Noonday  and  Canton.  Everything  in  the  nature 
of  grain,  forage,  and  vegetables  should  be  collected.  No  suspicious 
citizens  should  be  allowed  near  the  railroad  or  in  the  country.  The 
safety  of  this  army  must  not  be  imperiled  by  citizens.  If  you  enter- 
tain a  bare  suspicion  against  any  fiimily  send  it  to  the  Noi-th.  Any 
loafer  or  suspicious  person  seen  at  any  time  should  be  imprisoned  and 
sent  off.  If  guerrillas  trouble  the  road  or  wires  between  Kingston  and 
Acworth,  they  should  be  shot  without  mercy.  Rowland's  Springs, 
Laughing  Gal,  Canton,  and  Dallas  should  receive  sudden  and  unex- 
X)ected  visits  by  night  by  parties  about  200  strong.  I  will  soon  be  in 
motion  again  and  will  feel  more  confidence  that  I  know  you  are  at 
Allatoona.

.  Marietta^  Oa.: 
I  have  ordered  three  regiments  at  Marietta  and  a  brigade  at  Kenesaw. 
This  brigade  will  come  to  Marietta  in  case  of  danger  to  the  depot;  but 
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Kenesaw  is  selected  on  aocoimt  of  its  seciirity-  and  proximity,  and 
troops  are  more  easily  disciplined  in  camp  than  in  a  town.  Although 
you  are  chiefly  nee<led  as  a  town  guard  and  to  handle  stores,  you  shoidd 
not  neglect  the  military  dutie^s.  Always  be  prei)ared  for  a  dash  of 
cavalry.  Occupy  the  court-house  and  barricade  and  loophole  the  doors 
and  windows;  also  make  a  good  ladder  to  the  roof,  and  make  the  balus- 
trade bullet-proof,  so  that  a  party  of  men  on  its  roof  could  sweep  the 
streets.  Other  houses  should  also  be  selects  and  prepared  near  the 
railroa<l  dejwt.  A  fcw  hours'  work  will  convert  any  good  brick  or  stone 
house  into  a  citadel.  Arms  and  ammunition  should  always  be  kept 
handy,  and  pickets  kept  well  out  to  give  notice.  All  citizens  of  whom 
you  entertain  the  least  suspicion  should  be  sent  North,  no  matter  the 
seeming  hardships.  The  safety  of  our  depot  must  not  depend  upon  the 
pleasure  and  convenience  of  citizens.  Should  any  one  be  caught  molest- 
ing our  road,  telegraph  wires,  or  our  stores,  he  should  be  disposed  of 
finally  and  summarily,  esi)ecially  if  disguisea  in  the  garb  of  a  citizen.

Preliminary  steps  having  already  begun,  the  foUowing  general  plan 
will  be  observed  and  adhered  to: 

I.  Major-General  Thomas  will  prepare  to  cross  his  army  at  Powers' 
and  Pace's  Ferries,  and  take  position  out  from  the  Chattahoochee  River, 
until  he  controls  the  country  from  Island  Creek  to  Kyle's  Bridge,  over 
Nancy's  Creek,  but  will  not  move  the  whole  of  General  Palmer's  and 
General  Hooker's  corps  across  until  he  hears  that  General  Stoneman  is 
back  from  his  present  expedition.  He  will  endeavor  to  provide  Gen- 
eral Stoneman  enough  pontoon  boats,  balks,  and  chesses  to  make  one 
bridge.  He  will  dispose  of  General  McCook's  cavalry  and  detachments 
of  his  own  infantry  to  watch  the  Chattahoochee  about  the  old  railroad 
crossing. 

II.  As  soon  as  General  Stoneman  returns  he  will  dispose  his  cavalry 
to  watch  the  Chattahoochee  at  Turner's  Ferry  and  about  the  mouth  of 
Nickajack,  connecting  by  patrols  with  General  McCook,  and  will,  if 
I)os8ible,  procure  enough  pontoons  to  make  a  bridge  ready  on  the  first 
chance  to  cross  the  river  about  Howell's  or  Sandtown,  and  break  the 
Atlanta  and  West  Point  railroad  and  telegraph. 

III.  Major-General  Schofield,  after  having  well  secured  his  crossing- 
place  at  Phillips',  will  move  out  towiird  Cross  Keys  until  he  controls 
the  ridge  between  Island  and  Nancy's  Creeks  and  the  road  represented 
as  leading  from  Roswell  to  Buck  Head. 

IV.  M^jor-General  Blair  will  immediately,  on  the  return  of  Major- 
General  Stoneman,  move  rapidly  to  RosweU  and  join  his  army,  Major- 
General  McPherson  will  then  move  his  command  out,  either  by  the 
Cross  Keys  road  or  the  old  Hightower  trail,  until  he  is  abreast  of 
Major-General  Schofield,  and  General  Garrard,  vrith  his  cavalry,  will 
scout  from  McAfee's  Bridge  toward  Pinckneyville,  and  if  no  enemy  is 
there  in  force  will  picket  McAfee's  Bridge  and  take  post  on  General 
McPherson's  left,  about  Buchanan's. 

y.  The  whole  army  will  thus  form  a  concave  line  behind  Nancy's 
Creek,  extending  from  Kyle's  Bridge  to  Buchanan's,  but  no  attempt  will 
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be  made  to  form  a  line  of  battle.  Eaeh  army  will  form  a  unit  and  con- 
nect with  its  neighbor  by  a  line  of  pickets.  Should  the  enemy  assume 
the  offensive  at  any  point,  which  is  not  expected  until  we  reach  below 
Peach  Tree  Creek,  the  neighboring  army  will  at  once  assist  the  one 
attacked.  All  preliminary  steps  may  at  once  be  made,  but  no  coii)s 
need  move  to  any  great  distance  from  the  river  until  advised  that 
General  Stoneman  is  bjvck. 

VI.  Major-General  Thomas  will  stiuly  well  the  cmmtrj-  towanl  Decatur 
via  Buck  Head,  Major-General  S<*liofield  to  a  point  of  the  railroad  four 
miles  northeast  of  Decatur,  and  Major-General  McPherson  and  General 
Garrard  that  toward  Stone  Mountain.  Each  army  should  leave  be- 
hind the  Chattahoochee  Kiver,  at  its  bridge  or  at  Marietta,  all  wagons 
or  incumbrances  not  absolutely  needed  for  battle.  A  week's  work 
after  crossing  the  Chattahoochee  should  determine  the  first  object 
aimed  at,  viz,  the  possession  of  the  Atlanta  and  Augusta  road  east  of 
Dei'atur,  or  of  Atlanta  itself.

Washington^  D.  C. : 

In  view  of  the  i>08sible  recurrence  of  the  late  raid  into  Maryland,  I 
would  suggest  that  the  following  precautions  be  taken :  First.  There 
should  be  an  immediate  caU  for  all  the  troops  we  are  hkely  to  require. 
Second.  Washington  Citjr,  Baltimore,  and  Harper's  Ferry  should  be 
designated  as  schools  of  instruction,  and  all  troops  raised  east  of  the 
State  of  Ohio  should  be  sent  to  one  of  these  three  places  jus  fast  as 
raised.  Nashville,  Decatur,  and  Stevenson  should  also  be  named  as 
schools  of  instruction,  and  all  troops  raised  in  Ohio  and  west  of  it 
should  be  sent  to  those.  By  doing  this  we  always  have  the  benefit  of 
our  increased  force,  and  they  in  tm^n  improve  more  rapidly  by  contiu't 
with  veteran  troops.  To  supply  Sherman,  all  the  rolling-stock  that  can 
possibly  be  got  to  him  should  be  sent.  An  effort  ought  to  be  made  to 
transfer  a  large  portion  of  stores  now  at  Nashville  to  C'hattanooga. 
This  might  be  facilitated  by  withdrawing  for  awhile  the  rolling-stoitk 
from  the  NashvDle  and  Reynoldsburg  Railroad,  and  a  large  part  of  the 
stock  upon  the  Kentucky  roads.  There  is  every  indication  now,  judg- 
ing from  the  tone  of  the  Southern  press,  that,  unless  Johnston  is  re- 
enforced,  Atlanta  will  not  be  defended.  They  seem  to  calculate  largely 
upon  drivmg  Sherman  out  by  keeping  his  hues  of  communication  cut. 
If  he  can  supply  himself  once  with  ordnance  and  quartermaster's  stores, 
and  partially  with  subsistence,  he  will  flaid  no  difficulty  in  staying  until 
a  pennanent  line  can  be  opened  with  the  south  coast.  The  road  from 
Chattanooga  to  Atlanta  will  be  much  more  easily  defended  than  that 
north  of  tl^  Tennessee.  With  the  supplies  above  indicated  at  Chatta- 
nooga, with,  say,  sixty  days'  provisions  there,  I  think  there  will  be  no 
doubt  but  that  the  country  will  supply  the  balance.  Sherman  will, 
once  in  Atlanta,  devote  himself  to  collecting  the  resources  of  the  coun- 
try. He  win  take  eveiything  the  people  have,  and  will  then  issue  from 
the  stores  so  collected  to  rich  and  poor  alike.  As  he  will  take  all  their 
stock,  they  will  have  no  use  for  grain  further  than  is  necessary  for 
bread.  If  the  enemy  do  not  detach  from  here  against  Sherman,  they 
will,  in  case  Atlanta  Mis,  bring  most  of  Johnston's  army  here  with  the 
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expectation  of  driving  us  out,  and  then  unite  against  Shearman.  They 
will  fail  if  they  attempt  this  programme.  My  greatest  fear  is  of  their 
sending  troops  to  Johnston  first.  Sherman  ought  to  be  notified  of  the 
possibility  of  a  corps  going  from  here,  and  should  be  prepared  to  take 
up  a  good  defensive  position  in  case  one  is  sent — one  which  he  could 
hold  against  such  increase.  If  Hunter  cannot  get  to  Gordonsville  and 
Chai  lottesville  to  cut  the  railroad,  he  should  make  all  the  valley  south 
of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  road  a  desert  as  high  up  as  possible.  I  do 
not  mean  that  houses  should  be  burne<l,  but  all  provisions  and  stock 
should  be  removed,  and  the  people  notified  to  move  out.

This  bridge  is 
twenty -five  miles  below  Campbellton,  on  the  road  from  Carrollton  to  New- 
nan.  General  Stoneman  said,  at  daylight  next  morning,  viz,  yesterday, 
he  couTd  make  a  demonstration  on  the  railroad  ten  miles  out.  He 
captured  a  courier  to  the  bridge  guard,  saying  that  a  Yankee  force  was 
coming,  but  the  bridge  must  be  held  at  all  hazards  till  the  re-enforce- 
ments arrived.

I  have  heard  from  General  Stoneman.  He  attempted  to  cross  at 
Moore's  Bridge,  but  encountered  too  much  artillery,  and  thought  it 
imprudent  to  attempt,  lest  he  might  not  get  back.    He  is  now  near 
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Villa  Bica^  and  will  move  this  evening  to  Sweet  Water.  I  have  ordered 
him  to  come  on  over  to  Turner's  Ferry  and  relieve  General  Blair,  whom 
I  have  ordered  to  draw  out  of  sight  of  the  enemy  to-night  and  move  to- 
morrow for  Roswell.  You  may  therefore  make  all  preparations  to  cross 
at  Pace's  Ferry  to-morrow  night  or  next  morning  and  move  out  to  con- 
trol the  bridge  over  Nancy's  Creek.  I  will  move  my  headquarters  to- 
morrow to  Powers'  Ferry.  The  redoubt  from  which  General  McCook 
is  to  control  the  lower  bridge  over  Peach  Tree  Creek  should  be  prepared 
for  him  to-night  by  infantry.  Cavalry  cannot  work  on  parapets  to- 
morrow.

Major-General  Sherman  : 

General:  As  I  indicated  to  you  in  my  last  note,  we  completed  the 
bridge  (Moore's),  and  were  ready  to  cross  at  daybreak  yesterday  morn- 
ing, but  before  we  essayed  it  a  report  came  from  Major  Buck,  in  com- 
mand of  a  battalion  seven  miles  above,  that  the  enemy  had  been  cross- 
ing above  him  on  a  boat  or  a  bridge,  and  that  his  pickets  had  been  cut 
oflf.  I,  of  course,  made  preparations  accordingly,  and. found  that  the 
report  originated  in  the  sound  made  by  the  enemy  crossing  a  bridge 
over  a  creek  on  the  other  side  of  the  river,  and  nearly  opposite  to  M^jor 
Buck.  On  attempting  to  cross  the  bridge  the  enemy  opened  upon  it 
with  four  pieces  of  artillery  from  the  edge  of  the  timbers  on  the  oppo- 
site side  and  made  an  endeavor  to  retake  their  rifle-pits  near  the  water's 
edge.  Deeming  it  inexpedient  to  push  our  endeavors  farther,  and 
knowing  that  it  was  easier  to  retain  the  men  long  enough  to  bum  the 
bridge  than  to  get  them  back  again  after  they  had  been  driven  off,  I 
ordered  the  bridge  to  be  burned  and  the  boats  that  had  been  collected 
there  for  security  destroyed.  During  the  day  I  sent  scouts  down  the 
river  to  within  thirteen  miles  of  Franklin,  where  there  is  another 
bridge,  and  found  neither  ford  nor  ferry-boats,  and  in  the  evening  came 
to  this  point.  We  shall  remain  hercand  graze  during  the  day,  and  in 
the  evening  move  to  the  vicinity  of  Sweet  Water  Town,  or  within 
eight  miles  of  it.  Colonel  Biddle,  who  was  left  with  his  brigade  at 
Campbellton,  reports  the  enemy  quite  strong  at  that  point,  with  two 
gun S' of  long  range  in  each  of  the  two  redoubts  on  the  opposite  bluff, 
which  are  opened  upon  him  whenever  any  of  his  men  show  themselves. 
We  get  plenty  of  forage  for  the  horses,  beef,  and  blackberries,  and  some 
bacon  for  the  men,  and  are  getting  on  finely.  We  want  horseshoes  aiid 
nails,  and  a  little  time  where  we  can- avail  ourselves  of  a  blacksmith 
shop  to  fit  the  shoes,  to  complete  the  cavalry  and  make  it  ready  for  any 
service.  The  artillery,  however,  want  better  horses  and  better  ammu- 
nition, as  the  horses  they  have  would  be  unable  to  make  lon^  consecu- 
tive marches,  and  the  ammunition  is  but  little  better  than  sohd-shot.  I 
was  very  anxious  to  strike  the  railroad  from  personal  as  well  as  other  con- 
siderations, but  I  became  convinced  that  to  attempt  it  would  incur 
risks  inadequate  to  the  results,  and  unless  we  could  hold  the  bridge^  as 
weU  as  penetrate  into  the  country,  the  risk  of  capture  or  disi)er8ion, 
with  loss  of  animals  (as  I  could  hear  of  no  ford),  was  almost  certain. 
It  is  impossible  to  move  without  every  step  we  take  being  known, 
women  as  well  as  men  acting  as  scouts  and  messengers.  I  have  sent 
to  the  rear  about  40  prisoners,  1  of  them  th§  commander  of  the  picket 
10 
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at  the  bridge  on  this  side,  and  16  or  17  of  them  pickets  and  scouts  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  bridge.  I  am  luiable  to  say  how  much  force  is  opposite 
to  us,  but  from  what  can  be  seen  and  I  can  hear,  1  am  convinced  it  is  no 
inconsiderable  one.

The  attempted  invasion  of  Maryland  having  failed  to  give  the  enemy 
a  firm  f^thold  North,  they  are  now  returning,  with  possibly  25,000  troops. 
All  the  men  they  have  here,  beyond  a  sufficiency  to  hold  their  strong 
fortifications^  will  be  an  element  of  weakness  to  eat  up  their  sup- 
plies. It  is  not  improbable,  therefore,  that  you  will  find  in  the  next 
fortnight  re-enforcements  in  your  front  to  the  number  indicated  above. 
I  advise,  therefore,  that  if  you  get  to  Atlanta  you  set  about  destroying 
the  railroads  as  far  to  the  east  and  south  of  you  as  possible;  collect  all 
the  stores  of  the  country  for  your  own  use,  and  select  a  point  that  you 
can  hold  until  help  can  be  had.  I  shall  make  a  desperate  effort  to  get 
a  i>osition  here  which  will  hold  the  enemy  without  the  necessity  of  so 
many  men.  If  successful,  I  can  detach  from  here  for  other  enterprises, 
looking  as  much  to  your  assistance  as  anything  else.

I  have  yours  and  General  Grant's  dispatches.  I  had  anticipated  all 
possible  chances  and  am  accumulating  all  the  stores  possible  at  Chatta- 
nooga and  AUatoona,  but  I  do  not  fear  Johnston  with  re-enforcements 
of  20,000  if  he  wOl  tiike  the  offensive;  but  I  recognize  the  danger  aris- 
ing fbom  my  long  line  and  the  superiority  of  the  enemy's  cavalry  in  num- 
bers and  audacity.  I  move  to-morrow  from  the  Chattahoochee  toward 
Decatur  and  Stone  Mountain,  east  of  Atlanta.  All  well.  Copy  of  this 
to  General  Grant.

Georgia  J  via  Chattanooga: 

My  dear  General:  Yours  of  the  9th  is  just  received.  If  I  have 
written  you  no  "  encouragement  or  advice"  it  has  been  mainly  because 
you  have  not  wanted  either.  Your  operations  thus  far  have  been  the. 
admiration  of  all  military  men^  and  they  prove  what  energy  and  skill 
combined  can  accomplish,  while  either  without  the  other  may  utterly 
fail.  In  the  second  place,  I  must  be  exceedingly  cautious  about  making 
military  suggestions  not  through  General  Grant.  While  the  g^nersd 
himself  is  free  from  petty  jealousies,  he  has  men  about  him  who  would 
gladly  make  difficulties  between  us.  I  know  that  they  have  tried  it 
several  times,  but  I  do  not  think  they  will  succeed.  Nevertheless,  I 
think  it  well  to  a(*t  with  caution.  I  therefore  make  all  suggestions  to 
him  and  receive  his  orders.  In  my  present  position  I  cannot  assume 
responsibility  except  in  matters  of  mere,  administration  or  in  way  of 
advice.  The  position  is  not  an  agreeable  one,  but  I  am  willing  to  serve 
wherever  the  Government  thinks  1  can  be  most  usefuL 

As  you  will  learn  from  the  newspapers,  we  have  just  escaped  another 
formidable  raid  on  Baltimore  and  Washington.    As  soon  as  Hunter 
retreated  southwest  from  Lynchburg  the  roaS  to  Washington  was  open  . 
to  the  rebels,  and  I  predicted  to  General  Grant  that  a  raid  would  be 
made.    But  he  would  not  believe  that  Ewell's  corps  had  left  his  front 
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till  it  had  been  gone  more  than  two  weeks  and  had  abeady  reached 
Maryland.  He  was  deceived  by  the  fact  that  prisoners  captured  about 
Petersburg  represented  themselves  as  belonging  to  E well's  old  cx)rps,' 
being  so  ordered  no  doubt  by  their  officer^.  We  had  nothing  left  for 
the  defense  of  Washington  and  Baltimore  but  mihtia,  invalids,  and 
convalescents,  re-enforced  by  armed  clerks  and  quartermaster's  em- 
ploy^ As  the  lines  about  Washington  alone  are  thirt^^-seven  and  a 
Lalf  miles  in  length,  laid  out  by  McCleUan  for  an  army  of  150,000,  you 
may  jud^^e  that  with  15,000  such  defenders  we  were  in  no  little  danger 
of  losing  the  ca])ital  or  Baltimore,  attacked  by  a  veteran  force  of 
30,000.  Fortunately  the  Sixth  Corps,  under  Wright,  arrived  just  in  the 
nick  of  time,  and  the  enemy  did  not  attempt  an  assault. 

Entre  nous.  I  fear  Grant  has  made  a  fatal  mistake  in  putting  him- 
self south  of  James  River.  He  cannot  now  reach  liichmond  without 
taking  Petersburg,  which  is  strongly  fortified,  crossing  the  Appomat- 
tox and  recrossing  the  James.  Moreover,  byi>lacing  his  army  south 
of  Eichmond  he  opens  the  capital  and  the  whole  Forth  to  rebel  raids. 
Lee  can  at  any  time  detach  30,000  or  40,000  men  without  our  knowing 
it  till  we  are  actually  threatened.  I  hope  we  may  yet  have  ftill  success, 
but  I  find  that  many  of  Grant's  general  oflBcers  think  the  campaign 
already  a  failure.  Perseveraiu^e,  however,  may  compensate  for  all 
errors  and  overcome  all  obstacles.    So  mote  it  be. 

Be  assured,  general,  that  all  your  friends  here  feel  greatly  gratified 
with  your  operations,  and  I  have  not  heard  the  usual  growling  and 
fault-finding  by  outsiders.  I  have  twice  presented  iu  writing  your 
name  for  mjyor-general  regular  army,  but  for  some  reason  the  matter 
still  hangs  fire.

III.  To-morrow  morning,  July  17,  the  corps  will  move  to  position  be- 
tween Island  Creek  and  Nancy's  Creek,  covering  the  roads  from  John- 
son's Ferry  toward  Cross  Keys  and  Buck  Heaid.  General  Oox  will 
move  in  advance  and  will  march  at  7  a.  m.  General  Cox  will  first  Inove 
to  Sandy  Spring  Camp-Ground,  take  position  at  that  place,  and  send 
forward  a  brigfiSe  toward  Cross  Keys,  with  orders  to  reconnoiter  as  far 
as  Nancy's  Creek,  and  will  await  further  orders  before  moving  his  divis- 
ion beyond  the  camp-ground. 

General  Hascall  wiU  move  along  the  road  from  his  present  position 
toward  the  camp-giound  until  he  reaches  the  Atlanta  or  Buck  Head 
road,  take  position  at  that  point,  and  send  a  brigade  to  reconnoiter  to- 
ward Buck  Head,  as  far  as  the  main  ridge  between  Island  Creek  and 
Nancy's  Creek.  This  brigade  will  endeavor  to  communicate  with  Gen- 
eral Thomas'  left,  along  the  ridge,  also  with  the  brigade  of  General  Cox, 
sent  to  reconnoiter  toward  Cross  Keys. 

General  Oox  will  also  send  a  regiment  from  the  camp-ground  to  re- 
connoiter toward  Pinckney  ville  and  open  communication  with  the  right 
of  General  McPherson,  who  is  expected  to  move  from  Roswell  toward 
Decatur,  until  he  comes  into  position  on  our  left.  General  Cox  will 
leave  bis  dismoiuited  cavalry  brigade  and  a  battery  to  guard  the  bridge 
at  Isham's  Ford  and  such  trains  as  may  be  left  at  this  point.  The 
brigade  will  be  strongly  intrenched  on  the  ex)mmandiug  points  near  the 
bridge,  and  will  hold  their  position  at  all  hazards.  The  ordinary  bag- 
gage trains  and  division  ordnance  trains  will  move  with  the  troops. 
Other  trains,  when  not  moving  to  or  from  the  depot,  will  be  parked  on 
the  etist  bank  of  the  Chattahoochee,  immediately  under  the  guns  of  the 
bridge  guard.  Hereafter  in  sending  trains  to  the  depot  for  supplies 
special  care  must  be  taken  to  prevent  their  capture  or  destruction.

4.  Brigatlier-Geneml  (Jarrard,  commanding  cavalry  division,  will 
iiiove  his  command  at  5..'30  a.  m.  to-morrow,  crossing  McAfee's  Bridge, 
and  will  push  out  to  tlie.  vicinity  of  Buchanan's,  near  the  headwaters  of 
Nancy's  Ci*eek,  and  take  up  a  XK)sition  covering  the  roa<ls  to  his  left  and 
front.  He  will  also  feel  to  the  right  and  open  communication  with  the 
Fifteenth  Army  Corps.  He  will  also  leave  a  sufficient  guard  for  Mc- 
Afee^s  Bridge,  and  one  regiment  to  be  stationed  near  Hoswell  to  form 
part  of  the  guard  for  trains  and  to  patrol  the  country  in  the  \icinity. 
The  trains  will  be  compactly  parked,  in  the  most  secure  position  which 
can  be  tbund,  as  near  the  bridge  as  practicable.

To-day  we  have  moved  out  from  the  Chattahoochee  to  Nancy's  Creek, 
General  Thomas  on  the  right  from  Pace's  Ferry,  toward  Atlanta;  Gen- 
eral Schofield  in  the  center,  near  Cross  Keys,  and  General  McPherson 
on  the  left  near  General  Schofield.  To-morrow  I  propose  to  advance 
General  Thomas  to  Peach  Tree  Creek,  about  Buck  Head ;  General  Scho- 
field on  the  Decatur  road,  and  General  McPherson  to  the  vicinity  of 
the  raiboad  east  of  Decatur,  and  his  cavalry  division,  under  Garrard, 
will  break  the  railroad.

General  :  General  Schofield  has  just  been  here  and  describes  his 
position  as  on  Nancy's  Creek,  his  pickets  on  south  side,  near  Cross  Keys, 
about  the  lots  304,  315,  and  316. 

General  McPherson  is  on  the  road  from  Roswell  to  Decatur,  his 
advance  about  lot  326,  about  a  mile  above  General  Schofield.  General 
Schofield  says  that  the  road  represented  on  our  maps  as  fipom  Boswell 
to  Buck  Head  is  a  broad,  well  traveled  road  and  has  a  branch  about  lot 
No.  94,  leading  to  Pace's  Ferry.  This  corresponds  with  what  General 
Corse  tells  me,  that  you  found  a  lar^e  road  branching  to  the  left  soon 
after  leaving  Pace's  Ferry.  It  is  well  to  mark  this  road,  as  it  may  be 
useful  to  us.  General  Howard  can  take  a  good  road  from  here  to  Buck 
II end,  starting  at  his  i)resent  front  and  moving  southeast  to  the  main 
road  from  Eoswell  to  Buck  Head,  just  before  it  crosses  Nancy's  Creek. 
Approaching  Buck  Head  from  this  quarter  about  the  same  time  that  Gen- 
erals Schofield  and  McPherson  get  to  the  Peach  Tree  from  the  east, 
will  of  course  relieve  auy  pressure  you  may  encounter  on  the  main  road. 

General  Schofield  will  move  early  for  the  Peach  Tree  road  in  front 
of  Cross  Keys,  and  take  post  about  lots  239,  247,  and  272,  with  pickets 
forward  as  far  as  196,  and  General  McPherson  will  seek  for  position  in 
the  valley  of  North  Fork  of  Peach  Tree,  about  267,  266,  284,  285,  and 
send  General  Garrard  to  break  the  road  and  telegraph. 

You  should  leave  a  corps  in  front  of  Donaldson's,  and  have  the  other 
two  as  early  as  possible  at  and  in  front  of  Buck  Head.  Then  feel  down 
strong  to  Peach  Tree  and  see  what  is  there.  A  vigorous  demonstration 
should  be  made,  and  caution  your  commanders  not  to  exhibit  any  of 
the  signs  of  a  halt  or  pause,  as  in  that  event  too  much  resistance  would  be 
made  on  the  other  flank.  You  know  the  reasons  for  the  utmost  activity 
and  I  need  not  repeat  them.  Let  all  your  commanders  have  full  orders 
to-night,  and  before  joining  General  Schofield  in  the  morning  I  will 
point  out  to  General  Howard  the  road  by  which  he  can  reach  Buck 
Head  in  five  miles  from  here.  Give  orders  as  soon  as  any  head  of  col- 
umn reaches  Buck  Head  to  feel  up  the  Peach  Tree  road  for  General 
Schofield,  who  will  surely  be  in  position  before  your  troops  can  be.

General  :  Colonel  Reilly  is  about  one  mile  and  a  half  in  front  at  the 
forks  of  the  Atlanta  and  Cross  Keys  roads.  The  former  leads  along 
the  ridge  between  Island  and  Nancy's  Creeks,  and  unites  with  the  one 
you  are  moving  Hascall  on  at  Burdett's,  about  three  mileirtfrom  Sandy 
Creek  Camp-Ground,  and  a  little  more  from  Reilly.  The  road  Cameron 
moved  out  on  is  only  a  plantation  road.  Some  cavalry  of  the  enemy 
are  in  Reilly's  front  on  both  roads,  and  some  are  seen  in  front  of  Cam- 
eron also.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  herewith  a  sketch*  of  my  i)osi- 
tion,  together  with  a  report  from  Brig.  Gen.  K.  Garrard,  giving  the  posi- 
tion of  his  troops  and  his  operations  for  to-day.  We  have  met  nothing 
but  cavalry,  and  few  of  them,  except  in  front  of  Dodge  on  the  Atlanta 
and  Iloswell  road,  where  Dibrell's  brigade,  with  one  or  two  pieces  of 
artillery,  was  i)osted  to  check  an  advance  across  Nancy's  Creek.  They 
gave  way,  however,  very  easily  when  Dodge's  infantry  and  artillery 
came  up  to  (tie  support  of  the  Ninth  Illinois,  mounted,  Lieutenant-Col- 
onel Phillips  commanding,  and  we  had  no  diificulty  in  pushing  our  skir- 
mishers across  the  creek  and  onto  the  opposite  ridge.  They  had  all 
the  main  roads,  by-roads,  lanes,  and  paths  picketed,  and  in  many  case^ 
it  looks  as  though  it  was  more  to  prevent  their  own  men  from  escaping 
than  to  give  notice  of  our  advance.

General  :  I  am  in  camp  about  a  mile  on  the  left  of  your  line.  I  left 
Colonel  Long  with  two  regiments  of  his  brigade  at  the  bridge  to  picket 
the  Stone  Mountain  and  the  Pinckney  road,  and  to  guard  the  bridge. 
Colonel  Minty's  left  rests  near  Buchamxu's,  and  the  Peach  Tree  road,  and 
all  roads  leading  from  the  Peach  Tree  road  toward  the  river  on  the  left 
are  picketed.  Patrols  have  been  out  well  to  the  front,  and  find  but  few 
rebels,  and  most  of  their  tracks  lead  toward  Atlanta  or  Buck  Head.  I 
le4iru  since  being  here  that  there  are  two  Cross  Keys.  The  one  on  the 
maps  is  the  old  one,  where  there  was  a  post-of&ce  some  years  since,  but 
the  name  and  the  i)ost-oflice  were  transferred  to  the  present  position, 
some  four  miles  to  the  east.  This  will  account  for  the  fact  that  both 
you  and  I  are  so  near  Cross  Keys.  We  are  some  four  or  five  miles  east 
of  the  point  laid  down  on  the  map  as  Cross  Keys,  and  about  where  we 
were  ordered.  Buchanan's  is  only  one  house.  Please  send  this  to  Gen- 
eral McPherson.  My  headquarters  are  on  a  road  leading  out  from  your 
left,  or  about  half  a  mile  in  front  of  a  road  leading  just  behind  your 
line,  near  the  house  of  a  Mr.  Chester.

Memoranda  to  Special  Field  Orders,  Ko.  36:  The  map  comi)osed  of 
two  parts  of  the  official  compilation  madfe  at  Marietta  July  5  and  11, 
1864,  is  the  best  and  will  be  the  standard  for  orders  issued  from  these 
he-adqnart^rs.  Asa  general  rule,  old  roads  will  be  found  to  lead  to  De- 
catur, but  new  road^  to  Atlanta.  The  general  country  is  very  hilly 
and  stony,  but  improves  south  and  east  as  we  approach  the  he^  of  the 
0(*mulgee.  Peach  Tree  Creek  is  considerable  of  a  stream,  but  ford- 
able  at  aU  points  east  of  the  main  road  from  Buck  Head  to  Atlanta. 
The  first  real  linea  to  be  found  will  be  on  the  Old  Peach  Tree  road, 
which  starts  at  Turner's  Ferry,  keeps  near  tlie  Cliattahoochee,  crosses 
,  Peach  Tree  at  Moore's  Mill  and  on  a  main  ridge  by  Buck  Head,  Bu-f 
chanan's,  antl  Pinckney\ille.  Our  first  line  must  be  in  front  of  this 
road,  leaving  it  clear  for  communication;  General  Thomas  the  right, 
General  Schofield  the  center,  aud  General  McPherson  the  left.  Gen- 
eral Thomas  will  move  substantially  on  Atlanta,  General  Schofield  on 
Decatur,  and  General  McPherson,  with  General  Garrard's  cavalry,  is 
cliarged  with  the  destruction  of  the  railroad  between  Decatur  and 
Stone  Mcmntain.  As  soon  as  the  road  is  broken  all  the  armies  will 
ch)se  on  General  Thomas,  occupying  the  main  roads  east  of  Atlanta,  or, 
in  other  words,  the  line  swung  across  the  railroad  near  Decatur.  Gen- 
eral Thomas  will  press  close  on  Atlanta,  but  not  assault  real  works, 
but  not  be  deterred  by  cavalry  or  light  defenses.  General  Schofield 
will  threaten  the  neighborhood  of  Decatur,  but  Generals  McPherson 
and  Garrard  wiU  risk  much  and  break  the  railroad  during  the  18th 
or  IDth.

Chattahoochee  River,  Ga. : 
I  have  seen  your  dispatches  objecting  to  agents  of  Northern  States 
opening  recruiting  stations  near  your  camps.  An  a<*t  of  Congress  au- 
thorizes this,  giving  the  appointment  of  agents  to  the  States,  and  not 
to  the  Executive  Government.  It  is  not  for  the  War  Department,  or 
myself,  to  restrain  or  modify  the  law,  in  its  execution,  further  than  actual 
necessity  may  require.  To  be  candid,  I  was  for  the  passage  of  the  law, 
not  apprehending  at  the  time  that  it  would  produce  such  inconvenience 
to  the  armies  in  the  field  as  you  now  cause  me  to  fear.  Many  of  the 
States  were  very  anxious  for  it,  and  I  hoped  that,  with  their  State 
bounties,  and  active  exertions,  they  would  get  out  substantial  additions 
to  our  colored  forces,  which,  unlike  white  recruits,  help  us  where  they 
come  from,  as  well  as  where  they  go  to.  I  still  hope  advantage  from 
the  law;  and  being  a  law,  it  must  be  treated  as  such  by  all  of  us.  We 
here  will  do  what  we  consistently  can  to  save  you  from  difficulties  aris- 
ing out  of  it.  May  I  ask,  therefore,  that  you  will  give  your  hearty  co- 
operation.

Brigadier-General  Whipple, 

Assistant  Adjutant- General  and  Chief  of  Staff: 
General  :  Kewton  left  camp  4.30  o'clock  this  morning,  followed  by 
the  other  divisions.  Just  as  skirmishers  emerged  from  the  pine  woods, 
before  reaching  Nancy's  Creek,  the  rebels  opened  with  artillery,  which 
seemed  to  be  a  section  supported  by  cavalry.  They  occupied  a  good 
elevated  position  across  the  creek,  having  burned  the  bridge.  On  this 
sMJcount  they  were  able  to  hold  us  in  check  some  little  time.  They  gave 
way  as  soon  as  we  got  our  artillery  into  a  good  position.  We  extin- 
guished the  fire,  saved  a  portion  of  the  bridge,  and  reconstructed  it. 
During  the  rest  of  the  march  to  this  place  the  rebel  cavalry  made  quite 
stubborn  resistance.  It  was  a  Kentucky  brigade  under  Williams.  At 
one  place  regular  barricades  were  constructed  of  logs  and  covered  with 
boughs.  When  our  men  approached  to  within  150  yards  they  received 
a  volley,  but  in  this  case  as  in  several  others  the  skirmishers  cheered 
and  charged  them  out.  We  have  had  5  men  wounded ;  none  reported 
killed.  Two  officers  fell  into  our  hands,  1  a  lieutenant-colonel,  killed, 
and  a  captain,  severely  wounded.  I  posted  my  command  as  directed, 
in  advance  of  the  Turner's  Ferry  road  along  the  main  ridge,  all  but  one 
brigade,  which  was  posted  on  the  left  of  the  Eoswell  Factory  and 
Atlanta  road.

Captain:  I  have  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  information  of  the  ma- 
jor-general commanding,  that  my  slarmishers  are  more  than  one-half  of 
the  line  on  Peach  Tree  Creek.  From  near  the  right  of  Colonel  Mc- 
Cook's  line  (which  is  the  left  brigade)  the  line  is  slightly  refased,  but 
within  a  few  yards  of  the  creek  and  commanding  it  at  all  points.  At 
HowelPs  Mill  there  seems  to  be  a  vsmall  force  of  skirmishers;  they  fire 
pretty  sharply  at  McCook's  men.  The  bridge  is  destroyed ;  creek  deep 
with  very  abrupt  aud  high  banks;  cannot  be  crossed  so  far  as  is  re- 
ported, except  by  bridging.  No  infantry  has  been  developed  as  yet, 
though  the  miller  at  Howell's  Mill  says  they  have  infantry  on  the  oppo- 
site bank  of  the  creek.  The  ridge  on  the  other  side  is  not  very  high, 
nor  apparently  very  difficult  of  ascent,  in  front  of  Moore's  line;  in  some 
placets  open  field ;  in  front  of  McCook's  heavy  woods.  Some  of  Moore's 
skirmishers  report  works.  Slight  skirmishing  is  going  on  all  along  the 
line.  My  men  are  intrenching  on  the  skirmish  line  and  my  main  line  is 
being  made  very  strong.  There  is  an  interval  between  my  line  and 
that  of  General  Hooker.  I  have  a  regiment  on  the  Buck  Head  road, 
between  the  two  as  an  outpost.

Keys,  to  the  intersection  of  the  Stone  Mountain  and  Lawrenceville 
roads  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  Brigadier-General  Garrard  to  break 
the  raikoad,  if  he  should  need  assistance.  When  the  head  of  my  col- 
umn reached  the  road  leading  from  McAfee^s  Bridge  to  Browning's 
Coxrrt-House,  General  Garrard  had  just  arrived,  moving  in  the  direction 
of  the  railroad,  some  four  miles  distant.  After  his  column  passed,  at  the 
suggestion  of  the  general  commanding,  I  moved  down  within  two  miles 
of  the  railroad;  then,  as  directed,  sent  one  brigade  of  infantry,  com- 
manded by  Brigadier-General  Lightburn,  to  the  railroad.  He  reports 
to  me  that  he  eifectually  destroyed  some  two  miles  of  rail  and  ties  of 
the  road  to  within  a  short  distance  of  Stone  Mountain,  burning  water- 
tank,  wood,  &c.  During  the  time  that  General  Garrard  and  General 
Lightburn  were  destroying  the  road  in  an  easterly  direction,  Major 
Hotaling,  of  my  staff,  in  charge  of  fifty  mounted  men,  made  up  of 
the  Eighth  Indiana  and  my  escort  company,  moved  on  the  main  De- 
catur road  to  within  three  miles  of  Decatur,  destroying  two  culverts 
and  some  small  portion  of  the  railroad  track.  In  the  march  to  and  fi-om 
the  railroad  to  my  present  position  no  resistance  was  met  anywhere 
that  I  could  hear  of.  One  prisoner  was  captured.  He  was  quite  un- 
well. I  think  quite  a  number  would  have  been  captured  if  we  had 
found  them,  and  all  been  in  the  same  condition  as  this  one.  The  loss 
in  the  whole  command,  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  is  1  horse  with  pains  in 
his  belly  from  eating  green  com.

Says 
the  enemy  were  moving  troops  all  night  last  night  there;  all  the  wa^on 
trains  were  started  off  on  the  Augusta  ro^:  that  Bate's  division 
moved  up  on  Peach  Tree  road  and  is  intrenched  on  south  side  of  that 
creek  near  Howell's  Bridge:  that  the  bridge  is  ready  to  be  burned.  He 
also  reports  one  brigade  of  dismounted  cavalry  at  Buck  Hciwl,  prepared 
to  contest  our  advance.  This  morning  Bate's  division  was  the  extreme 
right  of  Johnston's  infantry,  and  Kelly's  division  of  cavalry  on  north  side 
of  Little  Peach  Tree  between  me  and  Buck  Head.

This  scout  says 
it  is  tlie  general  talk  that  if  Atlanta  falls  Polk's  corps  will  go  west 
toward  West  Point,  while  the  remainder  of  Johnston's  army  will  go 
toward  Augusta  or  Macon.  On  yesterday  Hood  had  the  left,  Polk 
[Stewart]  the  center,  and  Hardee  the  right,  the  militia  on  the  left. 
Johnston  has  received  no  re-enforcements  up  to  to-day.  The  enemy  are 
at  work  on  their  forts  and  intrenchments  around  Atlanta. 

Dispatches  from  Eichmond  rei)ort  their  forces  shelling  Washington. 
Atlanta  papers  up  to  the  17th  instant  have  notlung  of  interest  in  them.

in.  Major-General  McPherson  will  move  along  the  railroad  toward 
Decatur  and  break  the  telegraph  wires  and  the  railroad.  In  case  of 
the  sounds  of  serious  battle  he  will  close  in  on  General  Schofield,  but 
otherwise  will  keep  every  man  of  his  command  at  work  in  destroying 
the  railroad  by  tearing  up  track,  burning  the  ties  and  iron,  and  twisting 
the  bars  when  hot.  OflBcers  should  be  instructed  that  bars  simply  bent 
may  be  used  again,  but  if  when  red  hot  they  are  twisted  out  of  line 
they  cannot  be  used  again.  Pile  the  ties  into  shai)e  for  a  bonfire,  put 
the  rails  across,  and  when  red  hot  in  the  middle,  let  a  man  at  each  end 
twist  the  bar  so  that  its  surface  become  spiral.  General  McPherson  will 
dispatch  General  Garrard's  cavalry  eastward  along  the  line  of  the  rail- 
road to  continue  the  destruction  as  far  as  deemed  prudent. 
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IV.  All  the  troops  should  be  in  motion  at  5  a.  m.,  and  should  not  lose 
a  moment's  time  until  night,  when  the  lines  should  be  closed  on  General 
Schofield  about  Pea  Vine  and  Decatur.

I.  The  batteries  in  each  army  corps  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland 
will  in  future  constitute  a  separate  command  under  the  corps  chief  of 
artillery,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  corps  commander  and  the 
department  chief  of  artillery.  In  action  or  when  preparing  for  action 
they  will  be  placed  in  such  positions  as  the  corps  chief  of  artillery,  with 
the  approval  of  the  corps  commander  and  department  chief  of  artillery, 
shall  select. 

II.  Officers  now  acting  as  chiefe  of  artillery  of  divisions,  whose  bat- 
teries are  not  serving  with  the  army  in  the  field,  will  report  to  their 
corps  chiefs  of  artillery  as  their  assistants.  Those  whose  batteries  are 
so  serving  will  rejoin  them. 

III.  The  issuing  quartermaster  and  commissary  of  subsistence  at 
army  corps  headquarters  shall  supply  the  batteries  of  the  corps  artil- 
lery with  quartermaster  and  subsistence  stores. 

IV.  When  troops  are  temporarily  detached  from  any  army  corps  they 
shall  be  accompanied  by  an  amount  of  artillery  proportionate  to  their 
number;  and  it  shaU  be  the  duty  of  the  issuing  quartermaster  and 
commissary  of  subsistence  of  the  command  detached  to  keep  this  artil- 
lery supplied  with  quartermaster  and  subsistence  stores  until  it  rejoins 
its  own  corps. 

V.  The  chief  of  ordnance  of  the  department  wiU  recommend  an  offi- 
cer to  act  as  ordnance  officer  for  the  artillery  of  each  corps. 

VI.  Corps  commanders  will  detail  a  sufficient  infantry  force  as  guards 
to  the  artillery  trains. 

Vn.  The  medical  director  of  the  corps  will  assign  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  medical  officers  with  the  corps  artillery,  whose  duties  will  be 
exclusively  with  that  command. 

VIII.  All  wagons  belonging  to  the  batteries,  excepting  three  to  each, 
and  the  wagons  of  the  division  ordnance  trains,  now  used  to  carry 
artillery  ammunition,  will  be  turned  over  to  the  issuing  quartermast^ 
at.  corps  headquarters.

III.  In  accordance  with  instructions  from  Military  Division  of  the 
Mississippi,  the  following  movements  will  be  made  to-morrow: 

1.  Mjyor-General  Logan,  commanding  Fifiteenth  Army  Corps,  will,  at 
5  o'clock,  move  his  command  toward  Decatur,  striking  the  railroad  at 
the  nearciit  point  on  his  route,  tearing  up  track,  burning  the  ties,  mak- 
ing the  destruction  complete  and  effectual. 

2.  Major-General  Blair,  commanding  Seventeenth  Army  Corps,  will, 
at  5  o'clock,  move  toward  Decatur,  following  the  conmmnd  of  General 
Logan,  via  Henderson's  Mill,  or  by  an  intermediate  route  between  the 
positions  of.  General  Logan  and  General  Dodge,  if  a  practicable  road 
can  be  found.  Should  General  Blair  discover  a  road  intermediate,  lead- 
ing to  the  railroad,  his  men  will  also  be  employed  in  tearing  up  tracks, 
burning  ties,  twisting  rails,  &c. 

3.  Major-General  Dodge,  commanding  Left  Wing,  Sixteenth  Army

effectual  destruction  of  the  road. 

4.  Brigadier-General  Garrard,  commanding  cavalry  division,  will,  at  5 
o'clock,  move  eastward  along  the  line  of  the  railroad,  in  the  vicinity  of 
Stone  Mountain,  continuing  its  destruction  as  far  as  possible.

General  Thomas: 

I  have  your  note  of  to-day  about  the  pontoon  bridge.  You  will  re- 
member you  promised  to  save  one  bridge  of  pontoons  of  the  enemy,  and 
1  thought  that  would  be  laid  at  Pace's,  the  post  most  easily  drawn  from 
for  the  use  of  Stoneman,  but  I  will  let  Stoneman  go  without,  for  I 
doubt  whether  we  can  get  cavalry  to  cross  the  river  as  long  as  the 
enemy  chooses  to  picket  it.  I  am  intensely  anxious  to  hear  your  i)osi- 
tion  and  whether,  if  we  engage  the  enemy  to-morrow,  you  can  lend  us 
a  hand.  I  am  satisfied  both  forks  of  Peach  Tree  above  the  forks  can 
be  forded,  and  I  cannot  hear  that  Howard  is  across  even  the  Middle 
Fork .  McPherson  has  broken  the  railroad  to  Decatur  and  occupies  Deca- 
tur. Schofield  is  on  a  road  from  Doctor  Powell's  to  Atlanta,  his  advance 
a  mile  and  a  half  down  the  road  at  the  Pea  Vine.  I  beg  you  to  send  me 
a  sketch  of  the  position  of  your  troops,  that  I  may  know  whether  to 
move  to-morrow  directly  on  Atlanta.  If  not  already  done,  Howard 
should  prepare  bridges  across  both  branches  of  Peach  Tree  to-night, 
that  in  case  we  become  heavily  engaged  to-morrow  you  can  re-enforce  us. 
What  about  the  report  of  Stoneman  about  the  enemy  crossing  the  Chat- 
tahoochee westward  at  Sweet  Water!  I  think  it  was  a  party  sent  to 
prevent  Stoneman's  return  from  West  Point,  whither  they  supposed  he 
had  gone.  General  Corse  is  not  yet  back,  but  I  look  for  hun  all  the 
time.

General  Thomas: 

I  sent  General  Corse  to  you  this  morning  to  ex|)lain  the  various  posi- 
tions of  the  troops  and  to  explain  my  wishes.  I  think  you  have  too 
much  of  your  force  the  other  side  of  Nancy's  Oreek.  One  division 
would  be  ample  there,  and  all  the  rest  in  a  general  line,  with  Buck 
Head  as  a  center.  Howard's  corps  should  then  feel  to  the  left  and  cross 
the  forks  of  the  Peach  Tree,  tow^ard  Pea  Vine  Creek.  I  take  nt  for 
granted  all  the  main  crossings  of  Peach  Tree  in  that  quarter  are  well 
covered,  but  can  be  turned  by  the  left.  We  are  across  all  the  forks  of 
the  Peach  Tree,  and  the  head  of  Schofleld's  column  is  beyond  the  forks 
of  the  road  leading  to  Decatur  and  Atlanta,  where  Powers'  is  on  our 
map.  The  Atlanta  road  is  a  big  one  and  about  half  a  mile  west  of 
Powell's  forks,  the  left  to  Atlanta  six  miles,  and  the  right  to  Pace's 
Ferry.  After  crossing  the  Middle  Fork,  a  main  fork  of  the  Peaeh 
Tree,  General  Schofield  sent  Colonel  Hartsulf,  of  his  staff,  to  feel  do^vn. 
He  went  to  the  i^rossing  places  of  Peach  Tree,  approaching  from  the 
south,  and  was  firejd  on  from  the  bank  supposed  to  be  occupied  by  How- 
ard, and  hiid  an  orderly  wounded.  1  have  no  doubt  Howard  can  cross 
anywhere  above  the  forks. 

I  have  seen  an  Atlanta  paper  of  the  18th,  containing  Johnston's 
farewell  order  to  his  troops.  From  its  tone  and  substance  I  infer  he 
has  been  relieved  by  Jeff.  Davis,  who  sent  Bragg  to  Atlanta  to  bear  the 
order.  \  also  infer  it  is  not  for  the  purpose  of  getting  another  com- 
mand.   Hood  succeeds. 

You  must  get  across  Peach  Tree  either  by  moving  direct  on  Atlanta, 
or,  if  necessary,  leave  a  force  to  watch  the  bridge  in  possession  of  the 
enemy  and  move  by  the  left.  This  is  very  important,  and  at  once,  as 
we  may  have  to  fight  aU  of  Hood's  from  east  of  Atlanta.  I  prefer  you 
should  let  Howard  open  the  way  at  once  along  the  Pace's  Ferry  and 
Decatur  road,  or  any  other  in  that  direction.  1  will  push  for  the  occu- 
pation of  Decatur,  and  then  west  for  Atlanta,  till  we  know  exactly 
what  the  artificial  defenses  are.  I  have  already  advised  you  that  Mc- 
Pherson  has  taken  the  railroad  between  Decatur  and  Stone  Mountain, 
and  I  expect  him  and  Schofleld  to  make  a  junction  in  Decatur  to-day, 
in  which  case  I  will  move  Schofield  on  the  road  from  Powell's  to  At- 
lanta. Schofleld  reports  that  his  skirmishers  are  just  in  the  edge  of 
Decatur — 1.05  p.  m.  A  paragraph  in  the  Atlanta  paper  of  yesterday 
says  the  people  in  Montgomery  were  in  great  apprehensions  about  a 
Yankee  raid,  and  were  rushing  to  arms  for  the  defense  of  the  city.

The  fortifications 
lie  mostly  behind  the  Chattahoochee  and  Peiwh  Tree,  and  my  belief  is 
we  can  api)roach  from  the  east  with  certainty  of  getting  witliin  cannon 
reach  of  the  town,  in  whicli  ease  it  cannot  be  held ;  but  to  push  Schofield 
and  McPherson  on  the  place  witlumt  a  (»ertainty  of  your  being  able  to 
effect  a  junction  would  be  extra  hazardous.

Tree  Creek  and  established  themselves  on  the  south  side.  The  division 
of  Major-General  Staidey,  of  the  Fourth  Corps,  will  probably  get  across 
to-night,  and  I  have  given  orders  for  all  the  columns  to  press  forward 
toward  Atlanta  at  daylight  in  the  morning.

General  Thomas: 

Good  for  Bousseau !  Move  for  Atlanta  at  daylight,  trying  to  connect 
T\1th  Schofield  two  miles  east  of  Atlanta.  He  will  move  on  the  road 
from  Howell's  to  Atlanta;  McPherson  by  the  main  road,  following  sub- 
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stantially  the  railroad.  The  confusion  resulting  from  my  misunder- 
standing your  position  resulted  from  want  of  information.  I  supposed 
your  central  corps  to  be  on  the  main  road  from  Buck  Head  to  Atlanta, 
the  right  corps  extending  to  the  mouth  of  fancy's  Creek,  and  the  left, 
Howard,  up  along  the  Peach  Tree  road.  Tlie  road  laid  down  on  the  map 
from  Buck  Head,  crossing  Pea<jh  Tree  in  lot  155,  where  Stanley  now  is, 
intersects  another  to  Atlanta,  crossing  the  South  Fork,  which  is  much 
the  smaller  of  the  two,  and  easily  fordable  at  lot  57.  That  road  would 
connect  your  left  with  Schofield  at  the  very  point  needed.  On  that 
road  I  know  Howard  could  meet  no  forts  or  barricades,  but  on  the  direct 
road  I  have  no  doubt  forts  will  be  met.  With  McPherson,  Howard, 
and  S(5hofield,  I  would  have  ami)le  to  light  the  whole  of  Hood's  army, 
leaving  you  to  walk  into  Atlanta,  capturing  guns  and  everything.  Bur 
with  Schofield  and  McPherson  alone,  the  game  will  not  be  so  certain. 
I  would  like  to  have  Stanley's  and  Newton's  divisions  follow  that  route, 
and  let  Wood  go  ahead,  as  he  is  across,  and  effect  the  junction  at  some 
point  near  Pea  Vine,  say  two  or  three  miles  northeast  of  Atlanta.

General  Schofield  sent  to  communicate  with  you,  and  the  bearer  ap- 
proached by  one  of  the  crossings,  the  second  one  from  the  mouth  of  the 
South  Fork,  but  was  fired  on,  he  thinks,  by  your  pickets,  wounding  an 
oiderly,  and  he  returned.    You  will  have  no  trouble  in  crossing  the  two. 
forks  of  Peach  Tree  any  where  above  the  forks.    General  Schofield  now 
holds  the  forks  of  the  Atlanta  and  Decatur  roads,  and  is  skirmishing 
on  both,  but  thinks  he  will  soon  have  the  head  of  Ids  column  at  Decatur. 
McPherson  is  approaching  the  same  objective  point  from  the  east, ' 
having  broken  up  the  railroad  good.

I  have  ascertained  that  the  rebel  party  that  crossed  the  river  last 
night  near  the  mouth  of  Sweet  Water  Creek,  probably  recrossed  this 
jDorning,  as  I  cannot  hear  of  their  having  gone  northward,  nor  that 
they  brought  over  any  horses.  The  enemy's  pickets  near  Turner's 
Ferry  and  the  mouth  of  Nickajack  were  veiy  active  and  unusually  spite- 
ful ail  night  and  this  morning,  and  I  have  strengthened  the  line,  keeping 
a  limited  reserve  at  the  most  central  position.  He  appears  strongest 
near  the  mouth  of  Sweet  Water,  a  large  cavalry  camp  being  there. 

I  learn  that  several  parties  of  several  hundred  in  each  party  made 
theii^  appearance  in  the  country  we  passed  over,  crossing  at  Campbell- 
ton  after  we  left  there,  three  days  ago.  The  enemy  have  facilities 
for  crossing,  as  he  has  all  the  boats  on  their  side,  which  are  sunk  when 
not  requir^.  I  have  one  brigade  near  the  mouth  of  Sweet  Water  Thatch- 
ing the  force  opposite,  another  near  the  mouth  of  Nickajack,  the  dis- 
mounted men  at  Turner's  Ferry,  all  connecting.

2.  Mjyor-General  Blair  wiU  move  his  command,  starting  at  6  o'clock, 
into  Decatur,  thence  south,  or  nearly  so,  a  mile  and  a  half  to  Scho- 
field's  house,  where  he  will  take  a  road  leading  to  Atlanta  and  which 
intersects  the  main  road  from  Decatur  at  a  distance  of  three  miles  from 
Atlanta,  coming  in  on  the  left  of  Major-General  Logan. 

3.  Major-General  Dodge  will  hold  his  command  in  his  present  posi- 
tion and  be  ready  to  follow  immediately  after  the  Fifteenth  Army  Corps 
on  direct  road. 

4.  Brigadier-General  Garrard  will  operate  ui)on  our  left  flank  and 
rear  as  we  move  toward  Atlanta,  and  will  so  dispose  his  forces  as  to 
cover  the  trains  in  and  about  Decatur  from  any  cavalry  dash. 

5.  All  wagons^  except  ammunition  wagons  and  ambulances,  will  be  left 
behind  in  the  vicinity  and  to  the  north  of  Decatur,  until  the  result  of 
our  advance  is  determined. 

6.  The  command  will  move  forward  prepared  for  battle,  divested  of 
all  useless  incumbrances,  and  the  mjyor-general  commanding  trusts  that 
every  man  will  be  found  in  ranks  and  in  his  proper  place.

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viz,  to  hang  on  to  Forrest  and  prevent  liia  coming  to  Tennessee.  I  will, 
however,  renew  the  orders.  I  advanced  from  the  Chattahoochee  in 
force  on  the  17th.  On  the  18th  Greneral  McPherson  and  Garrard^s 
cavalry  reached  the  Augusta  road  and  destroyed  about  five  miles  of  it 
east  of  Decatur.  On  the  19th  the  whole  line  crossed  Peach  Tree  Creek, 
General  McPherson  occupying  Decatur.  To-day  we  moved  on  Atlanta 
and  have  been  fighting  all  day.  Our  line  now  extends  from  a  point  on 
tJie  railroad  two  miles  and  a  half  east  of  Atlanta,  and  extends  around 
by  the  north  to  the  mouth  of  Peach  Tree  Creek.  We  find  the  enemy  in 
force,  but  wiU  close  in  to-morrow.  By  the  Atlanta  pai)ers  we  learn  that 
Johnston  is  relieved  and  Hood  commands;  that  Rousseau  is  on  the 
railroad  at  Opelika,  and  that  most  of  the  newspapers  and  people  have  left 
Atlanta.  General  Thomas  is  on  my  right,  General  Schotield  the  center, 
and  General  McPherson  on  the  left.  General  Garrard's  cavalry  on  the 
left  rear  of  General  McPherson,  and  Generals  Stoneman  and  McCook  on 
the  west  bank,  guarding  our  right  flank.  The  enemy  still  clings  to  his 
intrenchments.  -If  General  Grant  can  keep  Lee  from  re-enforcing  this 
army  for  a  week,  I  think  I  can  dispose  of  it.  We  have  taken  several 
hundred  prisoners,  and  had  some  short  severe  encounters,  but  they 
were  partial;  but  we  have  pressed  the  enemy  back  at  all  points  until 
our  rifle-shot  can  reach  the  town.  If  he  strengthens  his  works  I  will 
gradually  swing  around  between  him  and  his  only  source  of  supplies, 
Slaoon.

I  am  now  in  possession  of  your  sketch,  which  is  perfectly  clear  and 
plain.  In  advancing  this  morning,  of  course  we  will  bring  on  a  heavy 
battle,  and  should  be  as  ftilly  prepared  as  x^ossible.  I  tTiink  as  your 
troops  are  now  disposed  your  right  will  be  too  strong  as  compared 
with  your  left.  I  have,  therefore,  to  request  that  Stanley  and  Newton, 
of  Howard's  corps,  move  by  the  road  Stjinley  is  now  on,  making  a 
right  wheel  gradually  until  they  can  meet  with  Schofield  and  Wood. 
In  other  words,  I  wish  you  to  strengthen  your  left  and  risk  more  to 
your  right,  for  the  reason  that  as  Atlanta  is  threatened  the  enemy 
will  look  to  it  rather  than  the  river.  Now,  I  have  read  the  papers,  and 
Eousseau  has  surely  broken  uj)  the  road  about  Opelika  very  oppor- 
tunely. We  have  done  complete  work  east  of  Decatur,  and  luckily  it 
appears  that  a  locomotive  has  blown  up  and  encumbered  the  track  on 
the  Macon  road,  so  now  is  the  time  for  us  to  strike  in  force.  Do  keep  me 
fully  advised,  as  I  am  pressed  from  right,  left,  and  center  with  questions 
aa  to  the  dispositions  of  the  difierent  commands.

General  :  I  have  just  completed  an  inspection  of  the  lines  from  right 
to  left.  The  enemy  seems  to  be  resisting  General  Palmer's  extreme 
right  very  obstinately.  I  have  therefore  directed  him  to  hold  General 
Davis  in  force  to  observe  and  oppose  any  attempts  on  our  right  flank. 
The  other  two  divisions  or  General  Palmer's  cx>rps.  General  Hooker's 
corps,  and  General  Newton's  division,  of  General  Howard's  cori)s,  are  a 
mile  in  advance  of  Peach  Tree  Creek,  their  skirmishers  connecting,  and- 
the  troops  advancing  gradually.  Prisoners  reiK)rt  that  the  enemy's  line 
of  battle  confronts  my  troops,  with  his  left  near  Turner's  Ferry,  and 
his  right  resting  on  what  I  take  to  be  Pea  Vine  Creek.  He  has  a  heavy 
line  of  skirmishers  in  my  front.  If  the  prisoners'  report  be  true  his 
attention  is  fully  occupied  by  us,  and  I  am  in  hopes  Generals  McPher- 
son,  Schofield,  and  Howard  will  be  able  to  fall  upon  his  rear  without 
any  very  great  difficulty.  Captain  Sutermeister,  who  commands  the 
artillery  stationed  in  the  redoubt  on  the  north  side  of  the  Chattahoo- 
chee, at  the  railroad  bridge,  reports  c<5nsiderable  force  of  the  enemy  in 
his  front  in  their  rifle-pits.  That  rei)ort,  taken  in  connection  with  the 
fact  of  a  considerable  force  threatening  General  Davis'  right,  induces 
me  to  phu'.e  some  confidence  in  the  reports  of  the  deserters,  which  I 
hope  may  be  true,  as  it  will  enable  you  to  captiu'e  a  great  many  pris- 
oners. .  General  Davis  lost  quite  heavily  yesterday,  probably  200,  in- 
cluding wounded  and  missing.  The  loss  in  the  other  commands  is 
slight.  We  have  taken  about  50  of  the  enemy  prisoners  and  buried 
25  or  30  of  their  kiUed.

Dear  General  :  I  have  yours  of  12  m.  I  have  been  with  Howard 
and  Schofield  to-day,  and  one  of  my  staff  is  just  back  from  General 
McPhersou.    All  rei>ort  the  enemy  in  their  front  so  strong  that  I  was 
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in  hopes  iioue  "vrere  left  for  you,  but  I  see  it  is  the  same  old  game;  but 
we  must  not  allow  the  enemy  to  bmld  a  new  system  of  fortifications. 
We  cannot  pass  Atlanta  without  reducinff  it,  and  the  more  time  we 
give  them  the  harder  it  will  be  to  carry.  General  Scliofiekl  is  near  the 
distillery,  where  the  enemy  is  fortifying.  General  Howard  is  just  where 
he  first  encountered  the  enemy,  four  miles  back  from  Atlanta,  and  Mc- 
Pherson  is  on  the  railroad,  about  two  miles  and  a  half  out,  but  reports 
Or  line  of  breast- works,  but  does  not  seem  certain.  I  wish  you  to  press 
forwaid  all  the  time,  and  thereby  contract  the  lines.  If  we  can  shorten 
our  line  either  to  the  left  or  right,  we  should  attempt  to  break  up  West 
Point.  I  rather  incline  to  think  it  best  to  swing  to  the  right,  but  hope 
to-morrow's  w  ork  may  develop  some  weak  part.  The  enemy  attempted 
to  sally  against  Cox,  but  were  quickly  repulsed.  I  saw  the  skirmishers 
of  the  other  division  of  Schofield  make  a  dash  at  a  line  of  rifle-pits,  car- 
rying it  and  capturing  about  100  prisoners.  1  w^as  anxious  to-day  to 
prevent  the  enemy  from  making  a  new  and  larger  line  of  breast- works 
than  had  been  at  first  prepared,  which  is  so  near  Atlanta  that  artillery 
could  overreach  and  enter  the  town.  All  the  prisoners  cai>tured  by 
Schofield  are  of  Hood's  coq^s,  though  each  division  commander  insists 
he  has  to  fight  two  corps.  All  tlm  ground  I  have  seen  is  densely  wooded, 
but  the  roads  are  good.  We  will  to-morrow  press  at  all  point-s  and 
contract  our  lines,  so  as  to  spare  a  (*oliuun  for  detached  service.  It 
seems  to  me  Palmer  can  force  the  enemy  to  evacuate  the  works  on  this 
bank  of  the  Chattahoochee  or  be  captured.  1  will  push  Schofield  and 
McPherson  all  I  know  how.

Dear  General  :  I  have  just  read  General  Stoneman's  letter,  with 
your  indorsment.  We  have  seen  enough  to-day  to  convince  us  that  all 
of  Stoueman's  information  is  incorrect.    Something  more  than  militia 
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remain  at  Atlanta,  and  they  are  not  demoralized.  They  have  fougljt 
hard  and  persistently' all  day,  and  the  heavy  musketry  fire  still  contin- 
ues with  Howard  and  Schofleld.  I  do  not  hear  MePherson's  guns 
now.  I  will  send  him  your  letter,  but  fear  his  answer  will  be  that  he 
has  all  the  rebels  on  his  flank.  I  think  he  is  already  impressed  with 
the  importance  of  pressing  hard  on  that  flank.  If  we  cannot  break  in, 
we  must  move  by  the  ri^ht  flank  and  interpose  between  the  river  and 
Atlanta,  and  operate  agamst  the  road  south.  If  you  can  advance  your 
whole  line,  say  to  within  three  miles  of  Atlanta,  I  can  throw  a  force 
around  your  rear  to  Ea«t  Point.  If  you  se«  a  good  chance  to  strike  in 
that  quarter  you  may  call  for  Stoneman's  and  McCook's  men,  and  let 
them  come  across  by  Pace's  and  march  down  this  bank.  My  own 
opinion  is  that  in  the  morning  you  will  find  the  forts  on  the  Chattahoo- 
chee abandoned,  and  think  you  will  have  no  difficulty  in  pushing  your 
line  up  close  to  Atlanta.  At  all  events,  try  it.  I  will  send  your  and 
Stoneman's  letters  to  McPherson,  but  think  the  opportunity  of  oi)er- 
ating  on  that  flank,  if  it  did  exist,  is  now  past.

Colonel  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  divisions  of  Stanley 
and  Wood  crossed  the  South  Fork  of  Peach  Tree  Creek  to-day  near 
Durand's  Mill,  and  are  now  in  position,  with  the  left  upon  the  Atlanta 
road  and  the  right  near  the  mouth  of  South  Fork  Peach  Tree  Creek. 
General  Newton  occupies  the  position  taken  by  General  Wood  yester- 
day, south  of  the  creek  on  the  main  Buck  Head  and  Atlanta  road, 
having  gained  some  ground.  All  have  had  some  hard  fighting  with 
the  enemy's  infantry  and  artillery.  Stanley  connects  with  General 
Schofield  on  his  left,  and  Wood  connects  with  King  on  the  right.  Just 
after  dark  Grose's  brigade  captured  42  prisoners,  among  them  a  cap- 
tain belonging  to  Stevenson's  division,  Cheatham's  corps  (Hood's). 
Gibson's  brigade  crossed  the  south  fork  of  the  creek  afber  sunset,  and 
forms  Wood's  extreme  right,  near  the  junction  of  the  two  forks.  Please 
mention  this  latter  to  General  Thomas,  as  it  was  not  so  reported  in 
General  Howard's  communication.

General:  The  m^'or-general  commanding  directs  me  to  acknowl- 
edge the  receipt  of  your  note  of  10  a.  m.  this  day^  and  to  give  you  a 
summary  of  events  occurring  in  this  army.  Our  Imes  were  yesterday 
pushed  across  Peach  Tree  Creek  in  several  places,  and  to-day  when  an 
advance  was  being  made  by  all  the  corps,  the  enemy  made  a  furious 
attack  on  our  men,  commencing  at  about  4  p.  m.  on  the  extreme  left. 
General  Newton's  lines,  and  extending  to  the  extreme  right.  This 
attack  was  continued  until  night  set  in,  and  wa«  most  handsomely  re- 
pulsed at  all  points.  Our  loss  on  some  parts  of  the  line  is  reported 
e^vere^  but  UQ  official  report  h^  yet  been  made.    The  impressioft  of 
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th&m^jor-general  commanding  is  from  what  he  has  seen  and  knows 
X>er8onally,  that  our  loss  is  very  light,  while  the  rebels  have  lost  many 
in  killed  and  wounded,  and  those  taken  prisoners.  General  Ward, 
Twentieth  Army  Corps,  reports  having  captured  2  stand  of  colors  and 
many  prisoners,  and  hopes  to  capture  a  whole  regiment  which  has  got 
into  rather  a  tight  place  to  get  out  safely. 

Major-General  Sherman  has  written  a  note  to  the  mtyor-generaJ  com- 
manding stating  that  Generals  McPherson,  Schofield,  and  Howard, 
with  two  divisions  of  his  corps,  are  pressing  on  to  Atlanta,  and  at  that 
time  (3  p.  m.)  could  not  be  more  than  from  one  mile  and  a  half  to  two 
miles  and  a  half  distant  from  the  city.  If  this  report  of  the  positions 
of  the  troops  named  be  as  stilted,  it  is  expected  that  we  can  secure 
many  prisoners  on  our  left,  as  it  will  be  impossible  for  them  to  get 
away  with  our  force  in  their  re4ir. 

Everything  has  progressed  satisfactorily,  and  the  enemy  has  been 
gloriously  thrashed.

A  negro,  who  was  t^iken  prisoner  with  Colonel  Streight,  has  just 
come  in,  and,  I  thinkj  brings  reliable  information,  and,  if  reliable,  is 
.very  important,  to  wit,  that  Johnston  is  retreating  in  haste  along 
the  Macon  road.  A  captain  who  deserted  and  comes  to  us,  says  that 
Johnston  cannot  go  by  the  way  of  West  Point,  as  the  gauge  is 
different  the  other  side  of  the  river  from  this  side.  The  negro  says 
that  oifr  operations  in  the  direction  of  Campbellton  and  Moore's  Bridge 
caused  the  greatest  stami>ede;  that  Jackson's  division  has  gone  to 
the  Blue  Mountain  in  Alabama;  that  he  saw  Wheeler  near  Canii)bell- 
ton,  and  that  he  ha«  his  whole  force  near  there  and  below;  that  there  is 
no  force  in  Atlanta  but  the  "  new  issue"  (miUtia) ;  that  the  army  is  utterly 
demoralized  and  easily  frightened.  The  negro  says  he  is  in  the  Eighth 
Texas  Regiment,  Colonel  Harrison's  brigade,  Humes'  division.  He  has 
seen  General  Johnston  often,  and  a  short  time  since  had  his  headquar- 
ters at  white  house,  four  miles  from  Atlanta,  on  or  neai-  the  railroad; 
he  wears  a  broad  brim  hat,  has  a  gray  beard  and  a  dutch  looking  face; 
and  Hood's  headquarters  were  and  are  always  near  by.  I  send  him  to 
you  and  give  you  these  items  in  order  that  by  cross-questioning  he  may 
be  detected  if  he  is  unreliable;  further,  that  there  is  no  sick  or 
wounded  now  in  Atlanta.  He  confirms  the  rei)orts  of  the  rebels  strip- 
ping our  men  as  soon  a«  taken  prisoners.  Ask  him  to  describe  to  you 
Stareight's  surrender  to  Forrest.

I  think 
our  only  chance  of  entering  Atlanta  by  a  quick  move  if  possible  is  lost. 
Still  more  good  results  wiU  How  from  your  pressing  hard  and  close  on 
your  flank  than  the  other,  because  if  you  can  rea<;h  Atlanta  with  your 
guns  or  turn  that  flank  we  will  capture  more  prisoners  and  property 
than  by  the  otlier,  for  it  will  leave  the  enemy  in  a  pocket  whence  they 
should  not  Cvscape.  We  have  carried  several  light  lines  of  rail-pits  to- 
day all  along  our  lines,  but  have  not  followed  up  quick  enough,  so  that 
I  suppose  in  the  morning  we  will  find  the  remainder  made  int/O  good 
parapets.  Still  do  not  fail  to  try  them  strong  and  And  that  flank  if 
you  can  reach  it.  I  have  ordered  Thomas  to  press  close  into  Atlanta, 
and  will  see  that  Schotield  and  Howard  do  the  same.  I  have  no  news 
later  than  you  have  from  abroad.

We  have  had  some  pretty  lively  skirmishing  and  have  driven  the 
enemy  from  several  pretty  strong  j>ositions,  though  I  do  not  think  there 
has  been  much  of  anything  but  cavalry  in  front  of  us  on  the  left.  But 
they  have  had  four  pieces  of  artillery  and  are  armed  with  short  Enfield 
rifles,  making  it  difficult  at  times  to  dislodge  them.  Brigadier-General 
Gresham,  commanding  Fourth  Division,  Seventeenth  Army  Corps,  was 
wounded  in  the  leg  below  the  knee  by  a  minie-ball,  which  shattered 
the  bone,  and  I  am  afraid  he  will  lose  his  leg.  I  have  assigned  Brig. 
Gen.  Giles  A.  Smith  to  the  command  of  the  division.  You  will  see 
from  the  sketch  that  my  left  (Blair's  command)  is  in  lot  207,  and  the 
line  runs  nearly  north,  the  right  breaking  to  the  rear  slightly  to  con- 
nect with  General  Schofield.  General  Garrard's  headquarters  are  in 
Decatur  and  his  command  is  so  disposed  as  to  cover  our  rear  and  line 
of  communications  back  to  Itoswell.

General:  After  destroying  the  bridge  at  McAfee's,  which  I  sup- 
pose  is  already  done,  you  will  send  to  General  McPherson's  guard  at 
the  bridge  at  Roswell  your  wagons,  led  horses,  and  baggage,  and  pro- 
ceed rapidly  to  Covington,  on  the  main  wagon  and  rail  road  east,  dis- 
tance about  thirty  miles  from  Decatur.  Take  the  road  by  Latimar's, 
touching  the  railroad  at  or  beyond  Lithonia,  and  thence  substantially 
along  the  railroad,  destroying  it  effectually  all  the  way,  especially  the 
Yellow  River  bridge  this  side  of  Covington,  as  well  as  the  road  bridge 
over  Yellow  River,  after  you  have  passed.  From  Covington  send 
detachments  to  destroy  the  rail  and  road  bridges  east  of  Coving- 
ton over  the  Ulcofauhachee.  Try  and  capture  and  destroy  some  loco- 
motives and  cars,  and  the  dei)ots  and  stores  at  Covington,  but  of  private 
property  only  take  what  is  necessary  for  your  own  use,  except  horses 
and  mules,  of  which  you  will  take  all  that  are  fit  for  service,  exercising, 
of  course,  some  judgment  as  to  the  animals  belonging  to  the  poor  and 
needy.  On  your  return  select  your  own  route,  but  I  would  suggest  that 
byway  of  Sheffield,  Rock  Bridge,  and  Stone  Mountain,  or  even  farther 
north  if  you  prefer.  I  want  you  to  put  your  whole  strength  at  this, 
and  to  do  it  quick  and  well.  I  know  it  can  be  done.  By  passing 
YeUow  River  by  the  road  bridge,  and  then  pushing  for  the  railroad 
bridges  right  and  left,  the  guard  will  run  or  even  burn  their  own  bridgas. 
You  ought  to  catch  some  trains  about  Covington,  as  there  is  no  tele- 
graph to  give  them  timely  warning.  I  believe  that  the  cavalry  is  mostly 
withdrawn  from  that  flank  of  the  enemy,  and  that  you  can  ride  rough- 
shod over  any  force  there;  at  all  events,  it  is  a  matter  of  vital  impor- 
tance and  must  be  attempted  with  great  vigor.  The  importance  of  it 
will  justify  the  loss  of  quarter  of  your  command.  Be  prepared  with 
axes,  hatchets,  and  bars  to  tear  up  sections  of  track  and  make  bonfires. 
When  the  rails  are  red  hot  they  must  be  twisted.  Burning  will  do  for 
bridges  and  culverts^  but  not  for  ordinary  track.  Let  the  work  be  well 
done.  The  whole  thmg  should  be  done  in  two  days,  including  to-mor- 
row. I  will  notify  General  McPherson  that  he  may  look  out  for  his 
rear  and  trains.

The  Eichmond  Whig  of  the  20th  learns  from  the  Macon  Confederate

It 
also  says  that  it  has  every  reason  to  hope  that  Sherman's  rear  will  be 
cut  in  the  next  ten  days.  General  Johnston  has  been  relieved  of  com- 
mand and  General  Hood  takes  his  place,  much  to  the  surprise  of  the 
army  and  public;  also  that  this  change  indicates  that  there  will  be 
no  more  retreating,  but  that  Atlanta  will  be  defended  at  all  hazards 
aoid  to  the  last  extremity.

Genbral:  Yesterday  at  4  p.  m.  the  enemy  sallied  from  his  in- 
trenchments  and  fell  suddenly  and  heavily  on  our  line  in  the  direction 
of  Buck  Head.  The  blow  fell  upon  General  Newton's  division,  of  Gen- 
eral Howard^s  corps,  and  on  Generals  Ward's,  Geary's,  and  Williams' 
divisions,  of  General  Hooker's  corps,  and  General  Johnson's,  of  General 
Palmer's.  For  two  hours  the  fighting  was  close  and  severe,  resulting 
in  the  complete  repulse  of  the  enemy  with  heavy  loss  in  dead  and 
wounded.  He  left  his  dead  and  many  wounded  in  our  possesion;  we 
retaining  undisputed  possession  of  all  the  ground  fought  over.  Gen- 
eral Newton  reports  he  has  buried  200  of  the  enemy's  dead,  and  is  satis- 
fled  he  wounded  at  least  1,200.  His  entire  loss  is  only  100,  as  his  men 
w^e  partially  covered  by  a  rail  barricade.  At  the  time  of  the  at- 
tack General  Hooker  was  in  the  act  of  aflvancing  his  lines,  so  that  he 
fought  his  corps  uncovered,  in  comparatively  open  ground  and  on 
flair  terms  with  the  enemy.  The  contest  was  very  severe.  He  has 
buried  about  400  of  the  rebel  dead,  took  7  colors,  and  has  collected 
many  of  the  wounded  and  other  prisoners.  Hooker  thinks  the  rebel 
wounded  in  his  front  fully  equal  to  4,000;  but  I  don't  like  to  make 
guesses  in  such,  matters.  His  own  loss  will  be  covered  by  1,500.  On 
5ie  whole  the  result  is  most  favorable  to  us.  To-day  we  have  gained 
important  positions,  so  that  Generals  McPherson  and  Schofield,  on  the 
east,  have  batteries  in  position  that  will  easily  reach  the  heart  of.  the 
city,  and  General  Howard,  on  the  north,  also  has  advanced  his  lines 
about  two  miles,  being  within  easy  cannon-range  of  the  buildings  in 
Atlanta.  He  compell^  the  enemy  to  give  up  a  long  line  of  parapets, 
which  constituted  an  advance  line  of  intrenchments.  The  city  seems 
to  have  a  line  all  round  it,  at  an  average  distance  from  the  center  of 
the  town  of  one  mile  and  a  hal^  but  our  shot  passing  over  this  line 
will  destroy  the  town,  and  I  doubt  if  General  Hood  wiU  stand  a  bom- 
bardment^ stiU  he  has  fought  hard  at  all  points  all  day.  I  will  open 
on  the  town  from  the  east  and  northeast  to-morrow,  and  General  Thomas 
will  advance  his  right  from  the  mouth  of  Peach  Tree  Creek  so  as  to 
cross  the  railroad  to  the  northwest  of  the  town.  I  have  sent  General 
Garrard's  cavalry  eastward  to  Covington  to  break  railroad  and  destroy 
the  bridges  on  Yellow  Eiver  and  the  Ulcofauhachee  Creek.  In  the 
action  yesterday  the  rebel  generals  O'Branan  [  ?]  and  Stevens  were 
killed,  and  among  the  dead  were  3  colonels  and  many  officers.  Briga- 
dier-General Gresham  was  severely  wounded  yesterday,  but  is  in  no 
danger  of  life  or  limb.

General  :  Since  my  report  yesterday  evening  at  6  p.  m.  I  have  ascer- 
tained that,  with  the  exception  of  General  Geary's  division,  my  loss  has 
been  very  slight,  although  exposed  to  as  hot  a  Are  as  I  have  almost 
ever  experienced.  The  enemy  was  handsomely  repulsed  at  all  points 
in  every  attack  he  made.  On  General  Palmer  he  assaulted -some  six  or 
seven  times.  The  same  on  General  Newton,  The  attack  on  General 
Hooker  seemed  to  haye  been  continuous  from  the  time  the  attack  first 
began  until  the  final  repulse  about  sundown.  I  passed  by  General 
Geary's  hospital  last  evening,  and  think  he  must  have  some  500  to  600 
wounded.  We  took  quite  a  number  of  prisoners  (the  exact  number  has 
not  yet  been  reported),  and  General  Ward  reports  that  he  has  captured 
2  stand  of  colors.  Oniers  were  given  yesterday  evening  before  I  left 
the  field  to  press  the  enemy  again  this  morning,  but  I  doubt  if  we  can 
accomplish  very  much,  as  he  undoubtedly  had  yesterday  strong  intrench- 
ments  in  our  front.

Army  of  the  Cumberland: 
General  :  After  leaving  you  to-day  I  visited  General  Palmer  and 
saw  his  skirmishers  advance  well  to  his  right  flank.  I  am  satisfied  the 
enemy  will  not  attempt  to  hold  Atlanta  and  the  fort  at  the  railroad 
crossing  of  the  Chattahoochee.  There  is  a  weak  place  in  that  line,  and 
it  can  best  be  reached  by  advancing  General  Johnson  on  the  direct 
road  as  far  as  possible  and  bringing  Generals  Baird  and  Davis  well  up 
on  his  right.  I  do  not  think  the  enemy  will  assume  the  oflfensive  from 
the  fort  on  the  Chattahoochee,  but  it  may  be  prudent  to  let  General 
McCook  watch  him  on  both  sides  of  the  river.  The  front  of  General 
Hooker  is  very  narrow,  but  I  admit  it  is  the  point  where  your  line  should 
be  the  strongest.  General  Howard's  two  divisions  in  this  direction  have 
advanced  a  good  distance  over  a  complete  line  of  the  enemy's  defenses, 
and  I  think  both  Generals  Wood  and  Stanley  are  up  to  the  main  line  of 
intrenchments,  and  that  from  General  Wood's  right  rifled  guns  can 
reach  the  town.  The  enemy  still  holds  the  hill  near  where  General 
Stanley's  left  and  General  Schofield's  right  are,  and  they  keep  up  an 
iiifenial  clatter,  but  it  sounds  to  me  like  a  waste  of  ammunition.  Gen- 
eral McPherson  to-day  charged  and  carried  a  hill,  losing  250  men,  but 
killing  some  and  taking  prisoners.  From  tliis  hill  he  has  an  easy  range 
of  the  town.  We  will  tiy  the  eflfect  of  shelling  to-morrow,  and  during 
it  you  had  better  make  all  the  ground  you  can.  I  do  not  believe  the 
enemy  will  repeat  his  assaults,  as  he  had  in  that  of  yesterday  his  best 
troops  and  failed  signally.  Therefore  I  don't  fear  for  your  right  flank. 
Still,  it  is  well  to  be  prudent. 
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Ours  max)6  are  all  wrong  and  the  quicker  we  can  get  our  surveys  up 
and  publish  the  better.    I  will  look  to  Schofleld  and  McPherson  to- 
'  morrow.

Genebal  :  Major-General  Palmer  reports  this  evening  that  Briga- 
dier-General Johnson's  reconnaissance,  pushing  near  Johns',  resulted 
in  the  capture  of  20  prisoners  from  Stewart's  corps,  French's  division, 
and  was  checked  by  artillery  from  what  a  very  candid  seeming  prisoner 
reports  was  a  fortified  line.  He  says  Stewart's  corps  is  on  thj^t  line. 
Johnson  has  a  strong  line  half  a  mile  from  the  artillery.  Baird  is  on 
his  right.  General  Palmer  is  satisfied  that  there  is  a  fortified  line  from 
the  river  along  the  railroad  some  distance,  thence  east  along  his  front 
and  up  to  that  point  is  held  by  Stewart's  cx)rp8.  The  skirmishing  was 
sharp.  Our  loss  probably  will  not  exceed  50.  I  have  ordered  Palmer 
to  fortify  Johnson's  and  Baird's  present  positions  and  have  them  push 
out  again  to-morrow  as  far  as  they  can  without  bringing  on  a  battle.  I 
have  also  ordered  Brigadier-General  McCook  to  send  a  brigade  across 
the  river  to-morrow  morning  to  relieve  General  Davis'  pickets  along 
Peach  Tree  Creek,  and  when  that  is  done  for  Davis  to  mass  his  division 
on  Baird's  right.

Genebal:  That  i>ortion  of  the  enemy's  works  between  the  South 
Fork  and  the  main  Peach  Tree  Creek  was  evacuated  last  hight.  Gen- 
erals Stanley  and  Wood  moved  forward,  wheeling  to  the  left  until  within 
musketry  range  of  the  enemy's  works.  The  left  brigade  of  Stanley's 
division,  having  been  close  up  to  that  line,  did  not  move.  From  Gen- 
eral Wood's  right  the  enemy's  line  is  visible  to  the  extent  of  one  mile. 
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The  works  seem  to  have  been  constructed  some  time,  probably  five  or 
six  weeks.  From  Wood's  right  to  Ne\vton's  left,  in  a  straight  line,  is 
about  half  a  mile.  King's  brigade  is  opposite  that  interval,  on  the 
other  side  of  the  creek.  The  casualties  in  Kowton's  division  were  about 
100.  He  has  buried  in  his  front  about  200  of  the  rebel  dead.  Those 
between  the  picket-lines  were  buried  by  the  enemy  yesterday  evening. 
The  division  made  a  gallant  fight  and  deserves  unquaUfied  praise. 
After  my  report  of  yesterday  evening  Colonel  Grose  took  27  men  and 
1  captain  prisoners  from  the  Skirmish  rifle-pits  of  the  enemy.

Army  of  the  Tennessee : 
Genebal:  I  have  yours  of  8.45  last  evening,  and  regret  much  the 
wound  which  will  deprive  us  of  the  services  of  General  Gresham.  I 
was  in  hopes  you  could  have  made  a  closer  approach  to  Atlanta  yester- 
day, as  I  was  satisfied  you  had  a  less  force  and  more  inferior  works  than 
will  be  revealed  by  daylight,  if,  as  I  suppose.  Hood  proi)oses  to  hold 
Atlanta  to  the  death.  AH  afternoon  heavy  and  desperate  sallies  were 
made  against  Thomas,  all  along  his  lines  from  left  to  right,  particularly 
heavy  against  Newton  and  Geary,  but  in  every  instance  he  was  roughly 
handled;  considerable  firing  has  been  going  on  all  night  along  How- 
ard's lines,  and  still  continues.  To-morrow  I  propose  to  press  along  the 
whole  line,  and  try  to  advance  Thomas,  so  that  we  will  command  the 
Chattahoochee's  east  bank,  and  contract  our  lines  by  diminishing  the 
circle.  I  think  to-morrow  Hood  will  draw  from  his  left  and  re-ei3brce 
his  right.  Nevertheless,  I  deem  it  necessary  that  you  should  gain 
git)una  so  that  your  artillery  can  reach  the  town  easily;  say  within 
1,000  yards  of  the  inner  or  main  lines.  I  have  ordered  Garrard  fco  send 
to  Roswell  his  wagons  and  impediments  and  push  rapidly  and  boldly  on 
the  bridges  across  the  Yellow  Eiver  and  Ulcofauhachee,  near  Coving- 
ton, to  be  gone  two  days.  Give  orders  that  in  the  mean  time  no  trains 
come  up  to  you  from  BosweU.    He  will  substantially  cover  the  road 
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back  because  all  the  cavalry  in  that  direction  will  be  driven  away,  still 
some  squads  might  be  left  about  Stone  Mountain,  a«  he  will  take  the 
direct  road  from  Decatur  to  Covington,  passing  considerably  south  of 
Stone  Mountain.  Order  your  ordnance  wagons  and  those  that  you 
may  have  left  about  Decatur  up  to  your  immexliate  rear.  I  will  ride 
over  to  Thomas  to-morrow  morning  and  would  like  to  hear  from  you  be- 
fore starting.  If  at  any  time  you  see  signs  of  retreat  on  the  part  of  the 
enemy  follow  up  with  all  possible  vigor,  keeping  to  the  left  or  south  of 
Atlanta  and  following  roads  that  wiU  keep  you  on  that  flank.  If  Hood 
was  iis  roughly  handled  by  Thomas  this  afternoon  as  rei)orted,  and  in 
addition  the  little  artillery  he  has  displayed  to-day,  1  would  not  be 
astonished  to  find  him  off  in  the  morning,  but  I  see  no  signs  looking 
that  way  yet.  In  case  he  retreats  it  will  be  toward  Macon,  whither  all 
the  advance  stores  have  been  sent,  and  most  of  the  provisions,  I  want 
him  pursued  vigorously  for  a  couple  of  days.

General:  Brigadier-General  Leggett,  commanding  Third  Division, 
Seventeenth  Army  Corps,  advanced  his  lines  and  captured  a  hill,  quite 
a  commanding  position,  this  forenoon ;  also,  some  60  prisoners,  princi- 
pally from  Cleburne's  division.  General  Leggett  is  on  my  extreme  left. 
The  Fourth  Division  (late  Gresham's)  made  a  demonstration  at  the  same 
time  in  favor  of  Leggett,  and  the  loss  in  the  two  divisions  is  between 
260  and  300  kiUed  and  wounded.  The  hill  is  two  and  a  quarter  miles 
from  Atlanta,  and  a  portion  of  the  enemy's  works  around  th§  town  are 
in  view.  The  enemy  made  one  vigorous  assault  and  two  feeble  attempts 
to  recapture  the  hill,  but  were  signally  repulsed.  Since  that  time  he 
has  been  moving  troops  in  the  direction  of  our  left.  General  Leggett 
reports  having  seen  at  least  ten  regiments  of  infantry  passing  in  that 
direction.  I  have  strengthened  that  ix)rtion  of  the  line  with  all  the 
available  troops  I  have  got,  and  I  will  simply  remark  in  closing,  that  I 
have  no  cavalry  as  a  body  of  observation  on  my  flank,  and  that  the 
whole  rebel  army,  except  Georgia  militia,  is  not  in  front  of  the  Army 
of  the  Cumberland.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  -jicknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
orders  la^t  night  at  1.30  a.  m.  At  that  time  one  brigade  (three  regi- 
ments) was  at  Cross  Keys,  ten  miles  from  here,  with  pickets  in  every 
direction  from  three  to  four  miles;  one  regiment  was  at  McAfee's 
Bridge  and  one  at  Roswell,  leaving  me  only  five  regiments,  which  were 
all  on  duty  here  guarding  the  roads.  I  at  once  took  the  necessary  steps 
to  cany  out  your  instructions,  and  will  leave  here  during  the  day,  and 
by  traveling  to-night  make  up  for  the  time  lost  in  concentration.  My 
pickets  on  the  roads  to  the  south  and  east  are  constantly  exchanging 
shots  with  rebel  cavalry  pickets,  and  this  morning  one  of  my  patrols 
down  the  Covington  road  captured  2  prisoners  belonging  to  a  bri- 
gade camped,  when  they  left  it,  at  Latimar's.  As  your  object  is  to  de- 
stroy the  bridges  and  six  or  eight  miles  of  road  east  of  Stone  Mountain,* 
and  as  my  chance  of  success  is  better  by  varying  some  from  the  route 
indicated,  I  deem  it  best  to  do  so.  I  desire  to  succeed,  as  you  place  so 
much  importance  in  having  it  done,  and  I  will  endeavor  to  do  it.  I 
would  have  started  with  my  live  regiments  here,  but  my  force  would 
have  been  too  weak  to  tear  up  railroad.  If  no  misfortune  happens  I 
will  burn  the  bridge  east  of  Covington  by  12  m.  to-morrow,  and  by 
doing  this  first  I  catch  all  west  of  that  point.  I  then  proi)Ose  breaking 
up  everything  between  the  two  rivers.  Trusting  my  views  may  meet

General:  We  find  the  enemy  in  force  inside  of  Atlanta,  doubtless 
in  the  intrenchments  as  represented  in  the  blue  map  as  a  circle  of  one 
mile  and  a  quarter  radius.  We  can  see  the  buildings  of  town  plain. 
The  enemy  nres  a  good  deal  of  artillery,  which  passes  over  the  house 
where  I  am.  Schofield  and  McPherson  are  deploying  and  getting  guns 
up,  and  will  soon  open  a  converging  fire.  I  have  sent  word  to  Howard 
that  we  were  mistaken  in  supposing  the  enemy  gone,  and  have  directed 
to  continue  his  operations  against  Atlanta  ou  that  road.  I  sent  Gen- 
eral Corse  to  you  to  say,  also,  that  my  orders  sent  by  Colonel  Ewing 
were  predicated  on  the  supposition  that  Atlanta  was  given  up.  I  want 
to  hear  from  your  right  and  front.  I  suppose  Hood  haslet  go  the  river 
and  will  make  Atlanta  his  right  and  East  Point  his  left,  and  endeavor 
to  operate  on  our  road  with*  cavalry.  I  have  ordered  McPherson  to  set 
one  coi^  (Dodge's)  at  work  destroying  the  railroad  completely  back  to 
and  beyond  Decatur.  I  suppose  Garrard  to  be  at  this  time  near  Yel- 
low River,  and  during  the  day  will  break  the  bridges  there  and  beyond.

We  have  good  ground  and  our  batteries  are  playing  upon  the  fortifica- 
tions upon  the  northwest  side  of  the  town.    We  can  discover  the  enemy 
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in  liis  fortifications,  and  also  in  masses  in  front  of  us,  his  position  cov- 
ered by  two  intrenched  lines  of  skirmishers.  I  think  my  batteries  in 
Hooker's  line,  and  perhaps  Johnson's,  can  reach  the  town ;  but  the  right 
being  slightly  refused  to  cover  the  flank  the  batteries  posted  there  can- 
not.

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is  infantiy,  is  based  npon  information  received  from  citizens  and  the 
fact  that  nothing  but  ddsmounted  men  and  artillery  opposed  my  ad- 
vance, and  there  were  no  horse  tracks  to  indicate  cavalry.  1  omitted 
to  say  in  the  dispatch  I  sent  this  evening  the  reason  wiy  I  was  too  late 
for  a  decided  attack  this  afternoon  was  that  the  epemy  had  torn  up  the 
bridge  across  the  creek.  My  men  had  to  get  o^  their  flank  and  drive 
them  from  the  other  side  before  the  bridge  could  be  repaired  sufficiently 
for  me  to  cross.  I  have  a  patrol  from  the  right  of  my  line  to  the  river 
every  hour.  It  has  just  been  reported  to  me  from  the  skirmish  line 
that  the  enemy  are  chopping  and  building  works  very  industriously. 
If  I  find  their  works  formidable,  I  of  course  will  make  no  assault  unless 
ordered  to  do  so  by  the  general  commanding.  I  will  not,  however,  be 
kept  back  by  any  slight  obstacles.  They  do  not  form  a  continuous  line. 
With  the  infantry  right  I  have  been  unable  to  make  any  connection. 
The  country  is  too  broken  and  the  woods  too  dense  for  mounted  men 
to  pafts  through,  except  on  roads.

Dear  Sir  :  I  have  seen  all  the  corps  commanders  since  I  left  your 
headquarters  and  made  the  best  dispositions  I  could  of  the  troops  of  the 
Army  of  the  Tennessee.  I  find  one  division  of  the  Seventeenth  Corps 
somewhat  despondent,  but  think  they  will  hold  their  position;  have 
sent  them  three  fresh  regiments  to  supi)ort  them  in  holding  the  hill  that 
I  think  is  the  key-point  to  my  whole  position.  Some  prisoners,  who 
have  just  come  inside  of  our  picket-lines  in  General  Dodge's  front,  re- 
port themselves  from  Hood's  corps  (now  Cheatham's),  which  they  rei>ort 
moving  to  our  left,  in  order  to  attack  in  the  morning;  they  say  Atlanta 
is  held  by  militia,  and  that  Polk's  old  corps  is  on  our  extreme  right, 
west  of  Atlanta.  This  statement  may  not  be  true,  but  I  am  inclincS  to 
think  it  is  true  from  all  that  I  liave  learned  from  other  prisoners.  The 
note  to  you  from  General  Schofield  giving  you  the  information  that 
there  was  nothing  but  a  small  force  of  caval^  in  Decatur  to-day,  would 
somewhat  do  away  with  my  impression  about  the  force  were  it  not  for 
Colonel  Sprague^s  report  to  General  Dodge. ,  He  reports  that  he  was 
attacked  by  a  lafipge  force,  and  had  lost  nearly  400  men  killed,  wounded, 
and  captured,  as  General  Dodge  informs  me.  I  give  you  this  informa- 
tion all  as  I  get  it,  that  you  may  judgfe  from  all  information  that  you 
may  get  as  to  where  troops  of  the  enemy  are  and  what  their  intentions 
are.

At  daylight  to-day  it  was  found  that  the  rebels  had  gone  from  entire 
front,  and  General  Sherman,  announced  the  occupation  of  Atlanta  by 
Schofield,  and  ordered  pursuit  by  Thomas  and  McPherson.  Vigorous 
pursuit  was  made,  and  the  enemy  was  found  in  the  fortifications  of  At- 
lanta, and  not  Schofield.  We  hold  road  to  within  two  miles  and  a  half 
of  center  of  place,  and  that  is  about  the  average  distance  of  whole  line, 
though  Schofield  and  Dodge  are  nearer.  Fighting  has  been  severe,  and 
we  have  lost  General  McPherson,  killed  by  shot  through  lungs  while  on 
a  reconnaissance.  It  is  thought  that  enemy  wiU  be  gone  in  the  morn- 
ing, as  they  have  attacked  and  been  repulsed  since  dark.  Hood  fights 
his  graybacks  desperately.

The  enemy  having  to-day  withdrawn  into  his  intrenchments  at  At- 
lanta, and  having  assaulted  our  left,  the  following  general  plan  will  be 
observed  for  to-morrow,  July  23, 1804: 

I.  All  the  armies  will  intreucli  a  strong  front  on  their  present  lines 
and  will  hold  in  reserve  as  nuich  infantry  as  possible  for  oflensive 
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operations.    Good  batteries  will  be  constructed  for  the  artillery  and  a. 
steady  fire  kept  up  on  the  city  of  Atlanta. 

II.  The  trains  will  be  kept  behind  the  main  center  (Major-General 
Howard's  corps)  or  close  up  to  their  own  reserves,  and  in  the  event  of 
the  enemy  assaulting  at  any  point  all  others  should  assault  the  enemy 
to  their  immediate  front.  By  carrying  any  one  point  of  the  enemy's 
present  line  his  whole  position  becomes  untenable.

Appearances  indicate  that  the  enemy  have  only  a  strong  rear-guard 
between  us  and  Atlanta,  but  this  we  do  not  know  positively,  hence  all 
the  divisions  should  be  held  in  condition  for  an  obstinate  defense  in 
case  of  an  assault. 

The  First  Division  will  have  one  brigade  in  reserve,  and  that  should 
be  posted  as  near  the  right  of  the  line  as  practicable,  as  that  rests 
on  one  of  the  main  roads  leading  into  Atlanta.  The  major-general  com- 
manding suggests  that  a  battery  or  two  be  placed  in  position  for  de- 
fending the  approach  by  the  Howell's  Mill  road.  He  also  requests  that 
the  communication  by  the  road  along  the  ridge  be  kept  open  in  order 
that  we  may  have  easy  and  quick  communication  between  the  right  and 
left  of  our  line.  In  his  opinion  Atlanta  will  be  abandonded  to-night,  and 
he  desires  that  the  pickets  may  be  directed  to  keep  on  the  alert  that 
they  may  b^  informed  of  the  earliest  movements  of  the  enemy  in  their 
retreat,  and  to  follow  them  as  far  as  Atlanta  in  case  they  should  with- 
draw Jrom  before  our  front. 

It  will  be  a  great  compliment  to  the  Twentieth  Corps  to  have  it  said 
that  it  was  the  first  to  enter  Atlanta.

Yesterday  morning  the  enemy  fell  back  to  the  intrenchments  proper 
of  the  city  of  Atlantia/,  w^hich  are  in  a  general  circle  of  a  radius  of  one 
mile  and  a  half,  and  we  closed  in.  While  we  were  forming  our  lines  and 
selecting  i>ositions  for  batteries,  the  enemy  appeared  suddenly  out  of 
the  dense  woods  in  heavy  masses  on  our  extreme  left,  and  struck  the 
Seventeenth  Corjis  (General  Blair's)  in  flank,  and  was  forcing  it  back, 
when  the  Sixteenth  Corps  (General  Dodge's)  came  up  and  checked 
the  movement,  but  the  enemy's  cavalry  got  well  to  our  rear  and  into 
Decatur,  and  for  some  hours  our  left  flank  was  completely  enveloped. 
The  fighting  that  resulted  was  continuous  until  night,  with  heavy  h)sson 
both  sides.  The  enemy  took  one  of  our  batteries  (Murray's,  of  the  Reg- 
ular Army)  that  was  marching  in  it*^  place  in  column  on  the  road 
unconscious  of  danger.  About  4  p.  m.  the  enemy  sallied  against  the 
division  of  General  Morgan  L.  Smith,  which  occupied  an  abandoned 
line  of  rifle-trenchers  near  the  railroad,  east  of  the  city,  and  forced  it 
back  some  400  yards,  leaving  in  his  hands  for  the  time  two  batteries, 
but  the  ground  and  batteries  were  immediately  after  recovered  by  the 
same  troops,  re-enforced.  1  cannot  well  approximate  our  loss,  which 
fell  heaviest  on  the  Fifteenth  and  Seventeen tli  Corps,  but  count  it  3,000; 
but  I  know  that,  being  on  the  defensive,  we  have  inflicted  equally  heavy 
loss  on  the  enemy.  General  McPherson,  when  arranging  his  troops, 
about  11  a.  m.,  and  passing  from  one  column  to  another,  unconsciously 
rode  upon  an  ambuscade  without  apprehension  and  at  some  distance 
ahead  of  his  staff  and  orderlies  and  was  shot  dead.  His  body  was  sent 
in  charge  of  his  personal  staft*  back  to  Marietta  and  Chattanooga.  His 
loss  at  that  moment  was  most  serious,  but  General  Logan  at  once 
arranged  the  troojKs,  and  had  innnediate  direction  of  them  during  the 
rest  of  the  day.    Our  left,  though  reftised  somewhat,  is  still  within  easy 
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catinon-range  of  Atlanta.  The  enemy  seems  to  man  his  extensive  para- 
I)et^  aud,  at  the  same  time,  has  to  spare  heavy  assaulting  columns;  but 
to-day  we  will  intrench  our  front  lines,  which  will  give  me  troops  to 
spare  to  meet  these  assaults.  I  cannot  hear  of  the  loss  of  more  than  a 
few  wagons,  taken  by  the  enemy's  cavalry  during  his  temporary  pause 
in  Decatur,  whence  all  the  trains  had  been  securely  removed  to  the  rear 
of  the  main  army,  under  cover  of  a  brigade  of  infantry,  commanded  by 
Colonel  Sprague.  During  the  heavy  attack  on  the  left,  the  remainder 
of  the  line  was  not  engaged.

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about  1,000  yards  distant  from  the  enemy's  lines,  as  far  as  Proctor's 
Creek,  the  whole  of  Palmer's  corps  bein^  east  and  south  of  the  rail- 
road. All  have  covered  their  fronts  with  ptuapets  so  that  the  enemy 
will  not  attempt  a  sally.  The  question  now  is,  What  next!  I  will  in 
I)er8on  explain  all  that  is  necessary  to  produce  the  result  aimed  at  as 
soon  as  General  Garrard  returns.  You  need  not  apprehend  a  renew  al 
of  the  attack  on  the  part  of  the  enemy,  but  should,  on  the  contrary, 
begin  to  feel  out  with  skirmishers  and  supports  into  the  woods  east  of 
Giles  Smith's  division  and  Dodge's  corps.  In  the  morning  early  let 
Woods'  division  move  into  Decatur,  stay  awhile,  and  return.  Let  details 
of  men  and  i^ioneers  begin  at  your  very  front  and  break  up  and  destroy 
the  railroad  absolutely  back  to  and  including  Decatur.

VII.  Brig.  Gen.  M.  L.  Smith,  commanding  Fifteenth  Army  Corps,  will 
direct  General  Woods,  commanding  First  Division  of  his  corps,  to  move 
into  Decatur  at  5  o'clock  to-morrow  morning,  leaving  along  his  works  a 
heavy  line  of  skirmishers.  After  remaining  a  while  in  Decatur  he  will 
return  and  occupy  his  position.  General  Smith  will  also  direct  details 
of  men  ftom  General  Woods'  division  and  the  pioneers  from  his  com- 
mand to  commence  at  the  extreme  front  of  the  line  and  destroy  eflfectu- 
ally  the  raih^oad  to  and  including  Decatur^  the  ties  to  be  taken  up,  the 
rails  placed  upon  them  and  bent  and  twisted  while  burning,  so  as  to 
prevent  any  further  use  of  the  road.

2.  Major-General  Dodge  will  direct  the  skirmishers  of  his  command 
to  feel  out  at  daylight  tomorrow  morning,  thus  keeping  the  euemy's 
cavalry  on  our  left  flank  and  at  the  same  time  securing  a  diversion  while 
an  attack  is  being  made  on  the  flank  of  General  Thomas  and  protecting 
the  return  of  General  Garrard  from  his  cavalry  expedition.  The  skir- 
mish line  will  be  careful  to  keep  its  right  flank  connected  with  General 
Blair's  pickets  and  will  be  cautioned  against  any  attempt  of  the  enemy 
to  break  through,  to  cut  themvOflf  from  the  main  line.

Mfy.  Gen.  H.  W.  Halleck,  Washington,  D.  C. : 

On  making  up  reports  and  examining  the  field,  I  find  the  result  of 
Hood's  attack  on  our  left  more  disastrous  to  the  enemy  than  I  reported. 
Our  loss  will  not  foot  up  2,000  killed  and  wounded,  whereas  we  have 
found  over  1,000  rebels  dead,  which  will  make,  with  the  usual  propor- 
tion of  wounded,  a  loss  to  the  enemy  of  lull  7,000.  General  Garrard 
has  also  returned,  perfectly  successful,  having  completely  destroyed  the 
two  large  bridges  near  Covington,  forty  miles  toward  Augusta,  brought 
in  200  prisoners  and  some  good  horses,  and  destroyed  the  public  stores 
at  Covington  and  Conyers.  including  2,000  bales  of  cotton,  a  locomo- 
tive, and  a  train  of  cars.  Our  communications  are  yet  all  safe,  and  the 
army  in  good  condition  in  all  respects.  As  soon  as  my  cavalry  rests  I 
propose  to  swing  the' Army  of  the  Tennessee  round  by  the  right  rapidly 
and  interpose  between  Atlanta  and  Macon,  the  only  line  open  to  the 
enemy.

The  sudden  loss  of  McPherson  was  a  heavy  blow  to  me.  I  can  Jiardly 
replace  him,  but  must  have  a  successor.  After  thinking  over  the  whole 
matter,  I  prefer  that  Maj.  Gen.  O.  O.  Howard  be  ordered  to  command 
the  Army  and  Department  of  the  Tennessee.  If  this  meets  the  Presi- 
dent's approval,  notify  me  by  telegraph,  when  I  will  put  him  in  corn- 
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maud,  and  name  other*  to  fill  the  vacancies  created.  Logan,  as  senior, 
commands  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  for  the  present.  After  we  have 
taken  Atlanta  I  will  name  officers  who  merit  promotion.  In  the  mean 
time,  I  request  that  the  President  will  not  give  increased  i^ank  to  any 
officer  who  has  gone  on  leave  from  sickness,  or  cause  other  than 
wounds  in  battle.

General  :  It  is  my  painful  duty  to  report  that  Brig.  (ien.  James  B. 
McPherson,  U.  S.  Army,  major-general  of  volunteers  and  commander  of 
the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  in  the  field,  was  killed  by  a  shot  from  ambus- 
cade about  noon  of  yesterday.*  At  the  time  of  this  fatal  shot  he  was  on 
horseback,  placing  his  troops  in  position  near  the  city  of  Atlanta,  and 
was  passing  by  a  cross-road  from  a  moving  <»x)lumn  toward  the  flank  of 
troops  that  had  already  been  established  on  the  line.  He  had  quitted 
me  but  a  few  moments  before  and  was  on  his  way  to  see  in  person  to 
the  execution  of  my  orders.  About  the  time  of  this  sad  event  the 
enemy  had  sallied  from  his  iutrenchments  around  Atlanta  and  had,  by 
a  circuit,  got  to  the  left  and  rear  of  this  very  line  and  had  begun  an 
attack  which  resulted  in  serious  battle,  so  that  General  McPherson  fell 
in  battle,  booted  and  spurred,  as  the  gallant  knight  and  gentleman 
should  wish.  Not  his  the  loss,  but  the  country's,  and  the  army  will 
mourn  his  death  and  cherish  his  memory  as  that  of  one  who,  though 
comparatively  young,  had  risen  by  his  merit  and  ability  to  the  com- 
mand of  one  of  the  best  armies  which  the  nation  had  called  into  exist- 
ence to  vindicate  its  honor  and  integrity.  History  tells  us  of  but  few 
who  so  blended  the  grace  and  gentleness  of  the  friend  with  the  dignity, 
courage,  faith,  and  manliness  of  the  soldier.  His  public  enemies,  even 
the  men  who  dfrected  the  fatal  shot,  ne'er  spoke  or  wrot-e  of  him  with- 
out expressions  of  marked  respect;  those  whom  he  commanded  loved 
him  even  to  idolatry,  and  I,  his  associate  and  commander,  fail  in  words 
adequate  to  express  my  opinion  of  his  great  worth.  I  feel  assured  that 
every  patriot  in  America  on  hearing  this  sad  news  will  feel  a  sense  of 
personal  loss  ^d  the  country  generally  will  realize  th^t  we  have  lost 
not  only  an  able  military  leader  but  a  man  who,  had  he  survived,  was 
qualified  to  heal  the  national  strife  which  has  been  raised  by  ambitious 
and  designing  men.  His  body  has  been  sent  North  in  charge  of  Major 
Willard,  Captains  Steele  and  Gile,  his  personal  staflF.

General  :  I  have*  pretty  well  surveyed  the  whole  position,  and  by 
the  aid  of  maps  and  my  own  observations  think  I  understand  the  ca«e 
pretty  well.  Our  lines  are  now  strong  in  front,  and  we  compass  Atlanta 
from  the  railroad  on  the  east  to  the  railroad  west.  The  enemy,  having 
failed  in  his  assault  on  your  flank  before  it  was  covered  by  any  defen- 
sible works,  and  having  sustained  most  serious  loss,  will  not  again 
attempt  it,  out  will  await  our  action.    I  now  inclose  you  a  map*  made

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by  General  Schofield's  engineers,  which  shows  the  roads  to  your  present 
T^^t  rear.  I  sent  Captain  Poe  to  see  you  this  morning,  but  from  what 
Captain  Hickenlooper  says  I  think  I  may  have  failed  to  convey  to  you 
my  right  meaning,  which  is  this:  The  only  object  in  placing  the  Army 
of  the  Tennessee  on  that  flank  was  to  reach  and  destroy  the  railroad 
from  Atlanta  toward  Augusta.  That  is  partially  done,  and  the  work  of 
destruction  should  be  continued  as  far  as  possible.  J  wish  you  to  keep 
one  division  or  more  employed  day  and  night  in  breaking  and  burning 
the  road  until  General  Garrard  returns.  I  feel  no  doubt  but  that  he  has 
succeeded  in  breaking  the  bridges  across  the  Yellow  River  and  the 
Uleofauhachee,  but  he  may  have  to  light  his  way  back,  and  to  relieve  him 
I  wish  you  to  push  your  skirmishers  out  from  General  Dodge's  front  of 
General  Blair's  left,  as  though  you  were  going  to  push  your  way  to  the 
east  of  Atlanta  toward  the  Augusta  road.  To  keep  up  this  delusion, 
you  should  send  a  column  cautiously  down  one  of  those  roads  or  valleys 
southeast,  and  engage  the  enemy  outside  his  works,  but  not  behind  his 
trenches.  As  soon  as  General  Garrard  is  back  you  can  discontinue  all 
such  demonstrations  and  prepare  for  your  next  move.  J  propose  to  give 
you  timely  notice  to  send  your  wagons  behind  General  Thomas  and  then 
to  move  your  army  behind  the  present  line  to  the  extreme  right,  to 
reach,  if  i>os8ible,  the  Macon  road,  which  you  know  to  be  the  only  road 
by  which  Atlanta  can  be  supplied.  This  will  leave  General  Schofield 
the  left  flank,  which  will  be  covered  by  the  works  he  has  constructed  on 
his  front,  and  he  can  use  the  abandoned  trenches  of  the  enemy  to  cover 
his  left  rear.  You  will  no  longer  send  your  wagons  by  Roswell,  but  by 
Buck  Head  and  Pace's  Ferry,  and  when  you  change  you  will  draw  from 
the  railroad  bridge,  to  which  our  cars  now  run,  and  at  which  point  we 
are  making  a  pier  bridge,  as  also  two  of  pontoons.  General  Stoneman  will 
surely  be  at  Decatur  to-day,  and  we  will  have  two  divisions  of  cavalry  on 
our  right,  viz.  General  McCook's  and  [Colonel]  Harrison's  (General  Kous- 
seau's).  Act  with  confidence.  Know  that  the  enemy  cannot  budge  you 
from  your  present  ground,  and  a<;t  offensively  to  show  him  that  you  dare 
him  to  the  encounter.  You  can  understand  that  being  on  the  defensive 
he  cannot  afford  to  sally  unless  at  great  peril.  General  Schofield  has  so 
strengthened  his  front  that  I  feel  no  uneasiness  about  that  flank,  and 
only  study  now  to  make  the  next  move  so  quickly  that  we  may  reach 
East  Point  or  vicinity  with  as  little  loss  as  possible.  My  headquarters 
are  now  behind  General  Howard's  corps.  General  Newton's  division, 
on  the  main  Marietta  and  Atlanta  road,  which  crosses  the  Chattahoochee 
at  Pace's  Ferry  and  passes  through  Buck  Head.  I  am  at  a  large 
white  house  near  the  enemy's  old  line  of  intrenchments,  a  prolongation 
of  the  same  which  passes  from  where  I  saw  you  yesterday  by  General 
Schofield's  position.  I  have  just  heard  that  General  Garrard  is  back.

Aidede-Cafnp: 
I  respectftdly  request  that  the  Third  Brigade,  Fourth  Divtsion,  Six- 
teenth Army  Corps,  now  at  Decatur,  Ala.,  be  ordered  to  join  this  com- 
mand.   The  two  divisions,  comprising  four  brigades  present  (two  to 
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each  division),  have  lost  in  killed  and  wounded  alone  some  2,000 
men,  and  the  detaching  two  brigades,  together  with  the  loss  from  sick- 
ness, has  reduced  the  command  from  12,500  effective,  which  it  started 
with,  to  some  6,000.  One  brigade,  1,800  strong,  is  at  Kome,  Ga.,  and 
one  at  Decatur,  Ala.  If  either  brigade  or  both  could  join  me  it  would 
give  us  a  valuable  addition  to  the  army.  There  are  also  detached  the 
First  Alabama  Cavalry  at  Rome  and  the  Ninth  Ohio  Cavalry  at  De- 
catur, besides  some  three  regiments  of  colored  troops  belonging  to  this 
command,  which  makes  those  absent  and  without  the  command  fully 
equal  to  the  present.  If  it  is  possible,  under  the  exigencies  of  the 
service,  I  trust  the  general  commanding  the  Military  Division  of  the 
Mississippi  will  order  up  a  iwrtion  of  my  command.

Captain  :  I  have  the  honor  to  represent  for  the  information  of  the 
major-gene|:al  commanding  the  Division  of  the  Mississippi  that  this 
corps  was  reduced  when  I  assumed  command  of  it  to  about  10,000 
effective  men  by  leaving  the  strongest  division  at  Vicksburg.  Upon 
my  arrival  at  AUatoona  I  left  one  brigade  and  two  batteries,  number- 
ing about  1,200  men,  to  guard  the  depots  at  that  place.  Since  that  time, 
in  the  various  actions  in  which  the  corps  has  been  engaged,  it  has 
lost  about  3,000  men,  leaving  me  an  effective  force  of  only  some  6,000. 
Under  these  circumstances  1  would  most  respectfully  request  that  that 
portion  of  this  corps  which  was  left  at  AUatoona,  and  which  is  now  sta- 
tioned at  Kenesaw  Mountain,  may  be  relieved  by  some  other  comQiand 
and  ordered  to  report  to  me  for  duty  as  soon  as  practicable.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  of  forwarding  to  you  a  stand  of  rebel  colors 
captured  by  Lieut.  Samuel  R.  Riggs,  commanding  Company  B  of  this 
regiment,  on  the  22d  of  July,  1864.  The  circumstances  are  as  follows : 
The  regiment  I  have  the  honor  to  command  was  ordered  to  the  left  of 
the  Sixteenth  Army  Corps.  Immediately  on  its  arrival  there  1  was 
ordered  back  by  Colonel  Martin,  commanding  First  Brigade,  Second 
Division,  Fifteenth  Army  Corps.  I  was  informed  that  the  enemy  had 
taken  our  works  and  that  they  must  be  retaken.  I  was  ordered  to  form 
my  regiment  on  the  right  of  the  Sixth  Missouri  Infantry,  to  charge  the 
enemy,  and  drive  them  from  our  works.  When  within  fifty  yards  of 
the  workfe,  a  rebel  ofl&cer  with  the  colors  of  his  regiment  and  five  of  his 
men  crossed  the  works,  forming  them  on  this  side^  and  trying  to  get  the 
balance  of  his  command  over.    1  then  asked  Lieutenant  Riggs  if  he 
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could  take  that  stand  of  colors  with  his  company.  He  answered,  "I  can.^ 
So  with  five  of  his  men  he  charged  them,  killing  the  officer  (a  captain), 
capturing  the  colors  and  color  bearer,  and  wounding  2  of  the  color  guard. 
1  will  also  forward  you  the  names  of  the  men  who  are  entitled  to  the 
honors  of  helping  to  capture  the  flag:  Jacob  Cross^  Eliphalet  Greely, 
Joseph  Goodwin,  Corpl,  N.  Sp^rague,  and  Corpl.  I.  W.  Rittenhouse.  If 
consistent,  1  would  most  earnestly  request  that  the  colors  be  returned 
to  Lieutenant  Riggs  as  a  reward  of  his  bravery.

General:  I  have  received  yours  of  July  2.*   I  fear  you  were  more 
affected  by  the  words  of  my  telegram  than  I  designed.-  By  the  lan-

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giiage  used  I  aimed  to  express  empbatically  how  important  Geueral 
Graut  and  1  deemed  the  intersection  of  the  Mississippi  Central  and 
the  Vicksburg  and  Selma  roads.  We  had  worked  for  it  so  hard  that  I 
felt  sensitive  when  I  heard  the  enemy  were  gradually  closing  the  gap. 
Be  assured  of  my  sincere  respect,  and  if  you  will  be  most  active, 
whether  successful  or  not,  you  may  count  on  my  personal  and  official 
support.  This  may  not  be  a  motive,  but  for  the  time  being  I  represent 
the  Great  Valley,  and  I  do  think  I  appreciate  the  relative  value  of  its 
parts. 

Though  far  away  here  in  Georgia  thundering  away  at  Atlanta  my 
thoughts  revert  to  Mississippi  and  that  great  valley,  which  appears  to 
me  the  spinal  column  of  America,  that  you  will  pardon  me  if  at  times 
I  am  sensitive  as  to  the  safety  of  its  vital  parts. 

TherQ  is  a  seeming  conflict  of  authority  between  General  Canby's 
command  and  mine.  Were  I  near  I  feel  we  would  perfectly  accord,  but 
being  so  far  away  I  will  concede  to  him  superior  knowledge  of  the 
pressing  necessities  at  local  points.  Therefore  when  he  orders  troops, 
comply  with  his  orders,  and  report  the  troops  not  as  transferred  but  as 
detached^  and  keep  him  advis^  of  the  tenor  and  purpose  of  any  gen- 
eral instructions  or  orders  from  the  commander  of  the  Department  of  the 
Tennessee  or  from  me.  Our  command  is  on  the  east  bank  and  General 
Canby's  on  the  west  bank,  but  as  we  are  off  in  Georgia  and  General 
Oanby  is  near  at  hand,  the  War  Department  has  wisely  ordered  that 
for  the  protection  of  the  great  interests,  a«  it  were,  afloat  on  that  river. 
General  Canby's  orders  to  local  garrisons  aie  good.  If,  as  I  hope  will 
not  be  the  case,  an  absolute  cx>nflict  should  arise,  I  think  oiu*  commands 
to  you  would  be  superior,  but  if  good  sense  and  feeling  prevail,  I  do 
not  apprehend  any  real  conflict,  for  the  protection  of  the  river  and  its 
commerce,  which  is  common  to  our  commands,  must  always  take  pre- 
cedence over  any  mere  inland  expedition. 

You  will  have  heard  with  pain  and  sorrow  that  General  McPherson 
was  killed  day  before  yesterday,  at  the  beginning  of  a  battle  brought 
on  by  Hooil,  who  attaiiked  our  left  as  we  were  closing  onr  lines  on  At- 
lanta. General  McPherson  had  the  Fifteenth  and  Seventeenth  Corps  in 
line,  conforming  to  the  enemy's  works,  and  was  moving  Dodge's  troops 
obliquely  by  the  flank  to  the  left  to  form,  a«  it  were,  a  shoulder.  General 
McPherson  was  crossing  one  of  those  valleys  by  a  road  or  wood  path 
by,  as  it  were,  a  diagonal,  to  reach  the  left  flank  of  General  Blair,  doubt- 
less to  prepare  a  place  for  General  Dodge,  and  he  must  have  encoun- 
tered the  advanced  line  of  the  enemy's  skiimishers,  who  preceded  the 
column  which  had  reached  the  rear  of  the  line  of  General  Blair.  He 
was  shot  through  the  breast,  high  up  from  the  right  side.  He  fell  dead 
from  his  horse  but  a  few  yards  from  the  road  or  path.  We  soon  got 
his  body  and  sent  it  to  the  re-ar  and  to  the  North.  He  wa«  a  noble, 
gallatit  gentleman,  and  the  best  hope  for  a  great  soldier  that  1  had  in 
my  mind's  eye.  You  will  find  many  a  moist  eye  in  Vicksburg  when  the' 
news  of  his  death  reaches  Vicksburg.  General  Logan  is  in  command 
of  the  army  in  the  field,  but  the  President  must  name  his  successor.  In 
the  mean  time  execute  his  js^eneral  orders,  and  in  all  matters  of  detail 
your  own  good  sense  must  direct.

Hooker's  divisions.    All  have  done  good  fighting.

I.  General  Woods'  division,  of  the  Fifteenth  Corps,  has  been  ordered 
to  move  into  Decatur  at  6  o'clock  this  morning,  and  to  directly  return, 
destrojring  the  line  of  the  railroad  for  the  puri)ose  of  keeping  the 
enemy's  cavalry  on  our  left  flank,  and  at  the  same  time  securing  a 
diversion  while  an  attack  is  being  made  on  the  flank  of  Greneral 
Thomas  and  protecting  the  return  of  General  Garrard  from  his  cavalry 
expedition.  The  skirmishers  of  this  command  will  feel  well  out  at  day- 
light this  morning.  The  skirmish  line  will  be  careful  to  keep  its  right 
flank  connected  with  General  Blair's  pickets,  and  \\ill  be  cautioned 
against  any  attempt  of  the  enemy  to  break  through  to  cut  them  off 
from  the  main  line.  In  case  the  enemy  should  attack.  General  Woods 
IS  instructed  to  fall  upon  his  flank  and  punish  him.  Brig.  Gen.  J.  W. 
Fuller,  commanding  Fourth  Division,  will  move  two  regiments  from  his 
right  to  the  left  of  General  Sweeny's  line,  to  occupy  the  position  of  Col- 
onel Williamson's  brigade  during  its  absence  from  the  line.

Your  dispatch  of  the  21st  did  not  come  till  to-day.  Johnston  is 
relieved  and  Hood  commands.  Hood  has  made  two  attempts  to  strike 
hard  since  we  crossed  the  Chattahoochee,  and  both  times  got  more  than 
he  bargained  for.  No  doubt  he  expects  to  cut  to  my  rear,  but  I  have 
already  cut  to  his  rear,  having  broken  his  Augusta  road  out  for  fifty 
miles,  and  his  Southern  road  at  Opelika.  None  remains  to  him  but 
the  Macon  road,  and  1  think  1  will  have  that  soon.  I  would  rather 
that  Hood  should  fight  it  out  at  Atlanta  than  to  retreat  farther  toward 
Macon.  If  you  can  keep  away  re-enforcements  all  well.  My  army  is 
all  in  hand,  and  rear  well  guarded.

I  do  not  object  to  his  appoint- 
ment, but  I  wish  to  put  on  record  this  my  emphatic  opinion,  that  it  is 
an  act  ot  injustice  to  officers  who  stand  by  their  posts  in  the  day  of 
danger  to  neglect  them  and  advance  such  as  Hovey  and  Osterhaus, 
who  left  us  in  the  midst  of  bullets  to  go  to  the  rear  in  search  of  personal 
advancement.  If  the  rear  be  the  post  of  honor,  then  we  had  better  all 
change  front  on  Washington.

General:  1  find  it  diflBcult  to  make  prompt  report  of  results  coupled 
with  some  data  or  information  without  occasionally  making  some  mis- 
takes. General  McPherfeon's  sudden  death,  and  General  Logan  suc- 
ceeding to  the  command,  as  it  were,  in  the  midst  of  battle,  made  some 
confusion  on  our  extreme  left,  but  it  soon  recovered  and  made  sad 
havoc  with  the  enemy,  who  had  i)racticed  one  of  his  favorite  games  of 
attacking  our  left  when  in  motion  and  before  it  had  time  to  cover  its 
weak  end.  After  riding  over  the  ground  and  hearing  the  varying 
statements  of  the  actors  on  that  flank,  I  directed  General  Logan  to  make 
me  an  of&cial  report  of  the  actual  results,  and  1  herewith  inclose  it.* 
Though  the  number  of  dead  rebels  seems  excessive,  I  am  disposed  to 
give  fiill  credit  to  the  report  that  our  loss,  though  only  3.621  killed, 
wounded,  and  missing,  t^e  enemy's  dead  alone  on  the  neld  nearly 
equal  that  number,  viz,  3,240.  Happening  at  that  point  of  the  line 
when  a  flag  of  truce  was  sent  in  to  ask  permission  for  each  party  to 
bury  its  dead,  I  gave  General  Logan  authority  to  permit  a  temporary 
truce  on  that  flank  alone,  while  our  labors  and  fighting  proceeded  at  all 
others.  I  also  send  you  a  copy  of  General  Garrard^s  report  of  the 
breaking  of  railroad  toward  Augusta.t  Now  I  am  grouping  my  com- 
mand to  attack  the  Macon  road,  and  with  that  view  will  intrench  a 
strong  line  of  circumvallation  and  flanks,  so  as  to  have  as  large  an 
infantry  column  to  co-operate  as  possible  with  all  the  cavalry  to  swing 
round  to  the  south  and  east  to  control  that  road  at  6x  below  East  Point.

He 
destroyed  the  bridges  across  the  branches  of  the  Ocmulgee,  and  the 
depots  at  Conyers,  Covington,  and  Social  Circle,  and  brought  in  200 
prisoners  and  a  fine  lot  of  fresh  horses  and  negroes.  He  is  now  at  De- 
catur resting,  but  we  must  all  get  in  motion  by  the  day  after  to  morrow. 
I  thought  Captain  Dayton  had  sent  you  word  about  General  Garrard's 
return.  General  Logan  now  foots  up  the  killed  of  the  enemy  at  3,200, 
and  2,100  prisoners.    Our  loss  in  killed,  wounded,  and  missing,  3,500

Commanding  Army: 
General  :  La«t  night  the  rest  of  my  command  arrived,  bringing 
about  30  prisoners  and  some  hundred  negroes.  The  depot  at  Social 
Circle  and  a  large  amount  of  supplies,  induing  a  lot  of  new  Government 
wagons  were  burned.  It  will  take  three  or  four  days  to  put  my  com- 
mand in  order.  My  wagons  are  not  up,  and  I  do  not  know  where  they 
are.  I  have  also  over  1,000  horses  unshod.  1  can  do  all  duty  required 
of  me  on  this  flank,  but,  if  possible,  would  like  it  to  be  so  arranged  as 
not  to  send  me  off  again  for  some  days.  General  Stoneman  spoke  to 
me  last  night,  before  I  had  time  to  know  fully  my  condition,  about  some 
expedition.  I  could  only  reply  that  I  would  try  to  carry  out  aU  orders, 
but  could  not  at  that  time  pass  my  judgment  in  regard  to  its  probable 
success  or  the  strength  I  could  bring  to  bear.    If  the  route  is  taken 
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proi>o8ed  by  him  I  think  it  will  amount  to  a  fight  with  rebel  cavalry 
and  very  doubtful  if  much  damage  can  be  done.  A  raid  to  be  a  suc- 
cess must  be  made  by  light  bodies  and  done  quickly  and  the  whole  should 
be  a  surprise.  In  connection  with  a  general  advance,  of  course,  the  cav- 
alry expexjt  to  do  its  share  of  fighting  and  drive  off  that  of  the  enemy. 
But  I  regard  the  two  very  diflferent  affairs.  I  inclose  you  the  letter  of  in- 
structiims  asked  for,  and  in  conclusion  would  mention  to  your  favorable 
notice  my  three  brigade  commanders,  Colonel  Miller,  Colonel  Minty, 
and  Colonel  Long.  They  are  all  good  officers  and  manage  their  bri- 
gades well.

I  beg  you  will  convey  to 
Colonels  Minty,  Long,  and  Miller  the  assurances  that  1  fidly  appreciate 
the  services  recently  rendered.  I  would  like  to  give  all  the  time  you 
usk  for  rest,  reshoeing,  &c.,  but  am  advised  by  General  Grant  that 
I  must  be  prei)ared  for  a  re-enfor(iement  to  the  rebel  army  from  Vir- 
ginia, an<l  want  to  prevent  it.  I  am  afraid  1  will  have  to  call  on  you 
and  also  on  General  Rousseau's  cavaliy  to  start  again  the  day  after  to- 
morrow, but  I  propose  that  yours  and  Rousseau's  should  be  in  the  na- 
ture of  support  to  General  Stoneman  and  General  McCook,  who  will  be 
charged  to  make  the  circuit  and  break  the  Macon  road  well  to  the  rear, 
say  below  McDonough. 

I  wanted  General  Stoneman  to  consult  and  advise  with  you  and  bring 
me  your  opinion,  but  my  plan  is  that  all  my  army  shall  swing  round  by 
the  right  against  East  Point,  whilst  the  cavalry  right  and  left  move  by 
a  circuit,  and  by  detachments  reach  the  railroad  so  as  to  cut  off  the  last 
link  of  the  enemy's  communications.  That  done,  I  think  we  can  pause 
for  rest  and  all  sorts  of  repairs.  Every  mhiute  we  delay  will  add  to 
the  magnitude  of  the  undertaking,  wliich  I  take  it  for  granted  the  en- 
emy must  apprehend,  and  will  be  calling  in  his  scattered  cavalry  to 
thwart  and  prevent  it.

General:  General  Sherman  says  that  day  after  to-morrow  will  be 
soon  enough,  provided  the  enemy  does  not  leave  Atlanta  before  that  time. 
In  the  mean  time  he  wishes  us  to  get  our  commands  well  in  hand  and* 
to  be  ready  to  act  vigorously  in  case  we  are  called  upon  suddenly  to 
push  a  retreating  army.  The  general  says  that  you  can  call  in  the  regi- 
ment you  now  have  at  the  Factory  bridge,  and  that  you  can  replace  it 
with  such  portion  of  your  command  (under  an  officer),  as  you  cannot  make 
available  in  the  contemplated  operations.    This  party  need  not,  nor  will

General  Garrard  rei)oii:ed  to  me  on  his  return  yesterday,  took  up  a 
I)osition  north  and  east  of  Decatur,  connecting  with  Colonel  Sprague's 
brigade  on  my  left.  I  learned  this  morning  the  enemy's  pickets  occu- 
pied the  main  Decatur  road  between  that  place  and  my  front,  and  I  ac- 
cordingly requested  him  to  throw  forward  his  line,  connect  with  General 
Dodge  so  that  I  could  withdraw  Sprague's  brigade,  and  place  him  in 
reserve,  the  only  reserve  on  my  entire  line.  I  also  requested  General 
Garrard  to  leave  that  portion  of  a  regiment  of  his  coumiand,part  of  the 
guai'd  atRoswell,  at  that  place  until  the  empty  tciims  of  his  train  re- 
turned to  Marietta  for  supplies  coiild  arrive  at  Koswell  and  convey  the 
sick  to  the  hospitals  at  Marietta.  All  the  ambulances  of  this  army  are 
employed  in  moving  our  hospitals  to  tlie  rear,  Hence  the  necessity  of 
availing  myself  of  General  Garrard's  empty  trains.

General:  I  have  your  application  for  the  services  of  General  Corse, 
which  I  grant,  b^ause  I  want  you  to  have  good  division  commanders. 
But  I  beg  you  to  see  that  no  injustice  is  done  to  General  Sweeny.  I 
have  noticed  for  some  time  a  growing  dissatisfaction  on  the  part  of 
General  Dodge  with  General  Sweeny.  It  may  be  personal.  See  that 
General  Dodge  prefers  specific  charges  and  specifications,  and  you,  as 
the  army  commander,  must  be  the  judge  of  the  sufficiency  of  the 
charges.    No  one  but  the  commander  of  an  army  can  arrest  and  send 
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away  a  general;  it  is  a  high  power,  but  I  construe  the  power  to  reside 
with  the  commanders  of  my  three  armies,  because  each  has  a  command 
other  than  the  troops  here  on  the  spot.  You,  as  commander  of  the 
Army  of  the  Tennessee,  should  judge  as  to  the  cause  of  arrest  and  see 
that  no  injustice  is  done  a  general  officer.  You  can  see  how  cruel  it , 
woidd  be  to  a  brave  and  sensitive  gentleman  and  officer  to  be  arrested, 
de]>rived  of  his  command,  and  sent  to  the  rear  at  this  time.  I  do  not 
believe  General  Dodge  would  willingly  do  an  act  of  injustice,  but  still 
you  are  the  one  to  judge.  I  fear  that  General  Sweeny  will  feel  that 
even  I  am  influenced  against  him  to  befriend  General  Corse,  but  it  is 
not  so.  I  give  up  General  Corse  because  the  good  of  the  service  de- 
mands that  at  this  crisis  you  should  have  good  division  commanders.

With  two  sections  of  artillery  I  can 
hold  the  place;  without  it  I  will  be  compelled  to  fall  back  in  case  of  an 
attack,  and  will  require  forty  additional  wagons  to  haul  off  ordnance 
stores  and  other  property.  My  courier  line  was  attacked  last  night 
by  a  party  of  rebel  scouts.  My  scouts  were  also  attacked  yesterday 
evening  in  Broomtown  Valley,  by  a  party  of  Texas  Rangers,  which 
goes  to  show  there  is  a  new  force  in  the  neighborhood.  The  country  is 
alive  with  rebels  in  scattering  squads.  Please  send  me  artillery  or  wag- 
ons, or  instructions  how  to  act  in  case  of  an  attack.

Your  general  has  been  deprived  of  his  command  and  ordered  to  Nash- 
ville in  arrest.    Before  leaving  he  is  constrained  to  express  to  you  his 
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admiration  at  the  heroic  manner  in  which  yon  repulsed  the  terrific  as- 
sault of  the  enemy  upon  your  lines  on  the  22d  instant.  Feeling  ever jr 
confidence  in  you,  he  had  looked  for  the  displaying  by  you  of  the  ordi- 
nary fortitude  of  soldiers  in  the  hour  of  conflict,  but  you  did  more  than 
this;  with  empty  cartridge-boxes,  and  lines  unbroken,  you  stood,  trust- 
ing to  your  bayonets,  like  a  wall  between  your  country  and  ruin.  At 
the  order  to  "  charge,"  you  rushed  upon  the  advancing  columns  of  the 
enemy,  and  snatched  victory,  colors,  and  hundreds  of  prisoners  from 
them.  As  if  not  content  with  the  glories  already  won,  the  Second  Bri- 
gade moved  with  alacrity  to  a  distant  part  of  the  field,  and  charged 
like  an  avalanche  upon  a  victorious  column  of  the  enemy,  avssisting  in 
re-establishing  our  line  in  its  former  position,  and  again  prisoners  and 
recaptured  cannon  were  the  rewards  of  their  efforts.  Your  general  con- 
fesses to  you  freely  that  the  evening  of  the  22d  instant  was  the  proudest 
of  his  life,  made  so  by  your  daring,  your  fortitude,  your  heroism,  and  it 
was  his  aesire  to  lead  your  victorious  banner  into  the  doomed  city  in 
our  front;  but  this  is  not  to  be.  It  is  only  leffc  with  him  to  request  of 
you  to  extend  to  your  future  commanders  the  confidenec  and  cheerful 
obedience  that  you  have  always  shown  to  him.

half  way  between  Eome  and  Kingston,  returning  by  the  way  of  King- 
ston, with  all  the  guerrillas  and  scouts  on  the  south  side  of  the  river 
between  the  points  named,  dead  or  alive.  A  party  of  fifty  or  sixty  men 
(infantry)  will  be  sent  south  of  the  river  from  Eangston.

I.  The  several  armies  and  bodies  of  c^avalry  will  watch  the  enemy 
closely  to  their  respective  fronts,  and  in  case  the  enemy  retreats  toward 
the  southeast  General  Schofield  will  follow  directly  through  Atlanta, 
General  Thomas  by  roads  on  his  right,  and  General  Logan  on  his  left. 
Generals  Stoneman's  and  Garrard's  cavalry  will  move  by  a  circle  to  the 
left  toward  McDonough,  break  the  railroad,  and  strike  the  enemy  in 
front  or  flank,  and  General  McCook's  and  Colonel  Harrison's  cavalry 
will  move  rapidly  on  Fayetteville  and  the  railroad  beyond,  breaking  it 
if  possible,  in  advance  of  the  enemy,  and  striking  the  enemy  in  flank. 

II.  Should  the  enemy  remain  as  now,  on  the  defensive,  inside  of  the 
fortifications  of  Atlanta,  the  Macon  road  must  be  attacked  by  cavalry 
beyond  Fayetteville  and  McDonough,  and  the  infantry  must  cover  the 
line  from  the  Howard  house.  General  Schofield's  present  center,  to 
General  Davis'  position  on  the  right,  and  the  line  extended  east  and 
south  so  as  to  reach  or  threaten  the  railroad  toward  East  Point.  To 
this  end  Generals  Stoneman  and  Garrard  will  call  in  all  detachments 
and  send  to-morrow  to  Roswell  or  in  rear  of  the  infantry  all  crippled 
stock  and  incumbrances,  prepared  to  move  at  daylight  the  next  morning 
by  a  circuit  to  the  left,  so  as  to  reach  the  railroad  below  McDonough. 
General  Stoneman  will  command  this  cavalry  force,  but  will  spare  Gen- 
eral Garrard's  fatigued  horses  as  much  as  possible,  using  that  command 
as  a  reserve,  and  his  own  as  the  force  with  which  to  reach  and  break 
the  railroad.  In  like  manner  General  McCook  will  coinmand  the  joint 
cavalry  ^»mmand,  his  own,  and  of  Colonel  Harrison's,  but  will  use  Col- 
onel Harrison's  fatigued  command  as  a  reserve,  and  his  own  to  reach 
the  road  and  break  it.  The  railroad  when  reached  must  be  substan- 
tially destroyed  for  a  space  of  from  two  to  five  miles,  telegraph  wires 
pulled  down  as  far  as  possible  and  hid  in  water  or  carried  away. 

III.  Major-General  Schofield  will  prepare  to  drq,w  back  his  left  division 
to  the  old  rebel  line,  extending  back  from  the  Howard  house  toward  the 
road  by  which  General  Stanley  advanced,  and  be  prepared  on  the  with- 
drawal of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  to  hold  that  line  as  the  left  flank  of 
the  grand  army. 

IV.  Mmor-General  Logan  will  to-morrow  send  all  his  trains,  and  sick, 
and  impediments  to  the  rear  of  General  Thomas  to  any  point  near  the 
mouth  of  Peach  Tree  Creek,  and  during  the  early  morning  by  moonhght  of 
the  next  day,  viz,  Wednesday,  July  27,  withdraw  his  army,  corps  by  corps, 
and  move  it  to  the  right,  forming  on  General  Palmer,  and  advancing  the 
right  as  much  as  possible. 

V.'  Mfyor-General  Thomas  having  strongly  fortified  his  front  will  hold  it 
by  an  adequate  force,  and  hold  the  reserves  at  points  most  convenient  to 
move  to  the  right,  from  which  point  he  will  strike  and  destroy  the  rail- 
road, or  so  occupy  the  attention  of  the  enemy  that  the  cavalry  may  do 
its  work  completely  and  effectually. 

VI.  The  cavalry  will,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  move  out  at  daylight  of 
Wednesday,  27th  instant,  and  aim  to  reach  and  break  the  railroad  dur- 
ing the  day  or  night  of  the  28th,  and  having  accomphshed  this  work  will 
return  to  their  proper  flanks  of  the  army,  unless  the  enemy  should  be 
discovered  in  retreat,  when  each  force  described  will  hang  on  the  flanks 
of  the  retreating  enemy  and  obstrucfhis  retreat  by  all  the  energy  in  their 
power. 
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VII.  All  commanders  will  arrange  that  their  trains  be  moved  behind  the 
Chattahoochee,  or  behind  the  center  of  the  army  during  the  time  t;ho 
cavalry  is  absent  in  the  execution  of  this  duty.

Near  Atlantu: 
I  have  just  seen  yours  complaining  of  the  appointment  of  Hovey  and 
Osterhaus.  The  point  you  make  is  unquestionably  a  good  one,  and 
yet  please  hear  a  word  from  us.  My  recollection  is  that  both  General 
Grant  and  yourself  recommended  both  H[ovey]  and  0[sterhau8j  for 
promotion,  and  these,  with  other  strong  recommendations,  drew  com- 
mittals from  us  which  we  could  neither  honorably  or  safely  disregard. 
We  blamed  H[ovey]  for  coming  away  in  the  manner  in  which  he  did,  but 
we  knew  he  had  apparent  reason  to  feel  disappointed  and  mortified,  and 
we  felt  it  was  not  best  to  crush  one  who  certainly  had  been  a  good  sol- 
dier. As  to  0[sterhaus],  we  did  not  know  of  his  leaving  at  the  time  we 
made  the  appointment,  and  do  not  now  know  the  terms  on  which  he  left. 
Not  to  have  appointed  him,  as  the  case  appeared  to  us  at  the  time,  would 
have  been  almost,  if  not  quite,  a  violation  of  our  word.    The  word  was 
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given  on  what  we  thought  was  high  merit  and  somewhat  on  his  na- 
tionality. 1  beg  you  to  believe  we  do  not  act  in  a  spirit  of  disregarding 
merit.  We  exi)ect  to  await  your  programme  for  further  changes  and 
promotions  in  your  army.  My  profoundest  thanks  to  you  and  your 
whole  army  for  the  present  campaign  so  far.

To-morrow  we  begin  the  move  against  Atlanta,  having  strongly  in- 
trenched our  front  from  the  railroad  east  of  Atlanta  to  a  hill  on  the 
south  of  Proctor's  Creek.  I  move  the  whole  Army  of  the  Tennessee  to 
the  right,  extending  the  line  south,  threatening  East  Point,  and  forcing, 
as  I  think,  Hood  to  abandon  Atlanta  or  aUow  us,  at  small  cost,  to 
occupy  the  railroad  south  of  the  town,  that  to  the  east  being  well  de- 
stroyed. At  the  same  time  I  send  by  the  right  a  force  of  about  3,500 
cavalry,  under  General  McCook,  and  round  by  the  left  about  5,000 
cavalry,  under  Stonemau,  witli  orders  to  reach  the  railroa<l  about  Grif- 
fin. I'also  have  consented  that  Stoneman  (after  he  has  executed  this 
part  of  his  plan),  if  he  finds  it  feasible,  may,  with  his  division  proper 
(about  2,000),  go  to  Macon  and  attempt  the  release  of  our  oflicers,  pris- 
oners there,  and  then  to  Anderson [ville]  to  release  the  20,000  of  our  men,

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of  each  division  in  our  line  of  circumvallation  a  bold  party  of  about  a 
regiment  strong  to  push  back  ihe  enemy's  outlying  pickets  and  f&el 
their  position.  This  will  have  the  effect  of  holding  them  and  drawing 
there  as  large  a  body  of  the  enemy  as  possible,  as  he  will  on  such  a 
display.  Inasmuch  as  Jeff.  C.  Davis'  division  is  placed  as  a  strong  right 
flank,  and'  therefore  will  be  almost  entirely  in  reserve  when  the  Army 
of  the  Tennessee  gets  to  the  right,  I  wish  the  demonstration  to  his  front 
be  still  more  decided,  viz,  a  whole  briga4e  should  move  on  the  ridge 
due  south  from  the  hill  intrenched  beyond  Proctor's  Creek,  and  should 
push  back  the  enemy  beyond  any  little  rifle-pits  to  his  main  line,  which 
will  be  found  up  on  the  main  ridge  which  extends  from  Atlanta  to  East 
Point.  This  brigade  should  move  toward  the  old  village  of  White 
Hall,  about  two  miles  a9d  a  half  from  Altanta.  These  demonstrations 
should  proceed  slowly  and  deliberately,  and  last  all  day,  and  should  be 
as  bold  and  provoking  to  the  enemy  as  possible,  tempting  him  to  sally 
out  and  test  our  present  lines.

III.  To  carry  out  the  requirements  of  Special  Field  Orders,  No.  42, 
headquarters  Military  Division  of  the  Mississippi,  July  25. 1864,  a  line 
of  defense  will  be  constructed  to-day  connecting  the  left  of  General 
HascalPs  center  brigade  with  the  line  of  works  abandoned  by  the  enemy 
in  rear  of  the  Howard  house,  and  the  latter  line  will  be  remodeled  and 
strengthened  so  as  to  adapt  it  to  our  use  as  a  line  of  defense  for  the  left 
and  left  rear  of  the  army.  All  hospitals  and  trains  will  l^e  moved  within 
this  new  line  during  the  day,  except  the  trains  en  route  to  Marietta, 
which  will  remain  at  the  latter  place,  or  at  the  crossing  of  the  Chatta- 
hoochee, until  further  orders.  Trains  will  cross  at  Pace's  or  Powers'  Ferry. 
The  bridge  at  Isham's  Ford  will  be  destroyed,  and  the  troops  guarding 
it  will  join  their  division  to-night.  Detachments  guarding  trains  within 
the  line  of  defense  will  be  relieved  and  will  join  their  proper  commands. 
Simultaneously  with  the  withdrawal  of  the  right  of  the  Army  of  the 
Tennessee,  which  is  expected  to  take  plaee  to-morrow  morning,  General 
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'(yox  will  move  back  iuto  the  new  line  of  defense,  his  right  resting  near 
the  junction  of  the  old  rebel  line  and  that  to  be  constructed  today. 
(General  Hascall  will,  at  the  same  time,  draw  back  his  left  to  the  new 
line  prepared  for  it.  Each  division  will  have  three  brigades  in  line  and 
one  in  reserve.  *  The  skirmish  line  will,  unless  forced  back,  maintain 
substantially  its  present  position  until  the  troops  are  established  in  the 
new  line,  when  it  will  be  retired  so  as  to  conform  to  the  new  i>osition. 
The  present  line  and  that  recently  constructed  by  the  Army  of  the  Ten- 
nessee, as  far  a>s  they  are  available,  will  be  occupied  by  the  reserve  of 
the  skirmish  line,  and  must  be  held  against  anything  less  than  an 
attack  in  force,  and  in  case  of  an  atta<;k  in  force  the  resistance  of  the 
skirmish  line  in  the  old  works  must  be  sufficient  to  develop  the 
strength  and  character  of  the  attack,  whether  in  column  or  line, 
and  the  real  point  of  attack.  The  skirmish  line  will  be  connected 
with  that  of  the  troops  of  the  Fourth  Corps,  General  Stanley's  di- 
vision, which  are  to  occupy  the  rear  line  on  the  left  of  General  Cox. 
The  skirmish  line  will  be  strong,  placed  well  out,  and  must  oppose 
an  obstinate  resistance  to  any  advance  of  the  enemy,  endeavoring 
to  ascertain  and  inform  the  commanding  general  as  soon  as  possible 
the  strength  of  the  attacking  force,  and  the  point  of  the  line  at  \yhich 
the  attack  is  really  aimed.  Should  the  enemy  attack  any  jiosition  of 
the  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  or  of  this  army,  during  the  movement,  and 
before  it  shall  have  progressed  so  far  as  to  leave  the  flank  of  this  army 
exposed,  the  troops  will  maintain  their  present  position,  repel  the  attack, 
and  await  further  orders.  The  present  movements  are  expected  to  be 
decisive.  The  enemy  is  desperate  and  consequently  bold.  The  utmost 
vigilance  is  enjoined  upon  all  officers  and  men  while  on  duty.

lY.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  instructions  contained  in  Special  Field 
Orders,  No.  42,  Military  Division  of  the  Mississippi,  the  following 
movements  of  this  army  will  be  made : 

1.  Brigadier-General  Woods,  commanding  First  Division,  Fifteenth 
Army  Cori^s,  will  at  4  o'clock  this  p.  m.  march  with  his  command  and 
take  up  his  jiosition  in  the  new  line  of  intrenchments,  his  right  resting 
on  the  railroad. 

2.  Major-General  Dodge,  commanding  Left  Wing,  Sixteenth  Army 
Corps,  will  at  12  o'clock  to-night  draw  out  his  command  and  move  by 
the  nearest  route  to  the  main  road  running  in  rear  of  General  Scho- 
field's  line,  entering  this  road  immediately  to  the  west  of  the  point 
wliere  the  new  line  of  intrenchments  crosses  the  railroad.  General 
Dodge  will  move  to  the  right  of  General  Thomas'  command  and  take 
up  his  i)osition  on  the  right  of  the  corps  of  General  Palmer. 

3.  As  soon  as  the  troops  of  Major-General  Dodge  have  filed  out, 
Major-General  BJair  will  draw  out  lus  command  and  march  by  the  most 
practicable  route  to  the  main  road  indicated  above,  following  the  Six- 
teeut^h  Corps  on  that  road,  and  taking  up  a  position  on  its  right. 
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4.  When  the  troops  of  the  Seventeenth  Corps  have  filed  past,  Brig. 
Gen.  M.  L.  Smith,  commanding  Fifteenth  Army  Corps,  will  draw  out 
his  command,  following  the  Seventeenth  Army  Corps,  and  moving  last 
the  division  of  Brigadier-General  Woods.  The  Fifteenth  Army  Corps 
wfll  take  up  a  position  on  the  right  of  the  Seventeenth  Army  Corps,  one 
division  being  held  in  reserve.  The  new  line  to  be  occupied  on  the 
right  will  be  thrown  forward  as  far  as  practicable. 

5.  That  i)ortion  of  the  artillery  which  can  be  drawn  out  during  the 
day  will  be  designated  by  Captain  Hickenlooper,  chief  of  artillery,  and 
a  i>08ition  assigned  it  in  the.  new  line.  The  remaining  artillery  will  be 
drawn  out  immediately  after  dark,  the  wheels  muffled  with  grain  sacks, 
and  every  precaution  used  to  make  the  movement  as  silently  as  possible. 

6.  All  the  trains,  except  one  wagon  with  ammunition  for  each  regi- 
ment and  battery,  will  be  sent  to-day  to  a  point  in  rear*  of  the  center  of 
the  army  and  there  parked. 

7.  Corps  commanders  will,  under  the  direction  of  Captain  Eeese, 
chief  engineer,  cause  good  roads  to  be  constructed  during  the  day  for 
their  commands  to  move  out  upon,  and  staff  officers  will  make  them- 
selves thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  route  to  be  taken  by  each 
division. 

8.  All  arrangements  to  accomplish  these  movements  will  be  made 
during  the  day^  so  that  the  troops  can  be  drawn  out  with  celerity  and 
without  confusion.

Washington: 
Sir:  Your  dispatch  of  yesterday  is  received.  I  beg  you  will  not  re- 
gard me  as  fault  finding,  for  I  assert  that  I  have  been  well  sustained 
in  every  respect  during  my  entire  service.  I  did  not  supj)ose  my  dis- 
patches would  go  outside  the  offices  at  the  War  Department.  I  did 
not  suppose  you  were  troubled  with  such  things.  Hovey  and  Oster- 
haus  are  both  worthy  men,  and  had  they  been  promoted  on  the  eve  of 
the  Vicksburg  campaign,  it  would  have  been  natural  and  well  accepted; 
but  I  do  think  you  will  admit  that  their  promotion,  coming  to  us  when 
they  had  gone  to  the  rear,  the  one  offended  because  I  could  not  unite 
in  the  same  division  five  infantry  and  five  cavalry  regiments,  and  the 
other  for  temjwrary  sickness.  You  can  see  how  ambitious  aspirants 
for  military  fame  regard  these  things.  They  come  to  me  and  point 
them  out  as  evidences  that  I  am  wrong  in  encouraging  them  to  a  silent, 
patient  dischM^e  of  duty.  I  assure  you  that  every  general  of  my  army 
has  spoken  of  it  and  referred  to  it  as  evidence  that  promotion  results 
from  importunity  and  not  from  actual  service.  I  have  refrained  from 
recommending  any  thus  far  in  the  campaign,  ss  I  think  we  should  reach 
some  stage  in  the  game  before  stopping  to  balance  accounts  or  writing 
history.  I  assure  you  that  I  do  think  you  have  conscientiously  acted 
throughout  the  war  with  marked  skill  in  the  matter  of  military  appoint- 
ments, and  that  as  few  mistakes  have  been  made  as  could  be  expected. 
I  will  furnish  all  my  army  and  division  commanders  with  a  copy  of  your 
dispatch,  that  they  may  feel  reassured.

The  former  thought  he  ought  to  have  been  allowed  the  com- 
mand of  the  army  in  the  field  until  the  end  of  the  campaign;  but  I  ex- 
plained to  him  that  a  permanent  department  commander  had  to  be 
appointed  at  once,  as  discharges,  ftirloughs,  and  much  detailed  business 
could  alone  be  done  by  a  department  commander.  General  Hooker  is 
oflfended  because  lie  thinks  he  is  entitled  to  the  command.  I  must  be 
honest  and  say  he  is  not  qualified  or  suited  to  it.  He  talks  of  quitting.

})ensable  to  our  success.  He  is  welcome  to  my  place  if  the  President 
awards  it,  but  I  cannot  name  him  to  so  important  a  command  as  the 
Army  of  the  Tennessee.

General  Cox  will  send  a  strong 
regiment,  with  one  or  more  at  prop<?r  distances  to  support  it,  to  feel  for 
and  itiake  a  strong  demonstration  upon  the  enemy's  right.  Colonel 
Garrard  Avill  move  with  his  regiment  of  cavalry  in  conjunction  with 
this  infantry  force  and  cover  its  left,  pressing  the  enemy  vigorously, 
and  endeavoring  to  drive  back  whatever  cavalry  he  may  have  upon 
his  flank.  The  troops  engaged  in  this  demonstration  should  make  con- 
siderable display,  but  carefully  conceal  their  real  strength.  The  troops 
must  be  ready  to  move  at  a  moment's  notice  if  the  enemy  be  found  in 
retreat,  or  to  have  withdrawn  from  his  w^orks  in  our  immediate  front.

Mtyor-General  ilAi-LECK,  Washington^  D.  C: 

The  enemy  again  assaulted  to-day;  this  time  on  our  extreme  right,  to, 
which  flank  I  had  shifted  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  to  gain  ground 
toward  the  railroad.  The  blow  fell  upon  the  Fifteenth  Corps,  which 
handsomely  repulsed  it,  capturing  4  regimental  flags.  The  attack, 
was  kept  up  for  five  hours.  Our  men  were  partially  covered,  while  the 
enemy  were  exposed.  Our  loss  is  comparatively  small,  while  that  of 
the  en^my  is  represented  as  heavy.  I  will  give  approximate  figures 
to-morrow.  The  cavalry  has  now  been  out  two  days,  and  to-morrow 
should  show  th^  effect.  I  feel  confident  they  will  reach  the  Macon  road. 
Our  right  is  about  a  mile  distant  from  the  railroad,  but  the  ground  is 
very  difficult.  I  may  be  forced  to  extend  still  fao^ther  to  command  it. 
We  have  had  heavy  cannonading  all  day,  the  enemy  using  ordnance  as 
heavy  as  6-inch  rifled  guns.  Bragg  has  been  to  Atlanta  on  a  second 
visit.

General  :  In  obe<lieuce  to  General  Thomas'  order  I  pushed  the  re1>el 
lines  on  my  front  at  4  p.  m.  We  carried  three  rifle-pits  in  front  of 
General  Wood's  and  Colonel  Grose's  divisions,  capturing  20  prisonei^s. 
These  men  belonged  to  Cheatham's  division,  late  Walker's  division. 
Cheatham's  division  had  gone  ott'  to  oppose  cmr  right,  leaving  his  pick- 
ets. The  enemy  showed  at  lea«t  a  continuous  line  of  trooi)s  in  their 
works  on  my  front,  and  moved  men  rapidly  from  General  Geary's  or 
General  Newton's  front  to  the  works  opposite  General  Wood's  right, 
w'here  they  w^ere  most  seriously  threatened.  The  rebels  still  hold  a 
line  of  light  works,  a  contiinious  rifle-pit,  about  200  yards  in  a<lvanc^.  of 
their  main  intrenchments.  The  prisoners  represent  that  no  re-enforce- 
ments have  joined  them,  and  that  Steve  Lee  now  commands  Hood's 
corps,  Cheatham  having  returned  to  liis  division,  and  that  they  will  try 
to  hold  Atlanta.  The  prisoners  were  taken  jnincipally  by  Gibson's 
brigade.  We  had  1  man  killed  and  a  few  wcmnded.  The  rebels  can 
very  easily  rea^h  our  skirmish  line  with  canister.    I  think  any  attack 
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upon  tiieir  main  line,  excepting?  by  a  regular  well  managed  assaulting 
eojumn,  must  have  failed.    I  am  sorry  General  Newton  did  not  take  the 
enemy's  picket-line  ou  his  front;  he  eouhl  easily  have  done  so.

Colonel  :  Moore,  a  scout,  whom  I  sent  out  on  the  26th  in  the  fore- 
noon, returned  this  p.  m.  and  makers  the  following  statement:  General 
S.  D.  Lee  arrived  about  the  25th  instaiit  from  Mississippi  and  brought 
3,500  troops  with  hiu).  These  were  dismounted  cavaby,  are  now  used 
as  infantry,  and  are  in  the  intrenchments.  Moore  says  lie  wont  to  the 
depot  every  time  the  cars  came  into  Atlanta,  and  that  the  trains  were 
loaded  with  re-enforcements  of  the  Georgia  miUtia.  He  says  many  ar- 
riving in  this  way.  Moore  says  he  heard  Judge  Wright  and  Ridley,  citi- 
zens, say  that  there  would  be  enough  of  the  re-enforcements  io  make  a 
small  corps  for  General  Cheatham.  Moore  says  the  rebels  acknowledge 
they  we^e  defeated  yesterday,  and  he  heard  officers  talking  who  said 
they  had  lost  between  8,000  and  9,000.    Moore  says  he  heard  in  Atlanta 
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yesterday  afternoon  that  there  had  been  an  engagement  yesterday  at 
11  a.  m.,  between  our  cavalry,  under  General  Garrard,  and  the  rebel 
cavalry,  under  Wheeler,  in  the  direction  of  Yellow  River,  but  he  was 
not  able  to  learn  any  of  the  details.  Moore  says  that  the  understanding 
prevails  in  the  rebel  army  that  Atlanta  is  to  be  defeudeil  to -the  last 
extremity,  but  that  much  dissatisfaction  prevails  among  the  common 
soldiery  about  the  removal  of  General  elohnston  and  the  manner  in 
which  General  Hood  has  handled  the  army  since  taking  conunand  of  it. 
The  soldiers  were  dissatisfied  with  the  attacks  that  Hood  has  made. 
Moore  says  the  supply  of  forage  and  subsistence  is  very  short  indeed, 
produced  by  there  being  now  but  one  line  of  railroad.  When  he  wa« 
in  Atlanta  he  could  get  no  corn  for  his  horse;  hitherto  he  had  got 
plenty.  He  says  he  heard  it  said  that  if  the  rebels  were  diiven  out  of 
Atlanta  they  would  try  to  make  tlieir  first  stand  at  East  Point.  Moore 
says  Stewart's  and  Lee's  cori)s  ma^lc  the  attack  yesterday  morning,  but 
were  subsequently  re-enforced  by  a  part  of  Hardee's  corps,  which  had 
been  left  in  the  works.  After  tlie  fighting  ceased  a  part  of  the  troops 
were  brought  ba<*k  to  occupy  the  intrenclmients  around  the  town.  Moor^e 
says  they  kept  a  strong  line  in  their  works.  Moore  says  our  shells  fall 
into  the  town  and  annoy  them  very  much,  though  they  have  inflicted 
no  great  loss.  General  Bragg  is  still  in  Atlanta.  General  Johnston  is  in 
Macon.  General  Loring  was  wounded  in  the  fight  yesterday  severely. 
Moore  says  he  heard  officers  saying  that  they  would  get  re-enforce- 
ments of  militia  and  conscripts  to  make  up  for  their  late  losses.  Moore 
brings  a  paper  of  this  dat€.

Sir  :  The  order,  I  sent  by  Lieutenant  Coughlan  was  that  you  should 
push  pretty  well  to  the  right,  inasmuch  as  you  did  not  seem  to  find 
much  resistance  in  your  immediate  front,  and  the  distance  you  had  ad- 
vanced made  it  proper  to  take  your  supports  nearer  to  the  advanced  line 
than  the  line  of  works  would  be.  The  object  was,  as  stated  in  the  first 
order,  to  use  the  ftiU  strength  of  one  regiment  iu  developing  the  enemy's 
position  and  force  in  front,  and  hold  the  other  well  in  hand  to  support 
the  first,  or  to  cover  a  retreat,  if  you  should  be  attacked  by  heavy  force. 
The  feeling  to  the  right  is  necessary,  because  that  is  the  point  of  danger, 
and  \  here  you  must  be  most  guarded.  This  was  simply  in  extension  of 
the  written  orders  sent,  and  by  no  means  inconsistent  with  the  spirit  and 
general  purpose,  but  rather  in  furtherance  of  both.  I  greatly"  regret 
you  did  not  see  it  so.  Tlie  reconnaissance  wiU  be  continued  as  far  as.  it 
can  be  done  consistently  with  keeping  open  youi*  communication  with 
the  division,  and  the  direction  is  toward  the  principal  line  of  works  the 
enemy  occupy  commanding  the  railroad,  &c.

Gomnmnding  Third  Divimon,  Twenty-third  Corps: 
General.  :  I  moved  out  with  the  Sixty-third  Indiana  and  Sixty-fifth 
Illinois  at  7  this  morning,  caiTying  out  your  instructions.  We  have 
pushed  in  the  enemy's  skirmishers  to  their  former  position  and  now  oc- 
cupy with  our  reserves  the  advanc^l  pits  of  the  foriper  skirmish  line 
of  the  Fifteenth  Corps.  Our  line  of  vedettes  are  about  100  yards  ahead 
of  this.  The  enemy  has  a. strong  skirmish  line  and  is  sktrmishiug  with 
our  men.  Tlie  enemy's  position  is  in  fiill  view.  They  show  a  force,  I 
should  judge  from  the  rex>orts  of  Major  Wilcox  (in  charge  of  the  line), 
quite  sufficient  to  hoUl  it.  Four  companies  of  the  Sixty-third  Indiana 
are  in  position  to  the  left  of  the  brick  house,  and  where,  in  my  judg- 
ment, they  should  at  pre^^nt  remain.  The  rest  of  the  regiment  is  for- 
ward. I  have  sent  four  companies  of  the  Sixty -fifth  Illinois  Volunteers 
forward  on  the  right,  extending  to  the  creek.  Their  reserves  occupy 
the  advanced  skirmish  line  formerly  held  by  us.  Our  skirmishers  have 
advanced  here  and  drawn  the  fire  of  the  enemy,  who  has  a  strong  skir- 
mish line  also  in  this  direction  and  a  battery  in  position,  from  which 
they  have  thrown  several  shells.  The  enemy  has  a  battery  in  position 
near  the  railroad,  in  plain  view  of  our  skirmishers.  I'his  is  the  battery 
to  which  their  prisoners  belong.  Major  Wilcox  reports  the  enemy  mov- 
ing artillery  toward  our  left,  and  that  working  parties  are  actually  em- 
ployed along  the  line  strengthening  the  main  line  of  works.  We  can 
keep  up  a  brisk  skirmish  with  the  enemy,  but,  in  my  judgment,  a  far- 
ther advance  is  not  practicable.  I  have  one-half  of  my  force  on  the 
skirmish  line  and  the  other  half  on  the  works  of  the  Fifteenth  Corps 
and  the  works  formerly  held  by  ourselves.  I  will  not  change  this  ar- 
rangement unless  otherwise  directed.  Skirmishing  has  become  very 
active  on  the  left.

Major  :  1  have  the  honor  to  report  the  result  of  the  reconnaissance 
nuwle  this  afternoon  by  the  Second  Brigade,  Third  Division.  Like  that 
made  this  morninjif  by  two  regiments  of  the  brigade,  it  resulted  in  our 
driving  the  enemy  to  their  works,  developing  their  line,  and  showing 
th(»  ])osition  of  their  artillery.  The' works  in  our  front  are  strong  and 
lield  by  a  considerable  force.  In  the  front  of  the  brigade  artillery 
o])ened  from  three  different  positions;  I  should  say  from  eight  pieces. 
The  enemy's  force  this  morning  was  but  slight;  about  2  p.  m.  they  com- 
menced moving  heavy  forces  to  the  left  (cavalry  and  infantry) ;  from 
the  skirmish  line  they  could  be  distinctly  seen  and  heard  fortifying. 
As  their  troops  passed  our  skirmish  line  near  the  railroad  they  were  in 
full  sight  and  were  fired  at  by  our  men.  Our  advance  was  a  surprise. 
Four  large  dwellings  have  been  burned  by  them  to-day  as  they  fell 
back.  Three  of  our  regiments  advanced  to  tte  left  of  the  railroad  and 
one  to  the  right.  The  enemy's  line  extended  far  to  the  left  of  ours. 
Our  losses  14  wounded  and  killed.  We  advanced  within  250  yards  of 
their  works.

Enemy 
cliarged  four  times  in  very  dense  timber,  and  were  repulsed  as  often — 
with  what  loss  I  cannot  say;  our  loss  not  a  huiulred.  At  this  hour 
rebels  are  massing  against  right,  while  Schofield  and  Stanley  are  ready 
to  attack  on  our  left  as  soon  ius  our  right  is  pressed  heavily.  Assign- 
ment of  Howard  to  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  causes  some  discontent, 
but  not  as  much  as  I  feared.  No  news  from  cavalry  raid  on  Macon 
railroad.

The  result  of  the  enemy^s  attack  yesterday,  chiefly  on  the  Fifteenth 
Corps,  is  thus^reported  by  General  Howard  : 

Wo  have  coanted  642  rebel  dead,  and  there  are  still  others  in  front  of  our  lines. 
It  is  fair  to  presume  that  their  wounded  are  five  or  six  times  that  of  their  dead. 
Over  100  prisoners  are  in  hand,  and  others  being  gathered  up  in  the  woods. 

Howard  estimates  the  enemy's  loss  at  5,000,  and  our  loss  at  less  than 
600.  General  W.  H.  T.  Walker  was  killed  on  the  22d,  and  it  is  now 
reported  by  x)risoners  that  Wheeler  was  killed  yesterday.  Stephen  D. 
Lee,  Loring,  and  Stewart  severely  wounded  yesterday.  We  are  so  near 
the  enemy's  line  that  their  artillery  prevents  our  advancing  the  lines  so 
as  to  take  full  advantage  of  battle,  they  gathering  into  the  city  the 
wounded  and  more  remote  dead.  The  parapets  of  Atlanta  present  a 
well-filled  line  wherever  we  approach  them.  General  Thomas  is  to-day 
making  a  strong  reconnaissance  in  force  toward  East  Point,  and  Gen- 
eral Schofleld  on  the  left.  Our  cavalry  has  now  been  out  three  days, 
and  must  have  done  its  work  about  Griffin.

1  have  just  returned  from  the  right.  I  have  intrenched  Morgan  on  the 
Howell's  (or  Green's)  Ferry  road,  to  the  right  and  southwest  of  Logan. 
He  has  complete  control  of  that  road,  and  has  his  skirmishers  out  half 
a  mile  to  his  front.  They  have  driven  the  rebels  into  intrenched  rifle- 
pits,  and  report  intrenched  lines  heavily  manned  a  short  distance  in  rear 
of  their  skirmish  rifle-pits.  I  also  directed  Ward  to  take  position  on 
Morgan's  right  an4  refUse  bis  rigtt,  so  ^  to  m^ke  a  strong  right  flank* 
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Ward  fronts  the  HowelFs  Ferry  road,  and  runs  along  it  toward  the 
Chattahoochee  for  half  a  mile  and  then  falls  back  this  way.  Howard 
had  good  ground  to  fight  over  yesterday.  I  saw  several  de^d  rebels 
that  Ward's  men  were  burying.  If,  after  intrenching,  Howard  will 
thin  out  and  extend  to  his  right,  Morgan  and  Ward  can  move  still 
farther  to  the  right,  and  might  x)erhaps  overlap  the  enemy.  Whilst 
Morgan  and  Ward  made  their  advances,  I  had  Williams,  Johnson,  and 
Baird  make  strong  reconnaissances  to  their  fronts.  They  all  report 
their  belief  that  the  enemy  has  either  retired  altogether,  or  has  with- 
drawn the  greater  part  of  his  forces,  and  only  now  has  a  weak  skirmish 
line  covering  his  fortifications  around  the  city.  I  have  directed  them 
to  feel  strongly  to-night,  and  determine  whether  the  enemy  has  retired 
or  not.

Immediately  after  receiving  the  order 
from  corps  headquarters  in  the  night  of  the  27th  I  sent  Colonel  Cam- 
eron a  copy,  simply  directing  him  to  make  the  reconnaissance  in  accord- 
ance with  it.*  I  then  sent  dispatch  No.  1  to  him  at  5  o'clock  in  the 
morning.  Between  7  and  8  I  was  myself  near  the  batteries  occui)ied 
by  our  troops  in  the  old  line,  and  hearing  only  a  little  skirmishing 
toward  the  right  of  his  line  of  skinnishers,  I  sent  my  aide,  Lieutenant 
Coughlan,  with  verbal  directions  to  Colonel  Cameron  to  push  his  ad- 
vanced regiment  more  vigorously,  and  if  the  resistance  was,  as  it 
seemed,  chiefly  on  his  right,  to  make  the  movement  take  that  direction, 
moving  up  his  supjwrts  from  the  works,  and  holding  them  well  in  hand 
to  press  the  enemy,  or  to  cover  a  retreat  if  his  advance  should  meet  a 
force  greater  than  the  whole  of  his.  He  appeared  unwilling,  as  Mr.

A 
large  number  of  the  officers  and  men  of  this  corps  have  been  left  be* 
hind  sick  and  slightly  wounded  in  hospitals  at  Cairo,  Nashville,  Louis- 
ville, Huntsville,  and  Rome,  and  I  am  satisfied  there  are  many  of  them 
ready  for  the  field  who  have  been  improperly  detailed  at  these  jwint-s 
and  at  Saint  Louis,  Mo.  I  have,  therefore,  the  honor  to  request  that 
Maj.  G.  W.  Kennard,  Twentieth  Illinois  Infantry  Volunteers,  may  be 
sent-  to  these  points  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  and  returning  all 
men  fit  fcwr  duty  to  this  command,  with  full  authority  to  send  to  the 
front  all  officers  and  men  who,  in  his  opinion,  have  been  improperly 
detailed  or  are  absent  without  proper  authority  from  this  command.

Sir:  Yours  from  Chattanooga  of  July  28  is  received,  notifying  me  of 
your  appointment  by  your  State  as  lieutenant-colonel  and  provost-mar- 
shal for  Georgia,  Alabama,  and  Mississij)pi,  under  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  July  4,  1864,  to  recruit  volunteers  to  be  credited  the  quotiisof 
the  States,  respectrv^ely.  On  applying  to  General  Webster  at  Nashville, 
lie  will  grant  you  a  pass  through  our  lines  to  these  States,  and  as  I  have 
had  considerable  exiwrience  in  those  States  would  suggest  re<;ruiting  de- 
iwt-s  to  be  established  at  Macon  and  Columbus,  Miss. ;  Selnia,  Montgom- 
ery, and  Mobile,  Ala.,  and  Columbus,  Milledgevllle,  and  Savannah,  Ga, 
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I  do  not  see  that  the  law  restricts  yoa  to  black  recruits,  but  you  are  at 
liberty,  I  suppose,  to  collect  white  recruits  also.  It  is  waste  of  time 
and  money  to  open  rendezvous  in  Northwest  Georgia,  for  I  assure  you 
I  have  not  seen  an  able-bodied  man,  black  or  white,  fit  for  a  soldier, 
who  was  not  in  this  army  or  the  one  opposed  to  it.  You  speak  of  the 
impression  going  about  that  I  am  opposed  to  the  organization  of 
colored  regimente.  My  opinions  are  usually  very  positive,  and  there 
is  no  reason  why  you  should  not  know  them.  Though  entertain- 
ing profound  reverence  for  our  Congress,  I  do  doubt  their  wisdom  in 
the  passage  of  this  law,  first,  because  civilian  agent^s  about  an 
army  are  a  nuisance;  second,  the  duty  of  citizens  to  fight  for  their 
country  is  too  sacred  a  one  to  be  peddlc^i  off  by  buying  up  the  refuse  of 
other  States;  third,  it  is  unjust  to  the  soldiers  and  volunteers  who 
are  fighting,  as  those  who  compose  this  army  are  doing,  to  place  them 
on  a  par  with  the  class  of  recruits  you  are  after;  fourth,  the  negro  is 
in  a  transition  state,  and  is  not  the  equal  of  the  white  man;  fifth,  he 
is  liberated  from  his  bondage  by  act  of  war,  and  the  armies  in  the  field 
are  entitled  to  all  his  assistance  in  labor  and  fighting  in  addition  to 
the  proper  quota  of  the  States;  sixth,  this  bidding  and  bartering  for 
reciadts,  white  and  black,  has  delayed  the  re-enforcement  of  our  armies 
at  the  time  when  such  re-enforcements  would  have  enabled  us  to 
make  our  successes  permanent;  seventh,  the  law  is  an  experiment 
which,  pending  war,  is  unwise  and  unsafe,  and  has  delayed  the  uni- 
versal draft  which  1  firmly  believe  will  become  necessary  to  overcome 
the  widespread  resistance  offered  us,  and  I  also  believe  the  universal 
draft  will  be  wise  and  beneficent,  for,  under  the  providence  of  Grod, 
it  will  separate  the  sheep  from  the  goats,  and  demonstrate  what 
citizens  will  fight  for  their  country  and  what  will  only  talk.  No  one 
shall  infer  from  this  that  I  am  not  the  friend  of  the  negro  as  well  as  the 
white  race.  I  contend  that  the  treason  and  rebellion  of  the  master 
freed  the  slave,  and  I  and  the  armies  I  have  commanded  have  conducted 
to  safe  points  more  negroes  than  those  of  any  other  general  officer  in 
the  army,  but  I  prefer  some  negroes  as  pioneers,  teamsters,  cooks,  and 
servants;  others  gradually  to  experiment  in  the  ai-t  of  the  soldier,  be- 
ginning with  the  duties  of  local  garrison,  such  as  we  had  at  Memphis, 
Yicksburg,  Natchez,  Nashville,  and  Chattanooga.  But  I  would  not 
draw  on  the  poor  race  for  too  large  a  proportion  of  its  active,  athletic 
young  men,  lor  some  must  remain  to  seek  new  homes  and  provide  for 
the  old  and  young,  the  feeble  and  helpless. 

These  are  some  of  my  peculiar  notions,  but  I  assure  you  they  are 
sliared  by  a  largo  proi)ortion  of  our  fighting  men. 

You  may  show  this  to  the  agents  of  the  other  States  in  the  same 
business  with  yourself.

activity  of  their  artillery  until  just  now.

No  change  since  my  last.  Weather  has  been  intensely  hot,  and  to- 
<iay  it  is  raining  hard.  General  Garrard's  cavalry  is  back.  General 
Stoneman  placed  it  at  Flat  Rock  to  cover  his  movement  south.  Gen- 
eral Garrard  reports  the  enemy's  cavalry  all  round  him  for  two  days, 
when  he  charged  out  and  went  to  Latimar's,  where  he  heard  that  Gen- 
eral ^toneman  had  passed  Covington,  so  he  got  two  full  days'  start  for 
Macon.  I  will  not  hear  of  him  for  some  days.  From  rumors  among 
the  people,  I  think  he  struck  the  road,  for  it  is  reported  broken  at 
Jouesborough.  To-morrow  night  I  will  move  G^nerjd  Schofield  to  the 
extreme  right  and  draw  the  enemy  out  to  East  Point  His  works  are 
too  strong  for  an  assault,  and  we  cannot  spare  the  ammunition  for  a 
bombardment.

I  have  just  returned  from  the  right.  General  Howard's  troops  only 
occupy  the  intrenchments  made  by  Morgan  and  Ward,  whereas  he 
should  have  extended  his  line  toward  the  railroad,  throwing  out  as  his 
intrenchments  were  completed.  Morgan  and  Ward  could  then  have 
supported  his  right  as  he  extended  his  lines.  I  think  Howard's  army 
will  reach  very  nearly  to  the  railroad  when  intrenched  and  thrown  out 
as  my  troops  are.  Should  Schofield  move  to  the  right  he  will  surely 
rea(5h  the  road;  thus  Morgan  and  Ward  can  be  held  in  reserve  and  in 
support  of  the  right  flank  as  it  progresses  toward  the  railroad.  The 
reconnaissance  you  ordered  was  made  to-day  by  Morgan.  He  found 
the  enemy  covered  by  a  strong  infantry  skirmish  line  with  artillery  on 
a  road  leading  direct  to  East  Point  from  a  house  on  the  Green's  Ferry 
road,  about  a  mile  from  the  rear  of  our  right.  The  troops  moved  about 
a  mile  and  a  half  on  that  road  before  encountering  the  enemy.  Morgan 
returned  to  his  camp  toward  night,  as  1  didnot  deem  it  prudent  to 
have  him  so  far  to  Howard's  right.  I  think  I  understand  the  direc- 
tions of  all  the  roads  leading  toward  East  Point  from  all  points  directly 
in  our  rear.

I  am  just  back  from  an  interview  with  General  Schofield.  General 
Garrard  is  back.  He  was  sent  by  General  Stoneman  to  Flat  Rock, 
where  he  was  surrounded  by  Wheeler's  cavalry,  but  he  remained  two 
days,  expecting  General  Stoneman  to  send  him  orders,  when  he  broke 
out  to  Latimar's,  where  he  heard  General  Stoneman  had  gone  to  Coving- 
ton and  beyond.  Not  having  further  orders  he  came  home  via  the  Peach 
Tree  road.  His  fight  was  a  small  affair,  losing  only  1  officer  and  6 
men  wounded,  and  riding  down  one  brigade  of  the  enemy.  He  thinks 
Wheeler  still  remains  on  the  right  of  Atlanta,  extending  the  inlkntry 
line.  I  think  General  Stoneman  has  gone  to  Macon,  east  of  Yellow 
River,  and  that  it  is  well.  I  have  ordered  General  Garrard  in  on 
cmr  left,  and  to-morrow  night  will  let  him  fill  with  a  skirmish  line 
General  Schofield's  position,  and  move  all  of  General  Schofield  to 
the  right  of  General  Howard,  and  wish  the  divisions  of  Generals 
Davis  and  Ward  in  reserve  on  the  right  to  strike  a  blow  beyond  our 
new  right  fiank  when  intrenched.  Our  right  flank  must  be  advanced 
in  (ilose  and  absolute  contact  with  the  enemy,  and  with  General  Scho- 
field on  that  flank  I  think  we  can  make  him  quit  Atlanta,  or  so  weaken 
his  lines  that  we  can  break  through  somewhere,  the  saime  as  our  Keue- 
saw  move.  Study  the  road  so  that  Generals  Schofield  and  Howard  may 
have  a  line  close  up  to  the  enemy,  as  close  as  possible.  I  will  send  a 
regiment  of  cavalry  down  the  west  bank  of  the  Chattahoochee  to  feel 
for  General  McCook.

General:  Brigadier-General  Davis  expressed  to  Mr.  Shaw  upon  the 
delivery  of  the  order  of  the  major-general  commanding  the  military 
division  his  inability  to  understand  the  method  of  the  proposed  recon- 
naissance. He  says  his  division  is  in  line,  the  enemy  being  in  position 
about  1,200  yards  to  his  front,  and  the  division  of  Brigadier-General 
Ward  in  position  on  his  right.  If  he  advances  it  amounts  to  an  assault 
ujwn  the  enemy's  position.  If  he  withdraws  with  a  view  to  passing  to 
General  Ward's  rear  he  leaves  a  gap.  As  this  is  the  fourth  order  from 
the  headquarters  of  the  military  division  imposing  special  duties  upon 
Davis'  division  away  from  his  corps,  I  do  not  feel  at  liberty  to  interfere 
even  by  advice;  but  as  he  still  nominally  belongs  to  the  Fourteenth 
Corps,hope  I  will  be  pardoned  for  acting  in  the  matter  so  far  as  to  com- 
municate his  difficulties  and  in  asking  from  the  proper  authority  such 
further  and  more  precise  instructions  as  it  may  be  thought  proper  to 
give  him.

The  object 
of  your  expedition  is  to  aid  General  McCook  in  recrossing  the  river  on 
his  return.  It  is  understood  that  General  McCook  left  a  regiment  of 
cavalry  with  his  bridge  for  the  above  purpose.  If  you  find  this  to  be 
the  case,  you  will  join  that  regiment  and  act  in  concert  with  it  in  car- 
rying out  General  McCook's  instructions.  In  any  event,  you  will  watch 
carefully  for  General  McCook's  troops  for  some  distance  up  and  down 
the  river,  endeavor  to  give  early  information  of  their  return,  and  leani 
at  what  point  they  propose  to  cross,  so  as,  if  practicable,  to  have  the 
bridge  laid  by  the  time  his  troops  reach  the  river.  You  will  use  your 
utmost  endeavors  to  assist  General  McCook's  troops  in  a  safe  passage  of 
the  river.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  most  thorough  and  careful  inves- 
tigation of  all  the  news  and  reports  among  the  citizens  of  Decatur  has 
satisfied  me  that  there  was  a  fight  of  no  great  importance  with  the  rear 
of  Stoneman's  column  near  Flat  Kock,  but  further  than  that  I  do  not 
consider  the  reports  to  be  entirely  reliable.    They  are  all  founded  on 
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the  report  brongbt  to  a  Mrs.  Smith  by  a  rebel  patrol,  Tom  Jones,  who 
told  her  that  things  were  going  badly;  that  Stoneman  had  left  a  small 
force  to  hold  them  in  check  at  Flat  Bock  and  had  gone  across  to  Jones- 
borough  and  destroyed  the  road  for  ten  miles,  aud  was  goiug  on  down 
toward  Macon,  destroying  the  road;  that  on  Wednesday  the  troops  in 
Atlanta  had  been  allowed  to  plunder  the  stores  and  take  all  the  liquors 
and  goods.

He  was  posted 
at  Flat  Rock  by  General  Stoneman  to  occupy  the  attention  of  the  en- 
my's  cavalry,  which  he  (Stoneman)  pressed  to  his  rear  and  south.  All 
we  know  of  the  Macon  road  is  from  a  Colonel  Garrard,  with  General 
Schofield,  who  visited  Decatur  and  learned  from  a  woman  that  the  en- 
emy's cavalry  had  been  to  Decatur,  and  reported  that  our  cavalry  had  got 
on  the  road  at  Jonesborough  and  burned  ten  miles  of  the  road  and  was 
going  on  down  burning  as  he  went.  General  Garrard  staid  two  days 
at  Flat  Rock ;  says  he  was  completely  surrounded,  but  cut  his  way  out, 
though  his  loss  was  trifling.  The  locomotives  that  are  whistling  near 
you  may  be  bagged.

He  reports  the  expedition  reached  the 
railroad  and  destroyed  more  road  than  the  rebels  can  repair  in  fifteen 
(lays,  and  burned  500  baggage  wagons,  including  the  headquarters 
trains  of  the  rebfel  army,  but  was  overtaken  at  Newnan  by  rebel  cavalry 
and  infantry,  and  after  a  hard  fight  had  to  surrender.  Colonel  Harrison 
was  killed.*  I  can  hardly  believe  it,  as  he  had  3,000  picked  cavalry. 
Colonel  Brownlow  commanded  one  of  the  regiments,  and  brought  m 
with  him  but  few  men.  I  have  sent  for  him  from  Marietta,  to  inquire 
more  closely  into  the  matter.  I  have  reported  General  Garrard's  safe 
return.  General  Stoneman  used  him  as  a  cover  to  get  a  good  start,  so 
that  he  will  probably  reach  Macon,  and  it  may  be  Andersonville,  but 
will  have  to  run  the  gauntlet  to  get  back  safe.  The  loss  of  this  cavalry 
is  a  serious  one  to  me,  but  we  are  pushing  the  enemy  close.  Consider- 
able re-enforcements  of  militia  and  dismounted  cavalry  have  reached 
Atlanta,  under  Stephen  D.  Lee.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  Ninth  Ohio  Cavalry,  the  regiment 
left  by  General  McOook  in  charge  of  the  pontoon  train,  returned  here 
with  it  the  day  after  he  crossed,  as  ordered  to  do  by  General  McCook. 
The  regiment  has  no  orders  with  regard  to  watching  the  river  for  his 
return.  The  First  Wisconsin  Cavalry,  part  of  General  McCook's  com- 
mand, came  back  the  next  morning  after  he  crossed  the  river,  and  is 
now  in  camp  somewhere  in  this  vicinity.  The  Ninth  Ohio  Volunteer 
Cavalry  and  First  Wisconsin  Cavalry  are  under  the  command  of  Colonel 
Hamilton,  Ninth  Ohio  Volunteer  Cavalry.  The  ranking  officer^  Colonel 
Hamilton,  is  not  here  at  present;  he  left  here  an  hour  ago  for  head- 
quarters of  General  Shexman.  Under  these  circumstances  I  have 
deemed  it  proper  to  report  the  facts  and  awaityour  orders  to  move  the 
]K)ntoon  train  down  the  river  to  the  vicinity  of  Campbellton,  and  watch 
the  river  for  the  return  of  General  McCook.  General  McCook  crossed 
below  Campbellton,  about  thirty  miles  from  here.  At  the  rate  the  train 
moves  it  will  take  two  days  to  move  to  that  point.

The  skirmish  line,  with 
the  exception  of  the  advance  of  one  or  two  posts,  is  substantially  the 
same.

I  think  well  of  General  Stanley's  keep- 
ing a  mere  line  of  display  where  General  Sehofield  was  for  a  few  days, 
and  if  you  can  occupy  General  Pahner's  place  in  the  main  line  by  witli- 
drawing  General  Ward's  division,  it  would  give  us  General  Palmer's  corps 
as  a  working  force  in  reserve  on  the  right.

In  order  to  improve  the  eflSciency  of  the  engineer  department  of  this 
corps,  the  following  directions  will  be  strictly  observed  by  all  oflElcers 
detailed  upon  engineering  duty: 

1.  Whenever  an  engineer  officer  of  a  division  leaves  the  division  the 
commanding  officer  will  immediately  assign  some  one  to  perform  his 
duties  until  an  officer  can  be  procured  to  take  his  place. 

2.  Division  engineers  will,  without  fail,  report  daily  to  the  chief  engi- 
neer of  the  corps  any  change  which  may  take  place  in  the  position  of 
his  division,  accompanying  such  report  by  a  sketch  as  accurate  as  cir- 
cumstances will  permit.    He  \vill  also  endeavor  to  gain  information  of 

-  the  nature  of  the  country,  roads,  &c.,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  division, 
particularly  toward  the  front,  and  will  cause  a  detail  of  the  pioneer 
corps  to  invariably  prepare  a  good  road  parallel  to  the  front,  and  cov- 
ered as  much  as  possible  from  the  enemy's  fire.  He  will  keep  an  official 
journal  of  all  engineer  operations  performed  by  the  division,  which 
must  be  forwarded  to  the  chief  engineer  at  these  headquarters  by  noon 
every  Saturday,  instead  of  every  ten  days,  as  was  previously  required. 
In  these  reports  the  movements  of  the  division  must  be  stated,  also  the 
names  of  aU  officers  and  enlisted  men  on  engineer  duty,  and  what  they 
are  doing.  Thp  division  engineer  should  pay  the  greatest  attention  to 
the  laying  out  of  field-works,  as  the  direction  of  a  very  small  portion  of 
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the  Une  may  decidedly  affect  the  issue  of  an  attack  upon  it,  and  in  the 
construction  of  such  work  the  pioneer  corps  will  observe  and  obey  the 
instructions  given  by  the  division  engipeer. 

'  3.  Division  commanders  will  at  once  HU  up  the  pioneer  corps  to  the 
maximum  in  accordance  with  General  Orders,  No.  47,  headquarters 
Department  of  the  Tennessee,  July  24, 1803,  and  have  the  corps  con- 
stantly suppUed  with  the  number  of  tools  provided  by  said  order.

Washington,  D.  C: 
We  have  had  pretty  lively  times  to-day  generally,  closing  in,  taking 
some  200  or  300  prisoners.  Under  the  pressure  1  got  two  divisions 
across  the  head  of  Utoy  Creek,  well  toward  the  railroad,  and  to-morrow 
will  push  still  more  on  that  flank.  General  McCook,  after  all,  has  got 
ill,  bringing  1,200  of  his  men.  He  reports  that  on  July  29  he  broke  the 
West  Poiiit  road  at  Palmetto,  and  then  crossed  over  to  the  Macon 
road,  at  Lovejoy's,  where  he  took  up  2  miles  of  track,  burned  2  trains, 
100  bales  of  cotton,  and  5  miles  of  telegraph.  He  fell  upon  the  rebel 
wagon  train  and  burned  over  500  wagons  and  killed  800  mules.  He 
captured  72  officers  and  350  men,  but  his  progress  eastward  and  north, 
according  to  the  i)lan,  was  stopped  by  a  superior  force  of  cavalry  and 
he  turned  toward  Newnan,  where  he  was  completely  surrounded.  He 
ordered  two  of  his  small  brigades  to  make  their  way  to  the  Chatta- 
hoochee while  he  held  the  enemy.  About  500  of  them  are  in,  but  the 
balance,  about  1,000,  are  doubtless  captured  or  killed.  He  then  with 
1,200  men  charged  through  in  column,  riding  down  Ress'  (Texas)  bri- 
gade and  capturing  Ross,  the  commander;  but  he  bad  to  drop  aU  pris- 
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oners  and  incnmbrances  to  save  his  command.  He  crossed  the  Chatta- 
hoochee below  Franklin  and  up  by  Dallas  to  Marietta*  The  plan  was 
for  him  to  meet  General  Stoneman  at  Lovejoy's,  but  he  did  not  meet 
him.  Prisoners  report  that  Yankee  cavalry  were  shelling  Macon  on 
the  1st  instant,  so  I  think  General  Stoneman  has  a  chance  of  rescuing 
those  prisoners.  It  was  a  bold  and  rash  adventure,  but  I  sanctioned 
it,  and  hoped  for  its  success  from  its  very  rashness.  I  think  that  all 
Georgia  is  now  in  my  front,  and  he  may  meet  but  little  opposition  and 
succ^d  in  releasing  those  prisoners.  The  difficulty  lyill  then  com- 
mence for  them  to  reach  me.  My  lines  are  very  strong,  and  cover  well 
aU  our  bridges  across  Chattahoochee.  I  wiU  use  my  cavalry  here- 
after to  cover  the  railroad,  and  use  infantry  and  artillery  against  At- 
lanta. A  large  part  of  Hood's  army  is  militia,  that  cannot  be  trusted 
in  the  open  field,  and  I  think  we  have  crippled  the  three  fighting  corps 
now  commanded  by  Stewart,  Stephen  D.  Lee,  and  Hardee.  It  is  even 
whispered  that  Hardee  has  resigned;  but  this  is  as  yet  but  the  story  of 
deserters.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  for  your  informa- 
tion: J.  M.  Glass,  scout,  left  the  town  of  Atlanta  this  morning  about  9 
o'clock;  says  that  Roddey  and  Humes  (or  Holmes)  have  arrived  with 
re-enforcements,  said  to  number  10,000  men,  principally  dismounted  cav- 
alry. Three  thousand  militia  arrived  last  night  from  below;  saw  this 
force  marching  through  town  this  morning.  One  battalion,  commanded 
by  Youngblood,  from  Columbus,  arrived  about  one  week  ago.  Trains  ap- 
pear to  be  running  regularly  to  and  from  Macon.  Trains  came  in  on 
that  road  last  night  and  this  morning.  About  600  prisoners  were  sent 
oif  yesterday  by  railroad  to  Macon.  Generals  Bragg  and  Johnston  are 
in  the  city;  did  not  hear  anything  said  about  Johnston  resunung  the 
command;  understood  they  had  nine  or  ten  64-pounders  in  position; 
think  the  principal  strength  of  the  enemy  is  on  their  left  ancl  left  center. 
Colonel  Hill,  provost-marshal-general,  being  intoxicated,  could  not  get 
a  pass  to  enable  him  (Glass)  to  visit  the  Unes.  The  enemy  seems  to  be 
putting  every  man  into  the  ranks  they  can  get  hold  of.  Colonel  Hill 
told  me  they  were  mounting  some  new  32-pounder  Parrotts  in  front; 
did  not  learn  at  what  part  of  the  line,  but  understood  they  were  placed 
in  the  forts.  The  enemy  say  they  have  captured  General  Stoneman 
and  500  of  his  command,  a  large  portion  of  the  number  officers.  Stone- 
man  is  said  to  have  arrived  in  front  of  Macon  and  commenced  shelling 
the  town.  The  convalescents  and  militia  opposed  him,  and  kept  him 
at  bay  until  General  Wheeler's  cavalry  got  in  his  rear.  Stoneman 
fought  his  way  back  fifteen  miles  before  he  was  taken.  That  part  of 
his  command  not  killed  or  captured  is  reported  scattered,  with  cavalry 
aft^r  them.  This  information  is  from  a  telegram  received  by  General 
Hood  from  Macon.  McCook  destroyed  about  one  mile  and  a  half  of  the 
railroad  between  Jonesborough  and  Griffln.  The  road  is  repaired, 
however,  and  trains  are  running  as  before.  Glass  says  he  came  out  on 
south  side  of  Augusta  railroad  and  passed  through  the  works  on  our 
left  thrown  up  by  General  McPherson.  Says  Martin's  division  of  cav- 
alry is  about  half  way  between  Atlanta  and  Decatur,  and  that  there  is 
only  a  small  force  opposite  our  left,  composed  of  militia  and  a  few  cav- 
alry. Saw  one  fort  in  front  of  McPherson's  old  works;  saw  four  guns 
in  it — 12  or  20  pounders.

Since 
Walker's  death,  his  old  division  has  been  cnt  up  and  put  into  Cleburne's 
and  Cheatham's  divisions.  General  Hood's  headquarters  is  in  White 
Hall  street,  near  Rodgers'  tannery.

I  have  your  second  dispatch  about  General  Stoneman.  I  have  news- 
papers with  dates  from  Macon  of  the  1st,  speaking  of  Stoneman's 
capture  as  a  rumor,  but  not  as  a  fact.  He  started  from  here  in  con- 
nection with  two  other  parties  that  have  got  back.  He  had  2,300  men, 
and  after  breaking  the  Macon  road,  he  was  to  make  an  effort  to  rescue 
our  prisoners.  Colonel  Adams,  with  900  of  his  men,  got  back  to  Mari- 
etta to-day  and  telegraphs  me  he  was  attacked  at  Clinton,  Ga.,  by 
overwhelming  numbers,  and  they  fear  he  is  captured.  It  may  be  so, 
but  I  hope  he  may,  like  McCook,  dodge  and  get  in.  Washburn  is  mov- 
ing from  Holly  Springs  on  Columbus,  Miss.  He  thinks  that  Forrest  is 
dead  of  the  wound  received  in  his  battle  with  General  Smith.  The 
country  in  which  I  am  operating  is  very  difficult  for  a  large  army,  and 
the  defensive  positions  very  strong  and  hard  to  circumvent,  but  perse- 
verance will  move  mountains.  I  ought  to  be  better  advised  of  your 
plans  and  movements.  I  hear  you  have  blown  up  the  outer  bastion  of 
Petersburg,  but  don't  know  how  near  you  are  to  getting  fall  x)ossession 
of  the  place,  or  its  bearing  on  Richmond.

As  some  coufiision  and  misunderstanding  has  occurred  relative  to  my 
orders  as  to  newspapers  and  newspaper  carriers,  I  will  repeat  that  it  is  a 
small  business  for  me  to  attend  to  it  in  the  midst  of  an  active  campaign, 
and  one  that  ought  never  to  reach  my  notice.  The  military  railroad 
is  to  carry  supplies  for  the  army.  It  cannot  carry  all  the  supplies 
allowed  by  law  and  usage,  and  therefore  preference  must  be  given  to 
some  things  over  othern:  First,  ammunition;  second,  clothing;  third, 
provisions  for  men:  fourth,  fomge  for  horses;  and  as  I  cannot  in 
person  supervise  the  bills  of  lading  or  loading  of  trains,  I  leave  this 
to  the  quartermaster  at  Nashville,  who  has  the  best  knowledge  of 
the  state  of  supplies  forward  and  at  the  deiK)t,  as  well  as  the  ca- 
pacity of  the  cars.  Newspapc^rs  are  a  khid  of  freight,  and  as  such 
I  do  not  object  to  the  quartermaster  at  Nfishville  shipping  any  number 
of  bundles  consigned  to  any  of  the  posts  forward,  because  they  occupy 
little  space,  and  the  bulk  of  such  newspapers  cannot  materially  affect 
the  quantity  of  provisions  shipped;  but  newsvenders,  like  any  other 
merchants,  must  not  travel  in  the  cars  to  sell  then*  goods  any  more  than 
grocers  or  hucksters.  They  may  send  bundles  of  their  papers  in  the 
cars  by  consent  of  the  quartermaster  who  loads  the  cars.  Every  army 
commander  can  send  his  mail  messengers  daily  eacli  way,  and  these 
may  carry  papers  as  a  part  of  the  army  mails,  and  the  orders  of  Generals 
Thomas,  Howard,  and  Schofleld  for  officers  and  men  are  military  orders 
of  transportation  that  quarteimasters  will  respect  the  same  as  mine. 
Passes  to  citizens  as  &.r  as  Chattanooga,  in  very  limited  numbers,  may 
be  granted  by  the  authority  of  either  of  these  army  commanders^  and 
they  may  send  to  the  rear  car-loads  of  prisoners,  refugees  and  citizens, 
without  limit,  but  I  have  ordered  that  on  no  pretense  must  citizens 
come  this  side  of  Chattanooga,  for  I  find  them  useless  mouths  that  we 
cannot  afford  to  feed.  My  orders  also  are  that  officers  must  live  on  the 
soldier's  ration ;  yet  if  the  quartermaster  at  Nashville  can  keep  our 
supplies  up,  and  also  send  supplies  to  officers  above  the  rations  without 
interfering  with  the  regular  freight,  he  may  do  so.  In  other  words,  I 
hold  the  officers  of  the  quartermaster's  department  responsible  that  the 
army  stores  take  precedence  of  all  other  stores,  and  if  he  sends  any- 
thing else  he  cannot  allege  it  as  a  reason  for  a  failure  to  keep  up  the 
regular  supplies.  The  railroad  has  supplied  us  well,  better  than  I  ex- 
pected, and  I  am  willing  to  continue  to  trust  the  regular  quartermasters 
who  thus  far  have  managed  the  business  well.  There  is  and  can  be  no 
conflict  of  orders.  No  one  can  question  my  orders  when  they  are  posi- 
tive, but  I  do  not  choose  to  make  orders  touching  freight  absolutely  posi- 
tive, save  in  large  articles,  such  as  cotton  and  produce,  that  would,  if 
attempted,  soon  absorb  our  cars,  and  thereby  diminish  theabHity  of  our 
railroad  to  handle  the  vast  amount  of  supplies  on  which  we  depend. 
All  I  order  as  to  newspapers  is  that  no  monopoly  should  be  allowed, 
and  officers  can  be  supplied  as  in  other  mail  matters,  and  venders  may 
get  the  quartermaster  at  Nashville  to  carry  their  bundles,  but  not  their 
carriers.    These  are  superfluous.

The  movements 
for  to-morrow  are  so  important  that  the  orders  of  the  superior  on  that 
flank  should  be  minutely  followed.  General  Schofield's  orders  for  move- 
ment to-morrow  must  be  regarde<l  as  military  orders  and  not  in  the 
nature  of  co-operation.  I  did  hope  that  there  was  no  necessity  of  mak- 
ing this  decision,  but  it  is  better  for  all  parties  interested  that  no  ques- 
tion of  rank  should  occur  during  active  battle.

Dispatch  of  10.45  of  this  p.  m.  this  moment  received.  I  am  unable 
to  acquiesce  in  the  correctness  of  the  decision  that  Major-General 
Schofield  legally  ranks  me.  I  do  not  argue  the  question,  but  re- 
peat the  facts.  General  Schofield  was  appointed  brigadier-general  on 
the  21st  of  November,  18C1,  and  I  was  appointed  to  the  same  on  the 
20th  of  December  of  the  same  year.  At  the  session  of  Congress  1862- 
'63.  General  Schofield  and  myself  were  promoted  to  the  rank  of  major- 
general  of  volunteers.  My  appointment  was  confirmed  by  the  Senate, 
and  his  expired  by  constitutional  limitation.  Not  having  been  con- 
firmed by  the  Senate  his  name,  therefore,  does  not  appear  in  the  list  of 
m^r-generals  in  the  Army  Eegister  of  April  1,  1863.  He  was  reap- 
pointed by  the  President  and  confirmed  since  the  commencement  of  the 
present  campaign.  His  commission  must  be  a  year  in  date  Junior  to  my 
own,  though  he  is  said  to  take  rank  from  the  29th  of  November,  1862. 

The  question  of  rank  has  arisen  by  accident  and  I  agree  with  you 
that  it  is  better  for  the  interest  of  all  parties  that  it  should  be  decided, 
but  I  cannot  acquiesce  in  the  correctness  of  the  decision  made.  I  re- 
spectfully ask,  therefore,  that  some  ofl^cer  be  designated  to  whom  I 
may  turn  over  the  command  of  the  Fourteenth  Army  Corps. 

I  think  I  need  not  assure  you  or  General  Schofield  that  I  am  not  in-

I.  Major-General  Schofield  with  his  own  command  and  General  Palm- 
er's corps  will  move  directly  on  the  railroad  which  leads  south  out  of 
Atlanta,  at  any  i)oint  between  White  Hall  and  East  Point,  and  will  not 
8toi>  until  he  lias  absolute  control  of  that  railroad,  but  must  not  ex- 
tend more  to  the  right  than  is  absolutely  necessary  to  that  end. 

II.  Major-Generals  Thomas  and  Howard  will  press  close  on  the  enemy 
at  all  points,  and  re-enforce  well  the  points  of  the  line  where  the  enemy  is 
most  likely  to  sally,  viz,  on  the  Decatur,  Buck  Head,  and  Turner's  Ferry 
roads,  but  more  especially  watch  the  outlet  along  the  railroad,  viz,  Gen- 
eral Williams'  front. 

HI.  On  the  right  we  must  assume  the  offensive  and  every  man  be  pre- 
I>ared  to  fight,  leaving  knapsacks,  &c.,  in  the  present  trenches.  Wagons 
will  not  betaken  east  of  Utoy  Creek  until  General  Schofield  has  secured 
I>osition  on  the  railroad  or  so  near  it  that  it  can  be  reached  by  musket- 
balls  and  canister.  If  necessary  to  secure  this  end  ordinary  parapets 
must  be  charged  and  carried,  and  every  hour's  delay  enables  the  enemy 
to  strengthen.    Therefore  let  it  be  done  to-day.

I.  To  carry  out  the  orders  for  the  day  from  headquarters  Military 
Division  of  the  Mississippi  the  following  movements  will  be  made: 
Generals  Baird's  and  Hascall's  divisions  will  press  forward  close  to  the 
enemy's  works  from  left  to  right,  make  a  strong  and  continuous  demon- 
stration, and  even  attack  in  case  the  character  of  the  enemy's  works  or 
the  strength  of  his  forces  indicate  that  they  can  be  carried.  General 
Palmer  will  support  General  Baird's  right,  with  one  division  in  reserve. 
General  Cox's  division  (three  brigades),  of  the  Twenty-third  Army 
Corps,  and  one  division  of  General  Pahner's  corps  will  be  formed  into 
strong  columns  of  attack  to  the  right  and  rear  of  General  Baird's,  i)re- 
pared  to  attack  the  enemy's  position  in  their  front  at  2  p.  m.  The  ad- 
vance of  the  attacking  force  will  be  immediately  preceded  by  a  very 
strong  line  of  skirmishers,  to  drive  the  enemy  into  his  intrenchment^, 
and  press  close  enough  to  be  able  to  reconnoiter  well  the  ijosition.  The 
commanders  of  the  attacking  force  will  quickly  reconnoiter  the  enemy's 
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lines  and  select  their  points  of  attack.  If  it  be  found  that  the  enemy's 
works  are  only  ordinary  parapets  and  without  impassable  abatis  or 
other  serious  obstructions  m  front,  the  assault  will  be  made  at  once,  so 
as  not  to  leave  time  for  the  enemy  to  re-enforce  the  i)oints  threatened. 
If  the  commanders  judge  that  thft  enemy's  line  cannot  be  carried^  the 
assault  will  be  delayed  and  the  reconnaissance  continued  to  the  right. 
If  a  i)oint  of  the  enemy's  line  be  carried,  the  advantage  will  be  pressed 
as  vigorously  as  practicable  until  a  point  be  gained  commanding  at 
short  musket-range  the  railroad.  The  iwint  of  the  railroad  to  be  gained 
is  about  east  or  southeast  from  the  point  of  attack.  General  Cox  will 
swing  forward  Barter's  and  Crittenden's  brigades,  so  as  to  substantii^lly 
connect  General  Howard's  right  and  General  Hascall's  left,  and  strongly 
intrench  the  new  position.  Gi^neral  Cox's  attacking  column  will  form 
on  the  left,  immediately  to  Baird's  right,  and  that  of  General  Palmer's 
corps  on  the  right.  General  Palmer's  reserve  division  will  support  the 
right. 

IV.  The  movements  of  the  Fourteenth  and  Twenty-third  Corps  to- 
morrow will  be  as  follows,  viz :  At  5  a.  m.  General  Johnson  will  move 
for  the  Sandtown  road  and  push  forward  vigorously  along  that  road 
until  he  connects  with,  or  comes  in  close  supporting  distance  to,  Gen- 
eral Davis.  At  6  a.  m.  General  Baird  will  push  forward  his  whole  line, 
conforming  it  substantially  to  ttie  direction  of  the  enemy's  works,  until 
he  drives  in  the  enemy's  skirmishers  and  draws  the  fire  of  their  line. 
General  Davis'  division  will  advance  in  support  of  General  Baird's  right, 
and,  if  it  can  be  done  without  seriously  exposing  his  own  flank,  will 
prolong  General  Baird's  line  until  he  crosses  the  Sandtown  road;  in 
which  case  General  Johnson,  on  coming  up,  will  be  in  reserve.  If  Gen- 
eral Davis  finds  it  impracticable  to  cross  the  road  before  General 
Johnson  comes  up,  he  will  refuse  his  right  until  General  Johnson 
arrives  within  supporting  distance,  when  General  Davis  will  swing 
forward,  leaving  General  Johnson  in  reserve.  General  Baird  will  move 
without  reference  to  his  connection  with  General  Hascall.  General 
Cox  will  promptly  fill  any  gap  which  may  be  [made]  by  his  movement 
and  will  support  him  in  case  of  an  attack  by  the  enemy.  In  addition 
to  the  above.  General  Cox  will  hold  his  division  in  readiness  to  be  used 
as  an  assaulting  force  at  any  point  which  may  be  selected  after  the 
movements  above  ordered  have  been  executed.  If  in  the  above  move- 
ment either  division  reach  a  i)oint  of  the  enemy's  line  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  division  commander,  can  be  carried,  he  will  assault  at 
once,  notifying  his  superior  c  ^cer  and  the  commanders  of  the  adjacent 
divisions  of  his  intentions,  so  that  they  mav  promptly  take  advantage 
of  any  success  he  may  gain.  If  the  troops  find  themselves  confronting 
positions  too  strong  to  be  carried,  they  will  intrench  at  once,  and  pre- 
pare to  hold  their  lines  with  as  small  force  as  practicable,  when  the 
mfivement  will  be  continued  to  the  right,  with  a  view  to  turn  the 
enemy's  left  or  reach  a  point  of  his  lines  which  can  be  assaulted  with 
success.  Promptness  and  vigor  are  essential  to  the  success  of  this 
movement.  If  General  Palmer  finds  that  he  can  reach  the  enemy's 
flank  by  detaching  a  division  a  short  distance  to  the  right,  he  will  send 
the  division  with  orders  to  strike  the  flank  vigorously  and,  by  forcing 
the  enemy  back,  secure  jts  connection  with  the  corps.  In  case  of  such 
a  movment,  General  Cox  will  move  to  the  right  as  a  reserve.  General 
Johnson  will  watch  wel}  his  right  and  rear  during  his  advance  on  the 
Sandtown  road,  and  keep  a  strong  skirmish  line  well  out  in  those  direct 
tions,    G^ut^ral  Hascall  will  th^n  put  hi^  line  as  |ni|cb  ^  b§  CSB  mik 
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safety,  so  as  to  obtain  a  strong  reserve  for  use  at  other  points  of  the 
field.

VIII.  Brig.  Gen.  Morgan  L.  Smith,  IJ.  S.  Volunteers,  will  as  soon  as 
able  for  duty  proceed  to  Memphis,  Tenn.,  and  report  to  Maj,  Gen.  0.  C. 
Washburn  for  assignment  to  the  command  of  the  District  of  Vicksburg. 
The  major-general  commanding  takes  this  occasion  to  express  his  sin- 
cere regret  that  the  failing  health  of  General  Smith  has  compelled  him 
to  leave  the  front,  where  during  this  campaign  he  has  so  gallantly  dis- 
tinguished himself,  and  added  to  his  already  brilliant  reputation  as  a 
skilltid  and  an  accomplished  officer,  winning  the  confidence  and  esteem 
of  his  superiors  and  endearing  himself  to  this  whole  command.

First.  The  skirmish  line  will  be  doubled,  ready  to  advance  before  the 
api)ointed  time.  As  good  a  knowledge  of  the  ground  will  be  obtained 
as  possible,  and  when  the  advance  is  made,  the  batteries  will  open  ui)on 
the  skirmish  line  of  the  enemy  and*  his  rifle-pits  carried ;  the  move  to  be 
made  in  conjunction  on  the  right  with  the  Seventeenth  Corps  and  on 
the  left,  if  practicable,  with  the  Twentieth  Corps. 

Second.  After  the  enemy's  line  is  carried  and  during  the  time  bat- 
teries will  continue  to  play  upon  the  enemy's  main  works  or  any  of  his 
troops  that  may  be  discerned.  Commanders  of  divisions  will  have  an 
understanding  with  the  division  commanders  on  their  right  and  left,  so 
that  the  advance  can  be  made  in  unison.

Army  of  the  Cumberland: 
Yesterday  General  Palmer  raised  the  question  of  rank  with  General 
Schoiield.  I  went  in  person  and  found  that  General  Schofield  i*anked 
General  Palmer  as  a  brigadier;  but  General  Palmer  i¥as  appointed 
and  confirmed  major-general  to  date  November  29,  1862.  General 
Schofield  was  also  nominated  from  same  date,  but  the  Senate* would  not 
confirm.  But  since  that  session  the  Senate  has  confirmed,  and  General 
Schofield  has  his  commission  of  same  date  a«  General  Palmer,  and 
ranks  him  by  virtue  of  prior  commission.  I  have  so  decided,  and  Gen- 
eral Palmer  asks  to  be  relieved  of  his  command  and  to  be  ordered  North. 
I  declined  and  ordered  him  emphatically  to  go  on  to-day  and  execute 
the  plan  prescribed  for  yesterday,  in  connection  with  and  under  com- 
mand of  General  Schofield.  I  have  another  letter  from  him.  asking  to 
be  relieved  adPter  to-day's  operations.  Now,  what  say  you  I  General 
Davis  is  unwell  and  General  Johnson  ranks  him.  That  is  the  largest 
corps  we  have,  and  tlius  far  has  not  sustained  heavy  loss  in  this  cam- 
paign. It  moves  slowly  and  reluctantly  and  there  is  something  wrong. 
What  are  your  plans  and  wishes  t  General  Schofield  reports  that  Gen- 
eral Johnson's  division  has  reached  the  Sandtown  road  well  to  tbe 
right  by  a  road  I  put  it  on  last  night.  <  General  Morgan's  division  also 
has  reached  it,  and  General  Baird  is  swinging  by  a  left  wheel,  so  his 
right  fiank  will  reach  it.  Generals  Schofield  and  Palmer  have  both 
gone  out  to  complete  the  movement,  which  involves  a  push  toward  the 
railroad  till  our  right  flank  is  near  enough  the  railroad  to  control  it 
by  short-range  artillery.  There  was  sharp  firing  for  a  few  moments  this 
morning,  but  it  has  ceased  now,  so  that  I  begin  to  think  we  will  suc- 
ceed on  wiat  flank  without  the  serious  battle  I  apprehended.  Still,  keep 
your  ears  ox)en,  and  if  you  hear  heavy  musketry  over  near  White  Hall, 
either  make  a  break  into  Atlanta,  or  so  occupy  the  lines  that  the  enemy 
may  not  detach  too  heavily  against  Generals  Schofield  and  Palmer. 
Generals  Howard  and  Schofield  will  connect  by  a  shorter  line  across 
the  head  of  Utoy  Creek.  Our  cavalry  has  scouted  down  to  the  mouth 
of  Utoy  Creek.

General  Schofield  telegraphs: 

I  am  compelled  to  acknowledge  that  I  have  totally  failed  to  make  any  aggressive 
movement  with  the  Fourteenth  Corps.  The  efforts  yesterday  and  to-day  on  this 
flank  have  been  more  than  mere  failures.  I  have  ordered  General  Johnson  to  relieve 
General  Hascall  this  evenings  and  propose  to  take  my  own  troops  to  the  right  and 
try  to  recover  what  has  been  lost  by  two  days'  delay.  The  force  may  very  likely 
be  too  small. 

.  From  what  I  saw  myself  there  was  a  manifest  determination  not  to 
move  toward  the  enemy.  General  Davis'  division  irf  a  mile  farther 
west  than  when  it  start^.  I  see  no  help  for  it  but  to  lose  the  services 
of  the  corps  and  let  General  Schofield  feel  for  the  enemy  eastward, 
while  the  Fourteenth  intrenches  against  a  squad  of  cavalry  that  may 
be  on  the  flank.  Colonel  Warner,  of  my  staff,  rode  out  half  a  mile  in 
front  of  the  extreme  front  and  saw  no  sign  of  an  enemy.  I  will  have 
General  Palmer  report  in  the  morning,  and  if  he  wishes  to  go  it  is  best 
he  should.

I  am  surprised  to  receive  such  a  report  of  the  Fourteenth  Corps,  for 
it  has  always  been  prompt  in  executing  any  work  given  to  it  heretofore. 
If  General  Palmer  is  an  obstacle  to  its  efficiency,  I  would  let  him  go.  I 
had  the  Fourth  and  Twentieth  Corps  demonstrate  strongly  on  the 
enemy's  line  from  12  m.  until  night.  They  found  the  intrenchments 
heavily  manned.  I  will  have  the  skirmishers  feel  forward  again  to-night 
to  see  if  the  enemy  have  left.  The  Fourth  and  Twentieth  Corps  now 
occupy  the  whole  line  held  by  the  Twenty-tHird,  Twentieth,  and 
Fourth  Corps  before  the  movement  on  the  right  commenced,  conse- 
quently they  are  in  single  line,  and  it  will  be  imi)ossible  to  form  an  as- 
saulting column.  I  sent  Whipple  to  the  right  to-day.  He  has  just 
return^  and  informed  me  that  all  that  was  done  to-day  on  the  right  was 
done  by  Baird's  division,  which  advanced  in  obedience  to  Schofield's 
orders,  but  not  being  supported  either  on  its  right  or  left,  General  Baird 
fell  back  to  his  former  position  after  having  driven  the  enemy  from  two 
lines  of  rifle-pits,  and  capturing  160  prisoners,  losing  about  100  men 
himself.

I  telegraphed  to  General  R.  S.  Granger  this  morning  that  he  need 
not  send  the  battery  along  with  the  infantry  brigade.  5  not  needed  at 
Decatur  order  General  Granger  to  send  it  to  Nashville  in  reserve.  I 
know  that  the  slowness  of  the  troops  on  the  right  was  not  the  fault  of 
the  men,  but  the  want  of  proper  direction  on  the  part  of  the  command- 
ers. First,  was  the  question  of  rank;  and  next,  the  course  taken  was 
too  far  west,  away  from  the  railroad  rather  than  toward  it.  To-night 
General  Schoficld  will  put  General  Johnson  in  the  trenches,  take  his 
out,  and  move  perpendicular  to  the  road,  and  not  extend  to  the  right 
more  than  is  necessary,  and  will  have  Generals  Baird  and  Morgan  in 
support.  If  we  can  keep  the  forts  of  Atlanta  iull,  with  four  divisions  in 
hand,  we  can  whip  any  tbrce  outside  of  rebel  intrenchments,  and  will 
have  General  Johnson  near  enough  for  support.  All  our  line  is  well 
developed,  but  is  generally  stren^hened  by  good  abatis  and  pai^apet, 
and  conforms  pretty  close  to  the  enemy,  so  that  if  we  force  the  enemy  to 
stick  in  his  trenches  General  Schofield  should  surely  reach  the  railroad 
and  overcome  any  force  the  enemy  has  outside.  1  have  no  doubt  by 
our  delay  the  enemy  is  better  prepared  than  he  would  have  been  could 
we  have  moved  quick,  as  I  ordered  yesterday.  Last  night  I  could  see 
the  cars,  say  a  mile  and  a  quarter  due  southeast,  whereas  Generals 
Baird  and  Johnson  to-day  moved  southwest,  or  nearly  due  west,  away 
from  the  enemy.  But  we  will  try  again  to-morrow,  and  persevere  to 
the  end.  I  have  written  to  General  Palmer  at  length,  and  asked  him 
to  come  and  see  me  very  early  in  the  morning,  and  if  he  wants  to  go  I 
will  assent,  and  in  that  event  will  make  the  recommendations  you  sug-  _ 
gested  this  morning.  I  have  personally  examined  our  line  from  right 
to  left,  and  feel  no  uneasiness  as  to  the  enemy  making  a  sally.  1  know 
it  will  be  hard  to  make  an  assaulting  column,  but  all  I  want  is  to  force 
the  enemy  to  hold  troops  at  all  x>oiuts,  so  as  not  to  mass  too  heavy  on 
our  right.

General  Thomas, 

Commanding  Department  of  the  Cumberland: 
General:  General  Milroy's  letter  of  July  26,  with  your  indorse- 
ment, is  now  before  me.  He  asks  to  suppress  the  sale  and  circulation 
in  his  district  of  certain  mischievous  and  treasonable  newspapers,  and 
transmits  certain  slips  as  proof  of  the  mischievous  tend^icy  of  their 
contents.  I  have  no  objection  whatever,  but  in  human  nature  there  is 
so  much  of  the  mule  left  that  prohibition  of  a  newspai)er  increases  its 
circulation.  So  long  as  the  freedom  of  the  press  is  one  of  the  founda- 
tion stones  of  our  Government,  I  think  we  must  allow  it  to  work  out 
its  solution,  the  reductio  ad  absurdum  of  the  mathematician.  It  has 
been  the  chief  cause  of  this  horrid  war.  It  has  undermined  all  that 
was  good  and  generous  and  magnanimous  in  the  character  of  the  Amer- 
ican people.  It  has  made  false  issues,  it  has  kindled  the  wildest  pas- 
sions and  kept  them  alive,  till  reason  no  longer  even  pretends  toenter  into 
our  national  affairs.  It  has  cost  us  two  thousand  millions  of  dollars, 
has  destroyed  half  a  million  of  the  finest  young  men  of  our  country, 
and  filled  the  land  from  Maine  to  Louisiana  with  widows  and  cripples, 
yet  it  is  insatiate.  It  claims  to  be  a  power  above  Government,  feeds 
upon  slander  and  falsehood,  and  perfectly  revels  in  murder  and  blood- 
shed. Yet  you  and  I,  with  our  large  and  weU  appointed  armies,  can 
neither  check  nor  control  it.  The  suppression  of  the  few  mentioned 
by  General  Milroy  would  be  like  damming  a  few  of  the  tributaries  of  the 
Kanawha  to  stop  the  flood  of  the  Mississippi.  If  General  Milroy  finds 
anybody  selling  mischievous  matter  within  the  sphere  of  his  authority 
he  might  give  him  a  good  sound  thrashing  or  put  him  in  the  stocks, 
but  he  cannot  reach  the  editors  who  make  money  in  New  York  or 
Chicago  or  Louisville  by  pandering  to  the  tastes  of  certain  cliques.  My 
own  opinion  is  that  the  freedom  of  the  press  to  publish  mischievous 
political  matter,  personal  slander,  and  libel,  and  garbled  statements  of 
facts,  like  freedom  of  speech,  can  only  be  regulated  by  wise  statute 
laws  or  by  the  laws  of  nature.  As  the  press  has  now  more  power  than  the 
Congress,  that  makes  our  laws,  we  are  now  going  through  the  exi)ensive 
natm^al  progress  which  wiU  result  in  no  law  at  all,  but  every  man  will 
defend  his  own  property  and  reputation  by  the  knife  and  pistol,  and  it 
is  probable  it  will  produce  the  result  which  history  demonstrates  in 
other  similar  cases,  that  the  people  will  discover  that  it  is  better  to  cur- 
tail the  liberty  of  the  press  as  well  as  the  liberty  of  speech,  and  devise 
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some  proper  ptmishment  for  falsehood  and  slander  in  newspapers  as  is 
partiaJly  the  case  with  individuals. 

Each  military  commander  subject  to  me  may  suppress  all  disorders 
and  immoralities  in  the  sphere  of  his  command  as  he  best  may,  but  my 
belief  is  that  the  proper  remedy  is  in  punishing  the  men  who  publish 
malicious  and  false  articles,  if  residing  in  his  jurisdiction,  or  in  punish- 
ing ignominiously  the  circulators  of  the  books  ^nd  papers  containing 
the  nuisance.  A  mere  order  of  suppression  simply  excites  the  curi- 
osity of  the  thoughtless,  who,  through  the  mails,  can  easily  defeat  any 
effort  at  suppression.  Thus,  let  the  commanding  officer  at  Nashvillei 
put  in  a  public  stocks  any  venders  of  obscene  or  libelous  sheets,  and 
give  a  good  horsewhipping  to  any  editor  who  would  dare  advise  our 
soldiers  to  avoid  their  honorable  contracts  of  enlistment,  confiscate  his 
press,  and  use  his  types  for  printing  quartermasters'  blanks.  This  is  aJl 
the  notice-!  would  take  of  such  things  at  this  epoch  of  the  storm  the 
unlicensed  press  has  brought  uix)n  our  country.

I  Uave  (iommuiiicated  to  General  ThomavS  the  substance  of  our  former 
notes  and  messages,  and  have  received  the  following  reply  by  tele- 
graph : 

I  regret  to  hear  that  Palmer  has  taken  the  course  he  has,  and  as  I  know  he  in- 
tends to  offer  his  resignation  as  soon  as  he  can  properly  do  so  I  recommend  that  his 
application  be  granted. 

INow,  if  General  Schofleld  has  a  mtyor-generaPs  commission  going 
back  to  equal  date  with  yours,  though  confirmed  subsequent,  with  re- 
troactive effect,  he  ranks  you  by  reason  of  former  superior  commis- 
sion, and  if  you  resign  because  you  measure  your  number  of  men  as 
greater  than  his,  and  your  services  in  battle  as  giving  you  greater  right 
to  command,  you  commit  the  mistake  of  substituting  your  own  individ- 
ual opinion  over  the  established  law  and  military  usage.  The  special 
assignment  of  General  Schofidd  to  the  command  of  a  separate  army 
and  department  shows  that  he  enjoys  the  confidence  of  the  President, 
even  above  his  mere  lineal  rank.  If  you  want  to  resign,  wait  a  few  days 
and  allege  some  other  reason — one  that  will  stand  the  test  of  time,.  Your 
future  is  too  valuable  to  be  staked  on  a  mistake.  Your  ca«e  clearly  falls 
under  an  old  Article  of  War:  "When  two  or  more  commands  happen 
together,  the  officer  highest  in  rank  commands  the  whole."  General 
Schofleld  ranks  you  by  his  commission,  and  it  would  not  do  for  military 
men  to  discuss  the  nice  question  of  how  far  back  the  President  and 
Senate  may  give  effect  to  a  commission.  I  again  ask  you  not  to  disre- 
gard the  fnendly  advice  of  such  men  as  General  Thomas  and  myself,  for 
you  cannot  misconstrue  our  friendly  feelings  toward  you.

General  :  I  confess  my  surprise  at  the  contents  of  your  telegrat)hic 
note,  this  moment  received. 

Waiving  any  statement  of  what  were  my  purposes  and  intentions  in. 
respect  to  quitting  the  service,  I  will  frankly  say  that  if  I  were  in  your 
place,  at  the  head  of  an  army,  I  would  require  of  my  subordinates  the 
faithM  and  energetic  performance  of  their  respective  duties,  and  if  my 
plans  faUed  of  execution,  I  would  ascertain  the  cause  and  punish  the 
delinquent  vigorously,  as  no  man  is  to  be  regarded  when  contrasted 
with  [the]  great  cause  of  the  country. 

I  am  not  surprised  that  you  are  dissatisfied  with  the  operations  of  the 
army  on  this  flank  on  yesterday  and  to-day,  for  I  am  also  dissatisfied, 
and  think  much  more  ought  to  have  been  done,  and  readily  confess 
myself  in  some  measure  responsible.  Still  I  do  earnestly  protest  against 
your  inference  of  a  want  of  interest  in  our  operations.  On  yesterday 
you  were  present,  and  I  will  not  speak  of  what  I  said  or  did.  To-day 
I  exerted  myself  more,  1  think,  than  any  oflicer  on  the  field  to  carry  out 
General  Schofleld's  orders,  until  the  afternoon,  near  night,  I  found  that 
aside  from  Baird's  handsome  operation  in  the  forenoon  nothing  would 
be  accomplished.  I  am  to  blame,  however,  in  this,  that  I  have  not  done 
as  you  obviously  intend  doing  in  my  case — ^hold  some  one  responsible 
for  the  failures.  1  think  I  could  select  the  proper  objects  of  responsi- 
bility more  acciu^tely  than  you  have  done  in  selecting  me.  I  am  so 
well  convinced  that  this  campaign  has  been  lengthened  out  by  the  negli- 
gence and  inattention  of  officers,  and  will  be  hereafter  lengthened  and 
drawTi  out  from  the  same  cause,  that  I  aixjept  your  intimation  te  me  not 
as  offensive  (though  I  think  unjust),  but  as  a  sign  of  a  jmrpose  on,  your 
part,  in  future,  te  inquire  into  the  causes  of  our  almost  daily  failures  to 
meet  your  avowed  expectations,  and  when  the  cause  is  discovered  to  apply 
the  correction.  If  you  will  do  this  justly,  without  favor  or  affection,  I 
will  venture  my  life  that  you  will  be  astonished  at  the  result.  I  will  ac- 
cept your  offer  to  relieve  me,  not  \\y)ou  the  ground  that  your  suspicion  of 
a  want  of  interest  is  well  founded,  nor  that  I  %tm  in  any  other  than  the 
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manner  already  admitted  responsible  for  the  unsatisfactory  results  on

Sir:  Colonel  Walker,  commanding  brigade  in  Oeneral  Baird's  divis- 
ion, gives  me  the  following,  as  obtained  from  rebel  deserters  and  pris- 
oners, who  appear^  candid:  "The  rebel  line  has  a  large  re-entrant 
angle  along  Generals  Hascall's  and  Baird's  fronts;  it  then  refuses,  but 
follows  near  the  creek  and  the  Sandtown  road  all  the  way  to  the  river. 
For  about  a  mile  to  HascalFs  right  the  trenches  are  held  by  infantry, 
beyond  that  by  cavalry.  Immediately  in  this  front  they  report  the  lines 
very  strong,  having,  as  they  say,  three  lines  of  intrenchments  and  with 
at  least  twenty  pieces  of  artillery  within  half  a  mile.  They  seemed  pos- 
itive that  the  trenches  were  continued  to  the  river  or  near  it,  though 
inferior  in  strength,  as  soon  as  they  pass  the  infantry  line."  The  enemy 
made  a  little  brush  at  Baird's  skirmish  line  this  morning,  but  it  amounted 
to  nothing.  General  Hascall  says  he  saw  General  Baird  a  few  minutos 
ago,  and  that  General  Baird  says  he  is  without  orders  this  morning.

We  have  now  developed  our  line  along  with  the  enemy  from  the 
Augusta  railroad,  on  our  left,  to  Utoy  Post-Oifice,  on  our  right,  and  the 
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enemy  faces  us  in  force  at  all  i)oint8  with  equal  force  and  superior 
works.  General  Schofleld  tried  to  break  through,  at  a  point  near  our 
right  with  a  brigade  (General  Reilly's),  but  his  men  were  caught  in  the 
entanglement  and  lost  probably  500.  We  have  skirmished  heavily 
along  the  whole  line,  using  artillery  freely,  but  have  made  no  imprcvs- 
sion.  I  will  continue  to  work  to  the  right  to  And  the  extreme  flank 
and  threaten  the  railroad,  if  possible,  to  draw  him  out  of  Atlanta  or 
force  him  to  attack  us^  but  oar  line  is  already  too  extended  and  weak. 
By  means  of  his  militia  (of  which  he  has  the  whole  population  of 
Georgia)  he  is  enabled  to  use  Ids  three  regular  corps  as  reserves.  Our 
loss  to-day  will  foot  up  1,000.  1  will  soon  need  re-enforcements,  and  if 
you  can  replace  General  A.  J.  Smith  at  Memphis  with  negro  or  fresh 
troops  I  would  order  him  here  via  Decatur.  He  must  now  be  en  route 
for  Columbus,  Miss.  I  have  called  forward  a  brigade  from  De<;atur.  I 
am  now  convinced  that  General  Stoneman  surrendered  near  Macon 
with  700  of  his  men,  ordering  two  small  brigades  to  break  out  and  get 
in.  One  (Colonel  Adams'),  with  900  men,  is  in,  but  their  time  is  out 
and  they  will  be  discharged.  The  other  brigade  (Capron's)  I  fear  was 
scattered  and  picked  up  in  detail.  His  entire  loss  will  be  about  1,300. 
Gk^neral  McCook's  loss  is  500.  Damage  done  road,  cars,  and  bridges 
was  very  large,  but  the  enemy  run  cars  into  Atlanta  from  Macon.

General  Schofleld  has  been  at  work  to-day  with  his  two  divisions, 
and  holds  General  Johnson  in  support.  He  has  just  flnished  working 
up  his  measurements  and  locates  himself  at  the  forks  of  the  Utoy 
Creek,  two  miles  west  of  East  Point.  Though  our  line  is  extended,  we 
capnot  do  better  than  to  control  and  strengthen  by  defenses  our  i^res- 
ent  front,  and  let  General  Schofleld  work  so  as  to  threaten  East  Point. 
I  do  not  believe  the  enemy  can  defend  so  long  a  line,  and  he  may 
be  forced  to  choose  between  the  two,  Atlanta  and  East  Point.    Un- 
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less  he  has  repaired  the^  Augusta  roa<l,  of  which  there  are  uo  signs, 
or  unless  he  can  tlrive  back  General  Johnson's  flank,  which  controls 
that  roa<l,  he  will  be  compelled  to  give  up  Atlanta  to  secure  East  Point. 
General  Schofield  asks  for  a  couple  of  topographical  engineers.  He 
lost  his  only  one  yesterday.  Can  you  spare  him  one  or  two.  If  so, 
order  them  to  report  to  him.  He  tried  to  break  through  the  enemy's 
lines  by  a  brigade  to-day,  but  failed,  losing  500  men.  Instead  of  going 
round  Ejist  Point  I  would  prefer  the  enemy  to  weaken  so  we  may  break 
through  at  some  point,  and  wish  you  to  continue  to  make  such  an  effort. 
I  will  instruct  General  Howard  to  do  the  same  about  the  head  of  Utoy 
Creek,  his  right.

In  my  movement  this  morning  I  made  a  circuit  to  the  right  fai* 
enough  to  strike  beyond  what  appeared  to  be,  and  probably  was,  yes- 
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terday  the  enemy's  flank,  but  found  intrenchments  of  ordinary  strength 
with  extensive  entanglpments  in  front.  Keilly  assaulted  gallantly 
and  energetically,  and  I  believe  with  more  than  ordinary  confidence  of 
success  on  the  part  of  himself  and  men.  But  the  obstructions  were  so 
great  that  it  was  found  impossible  to  reach  the  parapet.  Keilly's  loss  • 
is  about  500  men,  including  many  valuable  officers.  After  this  failure, 
I  made  a  much  larger  circuit  to  the  right  for  the , purpose  of  reaching 
the  enemy's  flank  or  a  point  of  his  line  not  protected  by  abatis.  I 
struck  the  point  where  the  Sandtown  road  crosses  the  main  Utoy 
Creek.  Here  the  enemy's  line  makes  a  sharp  salient,  bending  back 
along  the  north  bank  of  the  creek.  The  main  line  was  prolonged  by 
cavalry,  with  artillery,  toward  the  Chattahoochee.  General  Hasoail 
sent  two  brigades,  under  General  Cooper,  to  clear  this  flank,  which  he 
did  by  crossing  the  creek,  but  too  late  for  any  ftirther  operations.  We 
are  intrenching  the  ground  we  have  gained,  and  will  be  ready  for  work 
again  in  the  morning.  The  losses  in  Cox's  and  Hascall's  divisions  are 
probably  not  more  than  1,000  men.  I  have  not  thought  it  advisable  to 
put  in  more  men  than  the  Twenty -third  Corps  to-day,  except  in  making 
demonstrations  to  draw  the  enemy  from  the  points  of  attack.  General 
Johnson  has  been  with  me  during  the  day  and  has  promptly  exe- 
cuted aU  my  orders.  Colonel  Warner,  who  left  me  late  this  even- 
ing, can  explain  to  you  more  ftilly  our  situation.  If  you  take  the  blue 
colored  map  of  Atlanta  and  vicinity,  the  forks  of  the  Utoy  Creek  south- 
east of  the  town  of  Utoy  is,  1  believe,  Hascall's  position.  I  will  de- 
termine more  accurately  to-night.

I  will  try  to  send  you  some  engineers  to-morrow.  I  will  have  to  bor- 
row of  other  iixmies.  Continue  to  work  to-morrow  in  -such  a  manner  as 
to  best  threaten  the  railroad  at  or  below  East  Point,  and  keep  your 
own  and  the  Fourteenth  Corps  united,  so  as  to  defend  yourselves 
against  the  enemy  should  he  let  go  Atlanta  and  shift  to  his  commu- 
nications. If  you  can  threaten  that  road  he  is  bound  to  choose,  and 
you  know  what  choice  he  will  make.  I  advise  you  to  see  to-night  that 
the  right,  by  which  the  big  Sandtown  road  comes  out  from  the  enemy 
to  your  line,  is  well  covered,  for  he  will,  if  at  all,  sally  by  well-known 
roads.  The  valleys  of  the  two  forks  of  Utoy  can  easily  be  held  by  a 
thin  line  and  an  entanglement  of  timber.  General  Thomas  will  con- 
tinue to  press  Atlanta  up  the  valley  of  Proctor's  Creek,  and  General 
Howard  by  Utoy.  The  militia,  by  which  Hood  holds  his  long  lines  of 
intrenchments,  are  worthless,  save  for  that  purpose^  but  they  enable 
him  to  use  his  good  troops,  distributed,  doubtless,  by  brigades,  to  rush 
to  threatened  points.  I  don't  think  he  will  mass  them  all,  unless  he 
gives  up  Atlanta  and  throws  his  force  at  one  move  to  East  Point.  If 
you  be  at  the  forks  of  the  main  Utoy,  two  miles  west  of  East  Point,  your 
cavalry  should  cross  the  upper  fork,  and  picket  the  crossing  at  Utoy 
Post-Office.  You  should  also  open  a  more  direct  road  to  where  your 
headquarters  are,  which  serves  as  a  key  point.

This  extension 
weakens  our  lines,  but  we  must  do  this  or  assault.  I  will  order  him 
with  due  caution  to  continue  to  threaten  East  Point  and  his  lines  of 
communication.  We  know  he  will  let  go  the  former.  General  Thomas 
wiD  continue  to  strengthen  his  line  by  works,  and  shorten  it  when  pos- 
sible, and  I  want  you  to  do  the  same.  Gain  ground  to  the  front  when- 
ever you  can,  thereby  diminishing  the  length  of  your  line,  and  being 
that  much  nearer  the  enemy  is  a  more  dangerous  threat  to  him,  pre- 
venting him  detaching  as  against  General  Schofield,  unless  he  lets  go 
Atlanta.  I  have  an  idea  you  could  work  up  some  on  your  right  along 
Utoy.

I  was  gratified  tp  learn  you  were  satisfied  with  my  progress.  Get  the 
War  Department  to  send  us  recruits  daily  as  they  are  made,  for  we  can 
teach  them  more  war  in  our  camps  in  one  day  than  they  can  get  M  a 
rendezvous  in  a  month.  Also  tell  Mr.  Lincoln  that  h6  must  not  make 
tlie  least  concession  in  the  matter  of  the  September  draft.  It  is 
right,  and  popular  with  the  army,  and  the  army  is  worth  copsidering.  I 
am  glad  you  have  given  General  Sheridan  the  command  of  the  forces  to 
defend  Washington.  He  will  worry  Early  to  death.  Let  us  give  those 
^uthem- fellows  all  the  fighting  they  want,  and  when  they  are  tired  we 
can  teU  them  we  are  just  warming  to  the  work.  Any  signs  of  let  up  on 
our  part  is  sure  to  be  falsely  construed,  and  for  this  reason  I  always 
remind  them  that  the  siege  of  Troy  lasted  six  years,  and  Atlanta  is  a 
more  valuable  town  than  Troy.

Washington^  D.  C,  : 
Have  received  to-day  the  dispatches  of  the  Secretary  of  War  and 
Lieutenant-General  Grant,  which  are  very  satisfactory.  We  keep  ham- 
mering away  here  all  the  time,  and  there  is  no  peace  inside  or  outside 
of  Atlanta.  To-day  General  Schofield  got  round  the  flank  of  the  line 
assaulted  yesterday  by  General  Reilly's  brigade,  turned  it,  and  gained 
the  ground  where  the  assault  was,  with  all  our  dead  and  wounded.  We 
continued  to  presd  on  that  flank,  and  brought  on  a  noisy  but  not  a  bloody 
battle.  We  drove  the  enemy  behind  his  main  breast-works,  which 
cover  the  railroad  from  Atlanta  to  East  Point.  We  captured  a  good 
many  of  the  skirmishers,  which  are  of  their  best  troops,  for  the  militia 
hug  tlie  breast- works  close.  I  do  not  deem  it  prudent  to  extend  more  to 
the  right,  but  will  push  forward  daily  by  parallels,  and  make  the  inside 
of  Atlanta  too  hot  to  be  endured.  I  have  sent  to  Chattanooga  for  two 
30-pounder  Parrotts,  with  which  we  can  pick  out  almost  any  house  in 
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the  town,  I  am  too  impatient  for  a  siege,  but  I  do  not  know  but  here 
is  as  good  a  place  to  ftght  it  out  as  farther  inland.  One  thing  is  cer- 
tain, whether  we  get  inside  of  Atlanta  or  not,  it  will  be  a  used-up  com- 
munity by  the  time  we  are  done  with  it.

Chief  of  St^ff^  Washington^  D.  C: 
General  :  In  order  that  you  may  have  a  proper  understanding  of  the 
recent  cavalry  operations  from  this  army  that  terminated  somewhat 
unsuccessfully,  I  will  explain.  On  the  25th  of  July  I  had  driven  the 
enemy  to  his  inner  intrenchments  of  Atlanta,  and  had  by  Garrard's 
division  of  cavalry  broken  the  road  leading  to  Augusta  about  the 
branche>s  of  the  Ocmnlgee,  forty  miles  east,  and  had  by  McPherson's 
army  taken  up  two  sections  of  rails  of  about  live  miles  each,  near 
Stone  Mountain  and  Decatur.  I  then  proposed  to  throw  the  Array  of 
the  Tennessee  rapidly  round  by  the  right^  so  as  to  approach  the  only 
remaining  railroad  left  to  the  enemy,  leading  due  south  for  six  miles, 
and  then  branching  to  Macon  on  the  one  hand  and  West  Point,  on  the 
Chattahoochee,  on  the  other.  To  accomplish  this  I  placed  General  Stone- 
man  with  his  own  division  of  cavalry,  2,300  strong,  and  Garrard's  divi- 
sion, about  3,500,  on  my  left  near  Decatur,  and  on  the  right  General  Mc-  * 
Cook  with  a  small  division  of  about  1,300,  and  a  part  of  Harrison's, 
just  arrived  under  Rousseau,  from  the  raid  to  Opelika.  This  force  was 
about  1,700.  Both  expeditions  started  punctually  on  the  27th,  and 
acted  under  my  written  orders,  Ko.  43,  a  copy  of  which  is  inclosed.* 
The  day  before  starting  General  Stoneman  addressed  me  a  note,t  a  copy 
of  which  is  inclosed,  asking  leave,  after  fulfilling  his  orders,  to  push  on 
and  release  our  prisoners  known  to  be  confined  at  Macon  and  Anderson- 
ville.  I  gave  my  consent  in  a  letter,t  a  copy  of  which  is  also  inclosed. 
Nothing  but  the  natural  and  intense  desire  to  accomplish  an  end  so 
inviting  to  one's  feelings  would  have  drawn  me  to  commit  a  military 
mistake,  at  such  a  crisis,  as  that  of  dividing  and  risking  my  cavalry,  so 
necessary  to  the  success  of  my  campaign.  Stoneman  ordered  Garrard 
to  move  to  Flat  Rock,  doubtless  to  attract  the  attention  of  the  enemy, 
while  he  passed  behind  him  and  on  to  McDonough  ai)d  the  railroad 
about  Lovejoy's,  where  he  would  have  met  McCook,  but  for  some  reason 
he  did  not  go  to  McDonough,  but  to  Covington,  atid  down  on  the  east 
side'  of  Ocmulgee  to  Clinton,  when  he  sent  detachments  that  burned 
the  Oconee  bridge,  seventeen  locomotives,  over  100  cars,  tore  down  tele- 
graph wire,  and  damaged  the  railroad  east  of  Macon  considerably.    He 
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attempted  to  get  into  Macon ;  shelled  the  town,  but  fell  back  to  Clinton. 
Finding  the  enemy  gathering  in  too  large  a  force,  he  seems  to  have 
turned  back,  but  the  roads  were  obstructed,  and  he  fought  till  his  am- 
munition was  exhauvstecl,  and  he  seems  to  have  given  up.  He  told  his 
brigade  commanders,  Adams  and  Capron,  he  would  with  7()0  naen  en- 
gage the  attention  of  the  enemy,  while  they  might  escape.  Adams  has 
come  in  with  his  brigade,  900  strong;  Capron  is  not  in,  and  1  think  the 
bulk  of  his  command  were  captured.  About  forty  stragglers  of  it  have 
got  in.  I  have  no  doubt  Stoneman  surrendered  in  the  manner  and  at 
the  time  described  by  the  Macon  paper  I  sent  you  yesterday.  Garrard 
i:emained  at  Flat  Rock  until  the  29th,  and  hearing  nothing  of  Stoneman 
he  came  in  without  loss  or  serious  opposition.  McCook  crossed  the 
Chattahoochee  at  Rivertown,  below  Campbellton,  by  a  pontoon  bridge, 
which  he  sent  back,  intending  to  come  in  by  a  circuit  east  and  north. 
At  2  p.  m.  of  the  ^8th  he  left  the  banks  of  the  Chattahoochee  and 
struck  the  West  Point  branch  at  Magnolia  Station,  which  ha  burned 
and  tore  up  track.  He  then  by  a  rapid  night  march  pushed  for  Payette- 
ville,  where  he  found  the  roads  and  by-ways  full  of  army  wagons  be- 
longing to  the  army  in  Atlanta,  embracing  the  headquarters  teams  of  all 
the  generals.  All  were  burned  good,  and  about  800  mules  sabered.  He 
then  pushed  on  for  the  railroad  at  Lovejoy's,  where  he  destroyed  full  two 
miles  of  track,  the  depot,  a  lot  of  cotton  and  stores,  and  carried  off  five 
miles  of  telegraph  wire.  Up  to  that  time  he  had^  not  encountered  any 
opp98ition,  for  Stoneman's  and  Garrard's  movements  out  from  Decatur 
had  attracted  the  enemy's  cavalry.  Having,  as  he  supi)08ed,  broken 
the  road  enough,  and  supposing  his  best  way  back  was  by  Newnan,  he 
turned  in  that  direction.  He  had  73  officers  and  350  men  prisoners, 
mounted  on  all  sorts  of  horses  and  mules ;  still  he  reached  Newnan,  where 
the  enemy  began  to  gather  about  him  and  oppose  him.  He  thinks  two 
brigades  of  dismounted  cavalry,  acting  as  infantry,  had  been  stopped  en 
route  from  Mississippi  for  Atlanta  by  the  break  he  had  made  in  the  rail- 
road and  happened  there.  These,  in  addition  to  two  divisions  of  cav- 
alry, headed  him  off  whichever  way  he  turned.  He  fought  hard  for  five 
hours,  until  he  exhausted  his  artillery  ammunition,  when  he  chopped  up 
the  wheels,  spiked  and  plugged  the  guns.  He  then  kept  Harrison's 
brigade,  and  directed  the  smaller  ones,  conmianded  by  General  Croxton 
and  Colonel  Torrey,  to  cut  out.  He  cxxntinued  to  fight  until  near  night, 
when  he  dashed  through  an  infantry  line,  reached  the  Chattahoochee, 
crossed  his  men,  and  got  in.  Harrison  is  a  prisoner,  I  think;  of  Crox-  ^ 
ton  I  can  hear  nothing.  But  nearly  all  the  men  not  killed  and  wounded 
are  in.  McCook  left  his  prisoners  free,  and  his  wounded  in  charge  of  his 
surgeons.  His  management  was  all  that  could  be  expected  throughout.

The  Northwestern  Bailroad  has  been  under  the  exclusive  control  of 
the  military  authorities  so  far  as  transportation  and  supplies  for  the 
Government  are  concerned  since  9th  of  June,  and  the  transfer  now  pro- 
posed had  already  taken  place.  Even  transportation  of  citizens  was 
only  on  military  authority.  It  has  been  understood  and  was  intended 
that  so  soon  as  the  military  authorities  placed  the  rolling-stock  on  at- 
their  discretion  time-tables  for  running  continuously  through  to  the  far- 
thest point  would  be  established.  The  road  is  still  unfinished ;  the  work 
is  progressing  as  rapidly  as  possible.  This  State  is  largely  interested  in 
this  road,  innocent  persons  beyond  its  limits  holding  the  bonds  issued  for 
its  construction.  An  effort  was  made  by  certain  parties  some  time  since 
to  take  charge  of  road  before  it  was  even  in  running  order.  It  is  hardly 
necessary  forme  to  state  that  there  might  be  parties  interested  in  vari- 
ous ways  in  having  the  immediate  and  direct  supervision  of  the  road  a 
little  farther  removed  for  other  than  military  purposes.  I  repeat  that 
for  all  military  and  Government  purposes  the  road  has  been  under  military 
control  since  the  cars  have  been  running  over  it.  It  seems  to  me  the 
same  and  stronger  reasons  for  taking  the  Nashville  and  Louisville 
have  existed  since  the  Federal  troops  first  entered  Nashville.  The 
Government  has  paid  hundreds  of  thousands  for  the  use  of  that  ro£^d, 
which  found  its  way  into  the  pockets  of  traitors,  and  are  for  the  support 
of  treason.

Take  military  possession  of  the  Northwestern  Eailroad,  under  the  laws 
of  Congress,  by  order  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  a  copy  of 
which  orders  will  reach  you  by  mail.*  Place  the  road  and  its  equip- 
ments m  the  charge  of  the  general  superintendent,  with  orders  to  use 
it  exclusively  for  military  uses  and  transportation.  Make  such  tem- 
porary store-houses  as  will  accommodate  the  business  of  the  season  of 
low  water,  and  call  on  General  llousseau  to  guard  it  according  to  his 
judgment  of  the  danger  to  its  safety.  As  this  transfer  is  made  by  virtue 
•of  an  act  of  Congress,  I  think  an  accurate  inventory  of  the  road,  its 
stock  and  material  on  hand,  should  be  made,  and  a  regular  set  of  books 
oi)ened  of  its  business,  that  a  fixture  settlement  may  be  made  with  the 
owners  of  the  road  if  entitled  to  compensation.  I  do  not  see  why  the 
cars  might  not  be  loaded  at  Reynoldsburg  and  unloaded  here  in  our 
camp.

The  line  aBsaalted  yesterday  was  an  incomplete  one.  By  feeling  its 
left,  Bate's  division  evacuated  and  fell  back  to  the  real  line,  which  is 
nearer  the  railroad.  I  ordered  the  skinuishers  to  be  pushed  in  and  the 
strength  demonstrated,  and  developed  heavy  musketry  fire  and  artillery. 
We  have  gained  valuable  ground  and  full  possession  of  the  real  Sand- 
town  road.  Our  lines  are  close  up  and  by  morning  will  be  intrenched, 
so  we  will  keep  on  working  by  that  flank,  but  I  want  the  whole  line 
advanced  whenever  it  be  possible,  and  that  General  Thomas  bring  from 
Chattanooga  two  30-pounder  Parrotts  on  siege  carriages  and  batter  the 
town.  The  closer  we  press  our  lines  we  contract  and  strengthen. 
General  Schofield's  right  does  not  yet  really  threaten  the  railroad, 
ttiough  a  fall  mile  nearer  East  Point  than  last  night.

Statement  of  J.  M.  Glass  (scout). 

Office  Provost-Marshal-General, 

Near  AtUmta^  Oa.,  August  7,  1864. 
Says  he  lefb  Atlanta.  Ga.,  yesterday  morning  about  10  o'clock;  says 
the  right  of  the  enemy's  line  is  held  by  militia  supported  by  one  bri- 
gade of  Hardee's  corps :  with  this  exception  all  the  old  troops  are  on 
Sbe  center  and  on  the  left.  Hardee's  corps  is  on  the  left  flank  of  the 
army.  From  the  best  information  he  could  get  thinks  there  are  at 
least  15,000  militia.  One  brigade  of  militia  came  in  from  some  point 
below  on  the  4th  instant.  Learned  that  1,700  of  General  Stoneman's 
command  were  captured ;  heard  a  rumor  to  the  effect  that  General 
Wheeler  will  be  relieved  of  his  command  because  he  did  not  capture 
the  whole  of  Generals  Stoneman's  and  McCook's  conmiands.  Two  bri- 
gades of  Wheeler's  corps  were  sent  to.  Flat  Shoals  on  the  6th  instant. 
An  orderly  on  duty  at  General  Hood's  headquarters  told  him.  Glass, 
that  General  Lee  was  expected  from  Virginia,  also  that  General  Ewell 
was  looked  for  at  Atlanta  with  his  corps,  said  to  be  32,000  strong. 
Same  orderly  said  that  he  believed  from  the  manner  in  which  things 
were  going  on  about  headquarters  that  preparations  were  being  made 
for  a  sudden  flank  movement  of  some  kind.  The  large  guns  have  all 
been  removed  from  the  fort  east  of  the  cemetery.  Do  not  think  Hood 
is  accumulating  supplies  in  Atlanta;  think  they  only  arrive  as  they 
are  needed  by  the  troops.  Trains  are  running  regularly  on  the  Macon 
mi  AtJwit»  i*Qa4.    Two  huu4red  prisoners  w^^  s^pt  below  on  the  5tU 
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instant.  Our  wounded  prisoners  are  kept  in  the  southeast  portion  of 
the  town.  Says  lie  came  out  of  Atlanta  i)ast  the  cemetery,  thence  on 
the  Decatur  road  south  of  the  Augusta  railroad  to  Decatur.  Says 
there  are  no  troops  in  Decatur  or  to  the  right.  Says  there  are  no  rebel 
works  nor  troops  between  our  works  and  the  railroad.  South  of  the 
railroad  the  enemy  has  two  linos  of  works  held  by  militia.  The  right 
of  the  enemy's  line  of  infantry  is  within  one  mile  of  Decatur.  The  two 
brigades  of  cavalry  sent  to  Plat  Shoals,  are  firom  Martin's  division, 
which  was  camped  in  the  rear  of  the  infantry  between  Atlanta  and 
Decatur;  only  one  brigade  there  now.  Glass  thinks  that  from  the  hint 
he  received  from  General  Hood's  inspector-general,  viz,  to  come  over 
last  night,  that  they  did  not  want  him  there  to-day.

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railroad.  We  cross  both  the  Saiidtowii  and  Campbellton  roads  near 
their  intei'sectiou,  whicli  seems  to  be  between  our  line  and  that  of  the 
enemy.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  I  took  my  position  in  lookout 
station  at  7  a.  m.,  but  on  account  of  fog  it  was  sometime  before  I  could 
see  with  any  correctness.  At  10.30  a.  m.  I  sent  a  message  to  Maj. 
Gen.  O.  O.  Howard  stating  that  a  column  of  the  enemy  just  moved- 
toward  their  left.  I  Avas  unable  to  count  the  files,  but  saw  two  regi- 
mental flags,  twelve  wagons,  and  two  ambulances  move  by  with  column. 
One  train  of  freight  cars  loaded  with  white  saeks,  apparently  corn  or 
meal,  passed  into  Atlanta  at  IX  a,  m,    At  1,30  p.  m.  a  train  consisting 
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of  eight  freight  aud  three  passenger  cars  left  the  towii  empty.  At  2  p. 
m.  a  freight  train  of  fifteen  cars,  empty,  left  town.  At  4.30  a  passenger . 
train  with  eight  freight  cars  attached  came  in  sight;  the  engine  backe<l 
into  town  without  the  passenger  cars.  At  5  p.  m.  a  freight  train  of 
thirteen  cars  loaded  with  white  sacks,  as  berore,  passed  into  town. 
During  the  day  several  trains  from  twelve  to  thirty  wagons  each 
passed  into  town  from  the  southwest  loaded  with  fodder,  partly  dry 
and  partly  green;  some  loads  looked  like  wheat  or  oats.  The  enemy's 
lines  as  far  as  I  can  see  appear  to  be  unchanged.  My  observations 
lead  me  to  believe  that  the  enemy  are  repairing  the  Augusta  railroad.

Genebal  :  The  appearance  of  the  enemy's  line  in  front  of  this  corps 
remains  unchanged  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained  by  observation.  Since 
the  capture  of  their  pickets  in  the  demonstrations  made  last  \]^eek 
the  enemy  have  strengthened  their  line,  and  in  our  last  attempt 
promptly  re-enforced  their  pickets  and  showed  a  disposition  to  main- 
tain the  line.  A  lieutenant  and  private  from  Vaughan's  brigade,  Cheat- 
ham's division,  deserted  and  came  into  our  lines  tliis  morning.  They 
came  directly  through  their  own  pickets.  The  lieutenant's  account  of 
their  line  is  essentially  the  same  as  given  by  previous  prisoners  and 
deserters,  i.  e..  the  main  works  are fiU^  by  militia,  and  that, Cheatham's 
and  Cleburne's  divisions  are  camped  behind  the  main  line,  confronting 
the  Fourth  Corps,  and  doing  the  picketing  for  the  militia.  He  does  not 
know  of  the  position  of  the  remaining  division  of  Hardee's  corps. 
Bate's,  but  thinks  it  is' similarly  employed.  I  have  no  reason  to  doubt 
the  statement  of  this  man,  and  he  says  he  was  along  the  line  and  saw 
the  troops  he  mentions  yesterday.  Two  brigades  of  dismounted  cavalry 
extend  the  rebel  right  beyond  the  right  of  the  infantry  south  of  the 
railroad.  It  appears  somewhat  strange  the  rebels  can  oppose  these  old 
troops  to  us  here  and  yet  meet  the  movements  upon  our  right.  The 
lieutenant  represents  the  defenses  north  and  east  of  Atlanta  as  very 
perfect  and  that  tiiere  is  nothing  south  in  the  way  of  fortifications.

Major-Gteneral  Sherman  : 

Your  diapatebes  of  9.20  and  9.50  are  received.  When  Hascall  crosses 
tbe  creek  and  begins  to  operate  toward  East  Point  tbere  will  be  several 
miles  of  rebel  cavalry  line  facing  our  rear,  which  I  must  detach  infantry 
to  operate  against.  The  creek  can  be  crossed  anywhere  at  low  water 
except  near  the  moutji.  The  rebel  cavalry  attempted  to  cross  at  two 
points  this  evening.  First  at  the  bridge,  which  fortunately  had  been 
destroyed,  and  subsequently  at  a  ford  wher^  I  had  some  troops  sta- 
tioned, where  skirmishing  was  going  on  at  dark.  From  the  forks  of 
the  creek  up  they  can  cross  anywhere  as  soon  as  my  infantry  is  with- 
drawn. The  force  sent  across  the  creek  will,  from  the  nature  of  the 
ground,  have  to  act  entirely  independently,  and  having  no  cavalry  on 
its  flanks  will  have  to  rest  both  flanks  on  the  creek.  The  commanding 
ground  on  the  opi)08ite  side  of  the  creek  is  at  least  a  mile  from  Cox's 
right.  I  do  not  think  a  single  division  can  accomplish  anything,  but  I 
will  try  what  can  be  done.

About  12.30  I  took  Colonel 
Strickland,  Colonel  Hobson,  and  General  Cooper  to  the  point  where  I 
now  am  (in  front  of  Colonel  Casement's  line  on  the  open  field),  showed 
them  the  ground  I  wanted  them  to  advance  over,  and  instructed  Col- 
onel Strickland  to  advance  his  brigade  at  once,  and  sent  two  staff  officers 
with  him  to  help  him  along  and  repoi-t  progress.  I  cannot  imagine  what 
detains  them,  unless  the  heavy  rain  has  swollen  the  stream  in  our  front 
so  as  to  render  it«  passage  very  difficult.  I  expect  to  hear  them  open 
every  minute  now.  There  is  a  tremendous  large  open  field  in  front  of 
where  I  am,  on  the  right  of  which  I  am  having  my  force  advanced. 
Plenty  of  rebels,  rifle-pits,  artillery,  and  trains  are  visible.  It  will  not 
be  possible  for  me  to  advance  as  lar  as  the  farther  end  of  the  field,  as 
it  is  from  one  mile  and  a  half  to  two  miles.  I  will  report  progress  directly, 
as  I  have  sent  another  staff  officer  to  hurry  the  troops  along.  I  can  see 
everything  from  where  I  am.

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We  must  win,  if  not  defeated  at  home.  Every  day  exhausts  the  enemy 
at  least^a  regiment,  without  any  further  population  to  draw  from  tx) 
reptfUBlt,  exclusive  of  losses  in  battle.  I  would  suggest  the  employ- 
ment of  as  many  negroes  as  you  can  get  for  teamsters,  company  cooks, 
pioneers,  &c.,  and  keep  the  enlisted  men  in  the  ranks,  and  the  shipment 
to  Nashville  of  every  unemployed  negro,  big  and  little.  By  sending  some 
of  your  disabled  officers  you  might  collect  a  considerable  force  from 
Northern  hospitals.  Deserters  coming  in  daily  keep  us  well  posted  as 
to  the  position  of  Lee's  forces.  Stories  of  deserters  are  not  to  be  relied 
on,  but  they  give  their  regiment,  brigade,  and  division  correctly,  and 
many  of  them  coming  locate  the  whole.  I  think  no  troops  have  gone 
from  here  to  Hood.

1  threw  into  Atlanta  about  3,000  solid  shot  and  shell  to-day,  and  have 
got  from  Chattanooga  four  4J-inch  rifled  guns,  and  will  try  their  effect. 
Our  right  is  below  Utoy  Creek.  I  will  intrench  it  and  the  flanks  and 
study  the  ground  a  little  more  before  adopting  a  new  plan.  We  have 
had  considerable  rain,  but  on  the  whole  the  weather  is  healthy.  Colonel 
Capron,  of  Stoneman's  command,  with  several  squads  of  men  are  in  at 
Marietta,  and  will  reduce  his  loss  below  1,000.

Captain  :  I  have  to  make  following  report  of  the  artillery  :flring  along 
front  to-day  as  seen  from  tree  at  Greneral  Geary's  headquarters.  The 
explosion  of  shells  could  be  seen  from  a  point  southeast  around  to  south. 
Shells  burst  in  front,  above,  and  in  rear  of  the  large  redoubt  southeast, 
and  between  it  and  four-gun  fort.  I  saw  none  strike  either,  although  they 
,  burst  very  low.  The  most  noticeable  effect  of  the  shelling  was  in  front 
of  General  Geary's  division  at  a  fort  and  house.  This  fort;  was  struck : 
also  the  works  near  it,  and  the  house  had  quite  a  large  hole  knocked 
in  it  besides  being  riddled.  Shells  burst  over  the  works  here  and  in  the 
woods  to  rear  of  them.  The  shells,  which  were  few,  I  saw  burst  along 
to  south,  were  in  rear  of  enemy's  works.  ^Shells  exploded  over  the  city 
and  in  it,  judging  from  the  sound.  A  small  piece  was  knocked  oflT  top 
of  brick  smoke-stack  in  town.  The  rebels  who  have  usually  been  loung- 
ing around  their  works  went  into  the  ditches,  seldom  showing  them- 
selves, and  this  evening  could  be  seen  coming  out  for  their  rations,  but 
a  shell  bursting  near  soon  dispersed  them.  Horses  which  have  been 
•daily  grazing  around  large  redoubt  were  led  off.  The  enemy  fired  from 
fort  in  front  of  First  Division  for  a  short  time  this  evening.  Their  shots 
seomed  to  be  directed  at  battery  of  20-pounder  Parrotts  and  one  on  line 
in  front  of  it.  This  was  the  only  place  1  saw  them  fire  from  during  the 
•day.

,  On  the  evening  of  the  5th  I  was  ordered  by  Major-General  Palmer  to 
move  out  my  division  on  the  road  leading  by  Mr.  Bankston's  house, 
cross  the  TJtoy,  and  encamp  for  the  night.  On  the  6th  I  was^  ordered  to 
move  up  to  the  Sandtown  road,  and  march  by  that  road  toward  Atlanta 
until  I  came  up  to  General  Davis'  division,  when  I  would  find  myself 
iir  reserve.  This  movement  was  performed,  though  slowly,  on  account 
of  the  stubborn  resistance  offered  by  the  enemy.  Arriving  in  rear  of 
Davis,  and  finding  our  right  and  rear  exposed,  I  formed  my  division  in 
the  rear  of  the  right,  and  had  a  strong  line  of  works  constructed.  About 
3.30  p.  m.  General  Cox  arrived  with  his  division,  and  said  he  had  been 
ordered  to  relieve  me.  I  immediately  called  upon  General  Schofield, 
who  informed  me  that  he  had  ordered  me  to  make  a  reconnaissance  to 
the  right  to  develop  the  enemy's  position,  and  that  1  had  been  ordered 
to  move  at  2  p.  m.  My  skirmishers  and  command  had  to  be  relieved, 
which  consumed  near  an  hour,  and  about  4  p.  m.,  with  my  small  divis- 
ion (3,000),  I  cut  loose  from  the  entire  army.  The  dense  undergrowth 
prevented  very  rapid  movement,  and  I  was  unable  to  proceed  more  than 
a  mile,  where  the  re"bel  works  appeared  to  be  as  strong  as  at  any  point 
I  had  come  in  contact  with  them.  Later  I  received  an  order  to  reheve 
General  Hascall,  which  I  did  after  dark  and  before  dayUght  on  the 
morning  of  the  7th.  On  the  7tlr  I  was  placed  in  command  of  the  corps 
and  ordered  to  advance^upon  the  works  to  cover  the  movements  on  the 
right.  The  advance  was  announced,  and  the  men  moved  forward  rap- 
idly, capturing  the  enemy's  first  line  of  rifle-pits  with  172  prisoners. 
In  this  attempt  the  entire  line  was  advanced,  the  rebels  were  driven 
into  their  main  works,  and  the  entire  line  of  the  corps  advanced  and 
fortified.  Our  loss  during  the  operations  of  the  6th  and  7th  was  2 
officers  and  68  enlisted  men  killed;  lo  officers  and  398  enlisted  men 
wounded,  and  16  enlisted  men  missing.  Total  loss,  17  officers  and  482 
enlisted  men;  aggregate,  499.  The  rebels  in  my  front  have  no  skir- 
mishers out  except  at  a  few  points.  On  the  8th  little  could  be  done, 
though  batteries  were  placed  in  position.  On  the  9th  we  kept  up  a 
vigorous  firing  with  artillery  and  small  arms  with  no  visible  result.

^         Ofpice  Pbovost-Mabshal-Geneeal, 

Near  Atlanta,  Ga.y  August  P,  1864. 
Xeft  Atlanta  on  the  evening  of  the  8th  instant  and  came  with  his  wife 
to  Decatur.  Saw  no  pickets  on  the  way  who  halted  him  until  within 
three  miles  of  Decatur;  saw  but  few  troops  on  the  road,  and  those  lie 
saw  were  cavalry.  Thinks  there  are  no  troops  east  of  the  cemetery 
except  cavalry  pickets.  There  is  a  camp  of  cavalry  tJhree  miles  south 
of  Decatur.  The  State  troops  occupy  the  trenches  on  the  north  and 
northeast  side  of  town,  and  their  iront  is  picketed  by  Cheatham's  troops. 
The  State  troops  numoer  about  20,000.  The  whole  rebel  force  is  esti- 
mated at  60.000.  There  is  one  heavy  gun  located  north  of  the  female 
college.  All  business  in  Atlanta  is  suspended ;  the  goods  have  been  ro- 
mov^  to  other  points  in  the  State.  There  is  but  one  grocery  running 
in  Atlanta  and  no  stores  or  other  business  places.    Hotels  are  closed. 
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Most  of  the  shells  from  Fe<leral  guns  strike  iu  the  vicinity  of  the  depot, 
the  larger  part  of  them  south  of  the  depot.  Seven  shells  have  been 
sent  through  the  Western  and  Atlantic  Depot.  In  order  for  the  gun 
firing  from  Marietta  street  to  strike  the  commissary  depot  it  should  be 
depressed  a  little  and  the  aim  taken  about  100  yards  to  the  left  of 
its  usual  range;  the  shells  go  about  sixty  feet  over  the  commissary 
stores.  No  buildings  have  been  burned  by  the  shells.  The  subsistence 
on  hand  amounts  to  about  six  days.  There  have  been  several  rumors 
of  a  new  commander  for  the  rebel  army.  One  report  was  that  Lee  was 
coming  to  Atlanta  and  JeflF.  Davis  was  going  to  command  the  East- 
em  army.  The  last  report  was  that  Beauregard  was  going  to  relieve 
Hood,  A  report  came  into  Atlanta  on  or  about  the  5th  instant  from 
Brigadier-General  Page,  commanding  Fort  Morgan,  in  Mobile  Bay,  to 
General  Higgins^  that  Siree  gun- boats  and  fourteen  ships  had  passed  Fort 
Morgan  into  the  bay.  The  rebel  gun  boat  Tennessee  surrendered  after 
a  terrific  fight,  the  Gaines  was  bc^hed,  the  Selma  was  captured.  The 
Tecumseh  sunk  under  the  guns  of  the  water  battery.  Federal  troops 
were  landed  on  Dauphin  Island  f  city  in  great  excitement.  General 
Maury  called  all  citizens  to  arms.

Dear  Sir:  Yours  of  July  5  came  to  hand  duly,  and  I  asked  General 
Newton,  commanding  the  division  to  which  General  Barker  belonged, 
to  give  me  a  more  fSl  account  than  the  mere  official  statement  ordi- 
narily given.  I  have  this  moment  received  General  Newton's  paper, 
which  comes,  you  will  observe,  from  L.  P.  Bradley,  now  a  brigadier- 
general,  but  then  a  colonel.  Tlie  position  we  attacked  was  a  difficult 
one,  but  very  important,  and  had  General  Harker  lived  I  believe  we 
would  have  carried  the  parapet,  broken  the  enemy's  center,  and  driven 
him  peltmell  into  the  Chattahoochee.  General  Harker,  though  quite 
young  for  his  rank,  was  regarded  as  one  of  our  best  young  generals,  of 
rising  fame,  and  his  loss  was  deeply  felt  by  me.  He  was  universally 
esteemed,  none  more  so;  but  death,  you  know,  chooses  a  shining  mark ; 
and  this  has  been  very  strongly  exemplified  in  this  campaign,  for  I 
have  lost  some  of  my  best  brigadiers  and  commaiBdets.  The  nature  of 
the  country,  its  forests,  its  narrow  defiles  and  mountain  passes,  all 
expose  the  leaders  to  the  danger  of  ffmbushand  unexpected  shots;  but 
General  Harker  fell  in  an  assandt,  afways  one  of  the  most  dangerous 
movesL  of  our  dangerous  lifo;.   I  beg  to  record  tke  high  opinion  I  had  of 
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General  Harker,  and  the  hopes  I  had  of  a  long  and  bright  ftiture  to 
him,  but  it  is  ordered  otherwise  and  we  must  submit.  Be  pleased  to 
accept  the  assurances  of  my  sincere  condolence  and  respect.

I  have  ordered  General  Washburn,. at  Memphis,  to  have 
General  A.  J.  Smith,  who  is  now  marching  on  Columbus,  Miss.,  come  to 
Decatur,  Ala.,  whence  I  can  bring  to  this  army  certain  regiments  and 
fragments  that  properly  belong  here,  and  a  division  that  I  originally 
designed  to  form  a  part  of  this  army.  The  balance  of  infantry  and 
cavalry  I  would  send  back  via  Savannah  and  Jackson,  Tenn.  My  lines 
are  now  ten  miles  long,  extending  from  the  Augusta  road  on  the  left, 
round  to  East  Point  on  the  south.  I  cannot  extend  more  without  mak- 
ing my  lines  too  weak.  We  are  in  close  contact  and  skirmishing  all  the 
time.  1  have  just  got  up  four  4J-inch  rifled  guns  with  ammunition,  and 
propose  to  expend  about  4,000  rifled  shot  in  the  heart  of  Atlanta.  We 
have  already  commanded  it  with  cfur  lighter  ordnance.  Since  July  28 
General  Hood  has  not  attempted  to  meet  us  outside  of  his  parapets.  In 
order  to  i)os8e8s  and  destroy  effectually  his  communications  I  may  have 
to  leave  a  corps  at  the  railroad  bridge,  well  intrenched,  and  cut*  loose 
with  the  balance  and  make  a  desolating  circle  around  Atlanta.  I  do 
not  propose  to  assault  the  works,  which  are  too  strong,  or  to  proceed  by 
regular  approaches.  I  have  lost  a  good  many  regiments  and  will  lose 
more  by  the  expiration  of  service,  and  this  is  the  only  reason  why  I 
want  re-enforcements.  I  have  killed,  crippled,  and  captured  more  of  the 
enemy  than  we  have  lost  by  his  acts.

General  Schofield  has  examined  closely  his  whole  line,  which  lies  south, 
a  little  east,  ])arallel  with  the  enemy,  one  brigade  being  on  the  Oamp- 
belltou  iroad  south  of  Utoy.    He  is  not  absolutely  certain  that  his  right 
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is  near  the  West  Point  railroad,  and  yet  urges  that  another  corps  can 
reach  the  Macon  road,  and  wants  to  make  Proctor's  Creek  our  left  flank, 
draw  our  supplies  from  Turner's  Ferry,  and  keep  on  extending.  My 
own  experience  is  the  enemy  can  build  parapets  faster  than  we  march, 
and  it  would  be  the  same  thing  by  extending  right  or  left.  In  a  single 
night  we  would  find  ourselves  confronted  with  parapets  which  we  would 
fear  to  attack  in  the  morning.  He  describes  the  country  south  of  Utoy 
as  more  open  and  better  cultivated.  I  want  the  4^-inch  and  20-pounder 
guns  to  hammer  away,  and  I  will  think  of  the  next  move.

Either  our  maps  or  surveys  or  both  are  so  evidently  erroneous  that  I 
am  very  uncertain  about  the  distance  from  Hascall's  present  position  to 
the  West  Point  railroad,  but  I  have  no  doubt  he  can  reaeh  it  without 
assaulting  parapets,  and  by  moving  nearly  in  a  southeasterly  direction 
from  his  present  position  the  distance  may  be  a  little  more  than  a  mile 
and  It  may  be  thrw  miles.    I  think  it  probable  that  auothei-  corps  on 
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this  flank  would  be  able  to  prolong  the  line  to  the  Macon  railroad,  or 
better,  that  one  co^ps,  in  addition  to  mine,  could  swing  loose  from  the 
flank  of  the  Fourteenth,  strike  in  rear  of  East  Point,  and  get  a  position 
crossing  the  raikoad,  from  which  we  could  not  be  driven.  The  country 
south  of  Utoy  appears  less  broken  and  much  more  cultivated  than 
north  of  it.  Hascall  is  on  the  main  Gampbellton  road.  There  is  said 
to  be  a  big  road  a  short  distance  in  his  front  leading  to  East  Point.  I 
have  not  been  able  to  learn  of  any  others  in  that  vicinity.  Can  you 
not  take  Proctor's  Creek  tor  your  left  flank,  bring  supplies  by  Turner's 
Ferry,  and  thus  throw  even  two  corps  yet  to  the  rightl  It  appears  to 
me  that  such  a  move  if  made  rapidly  ought  to  bring  success.

The  lines  of  the  Fourteenth  Corps  remain  unchanged  to-day.  Con- 
stant picket-firing,  with  occasional  artillery,  was  kept  up  during  the 
day.  One  or  more  cannon  belonging  to  the  enemy  were  destroyed  or 
disabled;  This  is  confirmed  by  deserters.  Deserters  represent  the 
rebel  army  as  much  dissatisfied  with  Hood.  Their  losses  are  heavy 
froin  our  artillery.  I  have  directed  the  batteries  on  my  front  to  keep 
up  a  steady  fire  upon  their  lines  to-morrow.  Few  shots  were  fired  by 
the  rebels  to-day  from  their  artillery.  My  lines  are  so  extended  that 
the  men  are  constantly  on  duty  in  the  trenches  and  are,  of  course, 
somewhat  worn  and  fatigued.  This  is  not  mentioned  by  way  of  com- 
plaint, but  simply  to  let  the  department  commander  know  that  we 
(the  Fourteenth  Corps)  are  not  idle.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  information  of  the 
major- general  commanding  department,  that  through  officers  and  men 
of  Stoneman's  command  1  le^rii  that  the  rebel  cavalry  is  concentrating 
in  large  force  at  Monticello,  some  fifteen  or  twenty  miles  south  of  Cov- 
ington and  on  the  east  of  the  Ocmulgee.  An  officer  of  the  Fourteenth 
Illinois,  wounded  in  the  shoulder,  is  now  in  my  camp;  he  has  been  two 
years  in  service,  and  has  seen  large  bodies  of  cavalry  together.  Saw 
Stoneman's  and  my  division  together;  he  was  three  days  in  the  vicinity 
of  this  cavalry,  and  saw  it  passing  on  the  road,  says  he  never  saw  so 
much  cavalry  before.  Says  Breckinridge  is  there,  and  that  soldiers, 
officers,  and  negroes  all  say  that  there  is  to  be  a  big  raid  to  Tennessee. 
Negroes  told  him  and  as  he  laid  by  the  roadside  he  overheard  the  rel)el8 
talk.  He  left  Monticello  four  days  ago.  A  private  of  same  regiment 
also  reports  that  he  had  to  conceal  luraself  three  days  near  Covington 
as  the  roads  were  full  of  rebel  cavalry  going  south.  Deserters  from 
Atlanta  also  report  that  Wheeler's  command  or  portions  of  it  have  gone 
toward  Covington.  One  man  of  the  Fifth  Indiana  who  left  Covington 
on  Monday  reports  four  brigades  to  have  passed  there  on  that  day  en 
route  to  Madison.  He  says  the  bridge  (railroad)  over  the  YeUow  Kiver 
is  not  repaired,  and  he  could  see  no  attempts  to  repair  the  railroad.

General  Schopield: 

I  do  want  to  know  where  our  right  flank  is,  how  far  from  one  of  the  two 
roads  south  of  Atlanta;  and  as  we  cannot  reach  the  Macon  road  I 
would  like  to  say  at  least  we  had  found  out  where  the  West  Point  road 
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is.  When  reached,  it  should  be  torn  up  for  a  couple  of  miles,  and  then 
the  force  employed  should  return  to  the  right  flank  of  the  army.  I  dou^t 
limit  you  to  one  division,  but  you  can  take  the  whole  live,  or  only  such 
part  as  you  may  deem  sufficient  to  accomplish  the  end.  It  appears  that 
Colonel  Hamilton,  Ninth  Ohio,  reported  with  his  regiment  to  Greneral 
Howard  with  2(K)  men.  He  reported  to  me  in  person  he  had  a  full  regi- 
ment, of  which  500  were  here  mounted,  balance  at  Decatur,  Ala.  I 
have  ordered  General  Howard  to  cause  Colonel  Hamilton  to  report  to 
you  at  once.  We  l>elieve  the  enemy  has  his  three  corps  distributed — 
Hardee,  right;  Lee,  left;  and  Stewart,  center;  old  troops  on  picket  and 
in  rear;  militia  in  treuches.  The  right  is  three  miles  east  of  Atlanta, 
center  about  railroad,  and  left  about  East  Point.  I  believe  a  skirmish 
line  can  hold  any  part  of  our  front,  but  in  making  a  detachment  due 
caution  should  be  exercised.  It  appeared  to  me  far  more  prudent  to 
vacate  or  thin  out  your  line;  in  other  words,  to  extend  the  Fourteenth 
Corps  and  send  out  two  divisions,  say  Generals  HascalFs  and  Baird's, 
with  your  cavalry  as  vedettes,  and  a  good  engineer  officer  to  sketch 
the  coxintry.  But  as  you  already  have  a  better  knowledge  of  the  coun- 
try than  1, 1  leave  it  to  you.  It  does  seem  to  me  with  an  enemy  besieged 
we  should  be  a  little  more  enterprising.

He  will  have  to  travel 
somewhat  farther  to  avoid  moving  in  view  of  and  parallel  to  the  en- 
emy's works.  I  think  there  cannot  be  much  difficulty  in  reacliing  the 
road  and  getting  back.  Whether  he  can  stay  there  long  enough  to  do 
much  damage  is  more  doubtful.

My  troops  will  be  stretched  out  in  line 
three  miles  long,  and  in  no  condition  to  move.  While  the  enemy's  lines 
in  front  are  held  1  must  either  let  Hascall  take  care  of  himself  or  aban- 
don my  lilies  and  concentrate  my  troops  to  sup^wrt  him.  If  the  division 
go  on  such  an  (expedition  I  see  no  way  but  to  risk  its  loss  or  its  safety 
in  retreat.  1  think  the  risk  would  not  Ik^  very  great,  but  of  this  you 
can  judge  quite  iis  well  as  I.  If  you  think  the  object  to  be  gained  worth 
the  risk  I  will  start  Hascall  early  in  the  morning.

There  must  be  some  confusion  iu  your  or  my  dispatches  of  yesterday 
and  to-day.  I  understood  you  hist  night  that  (General  Hascall  had  one 
brigade  on  the  right,  south  and  east  of  Utoy  Creek,  that  the  ground 
was  open,  and  that  the  pickets  and  flankers  could  see  the  West  Point 
railroiid,  and  that  the  enemy's  line  wa^  parallel  with  the  Macon  road. 
This  corresponds  with  nil  probabilities.  You  also  report  that  there  was 
no  redoubt,  as  fiist  supposed,  in  the  direction  of  the  West  Point  road, 
which  also  corresponds  with  all  our  infonnation.  You  also  suggested 
that  instead  of  making  a  continuous  line  to  reach  the  road  that  it  be 
done  by  a  detachment,  stating  that  you  believed  one  division  enough. 
You  say,  I  think  General  Hascall  might  x)ush  out  to  the  West  Point 
railroad,  break  it,  and  return  without  running  very  great  risk,  there 
being  nothing  but  cavjilry  iu  that  direction,  and  now  you  speak  of  it  as 
of  extraordinary  hazard.  It  was  I  that  suggesU*.d  that  it  would  be  pru- 
dent to  be  prepared  to  support  General  Hascall,  and  as  our  line  is 
already  drawn  out,  thought  the  sui>i)ort  ne^^essary  could  better  come 
from  your  live  divisions  than  to  draw  from  any  more  distant  point. 
Now,  let  me  understand  what  has  made  you  change  your  mind  on  this 
subject.  The  dispatch  from  which  I  quote  is  dated  to-day,  and  if  not 
properly  sent  by  the  wires  please  correct  it.  The  dispatch  was  in  an- 
swer to  mine  asking  if  this  very  thing  were  not  feii^ible,  and  1  certainly 
construed  your  answer  as  affirmative.  If  it  involves  extra  hazard  I  don't 
want  it  done,  because  I  have  not  yet  made  up  my  mind  whether  to 
swing  round  Atlanta  by  the  east  or  south,  but  I  want  to  fight  Hood 
the  earliest  possible  moment  he  will  come  out  of  his  trenches,  and  would 
risk  a  good  deal  to  draw  him  out.  There  is  nif)  doubt  of  it,  our  move- 
ments all  are  too  slow  to  be  productive  of  good  results.  I  feel  mortified 
that  he  holds  us  in  check  by  the  aid  of  his  militia.

Major-Geueral  Sherman  : 

I  will  try  to  exi)lain  fully  the  situation  and  why  I  regard  the  move  as 
suggested  by  you  extra  hazardous.  You  have  correctly  understood 
my  dispatches  about  the  enemy's  works.  There  are  none  \isible  covering 
the  West  Point  road,  and  those  visible  run  subst^mtially  parallel  to  the 
Macon,  road.  Eelative  to  the  distance  from  Hascall  to  the  West  Point 
you  have  misunderstood  me.  My  picket  oflScers  reported  they  saw 
what  appeared  to  be  a  railroad,  as  I  telegraphed  you,  but  I  subsequently 
stated  that  I  knew  very  little  about  the  distance;  that  it  might  be  a 
littler  more  than  a  mile  and  it  might  be  three  miles,  but  that  I  thought 
Has(»all  might  strike  the  road  and  return  without  any  great  risk.  I  still 
think  the  same,  viz,  that  a  light  force,  just  large  enough  to  sweep  jvway 
the  cavalry,  can  make  a  rapid  march  to  some  i)oint  of  the  road,  break 
it,  and  return  without  much  risk.  Such  a  force  can  make  a  circuit 
through  the  woods,  ke43p  out  of  the  enemy's  view,  do  its  work,  and  re- 
turn before  a  large  force  can  concentrate  against  it.  I  would  expect 
this  force,  if  thre^itened  by  superior  numbers,  not  to  light  but  to  fall  back 
behind  the  Hank  of  our  intrenched  i>osition,  which  it  could  do  with 
safety  so  long  as  this  position  is  held.  On  the  other  hand,  to  make  the 
move  with  a  large  force,  I  must  virtually  abandon  my  lines,  send  my 
transiK)rt{ition  and  hospitals  to  the  rear,  aiid  separate  my  command 
from  three  to  five  miles  from  the  right  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  a 
movement  which  has,  as  I  understand,  invariably  been  regarded  tx)o 
hazardous.  I  t^ike  it  for  granted  that  any  attack  upon  Hascall  in  his 
movement  would  not  come  from  the  enemy's  line  in  my  front  but  from 
his  reserves,  whi(5h  might  be  nearly  the  whole  of  his  veteran  trooi)s.  I 
Avould  not  hesitiite  to  fight  all  of  tliose  with  my  two  corps,  but  I  would 
Avaiit  all  my  trooi)s  concentrated  and  prepared  in  advance.  I  have  not 
the  slightest  hesitation  in  making  the  effort  to  strike  and  break  the 
railroa^l,  though  I  may  fail  in  the  attempt,  but  I  did  think  you  exi>ected 
me  to  do  more  than  1  could  safely  attempt  in  the  event  of  my  meeting 
unexpected  resistance,  and  I  am  free  to  say  I  felt  not  a  little  chagrined 
at  your  imputation  of  want  of  enterprise.  There  is  also  some  coirfiisioii 
about  my  estimate  of  force  necessary  to  cut  the  road.  I  suggested  that 
instead  of  a  continuous  line  my  corps  and  one  other  be  detached  from 
the  flank  of  the  Fourteenth  and  strike  in  rear  of  East  Point,  cutting 
the  Macon  road,  meaning  to  seize  and  hold  a  position  there.  To  de- 
tach the  Fourteenth  with  mine  would  separate  us  thi-ee  miles  farther 
from  the  army  than  what  1  suggested.  I  have  not  in  the  least  changed 
my  opinion  as  to  the  practicability  of  making  a  mere  raid  or  reconnais- 
san(;e  to  the  West  Point  road  with  a  single  division,  or  of  gaining  and 
holding  a  point  of  the  Macon  road  with  two  corps,  starting  from  the 
right  of  the  Fourteenth.  I  regret  that  I  have  failed  to  make  myself 
understood.

General  Schofeeld: 

I  have  read  and  considered  your  dispatch.  It  is  a  i>hysical  impossi- 
bility for  the  enemy  to  ascertain  the  force  Avhich  moves  against  the  rail- 
road and  to  act  against  it  with  any  more  than  pfte-tibir^  of  his  reserves. 
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The  other  two-thirds  will  be  from  four  to  eight  miles  ofF.  Colonel  Gar- 
rard's cavalry  passed  along  the  flank  to-day  unopposed,  and  I  do  not 
think  the  West  Point  road  more  than  two  miles  from  General  HascalFs 
present  flank.  You  will,  therefore,  make  the  expedition  with  one  divis- 
ion ,  the  other  either  placed  intermediate  or  ready  to  act.  Of  course  with-' 
out  abandoning  our  present  bade  or  dividing  our  forces  into  two  equal 
parts  I  have  no  other  corps  to  give  you.  You  may  consider  it  a  recon- 
naissance in  force  not  to  go  over  three  miles  from  General  Cox's  present 
right.  I  know  a  full  proportion  of  the  enemy  is  on  our  left  and  center, 
and  if  any  change  occurs  in  the  night  I  will  be  sure  to  advise  you.  Our 
heavy  ordnance,  playing  for  the  past  thirty  hours  from  the  Buck  Head 
road  into  Atlanta,  has  kept  to  the  i)arapets  a  ftill  proportion  of  the  en- 
emy all  the  way  round  to  your  old  position  and  beyond,  and  if  I  am  to 
give  weight  to  the  testimony  from  official  sources  the  enemy  at  this  mo- 
ment exhibits  most  force  on  his  present  right.  I  have  no  idea  that  he 
can  throw  on  you  even  a  third  of  his  reserve  force,  because  he  will  look 
upon  the  movement  as  a  decoy  to  weaken  his  line  somewhat  that  we 
may  break  in.  Besides,  we  know  his  line  as  well  as  ours  is  so  stretched 
out  that  his  reserves  are  not  over  1,000  men  per  mile,  for  his  infantry 
line  three  miles  east  of  the  Howard  house  round  to  the  Macon  road 
below  East  Point  is  full  fifteen  miles  long,  requiring  at  his  parai>et8 
40,000  men,  leaving  him  no  reserve  on  that  flank  that  can  disturb  two 
divisions.  We  must  act.  We  cannot  sit  down  and  do  nothing  because 
it  involves  risk.  Being  on  the  offensive  we  must  risk,  and  that  is  the 
flank  on  which  we  calculated  to  make  the  risk,  indeed  have  been  ma- 
neuvering to  that  end  ever  since  the  Army  of  the  Tenncsst^e  shifted  from 
left  to  right.

If  this  be  so 
the  cavalry  cannot  be  on  your  flank,  nor  is  it  possible  for  the  enemy 
to  follow  General  Hascall  with  infantry  unless  they  let  go  their  para- 
l)ets,  in  which  event  you  should  be  prepared  to  let  go  too.  This  is  all 
I  mean,  to  have  one  or  two  divisions  on  that  flank  ready,  in  case  Gen- 
eral Hascall  becomes  heavily  engaged,  to  march  in  such  a  direction,  not 
to  his  rear,  but  to  his  front,  to  relieve  him  of  pressure.  We  all  know  that 
the  enemy  holds  us  by  inferior  force,  and  I  may  have  to  let  go  our  par- 
aiiets  altogether,  for  it  seems  we  are  more  besieged  than  they.  Send 
General  Hascall  to  feel  for  that  road  in  the  morning,  and  have  all  your 
command,  if  necessary,  ready  to  let  go  their  parapets  and  engage  the 
enemy,  and  if  that  be  not  sufficient  I  will  order  General  Howard  to  do 
the  same.

M AJOB :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  under  the  orders  of  last  night 
to  scout  the  country  south  of  Utoy  Creek,  I  took  about  450  men  of  the 
Ninth  Michigan  Cavalry,  Seventh  Ohio  Cavalry,  and  Ninth  Illinois 
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Mounted  Infantry,  and  crossed  Utoy  Creek  at  the  bridge.  Rebel  ve- 
dettes were  found  not  far  from  the  bridge  and  again  at  Sandtown. 
'incre  was  a  picket-post  near  Sandtown,  on  the  Payetteville  road; 
w'^n  driven  from  it  they  retreated  southward.  He  showed  but  a 
small  force,  and  there  appeared  to  be  no  re-enforcement  of  the  rebel 
picket.  I  concluded  that  it  was  a  post  of  observation  only.  General 
Kilpatrick  had  shelled  Sandtown  day  before  yesterday,  but  there  were 
none  of  his  troops  in  sight  from  Sandtown.  I  then  took  the  road  from 
Sandtown  to  i  tlanta,  and  returned  on  it  two  miles  and  a  half  to  the 
road  that  leads  to  Owl  Hock  Church.  I  made  a  scout  out  on  this  to  the 
camp-ground.  Many  fires  of  a  large  camp  were  still  smoking.  A  re- 
spexjtable  citizen,  an  old  man,  Mr,  McWilliams,  who  lives  near  the 
church,  stated  that  Armstrong's  division  of  three  brigades  had  camped 
there  night  before  last,  and  had  left  there  yest/crday  morning  on  the 
road  toward  Campbellton,  saying  that  they  were  going  on  a  raid.  A 
small  force  of  about  200  came  back  over  the  road  this  morning,  and 
turned  down  the  road  that  takes  them  either  to  East  Point  or  Atlanta. 
A  number  of  picket-posts  at  cross-roads  on  the  Sandtown  road  were 
found,  but  the  corn  blades  were  two  days  or  more  old.  It  was  evident 
that  the  cavalry  had  been  moved  out  of  thav  part  of  the  country.  On 
reaching  the  post  of  the  cavalry  on  the  Sandtown  road  in  rear  of  the 
infantry  position,  I  sent  that  which  I  had  with  me  to  their  old  posi- 
tions on  jrtoy  Creek  and  in  camp  near  my  quarters,  and  took  the  other 
I)ortion  and  made  a  scout  through  to  the  vicinity  of  the  right  of  Gen- 
eral HascalPs  position,  but  found  no  rebels  in  the  rear  of  it.  I  do  not 
think  it  practicable  to  picket  the  line  of  road  traveled  to-day,  and  think 
that  the  line  of  Utoy  Creek  is  the  best  one  for  the  protection  of  the 
flank  from  the  right  of  our  line  to  the  river.  There  are  no  natural  ad- 
vantages on  the  line  of  the  Sandtown  road.

General  Cox  will  oetiupy  General  HascalPs  works  as  soon 
as  vacated,  and  will  support  General  Hascall  in  his  operations,  if  neces- 
sary; espe-cially  in  case  of  an  attack  or  tlireatenexl  attack  upon  his 
left.  Colonel  Garrard  will  operate  upon  General  HascalPs  right,  and 
endeavor  to  clear  the  enemy's  cavalry  from  his  flank.  He  will  scout 
and  picket  all  roads  leading  from  General  Hascall's  right  to  the  Chat- 
tahoochee. The  pickets  should  be  very  vigilant  during  the  day,  so  as 
to  detect  at  once  any  movement  of  troops  about  the  enemy's  lines.  In 
case  of  the  withdrawal  of  troops  from  any  portion  of  the  lines  in  his 
front  General  Johnson  wiU  endeavor  to  secure  possession  of  them.

Second.  As  soon  as  all  batteries  are  in  position,  whenever  the  enemy 
open  a  gnn  upon  any  part  of  the  line  every  gun  that  can  be  brought 
to  bear  upon  it  will  be  immediately  brought  into  action  and  continue 
to  fire  until  the  enemy's  guns  are  silenced.

Division  commanders  will  select  some  point  on  the  line  to 
approach  the  enemy's  works,  and  commence  to  work  up  to  them  by 
parallels  mid  saps.

I  visited  the  bridge  yesterday,  and  have 
sent  Wharton  down  this  morning  to  make  a  thorough  reconnaissance 
and  sketch  of  the  ground  so  that  Williams  may  be  able  to  understand 
the  orders  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  give  him  relative  to  preparing 
for  the  defensive.  I  have  already  taken  measures  to  mobilize  my  army 
when  it  becomes  necessary  to  make  the  move  you  spoke  to  me  about 
day  before  yesterday.  I  have  also  taken  measures  to  find  out  more 
about  the  concentration  of  the  enemy's  cavalry  at  Monticello.  I  do 
not  understand  why  they  assemble  there  if  a  raid  into  Tennessee  and 
Kentucky  is  intended,  as  reported.  I  hope  to  know  something  about 
their  intentions  in  a  day  or  two.  Nearly  all  the  ammunition  for  the 
4i-inch  guns,  which  Baylor  has  been  able  to  get  down,  has  been  ex- 
pended now.  The  whole  will  be  used  up  by  to-morrow  night.  I  sin- 
cerely hope  the  reports  we  hear  of  the  movements  about  Mobile  may 
prove  true.

Department  of  the  Cumberland, 

Near  Atlanta,  August  12,  1864, 
Reports  that  he  left  Atlanta  about  9  o'clock  this  morning;  was  not 
allowed  to  visit  the  lines  while  there.  Saw  four  large  pieces  of  artil- 
lery moving  down  the  Macon  railroad  toward  East  Point.  Day  before 
yesterday  shells  passed  over  General  Hood's  headquarters  and  struck 
300,or  400  yards  beyond;  Hood's  headquarters  are  near  where  White 
Hail  street  intersects  Faith's  alley.  These  shells  appeared  to  come 
from  the  Fifteenth  Corps.  This  morning  shells  from  the  Twentieth  and 
Fourth  Corps  struck  at  the  comer  of  McDonough  street  and  Faith's

Says  the 
works  along  the  Augusta  railroad  are  held  by  militia  and  dismounted 
cavalry  in  small  forQe  and  without  artillery.

We  have  now  pressed  the  enemy's  lines  from  east  around  to  East 
Point  on  the  south.  The  nature  of  ground,  with  its  artificial  defenses, 
n^akes  it  too  difficult  to  assault,  and  to  reach  the  Macon  road  by  a  farther 
extension  will  be  extra  hazardous.  I  have  ordered  army  commanders 
to  prepare  for  the  following  plan :  Leave  one  corps  strongly  intrenched 
at  the  Chattahoochee  bridge  in  charge  of  our  surplus  wagon  trains  and 
artillery ;  with  60,000  men,  reduced  to  fighting  trim,  to  make  a  circuit  of 
devastation  around  the  town,  with  a  radius  of  fifteen  or  twenty  miles. 
To  do  this  I  go  on  the  faith  that  the  militia  in  Atlanta  are  only  good 
for  the  defense  of  its  parapets  and  will  not  come  out.  I  want  a  good 
corps  commander  for  the  Fourteenth  Corps,  in  place  of  General  Pal- 
mer, and  Jeff.  Davis  is  the  best  officer  in  that  corps.  I  prefer  him 
much  to  Genetal  Brannan.  I  would  like  the  utmost  activity  to  be  kept 
up  in  Mobile  Bay,  and,  if  possible,  about  the  mouth  of  Appalachicola. 
Also,  to  be  assured  that  no  material  re-enforcements  have  come  here 
from  Virginia.  If  I  should  ever  be  cut  off  from  my  base,  look  out  for 
me  about  Saint  Mark's,  Fla.,  or  Savannah,  Ga.

Colonel:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  advanced  my  skirmish- 
ers this  afternoon  and  took  the  intrenched  skirmish  line  of  the  enemy 
in  my  front,  with  a  loss  of  1  man  killed  and  1  accidentally  wounded.  I 
have  directed  Colonel  Smith  to  hold  the  line  at  all  hazards  if  it  takes 
his  whole  brigade  to  do  so.  The  line  is  by  this  time  well  secured  by 
reversing  the  enemy's  pits.  I  have  61  privates  and  4  officers  as  prison- 
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ers,  who  will  be  forwarded  within  half  an  hour.  The  Fonrteenth  Corps 
got  27  prisoners  that  were  sent  back  by  my  men  or  driven  into  their  lines. 
They  neither  fired  a  shot  nor  advanced  a  man,  but  still  claim  the  pris- 
oners as  captured  by  them.

No  division  or  brigade  has  gone  from  here  west,  and  I  shall  endeavor 
to  keep  the  enemy  busy  that  none  will  go.  The  great  danger  has 
been  of  troops  going  from  Lee  to  join  Early  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley. 
I  attempted  a  surprise  on  the  north  side  of  the  river  last  night  with  the 
hope  of  getting  near  to  Richmond  and  getting  cavalry  on  their  railroads 
on  that  side  of  the  river.  The  enemy  were  found  fortified,  and  their 
works  manned  by  a  division  of  Longstreet's  corps,  which  I  supposed 
had  gone  to  join  Early.  The  great  danger  you  have  to  apprehend  is 
from  Kirby  Smith  getting  his  men  across  the  Mississippi.  The  move 
you  propose  is  a  little  hazardous,  but  I  believe  it  will  succeed.  If 
you  do  not  force  the  enemy  out  to  nght,  you  will  easily  get  back  to  your 
base.  Our  move  to-day  has  resulted  in  the  capture  of  6  pieces  of 
artillery  and  some  prisoners,  and  probably  the  killing  and  wounding  of 
500  or  600  of  the  enemy.  In  killed  and  wounded  our  loss  will  probably 
reach  400.

His  regiment  belongs  to  Holtzclaw's  brigade,  Clayton's 
division,  of  Lee's  corps,  numbers  about  250  men,  and  is  the  strongest 
regiment  in  the  brigade.  Says  their  division  is  about  2,500  strong,  is  in 
front  of  the  Fourteenth  Corps,  the  left  resting  on  the  Sandtown  road 
and  the  right  a  little  to  the  left,  in  front  of  General  E.  W.  Johnson's 
headquarters.  Brigadier-Generals  Stovall,  Baker,  Holtzclaw,  and  Gib- 
son are  the  brigade  commanders  and  are  in  position  from  right  to  left  in 
the  order  named.  Holtzclaw  and  Baker  have  Alabama  troops;  Gibson 
has  Louisiana  troops,  and  his  is  counted  the  best  fighting  brigade  in  the 
corps;  Stovall  has  Georgia  troops,  and  his  men  are  very  much  demoral- 
ized, won't  fight,  and  are  constantly  deserting.  Clayton's  division  is 
on  the  left  of  the  corps  (Lee's).  Hindman's  division,  now  commanded 
by  General  Brown,  of  Tennessee,  is  in  the  center,  and  Stevenson's  is  on 
the  right.  Thinks  their  division,  Clayton's,  is  fiilly  as  strong  as  either 
of  the  others.  All  the  regiments  of  their  corps  are  very  much  extended, 
in  many  places  the  line  being  one  rank  and  the  men  three  feet  apart.  Gib- 
son's brigade,  the  left  flank  of  their  division,  is  one  rank,  with  no 
reserves,  and  covers  at  least  half  a  mile.  Has  not  been  to  the  left  of 
their  army  and  can  give  no  particulars  about  position  of  troops  there, 
except  that  Hardee's  corps  (except  Cheatham's  division)  is  on  the  left 
of  Lee's,  and  holds  the  left  flank  of  the  army;  thinks  the  extreme  left  is 
near  the  river.  Stewart's  corps  is  on  Lee's  right;  says  Stewart's  divis- 
ions are  much  stronger  than  theirs;  when  he  first  came  to  them  at 
Besaca  some  of  his  regiments  numbered  1,500  men;  thinks  the  right  of 
Stewart's  corps  is  about  half  a  mile  from  the  Augusta  railroad.  The 
militia  are  on  Stewart's  right,  and  are  about  5,000  or  6,000  strong. 
Cheatham's  division,  of  Hardee's  corps,  holds  the  right  flank  of  the 
army  and  pickets  the  front  of  the  militia;  thinks  Cheatham's  division 
is  about  3,000  strong.  Does  not  know  of  any  reserves  in  rear  of  tlie  line 
at  any  point,  and  is  pretty  confident  that  there  are  none.  No  re-en- 
forcements have  been  received  except  militia  and  men  from  convalescent 
camps  and  hospitals;  says  a  large  number  of  men  have  been  added  to 
the  army  from  these  sources;  thinks  the  aggregate  number  since  Hood 
has  been  in  command,  including  cooks,  teamsters,  and  other  detailed 
men,  will  reach  15,000  men.  His  own  company,  Jordan's,  numbered  14 
men  at  Kenesaw,  and  yesterday  mustered  34  guns;  has  received  12  men 
since  the  fight  on  the  22d.    All  he  can  say  about  the  cavalry  is  that  it 
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is  on  the  Hanks ;  says  Wheeler's  eonimand  uuiubei's  25,000  men ;  has  not 
heard  of  any  raid  contemplated  by  him.  The  whole  army  is  said  to  be" 
75,000  men.  With  regard  to  its  morale  Captain  Jordan  says  it  is 
greatly  demoralized,  both  officers  and  men  feel  that  they  are  whipi>ed. 
The  officers  will  not  acknowledge  it,  but  the  men  feel  that  there  is  no 
longer  any  chance  of  success,  and,  although  they  will  tight  desperately 
if  attacked  in  their  works,  they  would  refuse  to  make  a  general  charge; 
says  he  is  confident  that  if  the  men  could  be  made  to  know  how  they 
would  be  treat4?d  after  coming  over  the  majority  of  HomFs  soldiers 
would  desert  him,  and  that  if  the  practice  of  the  picket-lines  agi*eeing 
to  a  truce  for  a  few  hours  at  a  time  was  encourag^  a  great  many  men 
would  desert  them  every  day.  Their  men  have  great  confidence  in  the 
honor  of  our  soldiers,  and  a  proposition  to  cease  firing  is  at .  once 
accepted.  It  was  during  one  of  these  armistices  along  the  picket-lines 
that  he  questioned  our  pickets  as  to  the  kind  of  treatment  he  would 
receive  in  case  he  deserted,  and  was  tohl  he  would  be  sent  North.  Their 
men  are  taught  to  believe  that  the  Government  would  force  them  uito 
the  army  as  soon  as  they  came  over;  says  he  has  been  looking  for  an 
opi)ortunity  to  desert  during  the  whole  campaign  and  improve*!  the 
first  opportunity  after  being  assured  that  he  would  be  sent  Noith  and 
allowed  to  stay  there.  Since  the  20th  of  July  only  about  one-quarter 
rations  have  been  issued.  There  are  no  supplies  of  any  kind  in  Atlanta. 
They  are  shipped  from  below  as  they  are  needed  by  the  troops,  two  or 
three  days'  supply  being  issuetl  at  a  time.  The  nition  consists  of  bacon 
and  corn  bread  and  occasionally  beef;  has  often  seen  his  men  eat  a 
day's  supply  at  a  meal  and  then  not  be  satisfied.  Officers  draw  rations 
with  their  men.  The  supply  of  ammunition  is  very  small;  men  are 
ordered  not  to  fire  when  ui)on  picket  duty  or  when  acting  as  sharp- 
shooters unless  sure  of  their  mark,  and  whenever  an  assault  is  ordered 
or  an  attack  expected  an  order  is  issued  cautioning  the  men  to  be  saving 
of  the  cartridges.  Our  artillery  is  often  not  replied  to  because  of  the 
scarcity  of  ammunition.  One-third  of  the  men  in  the  trenches  are  kept 
up  all  night,  and  at  3  o'clock  the  whole  force  is  ordered  under  arms 
until  daylight. 

Captain  Jordan  describes  the  breast- works  as  being  very  strong,  and 
protected  by  abatis  constructed  with  great  care  and  extending  along 
the  whole  line;  thinks  the  weakest  part  of  the  line  is  that  iM>rtion  held 
by  the  militia.  The  works  there  are  the  same,  and  were  constructed  by 
old  troops, but  the  militia  will  not  stand;  does  not  know  what  damage 
was  done  to  the  railroad  by  Stoneman,  but  learned  that  all  bridges  south 
of  Macon  for  a  distance  of  thirty  miles  were  burned,  together  with  some 
engines  and  cars  at  or  near  Griswold  Station ;  states  that  one  of  his 
inen  who  was  sick  at  Montgomery  came  over  the  Atlanta  and  West 
Point  Railroad,  and  that  about  three  miles  at  each  end  of  the  break  was 
repaired.  Pai'ties  were  employed  repairing  the  road  at  each  end  of  the 
break.  Has  not  heard  anything  in  regard  to  the  Augusta  railroad, 
whether  it  is  being  i-epaired  or  not.  States  that  supplies  are  scattered 
from  Atlanta  to  Macon,  no  great  quantity  at  any  one  x)oint.

Near  Atlanta^  Oa,y  Au^mt  li,  1864. 
Says  lie  is  a  citizen  of  Dalton,  Ga. ;  has  beeu  in  the  employ  of  the 
Confederate  Government  on  the  Western  and  Atlantic  Railroad  for 
three  years;  has  been  at  Griswold  Station  with  rolling-stock  of  the 
road.  Came  through  Atlanta  and  Decatur  day  before  yesterday. 
States  that  on  the  Central  roacj  General  Stoneman  burned  all  the 
bridges,  trestles,  depot  buildings  and  Government  store-houses  between 
Macon  and  Mclntire  Station,  a  distance  of  sixty  miles;  did  not  disturb 
the  track.  A  large  lot  of  quartermaster's  stores,  which  had  been  sent 
from  Griswold  to  Gordon  Station,  were  burned  at  that  station,  together 
with  4  trains,  4  engines,  and  about  50  cars,  which  were  standing  on  the 
side  track  ^t  Gordon  and  Griswold.  The  first  trestle  south  of  Macon 
has  been  rebuilt  and  others  are  being  framed  at  Milieu  Station,  ten 
miles  from  Macon.  Does  not  know  whether  the  Atlanta  and  West 
Point  Boad  is  being  repaired  or  not.  Says  he  was  in  Augusta  last  Sun- 
day, August  7.  A  bridge  is  being  framed  at  Augusta  to  replape  the  one 
destroyed  over  the  Alcova  River.  Saw  workmen  cleariug  off'  tlie  timber 
and  apparently  getting  ready  to  rebuild  the  bridge  destroyed  across 
the  Yellow  River.  Learned  from  railroad  men  and  workmen  at  Alcova 
Station  that  the  road  would  be  repaired  as  far  as  Covington.  Did  not 
see  or  hear  of  any  bridge  being  built  over  Yellow  River.  Says  they 
were  looking  for  another  raid.  Understood  that  about  2,000  of 
Wheeler's  command  started  from  Covington  last  week  on  a  raid  in  our 
rear;  was  told  this  by  citizens  near  Jonesborough.

The  officer  I  sent  to  the  right  reports  three  strong  batteries  along 
the  edge  of  the  woods  near  East  Point,  all  looking  down  the  valley 
toward  Hascall's  position.  The  one  most  to  our  right  is  where  you  saw 
the  enemy  working  day  before  yesterday.  The  others  are  visible  from 
a  point  on  the  Campbellton  road,  a  few  hundred  yards  west  of  wliere 
you  were.  The  batteries  are  connected  by  infantry  parapets,  which, 
however,  are  not  visible  south  or  west  of  the  left  battery.  Probably 
the  line  there  bends  southeast  through  the  woods.  A  large  force  is 
working  on  each  battery;  but  very  few  men  are  seen, else  where.  There 
has  been  no  indication  of  movement  of  troops  there  to-day.

Commanding  Military  Division  of  the  Mississippi  : 

General  :  In  accordance  with  the  desire  expressed  by  you  yesterday 
to  General  Thomas,  General  Howard,  and  myself,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following  plan  of  operations,  having  for  its  object  to  compel 
the  enemy  to  abandon  his  works  about  Atlanta  and  give  battle  on  equal 
terms  or  retreat  below  East  Point.  The  plan  which  suggests  itself  to 
me  is  but  a  modification  and  extension  of  the  one  followed  up  to  this 
time.  The  proposed  modification  to  consist  of  a  more  rapid,  continuous, 
and  systematic  transfer  of  corps  from  left  to  right,  and  a  temporary 
abandonment  of  our  base.  The  transfer  may  be  made  by  one  corps, 
or,  probably  better,  two  corps  at  a  time;  the  movement  to  be  repeated 
daily  until  the  object  shall  be  gained.  One  corps  should  at  all  times 
be  kept  in  reserve  upon  the  right  to  meet  an  attack,  this  corps  going 
into  position  the  moment  the  next  one  arrives  to  take  its  place  as  re- 
serve. Or,  if  the  movement  be  made  two  corps  at  a  time,  the  reserve 
corps  of  the  preceding  day  and  one  of  the  newly  arrived  corps  can  go 
into  position  each  day.  It  is  my  opinion  that  this  movement  can  be 
made  so  rapidly  as  to  reach  and  control  the  Macon  railroad  in  from 
three  to  five  days,  after  which  the  road  can  be  so  thoroughly  destroyed 
as  to  be  no  longer  available  to  the  enemy.  The  same  would,  of  course, 
be  true  of  the  West  Point  road.  If,  contrary  to  my  belief,  the  enemy 
should  prolong  his  lines  so  rapidly  as  to  prevent  our  reaching  the  Macon 
road  by  simple  extension  of  our  line,  he  will  at  least  be  drawn  far  away 
from  Atlanta,  and  his  lines  so  rapidly  constructed  will  often  run  through 
open  fields  where  abatis  cannot  be  constructed  in  so  short  a  time.  There 
unll  then  be  two  alternatives  left  us:  one  to  break  the  imperfect  lines 
near  the  enemy's  left  flank,  and  the  other  to  draw  one  or  two  corps  from 
our  left,  as  if  to  continue  the  movement  to  the  right  and  send  them 
rapidly  by  a  short  circuit  to  the  left  and  seize  Atlanta,  or  some  more 
convenient  point  of  the  enemy's  abandoned  lines.  The  enemy  must 
keep  all  of  his  small  veteran  force  concentrated  upon  his  left  to  prevent 
our  success  in  the  first  movement,  in  which  case  the  latter  will  be 
entirely  practicable.  My  conviction  of  the  feasibility  of  this  plan  is  the 
result  of  continued  observation  and  exi)erience  during  almost  the  entire 
campaign.  There  has,  I  believe,  been  no  time  when  if  our  movements 
from  one  flank  to  the  other  had  been  followed  up  as  rapidly  as  the  troops 
could  have  been  transferred  and  got  into  position  success  would  not  have 
been  speedy  and  certain. 

To  carry  out  this  plan  the  troops  along  the  road  below  Etowah  should 
be  concentrated  at  Marietta  or  other  point  to  guard  such  stores  as  are 
not  carried  with  the  troops,  and  other  points  of  the  railroad  abandoned. 
Ike  mi^vemeut  can  be  commeuced  with  supplies  enough  for  twenty 
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days.  If  the  enemy  detach  force  enough  to  capture  Marietta  we  can- 
not fail  to  turn  his  flank  and  destroy  his  army  and  still  have  on  hand 
ten  days'  supplies.  The  crossing  at  Sandtown  can  be  controlled  with 
the  left  of  the  army  resting  on  lower  Utoy  (our  present  right)^  and  I 
think  the  plan  cannot  require  any  farther  movement  to  the  right.  The 
enemy  will  hardly  venture  to  send  infantry  across  the  Chattahoochee 
while  we  have  possession  of  Sandtown.  Our  trains  between  Utoy  and 
Camp  Creek  will  be  quite  secure,  and  need  be  no  incumbrance  in  this 
movement.  In  a  rapid  prolongation  of  our  lines  we  have  great  advan- 
tage over  the  enemy  in  this :  All  our  troops  are  veterans,  while,  proba- 
bly, more  than  half  of  his  are  militia.  He  must  concentrate  his  vet- 
erans to  meet  each  movement,  and  then  after  he  has  intrenched  his 
extended  line  his  veterans  must  be  relieved  by  militia  and  prepared  to 
meet  the  next  movement.  On  this  account  it  would  probably  be  best 
to  move  two  corps  at  a  time,  as  it  would  require  all  of  the  enemy's  avail- 
ablen^eterans  to  meet  this  force.  It  is  hardly  possible  that  the  enemy 
can  endure  three  such  battles,  as  he  can  thus  be  compelled  to  fight 
in  as  many  consecutive  days. 

In  case  this  plan  should  be  adopted,  even  in  its  main  features,  I 
would  suggest  that  in  the  first  movement  General  Thomas  put  his  two 
corps  in  on  the  right  of  the  Fourteenth,  leaving  mine  in  reserve,  as  it 
virtually  is  now,  and  let  me  make  the  next  move  on  his  right,  or  even 
on  the  right  of  General  Howard,  if  that  be  preferred.  This  will  bring 
General  Thomas'  three  corps  together  and  allow  mine  to  take  a  more 
hazaixlous  part  (if  not  more  imi)ortant  one)  in  a  movement  which  I 
recommend. 

I  would  also  suggest  as  a  matter  of  detail  what  I  consider  an  improve- 
ment upon  the  prevalent  mode  of  making  such  movements,  viz,  that  in- 
stead of  gradually  unfolding  from  the  flank  of  the  corps  already  in  position, 
the  corps  moving  in  detach  itself  a  mile  or  so  from  the  flank  and  march 
in  strong  order  of  battle  directly  upon  the  point  to  be  gained.  In  the 
comparatively  open  country  to  our  present  right  this  method  will  be 
entirely  practicable  and  much  more  rapid  and  decisive  than  the  preva- 
lent method.  I  feel  confident  that  this  plan  ought  to  succeed,  and  it« 
hazards  appear  less  to  me  than  any  other  that  promises  success*  Yet 
I  suggest  it  with  diffidence,  and  do  not  feel  at  all  sure  that  it  is  as  good 
a  plan  as  that  suggested  by  you  yesterday,  though  the  latter  seems 
very  difficult  of  execution.  I  am  careftdly  considering  the  details  of 
movement  involved  in  your  plan,  and  will  give  you  my  views  as  soon 
as  possible.  Meanwhile  I  am  preparing  the  position  I  now  occupy  as 
a  pivot  on  which  the  first  portion  of  that  movement  can  be  made.

Colonel:  General  Sherman  is  informed  that  a  large  body  of  the 
enemy's  cavalry  is  now  north  of  the  Chattahoochee,  making  a  raid 
upon  our  rear,  and  he  desires  to  take  advantage  of  their  absence  to 
operate  on  the  enemy's  flanks.  General  Kilpatrick  will  cross  the  river 
at  Sandtown  to-morrow,  and  operate  on  the  enemy's  left,  while  Gen- 
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eral  Garrard  will  operate  upon  tbe  enemy's  right.  You  will  please 
move  close  to  Sandtown  early  to-morrow  with  your  command,  aid 
General  Kilpatrick  in  crossing  the  river,  and  report  to  him  for  duty 
during  the  expedition.  Until  General  Kilpatrick  gets  across  the  river, 
try  to  scout  all  the  roads  from  the  river  .to  the  right  of  our  infantry. 
General  Kilpatrick  will  have  instructions  from  General  Sherman  for 
further  operations.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  my  report  for  to- 
day: Lieutenant  Fish,  one  of  my  officers,  went  to  observation  station 
early  in  the  morning  and  reports  as  follows:  I  found  everything  as 
before,  with  one  exception,  viz,  a  casemated  fort  for  two  guns  is  being 
erected  at  the  right  (enemy's  right)  and  in  rear  of  six-gun  fort.  Three 
trains  of  cars  arrived  at  Atlanta  during  the  day:  No.  1 ,  of  four  platform 
and  two  box-cars,  used  as  a  construction  train;  No.  2,  of  four  pas- 
senger and  five  freight  cars;  No.  3,  of  fifteen  freight  cars,  doors  closed; 
could  not  see  with  what  loaded,  or  whether  loaded  or  not.  Train  ran 
slow;  engine  appeared  to  be  working  hard.

That  a  captured  prisoner  reports  the  force  to  consist  of  6,000  men  under  General 
Wheeler,  with  ten  pieces  of  artillery,  and  that  the  party  capturing  the  cattle  were 
2,000  strong,  with  two  pieces  artillery,  and  that  their  main  force  is  pushing  still 
farther  north. 

I  cannot  get  any  reliable  information,  but  do  not  think  there  is  mrfre 
than  1,000  or  1,500.  I  understand  further  that  the  telegraph  operators 
at  Resaca  and  Calhoun  heard  a  message  from  a  colonel  at  Dalton  to 
General  Steedman,  st>ating  that  the  rebels  had  demanded  the  surrender 
of  that  place.

£arly  this  morning  Genera]  Steedman  arrived  there  with  one  New  York  and  one  Ohio 
regiment  and  six  companies  of  negro  troops,  and  immediately  attacked  the  enemy, 
and  after  four  hours'  fighting  drove  them  toward  Spring  Place.  The  enemy's  loss 
heavy.  We  are  collecting  the  dead  and  wounded.  Colonel  Laiboldt  expects  another 
attack.  The  enemy  supposed  to  be  6,000  strong,  with  two  batteries.  I  had  two 
Qumpanies  at  the  water-tank,  one  mile  and  three-quarters  south  of  Dalton.  They 
were  attacked  at  daylight  this  morning,  and  after  four  hours'  fighting  surrendered. 
The  railroad  is  destroyed  from  the  tank  north  to  Dalton.  The  enemy  still  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Til  ton.  General  Smith,  with  2,000  men,  is  due  herc^  at  11  o'clock. 
The  cavalry  at  Calhoun,  I  think,  should  be  ordeied  to  this  place  to-night.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  plan  for  the 
withdrawal  of  my  troops  from  the  left,  and  concentrating  them  on  the 
right,  and  at  the  same  time  place  the  Twentieth  Corps  in  the  fortifica- 
tions at  the  railroad  bridge. 

First.  Have  all  the  wagons  that  are  to  be  taken  with  the  troops  moved 
over  to  the  right,  and  parked  in  some  secure  position.  Then,  early  in 
the  evening,  iU)out  8  o'clock,  move  General  Stanley's  entire  force  from 
the  intrenchments,  and  mass  them  on  advantageous  groupd  somewhere 
about  the  Meyer  house.  This  will  enable  General  Stanley  to  cover  the 
retirement  of  the  Twentieth  Corps,  which  should  be  able  to  commence 
its  movement  by  12  o'clock  at  night.  About  2  a.  m.  both  General  Stan- 
ley's and  General  Williams'  pickets  might  be  withdrawn.  General  Stan- 
ley's pickets  taking  post  in  front  of  his  line,  near  the  Mejrer  house,  and 
General  Williams'  pickets  covering  his  march  to  the  river.  General 
Garrard's  cavalry  should  preserve  its  i)osition  on  the  extreme  left,  and 
look  out  for  the  flank  during  the  movement  of  the  two  corps,  commencing 
to  fall  back  when  General  Stanley's  pickets  move,  and  so  conduct  his 
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movement  as  to  place  bis  troops  between  General  Williams'  skirmishers 
and  the  enemy  if  General  Williams  is  pursued.  General  Garrard 
should  maintain  his  position  until  General  Williams  has  reached  uis, 
position  at  the  bridge  and  adjusted  his  troops. 

Seeond.  General  Williams  having  adjusted  his  troops  to  cover  the 
railroad  bridge,  General  Garrard  should  move  by  the  right  and  place 
himself  on  the  right  and  rear  of  General  Howard  to  protect  his  flank. 
After  General  Williams  has  passed  toward  the  river  General  Stanley 
could  continue  his  march  and  go  into  camp  behind  and  near  the  extreme 
right.  If  possible  General  Stanley  should  reach  the  position  on  the 
extreme  right  the  first  day,  as  it  would  enable  his  troops  to  have  the 
whole  of  the  second  day  to  rest. 

Third.  In  continuance  of  the  movements  for  the  concentration  of  the 
army,  the  second  day  General  Howard  could  move  from  his  position  on 
the  left  of  the  Fourteenth  Corps,  and  place  his  troops  on  the  extreme 
right  as  you  design,  and  the  Fourteenth  Corps  shift  its  position  from 
the  left  to  the  right  of  General  Schofield's  corps,  and  in  front  of  the 
Fourth  Corps  or  on  its  right  flank.  This  will  place  the  troops  in  posi- 
tion in  the  order  in  which  you  designed  moving  them,  with  General 
Garrard's  cavalry  on  the  left  flank.

General  :  General  Garrai^d  was  with  me  until  12  or  1  a.  m.,  after 
receipt  of  the  orders  from  General  Sherman.  He  got  provisions  yester- 
day, but  will  not  have  forage  until  12  m.  to-day.  He  says  he  knows 
the  strength  of  the  enemy's  cavalry  on  our  left — a  brigade  or  division 
behind  breast-works,  and  with  their  horses  in  rear.  That  he  sends 
scouts,  a  company  or  more,  to  Decatur,  and  even  below  it.  The  pickets 
of  the  enemy  and  reserves  fall  back  to  main  line.  That  Colonel  Long, 
with  brigade  and  two  pieces  of  artillery,  went  beyond  Decatur,  and 
could  not  draw  rebel  cavalry  from  support  of  their  infantry.  He  thinks 
that  one  brigade  will  obtain  as  much  information  as  a  division.  That 
if  the  object  is  to  attack  the  remaining  cavalry  he  should  go  toward 
Covington,  where  it  is  said  they  have  their  broken-down  horses.  If  the 
object  is  to  break  the  Macon  road,  with  his  knowledge  of  the  country 
and  roads,  he  would  avoid  the  flank  of  the  enemy  near  Atlanta  and 
stril^e  the  road  quickly.  He  represents  the  country  as  affording  noth- 
ing for  man  or  horse.  Would  not  our  trains  be  in  danger  if  Garrard's 
entire  division  should  go,  with  brigade  or  division  of  rebel  cavalry  in 
front  of  our  left?  I  told  General  G[arrard]  I  would  represent  the  case 
to  General  Thomas  at  an  early  hour  and  let  him  know.

Saturday  night  last  I  threw  the  Second  and  Tenth  Corps,  with  a 
division  of  cavalry,  to  the  north  of  the  James  Kiver,  for  the  purpose  of 
employing  the  enemy  and  keeping  him  from  sending  oft*  any  of  his 
forces,  and  to  make  him  recall  some  from  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  if  I 
could.  We  have  kept  him  constantly  occui)ied  since,  and  prisoners  re- 
l>ort  with  very  heavy  loss.  Two  general  officers  have  been  killed  and 
their  bodies  left  in  our  hands.  I  shall  keep  the  enemy  so  employed 
that  he  will  not  send  troops  to  Atlanta.

General  :  It  occurs  to  me  that  pieliuiinary  to  a  future  report  of  the 
history  of  this  campaign,  L  slionkl  r<M*ord  certain  facts  of  great  personal 
interest  to  officers  of  this  commaiM. 

General  MiPhei^son  was  killed  by  the  nmsketiy  lire  at  tlie  beginning 
of  the  battle  of  .lulv  22.  He  had  in  person  selected  the  ground  for  his 
trooj)8,  constittiting  the  left  wing  of  the  army,  I  being  in  person  with 
the  center,  General  Schotield.  The  moment  the  intbnnation  reaehed 
me  1  sent  one  of  my  staff"  to  announce  the  fact  to  General  John  A.  Lo- 
gan, the  senior  officer  present  with  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  with 
general  instructions  to  maintain  the  gnmnd  chosen  by  General  Mc- 
Pherson  if  possible,  but  if  pressed  too  hard  to  refuse  his  left  flank,  but 
at  all  events  to  hold  the  railroad  and  main  Decatur  road;  that  1  did 
not  propose  to  move  or  gain  ground  by  that  flank,  but  rather  by  the 
right,  and  that  I  wanted  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  to  fight  it  out  •un- 
aided. General  Logan  twlmirably  (conceived  my  orders  and  executed 
them,  and  if  he  gave  ground  on  the  left  of  the  Seventeenth  Cordis,  it 
was  proiHjrly  done  by  my  orders,  but  he  held  a  certain  hill  by  the  right 
division  of  the  Seventeenth  Coi'ps,  the  only  ground  on  that  line  the 
possession  of  which  by  an  enemy  would  have  damaged  us  by  giving  a 
reverse  fire  on  the  remainder  of  tlie  troojjs.  General  Logan  fought  that 
battle  out  as  required  unaided,  save  by  a  small  brigade  sent  by  my  or- 
ders ft*om  General  Schofield  to  the  Decatur  road  well  to  the  rear,  where 
it  was  rei)orted  the  enemy's  cavalry  had  got  into  the  fowii  of  Decatur 
and  was  operating  directly  on  the  rear  of  Logan,  but  that  brigade  was 
not  disturbed,  and  was  replaced  that  night  by  a  part  of  the  Fifteenth 
Corps,  next  to  General  Schofield,  and  General  Schofield's  brigade 
brought  baek,  so  as  to  be  kept  together  on  its  own  line. 

General  Logan  managed  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  well  during  his 
command,  and  it  may  be  that  an  unfair  inference  might  be  drawn  to  his 
prejudice,  because  he  did  not  succeed  to  the  permanent  command.  1 
was  forced  to  choose  a  (commander,  not  only  for  the  anny  in  the  field, 
but  of  the  Department  of  the  Tennessee,  covering  a  vast  extent  of 
country  with  troops  much  dispersed.  It  was  a  delicate  and  difficult  ta«k, 
and  I  gave  preference  to  Maj.  Gen.  O.  O.  Howard,  then  in  command 
of  the  Fourth  Army  Corps  in  the  Department  of  the  Cumberland.  In- 
stead of  giving  my  rejisons  I  prefer  that  the  wisdom  of  the  choice  be 
left  to  the  test  of  time.  The  President  kindly  ratified  my  choice,  and  I 
am  willing  to  assume  the  responsibility.  I  meant  no  disre^spect  to  any 
officer,  and  hereby  deelare  that  C^eneral  Logan  submitted  with  the  grace 
and  dignity  of  a  soldier,  gentleman,  and  patriot,  resumed  the  command 
of  his  <tori)S  ])roi)er  (Fifteenth),  ami  enjoys  the' love  and  respect  of  his 
army  and  his  commanders. 

It  so  happened  that  on  the  28th  of  July  I  had  again  thrown  the  same 
army  to  the  extreme  right,  the  exposed  flank,  where  the  enemy  repeated 
the  same  maneuver,  striking  in  mass  the  extreme  corps  deployed  in  line 
and  refused  as  a  flank  (the  Fifteenth,  Major-General  Logan),  and  he 
commanded  in  person,  (ieneral  Howard  and  myself  being  near,  and  that 
corps,  as  heretofore  reported,  repulsed  the  rebel  army  completely,  and 
next  day  advan(*eil  and  occupied  the  ground  fought  over  and  the  road 
the  enemy  sought  to  cover.  General  Howard,  who  had  that  very  day 
assumed  his  new  command,  une<[uivocally  gave  General  Logan  all  the 
credit  possible,  and  I  also  bi»g  to  add  my  unqualified  admiration  of  the 
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bravely,  skill,  ami,  uioie  yet,  ^oikI  sense  tbat  intiiieiieed  him  to  bear  a 
imtnral  disappoiiitment  and  do  hi«  whole  duty  like  a  man.  If  I  conhl 
bestow  on  him  substantial  ii?ward  it  would  afford  nu*  unalloyed 
satisfaetion,  but  I  do  believe,  in  the  eonseiousness  of  a<*ts  done  from 
noble  impulses  and  ^raeeftdly  a<lmitted  by  hisnuperiors  in  authority,  he 
will  be  contented.  He  already  holds  the  highest  known  eonmiission  in 
the  army,  and  it  is  luud  to  say  how  we  ean  better  manifest  our  applause. 
At  the  time  of  General  Howard's  selection,  Mj^jor-General  Hooker 
commanded  the  Twentieth  Army  Cor])s  in  the  Army  of  the  Cumber- 
land, made  up  for  his  si>ecial  accommodation  out  of  the  old  Eleventh  and 
T^'elfth  Corps,  whereby  (ieneral  SlcHum  was  deprive<I  of  his  corps  com- 
mand. Both  the  la\v  and  prm'tice  are  and  have  been  to  fill  vacancies 
in  the  higher  army  commands  by  selection.  Rank  or  date^  of  commis- 
sion have  not  controlUHl,  nor  ami  aware  that  any  reflection  can  be  in- 
ferred uidess  the  junior  be  placed  immediately  over  the  senior,  but  in 
this  case  Genei'al  Hookei-'s  command  was  in  no  manner  disturbed. 
General  Howard  w  as  not  i)ut  over  him,  but  in  charge  of  a  distinct  aiid 
separate  army.  No  indignity  was  offered  nor  intended,  and  I  must 
saj  that  General  Hooker  was  not  Justified  in  retiring.  At  all  events  had 
he  spoken  or  written  to  me  I  would  haVe  made  every  explanation  and 
concession  he  could  have  expected,  but  could  not  have  changed  my 
course,  because  then,  as  now,  I  believe  I  did  right  and  for  the  good  of  our 
country  and  cause.  As  a  matter  of  justice  General  Slocum,  having  been 
displaced  by  the  consolidation,  was  deemed  by  General  Thomas  as  en- 
titled to  the  vacancy  create  by  General  Hooker's  voluntary  withdrawal 
and  has  received  it.

It  is  manifest  that  all  the  efficient  cavalry 
of  the  enemy  is  to  our  rear.  They  will  tear  up  all  the  road  beyond 
Cartersville;  but  I  think  Wheeler  has  been  driven  off  toward  East 
Tennessee,  and  trust  that  General  John  E.  Smith  wall  return  to  Car- 
tersville^ he  has  cars  enough.  There  are  three  regiments  and  eight 
guns  at  Allatoona  and  Etowah  bridge,  and  I  have  ordered  General 
McArthur  to  send  any  re-euforcements  he  can  spare,  and  call  on  us  to 
replace  them  at  Marietta.  1  do  think  our  cavalry  should  now  break 
the  Macon  road  good.  If  we  can  save  our  rations  at  Marietta  and  Al- 
latoona, and  break  the  Macon  road  for  many  miles,  w.e  can  wait  as  long 
as  Hood.  What  say  you  to  letting  General  Kilpatrick  have  two  of 
General  Garrard's  brigades,  and  then  to  strike  across  to  the  Macon 
road  and  tear  it  up  good?  He  has  scouted  the  country  now  and  knows 
it,  and  can  act  with  confidence  and  due  caution.  (Tcneral  Schofi^ld  is 
well  on  that  flank  and  makes  a  good  cover.  I  like  the  plan  better  than 
to  send  General  Garrard  up  to  Cartersville,  for  the  enemy  will  simply 
run  off,  but  General  Kilpatrick,  with  two  good  brigades,  can  reach 
across  to  the  Macon  road  about  Eough  and  Ready,  and  tear  up  about 
six  or  eight  miles  by  to-morrow  night  or  next  day.

Drove  Ross'  brigade,  of 
Jackson's  division,  out  of  his  camp,  situated  on  Camp  Creek,  about  three 
miles  from  the  railroad,  and  went  into  camp  late  last  evening  near  that 
iwint.  I  marched  at  an  early  hour  this  morning,  crossing  Camp  Creek, 
and  moved  to  attack  Jackson's  division,  sai<l  to  be  situated  on  (Himp 
Creek,  road,  near  East  Point,  but  1  was  unable  t4)  And  any  force  of  the 
enemy.  I  s<'oute<l  the  entire  country  between  Camp  Creek  and  the  rail- 
road to  within  one  mile  and  a  half  of  East  Point.  I  was  informed  that  the 
enemy  had  here  a  considerable  force  of  infantry,  and  a  part  of  Jat'kson's 
division  of  cavalry,  dismounted  and  in  the  trenches.  The  enemy  seemed 
to  make  but  little  or  no  eifort  to  prevent  me  from  rea<*hing  the  railroad 
at  any  point  below  East  Point  Station.  I  infer  from  this  that  the  road 
is  to  be  abandoned.  Tlie  enemy's  cavalry  has  certainly  all  been  with- 
drawn from  this  iM)rtion  of  his  line  save  two  brigades,  of  Jackson's 
division,  which  force  is  not  at  all  formidabh*.  Y<m  will  see  by  the  ac- 
companying sketch*  that  if  I  am  able  to  maintain  tlie  line  of  pickets 
indicated,  the  enemy's  lines  will  be  very  much  contracted  and  both  rail- 
roads exjwsed  to  raids  from  this  i>oint.

Twentieth  Corps  to  take  its  position  on  the  Chattahoochee 
and  the  Fourth  Corps  in  rear  of  the  Fourteenth,  the  trains  which  are 
to  move  with  the  army  being  previously  parked  along  the  Utoy,  and 
those  to  be  left  in  rear  sentt^  the  bridge-head. 

Second  day.  General  Howard  to  move  via  Utoy  Post-Office  to  the 
south  bank  of  Utoy  Creek.  General  Thomas  to  pass  around  General 
Schofield,  beyond  the  Campbellton  road.  General  Howard's  trains  to 
move  to  where  the  road  from  Utoy  Post-OflRce  to  Canipbellton  crosses 
a  branch  of  Utoy  Creek,  those  of  Generals  Thomas  and  Schofleld, 
near  the  Campbellton  road,  in  rear  of  General  Thomas. 

Third  day.  General  Howard  to  move  via  Elton  to  Fairbum,  Gen- 
eral Thomas  via  Mount  Gilead  Church  to  Red  Oak,  (General  Schofield 
to  follow  General  Thomas.  Trains  to  follow  General  Howard  on  the 
road  his  troops  take  and  ones  intermediate  between  Generals  Thomas 
and  Howard.  Generals  Thomas  and  Schofield  to  march  by  the  right 
fiank  in  strong  order  of  battle  (three  parallel  columns),  using  the  wagon 
road  for  artillery  and  ammunition  wagons  alone,  and  cutting  roads 
where  necessary  for  the  infantry  to  the  left  of  the  wagon  road.  I  deem 
this  order  of  march  necessary  for  the  reason  that  the  enemy  will 
most  probably  attack  our  left,  during  the  third  day's  march.  Gen- 
eral Kilpatrick  to  cover  the  interval  between  the  heads  of  column  and 
General  Howard's  right.  General  Garrard  t^  cover  the  rear  l^m  Gen- 
eral Schofield's  left  to  the  Chattahoochee.  Upon  reaching  the  West 
Point  road  General  Schofield  to  take  position  facing  East  Point,  Gen- 
erals Thomas,  Howard,  and  Kilpatrick  to  deploy  along  the  road  and 
destroy  it.

that  General  Cox  crossed  in  his  reconnaissance  a  few  days  ago)  to  a 
cross-road  that  leads  to  Mount  Gileail  Church,  near  which  the  rebel 
cavalry  is  encamped,  with  the  intention  of  moving  on  them.

There  was  no  enemy  found  at  the  camp  where  they  were  found  last 
night.  To-day  my  division  was  posted  across  the  road  leading  to  At- 
lanta, my  outposts  occupying  the  same  ground  they  did  the  day  I  was 
protex»ting  the  right  flank  of  General  Cox's  division.  I  will  not  be  able 
to  picket  on  the  line  of  the  road  until  I  have  ascertained  by  reconnais- 
sance of  the  country  and  roads  this  side  of  that  road  where  I  can  post 
reserves  so  as  to  make  the  pickets  safe.  My  pickets  at  the  cross-roads 
were  attacked  as  soon  as  I  left  this  evening  and  driven  back.  I  have 
sent  seventy-five  men  out  to  a  point  near  there  with  orders  to  advance 
to  the  cross-roads  at  daylight.  There  is  another  cross-roads  half  a  mile 
east  that  will  have  to  be  picketed  simultaneously  in  order  to  give  secur- 
ity to  either  post.  Rebel  infantry  were  out  at  the  cross-roads  last 
evening.  I  have  withdrawn  my  pickets  from  the  line  of  Utoy  Creek 
in  the  reai*  of  General  Kilpatrick's  line.

General  Wheeler  said  he  intended  striking  Dalton,  Kingston, 
Resaca,  Tilton,  and  Tunnel  Hill,  then  move  into  Tennessee.  They  re- 
ported 30,000  General  Lee\s  infantry  following  the  force  of  General 
Wheeler.

If  Martin's 
division  be  at  Spring  Place  and  Wheeler  above  Dalton,  Martin  should 
be  attacked  by  infantry,  and  the  road  occupied  and  obstructed  by  all 
possible  ways,  so  that  he  cannot  move  artillery  or  wagons.  As  soon  as 
you  communicate  with  General  Steedman,  and  he  is  satisfied  he  can 
handle  Wheeler,  return  to  your  i>ost  with  tlie  command.  The  stores  in 
Allatoona  are  so  valuable  that  I  don't  want  to  risk  them  too  much. 
Wheeler's  move  north  was  forced  upon  him,  and  if  he  could  be  hemmed 
in  he  won't  fight  hard.

The  movemeut  of  the  army  against  the  Macon  railroad  wiU  begin 
Thursday  night,  August  18,  and  Avill  be  continued  on  the  following 
general  plan: 

I.  All  army  commanders  will  send  across  the  Chattahoochee  River 
and  within  the  old  rebel  works  at  the  bridge  and  down  as  far  as 
Turner's  Ferry  all  surplus  wagons,  horses,  men,  and  materials  not 
absolutely  uecessarjr  to  the  success  of  the  expedition,  and  wiU  collect 
in  their  wagons  with  best  teams  bread,  meat,  sugar,  coflFee,  &c.,  for 
fifteen  days  after  the  19th  instant,  and  ammunition,  and  park  them  near 
Utoy  Creek. 

First  move:  General  Kilpatrick's  cavalry  will  move  to  Camp  Creek; 
General  Schofield  will  cover  the  Campbellton  road,  and  General  Thomaa 
will  move  one  corjjs  (General  Williams')  to  the  Chattahoochee  bridge, 
with  orders  to  hold  it,  Pace's  Ferry  bridge,  and  a  pontoon  bridge  (Captain 
Kossak's),  at  Turner's  Ferry,  ready  to  be  laid  down  if  necessary.  Hie 
other  corps,  General  Stanley's,  will  move  south  of  Proctor's  Creek,  to  near 
the  Utoy,  behind  the  right  center  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  prepared 
to  cover  the  Bell's  Ferry  road.  General  Garrard's  cavalry  will  fall  be- 
hind Peach  Tree  Creek,  and  act  against  the  enemy  should  he  sally  against 
General  Williams'  or  General  Stanley's  corps  during  the  movement. 

Second  move:  The  Army  of  the  Tennessee  will  withdraw,  cross  XJtoy 
Creek,  and  move  by  the  most  direct  road  toward  Fairbum,  going  as  far 
a«  Camp  Creek.  General  Thomas  will  mass  his  two  corps.  Generals 
Stanley's  and  Johnson's,  below  Utoy  Creek,  and  General  Garrard's  cav- 
alry will  join  General  Tliomas  by  the  most  direct  road  or  by  way  of 
Saudtown  bridge,  and  act  with  him  during  the  rest  of  the  move.  Gen- 
eral Schofield  will  advance  abreast  of  and  in  communication  with  the 
Army  of  the  Tennessee  a«  far  as  Camp  Creek. 

•  Thirdmove:  The  Armies  of  the  Ohio  and  Tennessee  will  move  direct 
for  the  West  Point  road,  aiming  to  strike  it  between  Red  Oak  and  Fair- 
bum.  General  Thomas  will  foUow  well  closed  up  in  two  columns,  the 
trains  between.  General  Kilpatrick  will  act  as  the  advance,  and  Gen- 
eral Garrard  will  cover  the  rear,  under  direction  of  General  Thomas. 
The  bridges  at  Sand  town  will  be  kept  and  protected  by  a  detachment  of 
cavalry  detailed  by  General  Elliott,  with  a  section  of  guns  or  four-gun 
battery. 

II.  During  the  movement,  and  until  the  army  returns  to  the  river, 
the  utmost  care  will  be  taken  to  expose  as  little  as  possible  the  trains  oi 
cars  and  wagons.  The  depots  at  the  bridge,  at  Allatoona,  and  Ma- 
rietta will  be  held  against  any  attack,  and  communication  kept  up  with 
the  army  as  far  as  possible  by  way  of  Sandtown.  On  reaching  any  rail- 
road, the  troops  will  at  once  be  disposed  for  defense,  and  at  least  one- 
thiru  put  to  work  to  tear  up  track  and  destroy  iron,  ties,  and  aU  rail- 
road materials.

Your  dispatch  of  yesterday  is  received.*  We  must  have  the  Ala- 
bama River,  and,  if  I  remember  the  bay,  the  best  river  channel  is  on 
the  Tensas  side;  but,  of  course,  I  must  trust  to  Admiral  Farragut 
and  General  Canby.  I  have  a  tight  grip  on  Atlanta,  and  was  on  the 
l)oint  of  swinging  round  to  the  southeast  when  Wheeler  went  to  my 
rear  with  6,000  cavalry;  he  has  passed  into  East  Tennessee,  having 
damaged  us  but  little.  I  will  avail  myself  of  his  absence  to  re^procate 
the  comphment,  and  to-morrow  night  the  Macon  road  must  be  broken 
good.  General  Kilpatrick  will  undertake  it.  Wheeler  cannot  disturb 
Knoxville  or  Loudon.

General  Thomas  ; 

1  have  a  message  from  General  Kilpatrick,  inclosing  a  copy  of  his  re- 
port to  General  Elliott.*  He  thinks  it  not  only  possible  but  compara- 
tively easy  to  break  the  railroad  to  Macon  effectually.  I  do  not  want 
to  move  this  vast  army  and  its  paraphernalia  round  Atlanta  unless 
forced  to  do  so,  and  it  does  seem  the  enemy  has  offered  us  the  very  oppor- 
tunity we  seek.  We  know  positively  that  Wheeler  is  above  i3alton, 
and  that  he  must  have  taken  the  very  flower  of  his  cavalry.  He  has, 
and  may  do  us  harm,  but  that  we  cannot  help.  I  do  not  think  he  can 
carry  any  i)oint  of  our  road  that  he  can  maintain,  and  his  own  necessi- 
ties will  force  him  back  soon  with  jaded  and  worn-out  horses.  Now, 
ours  can  be  quickly  moved  to  Sandtown  at  a  walk,  and  according  to 
General  Kilpatrick  can  reach  Eed  Oak  or  any  point  below  the  enemy's 
infantry,  and  by  a  single  dash  can  beat  the  remaining  cavalry  of  the 
enemy  and  break  up  many  miles  of  that  railroad.  General  Garrard 
with  one  brigade  could  amuse  those  on  the  east,  and  General  Kilpatrick 
with  his  own  and  the  two  brigades  of  General  Garrard,  under  Colonel 
Long,  could  make  in  a  single  move  a  break  that  would  disturb  Hood 
seriously.  The  risk  will  be  comparatively  small,  as  General  Schofield 
can  act  in  support  with  his  whole  command.  I  am  perfectly  alive  to 
the  fact  that  the  loss  of  our  cavalry  would  be  most  serious,  but  I  do 
think  such  an  opportunity  if  neglected  will  never  again  appear.  In 
this  combination  I  would  merely  suspend  the  final  execution  of  the 
movement  of  the  whole  army  till  the  result  of  this  move  is  reached.  I 
think  we  could  give  General  Kilpatrick  such  orders  that  he  would  not 
be  rH.sh,  and  General  Schofield  could  move  to  his  right  a  couple  of 
mile^,  aiid  make  it  certain  that  Hood  would  not  attempt  to  use  infantry 
to  interpose  to  the  return  of  our  cavalry.  Don't  make  any  orders  till 
you  and  I  have  perfectly  agreed  on  this  plan.  In  the  mean  time  any- 
thing done  toward  the  movement  of  the  whole  army  will  not  be  lost, 
as  it  simply  amounts  to  sending  to  the  bridge  all  the  loose  ends.  I  have

General  Kilpatrick  is  here  and  gives  me  a  description  of  liis  position 
at  Sandtown  that  convinces  me  he  c^n,  in  connection  with  Schofield, 
so  effectually  destroy  the  Macon  railroad  that  it  cannot  be  used  iu  two 
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weeks,  and  that  too  without  riskiilg  his  cavahy.  Yon  will,  therefore, 
order  General  Garrard  to  send  to  Sandtown,  via  Pace's  Ferry  and  the 
west  bank,  the  two  brigades  of  cavalry,  heretofore  notified,  with  a  bat- 
tery of  artillery,  to  Bfiove  to-night  and  report  on  arrival  to  General  Kil- 
patrick  at  Sandtown.  The  horses  should  be  well  fed,  and  could  take 
some  wagons  of  shelled  com  as  far  as  Sandtown,  when  the  wagons  may 
return.  Men  provided  with  full  ammunition  and  five  days'  bread,  sugar, 
coftee,  and  plenty  of  salt.  General  Kilpatrick  will  keep  his  command 
concealed  all  day  to-morrow  and  move  to-morrow  night,  cross  the  West 
Point  road  above  Fairburn,  reach  the  Macon  road  near  Jonesborough, 
face  toward  East  Point,  and  break  road  to  the  south.  The  dispatch 
from  Cartersville  I  sent  you  an  hour  since  is  conclusive  that  Wheeler 
is  away,  and  but  little  cavalry  is  left  here.  Kilpatrick  will  want  a  diver- 
sion day  after  to-morrow,  and  I  will  see  that  Schofield  makes  a  consid- 
erable one,  and  I  wish  you  to  have  Garrard's  remaining  brigade  and 
Stanley's  division  give  lull  occupation  to  that  flank ;  I  will  risk  the 
other.  Instruct  GaiTard  to  be  sure  to  send  the  pioneers  along  with  the 
cavalry,  provided  with  the  tools  to  break  up  railroad.  Kilpatrick  rep- 
resents forage  abundant  down  there.  Kilpatrick  ranks  Garrard,  and 
the  latter  may  go  along  if  you  prefer.

Genebal  :  I  beg  you  will  convey  the  following  orders  to  govern  Gen- 
eral Kilpatrick  in  his  movement  on  the  Macon  road.  It  is  not  a  raid, 
but  a  deliberate  attack  for  the  purpose  of  so  disabling  that  roa<l  that 
the  enemy  will  be  unable  to  supply  his  army  in  Atlanta.  He  will  have 
his  own  division  of  cavalry  and  two  good  brigades  from  General  Gar- 
rard's division.  With  these  he  will  move  to-morrow  night,  aiming  to 
cross  the  West  Point  road  between  Red  Oak  and  Fairburn.  If  he  has 
time  he  should  remove  a  small  section  of  the  road  without  using  lire, 
simply  to  lessen  the  chances  of  an  infantry  force  being  sent  to  intercept 
his  return.  He  should  then  move  in  force  to  the  nearest  point  of  the 
Macon  road,  about  Joneaborough,  and  should  destroy  as  much  of  that 
road  as  he  possibly  can  do,  working  steadily  until  forced  to  take  to  his 
arms  and  horses  for  battle.  He  should  avoid  battle  with  infantry  or 
artillery,  but  may  safely  fight  any  cavalry  he  encounters,  because  we 
know  that  the  enemy  has  sent  Wheeler  with  full  6,000  cavalry  up  into 
East  Tennessee.  I  leave  the  extent  of  the  break  to  General  Kilpatrick, 
but  will  only  say  that  he  cannot  destroy  too  much.  Having  iulftUed 
his  task  he  will  return  and  resume  his  post  on  the  right  flank  of  the 
army  and  send  General  Garrard's  brigades  back  to  their  division  on  the 
left.  General  Schofield  will  be  instructed  to  move  to  his  right  as  far  as 
I)rudent  the  day  after  to-morrow  and  all  the  army  should  so  engage  the 
attention  of  the  enemy  that  he  cannot  detach  infantry  as  against  Gen- 
eral Kilpatrick.  Instruct  the  general  to  advise  us  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible moment  of  his  success.

The  mjgor-general  commanding  directs  me  to  acknowledge  the  ifeceipt 
of  your  report  of  this  morning,  announcing  the  massing  of  the  enemy 
on  your  left.  In  reply  the  major-general  commanding  would  caution 
you  to  be  watchful  at  every  i)oint,  and  endeavor  to  discover  if  pos- 
sible  what  the  movement  may  really  be :  whether  it  be  with  the  inten- 
tion of  an  attack  on  your  lines,  or  if  it  DeT)nly  a  massing  of  his  forces 
preparatory  to  his  withdrawal.  That  some  movement  is  being  made 
by  him  in  the  disposition  of  his  forces  is  evident,  and  we  should  be  on 
the  qui  vive  to  miprove  any  advantages  which  present  themselves, 
as  well  as  to  secure  ourselves  from  any  damage  by  his  attack  on  us. 
The  major-general  commanding  desires  that  you  take  the  precaution  to 
prevent  any  stampeding  of  your  troops  and  be  ready  to  repel  any  or- 
dinary attack  that  may  be  made  upon  you,  and  in  case  an  overwhelm- 
ing force  should  be  thrown  against  you,  one  over  which  you  could  not 
hope  to  be  successftd,  thaltyou  withdraw  your  troops  in  good  order  and^ 
without  confusion.  The  m^or-general  commanding  desires  also  that 
you  inform  Oeneral  Garrard  of  your  impressions  as  to  the  designs  of 
the  enemy,  but  not  to  say  that  they  are  massing  on  him  or  yourself 
unless  it  is  positively  known  to  be  so.

Generals  New- 
ton and  Wood  will  cause  their  men  to  display  unusual  activity  in  their 
c}imi)s,  and  if  x)ossible  march  troops  in  the  enemy's  view,  letting  them 
file  past  in  sight  of  the  enemy,  then  disappear,  and  again,  after  march- 
ing behind  a  hill  or  through  thick  timber,  reappear  and  try  and  create 
the  imi)ression  that  a  heavy  column  is  massing  on  our  left  (the  enemy's 
right).

There- 
fore to-morrow  keep  up  a  steady  pressure,  and  make  demonstrations,  as 
though  looking  for  a  place  to  assault,  and  next  day  keep  up  a  lively 
activity  along  the  whole  line,  so  that  infantry  cannot  be  spared  to  go 
out  to  protect  the  railroad.  I  think  Hood  has  made  a  mistake  in  send- 
ing his  cavalry  now,  and  propose  to  take  advantage  of  it.  If  the  cav- 
al^  cannot  do  the  job,  of  necessity  we  must  then  go  out  in  force.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  last  evening  intercourse  was  car- 
ried on  between  a  portion  of  the  pickets  of  my  command  and  the  en- 
emy's opposite  to  them  J  papers,  &c.,  were  exchanged.  Rufus  Ready, 
Company  F,  Sixth  Missouri  Veteran  Volunteers,  went  over  to  th©  enemy's 
rifle-pits  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  exchange  of  some  kind  and  was 
retained  by  them.  I  had  no  knowledge  of  the  affair  until  this  morning, 
when  immediate  measures  were  taken  to  keep  the  men  in  their  prox)er 
places.  It  seems  that  the  picket  officer  of  this  brigade  permitted  two 
men  to  meet  a  similar  number  midway  between  the  enemy's  line  and 
our  own  for  the  puri)ose  of  exchanging  papers.  Afterwards  advantage 
was.  taken  of  this  precedent  and  meetings  were  had  which  ended  in  the 
retention  of  Ready  by  the  enemy.  Owing  to  the  previous  good  service 
rendered  by  Captain  Kendrick  as  brigade  picket  officer,  I  had  deferred 
taking  any  active  steps  in  the  cajse,  but  think  that  I  can  assure  you  that 
nothing  of  the  kind  will  occur  again  while  I  have  the  honor  to  command 
this  brigade.    Nothing  further  of  note  occurred  on  the  line.

The  Seventeenth  Iowa  prisoners,  of  whose  capture  I  advised  you, 
were  paroled  by  Wheeler  eight  nules  beyond  and  northeast  of  Spring 
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Place  last  evening  about  Sundown.  They  were  escorte<l  to  that  place. 
I  reached  here  at  noon.  They  report  that  Wheeler  had  a  very  heavy 
foi-ce — from  10,000  to  12,000.  Before  the  prisoners  were  paroled  the 
entire  force  moved  off  north  on  the  Federal  road.  Geueral  Steedman 
obtained  information  that  Wheeler  had  divided  his  force,  sending  one 
column  against  Cartersville,  one  against  Cleveland,  and  one  toward 
Chattanooga.  General  Steedman,  with  his  force,  has  returned  to  Chat- 
tanooga, These  facts  I  learn  from  an  officer  from  Dalton.  I  have  sent 
a  courier  to  Genial  Smith.  Telegraphed  General  Steolman  viaDalton. 
Train  ^o w  on  the  way  with  message.  I  have  advised  post  commanders. 
You  shall  be  in  telegraphic  communication  with  Chattanooga  to-night, 
if  not  now.  I  have  put  300  men  on  the  repairs  of  railroad,  and  will 
work  every  hour  until  they  are  completed.  Trains  are  at  Kesaca  to 
convey  General  Smith  in  any  direction.  I  think  he  will  return  to 
Eesaca  to-night.  I  will  send  you  copy  of  Wheeler's  letter  to  General 
Steedman  in  reference  to  paroling  the  prisoners.  I  ask  that  you  order 
them  on  duty.

Since  reaching  the  telegraph  office  I  have  received  the  following  letter 
from  General  Steedman,  which  shows  that  Captain  Cilley,  captain  and 
assistant  adjutant-general,  who  gave  me  the  information  aUuded  to, 
was  mistaken: 

Dalton,  August  17, 1864. 
Colonel:  Please  inform  General  Smith  that  the  enemy  has  gone  to  East  Ten- 
nessee. They  report  having  captnred  Cleveland,  but  I  do  not  credit  the  report. 
Push  the  work  on  the  railroSi  with  all  possible  dispatch.  Use  the  siding  at  Calhoun, 
and,  if  necessary,  send  to  AdairsviUe  and  get  all  the  iron  you  can.  Colonel  Laiboldt 
has  sent  a  smaU  regiment  to  the  bridge  two  miles  south  of  this  point  to  protect  the 
working  party.  I  have  sent  for  ties  and  iron,  with  which  any  sidings  you  may  take 
up  can  be  replaeed.  Dispatch  General  Sherman  that  the  enemy  has  gone  to  East 
Tennessee,  and  I  have  returned  to  Chattanooga  to  protect  the  Chickamanga  bridges. 
The  force  of  the  enemy  consists  of  at  least  5,000,  nine  smaU  brigades,  and  may  roach 
7,000.     My  belief  is  they  intend  to  capture  Knoxville.

The  prisoners  were 
sent  by  the  most  direct  route  to  Tilton.  It  will  not  be  necessary  to  take 
up  side  tracks  to  repair  the  railroad.

commanding  officer  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland,  and  also  by  myself,  I  feel  it  my 
duty  to  return  to  you  the  prisoners  which  were  captured  in  and  around  Dalton.  I 
have  heard  such  statements  as  to  lead  me  to  believe  that  you  will  approve  of  the  course 
pursued  by  me.  if  you  desire  to  lessen  the  horrors  attending  upon  war,  and  that  you 
will  aid  me  in  lessening  the  afflictions  of  those  captured.  I  rely  upon  you  to  release 
such  prisoners  of  my  command  as  you  may  capture,  or  have  heretofore  captured,  and 
direct  them  to  rejoin  me  until  the  number  equals  that  which  I  have  returned  of 
yours.  I  will  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  number  returned  to  yon,  and  also  of 
those  of  my  command  which  you  may  release.  I  have  paroled  these  prisoners,  and 
shall  consider  them  exchanged  as  soon  as  you  may  commence  sending  my  prisoners 
.  to  me,  or  to  our  lines.

He  reports  that  Wheeler  in  person,  with  from  6,000  to 
7,000  cavalry,  and  eight  pieces  of  artillery,  passed  through  Jasper 
twenty-four  hours  in  advance  of  him,  leaving  a  strong  rear  guard  of 
800  to  1,200  in  that  place,  so  that  he  was  compelled  to  go  around  it. 
He,  Wheeler,  went  toward  Dalton,  saying  that  he  intended  holding 
the  railroad  fifteen  days.  From  Jasper  he  moved  his  force  in  three 
columns  toward  Dalton,  Tilton,  and  Calhoun.  Major  Briggs  thinks  no 
attempt  was  made  to  drive  the  cattle  captured  back  across  the  Etowah, 
but  that  they  went  along  with  the  main  force  of  the  enemy.  The  rebels 
gave  out  reports  of  rebel  infantry  following  them.  They  also  said  they 
were  going  to  East  Tennessee  to  form  a  junction  with  forces  from  Lee.

drove  them  into  and  out  of  town  5  they  were  about  sixty  in  number,  and 
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were  tearing  up  track  said  tearing  down  the  wires.  Under  the  sni)er- 
intendence  of  Mr.  Hoxie  they  commenced  repairing  the  track,  but  see- 
ing the  enemy  on  two  different  roads^  appearing  that  they  were  to  cut 
off  their  retreat,  Colonel  Byrd  deemed  it  prudent  to  fall  back  on  Lou- 
don. Hq  says  there  is  nothing  certain  about  their  numbers,  but  the 
rumors  among  the  citizens  are  that  there  are  over  3,000.  Scouts  of  Col- 
onel Patterson,  on  Madisonville  and  Tellico  roads,  report  no  enemy,  and 
all  think  it  improbable  that  the  enemy  have  moved  toward  Maryville.

Eichmond  papers  of  the  17th  give  it  as  the  opinion  of  military  men 
that  Atlanta  can  hold  out  one  month  yet.  Li  the  mean  time,  like  Micaw- 
ber,  they  exi)e<;t  something  to  turn  up.  If  you  can  hold  fast  as  you  are 
now  and  prevent  raids  upon  your  rear  you  will  destroy  most  of  that 
army.  I  never  would  advise  going  backward  even  if  your  roads  are 
cut  so  as  to  preclude  the  possibifity  of  receiving  supplies  from  the  North, 
but  would  recommend  the  accumulation  of  ordnance  stores  and  supplies 
while  you  can,  and  if  it  comes  to  the  worst  move  south  as  you  suggested. 
I  have  forced  the  enemy  to  move  a  large  force  north  of  the  James  Ei ver, 
and  am  now  moving  one  corps  by  our  left  around  Petersburg.  I  ex- 
pect no  great  results,  but  will  probably  cut  the  Weldon  road  again,  and 
will  also  demonstrate  to  the  enemy  that  he  has  now  the  minimum  garri- 
son possible  to  hold  his  present  Unes  with,  and  that  to  hold  his  roads 
he  must  re-enforce.

We  have  been  hammering  away  at  Atlanta,  and  I  was  going  to  put  a 
corps  (intrenched)  at  the  railroad  bridge,  and  with  the  balance  swing 
round  by  the  south  and  east;  but  Ho^  has  sent  off  his  cavalry,  which 
touched  our  road  at  two  or  three  points,  which  are  already  repaired, 
and  that  cavalry  has  gone  up  into  Ea^t  Tennessee,  leaving  me  now 
superior  in  cavalry,  and  I  hope  the  opportunity  thus  given  me  will  save 
me  the  risk  and  excessive  labor  of  making  a  wide  circuit  in  this  hot 
weather.  To-night  General  Kilpatrick  will  start  for  the  Macon  road

Colonel  :  I  have  been  around  my  lines  this  morning,  and  have 
demonstrated,  kindled  fires,  and  got  up  a  muss  generally.  The  rebs  in 
my  front  keep  very  close,  lew  to  be  seen;  their  picket-line  is  strong. 
Last  night  the  enemy  was  very  quiet;  but  few  lights  were  seen  in  their 
camp.  Colonel  Kirby  lost  6  men  from  his  picket-line,  belonging  to 
Twenty-first  Illinois  Veteran  Infantry;  they  are  reported  captured.  It 
is  said  that  an  officer  came  to  the  vedette,  and  after  being  challenged 
answered  that  he  was  officer  of  the  day,  and  desired  the  sentinel  to  go 
farther  out.  Soon  four  other  sentinels,  hearing  a  scuffling,  advanc^, 
and  they  have  not  been  heard  of  since.  This  is  all  that  I  can  gather. 
The  query  with  me  is,  have  these  men  been  captured  or  have  they 
deserted.  Their  captain,  with  whom  I  conversed  this  morning,  says 
ihat  they  are  good  men  and  very  sharp,  and  that  if  captured  they  will 
give  no  information.  These  men  know  nothing  of  the  indicated  move- 
ment.

The  shots  that  go  so  deep  into  the  city  are  from  10-i)ottnder  Parrott« 
in  General  Bansom's  front,  which  is  the  second  division  to  the  right 
of  General  Williams  j  he  is  well  in  the  re-entrant  between  Atlanta  and 
White  Hall,  looking  up  Proctor's  Creek.  The  4i-inch  gun  of  General 
Corse  has  an  equally  good  position.  We  are  in  close  musket-range  of 
the  enemy's  main  line.  That  General  Kilpatriek  may  succeed  i)erfectly 
and  do  plenty  of  damage,  it  is,  of  course,  important  to  draw  oft'  from 
him  all  the  cavalry  we  can.  I  wish  you  to  instruct  General  Garrard 
minutely;  he  will  obey  orders,  but  if  left  to  himself  does  not  persevere 
long  enough.  I  think  bv  daylight  he  ought  to  be  in  Decatur,  then 
move  some  four  or  five  miles  in  the  direction  of  Flat  Rock  and  skirmish 
with  the  enemy,  then  toward  Stone  Mountain,  and  then  swinging  round 
.  toward  the  Peach  Tree  road  come  home,  as  it  were  trolling  oft'  any  party 
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of  cavalry  that  may  be  kept  by  Hood  to  "watch  his  right  flank.  Gen- 
eral Kilpatrick  will  be  near  Fairbum  at  daylight,  with  his  horses  cool 
and  fresh.  He  will  then  i)ush  rapidly  for  Jonesborough,  and  ought  to 
be  there  by  1  or  2  p.  m.  to-morrow.  If  he  can  then  have  twelve  hours 
of  uninterrupted  work  he  can  do  much  damage.  General  Garrard 
should  therefore  maneuver  and  threaten  all  day  and  night  to-morrow 
and  into  next  day.  He  should  keep  a  respectable  force  of  the  enemy's 
cavalry  in  sight  all  the  time,  for,  if  after  him,  they  cannot  be  bothering 
General  Kilpatrick,  whose  real  task  is  not  to  light  but  to  work.

It 
is  hoped  that  General  Kilpatrick  will  be  able  to  reach  the  Macon  road 
at  Jonesborough  between  12  m.  and  2  p.  m.  to-morrow,  19th,  and  if 
he  can  have  from  that  time  until  10  p.  m.  to  work  uninterruptedly, 
he  ought  to  be  able  to  destroy  so  much  of  the  road  as  to  mak^  it 
impossible  to  operate  it  for  at  least  ten  days,  by  which  time  it  is  sui)- 
posed  Hood  wiU  be  starved  out.    Similar  instructions  have  been  given 
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to  General  Garrard,  who  will  operate  on  the  enemy's  flank  still  farther 
to  your  left.

General  :  To  facilitate  the  success  of  General  Kilpatrick  as  much 
as  possible,  1  wish  you  to  be  in  Decatur  by  daylight  to-morrow  morn- 
ing (19th)  with  the  effective  force  you  h^ve  with  you.  Then  move  in 
the  direction  of  Flat  Rock  and  Atlanta,  and  so  attract  the  enemy's  at- 
tention by  skirmishing  and  threatening  as  to  induce  him  to  believe  that 
you  are  about  to  attack  his  flank,  then  by  moving  off*  toward  Stone 
Mountain,  draw  him  after  you  as  far  as  possible,  and  swing  round 
toward  your  present  jmsition  in  the  direction  of  the  Peach  Tree  road. 
This  movement  should  be  continued  throughout  the  day,  and  the 
enemy  should  be  threatened  again  early  on  the  morning  of  the  20th 
instant  by  a  similar  movement  as  the  one  above  directed.  By  this 
means  ft  is  hoped  you  will  be  able  to  hold  all  the  cavalry  the  enemy 
now  has  on  his  right  flank,  and  thereby  give  General  Kilpatrick  at 
least  twelve  hours  on  the  Macon  road.  He  expects  to  reach  Fairbum 
by  daylight  to-morrow  (19th)  with  his  horses  fresh  and  cool.  He  will 
then  push  rapidly  for  Jonesborough,  which  place  he  should  reach  by 
2  p.  m.,  and  if  uninterrupted  he  wiU  have  firom  that  time  until  dark, 
and  for  some  hours  during  the  night,  to  break  up  and  destroy  the  rail- 
road, and  whatever  stores,  material,  and  rolling-stock  he  may  meet 
with.

General  :  In  order  to  favor  the  movement  of  General  Kilpatrick  I 
am  ordered  to  make  the  strongest  demonstration  possible  upon  the 
left  at  daylight  in  the  morning.  I  have  directed  General  Wood  to 
send  two  regiments  (three  if  they  can  be  spared)  to  Colonel  Opdycke's 
position.  These  regiments,  with  Opdycke's  brigade,  will  occupy  Colonel 
Kirby's  position,  giving  Kirby's  brigade  to  operate  with.  The  brigade 
will  march  just  at  dawn  over  to  the  railroad,  where  the  main  body  will 
be  held  in  reserve,  regiments  being  sent  to  the  left  and  front  to  recon- 
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noiter.  The  brigade  will  remain  near  the  railroad  all  forenoon;  the 
men  will  get  their  breakfast  in  the  new  position  at  the  time  Klrby's 
brigjfde  marches  to  the  railroad.  One  of  Taylor's  regiments  will  move 
to  the  left  and  occupy  a  position  midway,  covering  the  deep  ravine  on 
your  left.

I  have  just  had  report  from  my  officer  of  the  day  that  a  picket-post 
of  ours  had  been  captured.  The  location  and  circumstance  create 
quite  a  surprise  in  my  mind.  The  post  was  about  the  left  of  my 
picket-line  and  nearly  in  front,  of  the  left  of  my  line  of  battle.  The 
country  immediately  in  front  of  the  captured  post  is  densely  wooded, 
to  the  front  and  right  is  the  deep  cut  and  heavy  embankment  on  the 
railroad,  admirably  adapted  for  the  concealment  of  any  movements  of 
the  troops.  The  circumstances  attending  the  capture  are  these:  A 
vedette  (stationed  a  short  distance  in  front  of  the  post)  was  heard  to 
challenge  some  person  and  get  the  reply  "  relief  guard."  Immediately 
thereafter  a  slight  scuffle  ensued,  without  any  outcry.  After  waiting 
a  moment  or  two,  four  men,  composing  the  post,  started  out  to  recon- 
noiter.  Kothing  had  been  heard  from  these  men,  not  even  the  slightest 
noise,  for  two  hours,  when  the  officer  in  command  of  the  station  sent 
the  sergeant  of  the  guard  in  to  make  this  report.  No  enemy  has  ever 
been  discovered  in  that  vicinity  before  by  my  men.  The  enemy's  rail- 
road trains  are  very  busy  to-night.

First.  To  suspend  all  fire  along  the  lines  from  midnight  till  reveille, 
and  after  that,  unless  for  some  reason  the  pickets  are  ordered  to  fire, 
and  in  case  of  the  pickets  being  compelled  to  fire,  that  they  report  to 
brigade  commander  what  the  object  is. 

Second.  To  restrain  artillery  fire  at  daybreak,  if  practicable,  because 
that  might  indicate  that  we  retained  our  line  or  the  contrary. 

Thinl.  That  the  smokes  in  our  rear  be  increased  and  extended,  and 
that  reveille  be  without  drums  or  bugles,  and  no  drums  or  bugles  be 
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sotmded  before  12  m.  I  offer  these  Ruggestious  respectfully  in  view  of 
the  indications  on  my  own  line,  without  asserting  them  as  applicable  to 
the  line  of  the  whole  corps.

Reported  that  they  frequently  capture  men  at 
Mrs.  Seely's,  on  Peach  Tree  Creek,  said  woman  being  in  concert  with  the 
rebels.  No  infantry  been  near  there.  Ferguson's  command  camped  one

All  the  scouts  in  town  have  been  of  Ferguson's  com- 
mand. The  Cross  Keys  patrol  reports  scouting  parties  through  that 
country  yesterday.

Went  into  Atlanta  past  our  left  flank  on  13th  instant;  saw  one  bri- 
gade of  Martin's  division  of  cavalry  between  the  cemetery  and  Decatur. 
Strahl's  brigade,  of  Cheatham's  division,  holds  the  extreme  right  of  the 
enemy's  infantry  line  and  is  in  position  about  one  mile  from  the  ceme- 
tery toward  Decatur  on  the  south  side  of  the  railroad.  Says  the  militia 
commences  on  the  left  of  Strahl's  brigade.  Lee's  corps  is  on  the  left 
of  the  militia  and  Stewart  on  his  left.  Hardee  is  on  the  extreme 
left;  Cleburne's  division  holds  the  left  flank  and  is  in  position,  the 
left  resting  opposite  Mims',  five  or  six  miles  southwest  of  East  Point. 
Says  he  rode  along  the  lines  from  Atlanta  to  East  Point  on  Monday; 
left  East  Point  yesterday  morning  and  went  to  Fairbum.  Did  not  see 
or  hear  of  any  reserves  along  their  lines;  says  their  lines  are  very  thin. 
The  country  between  the  enemy  and  Fairbum  is  open ;  nothing  there 
but  a  few  cavalry  pickets  and  scouts.  Saw  large  squads  of  negroes 
along  the  railroad  from  East  Point  to  Fairbum,  felling  timber  and 
throwing  up  breast-works.  General  Toombs  arrived  there  about  one 
week  ago  with  some  militia;  was  told  at  the  Camp  of  Direction  that 
Toombs  was  second  in  command  of  the  militia,  and  that  there  were 
30,000  of  them,  including  the  troops  brought  up  some  time  ago  by 
Generals  Roddey  and  Lee.  Was  told  also  that  these  troops^  the  ^,000, 
were  to  be  organized  into  two  corps.    Says  this  Camp  of  Direction  is  a 
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sort  of  headquarters  for  guards  and  couriers.  Says  that  Wheeler 
started  from  Covington  with  about  6,000  men,  and  that  Lewis  with  about 
800  Kentuckians  crossed  the  Chattahoochee  below  Campbellton  and 
passed  our  right  flank.  Thinks  it  was  Lewis*  brigade  that  cut  the  rail- 
road at  Acworth.  Says  the  enemy  was  very  anxious  to  learn  from  him 
what  force  was  after  Wheeler.  Heard  that  Morgan  was  to  form  a 
junction  with  Wheeler  some  place  near  Cleveland  in  East  Tennessee. 
Reports  the  Atlanta  and  West  Point  Railroad  in  running  order.  Trains 
passed  through  Fairbum  yesterday  morning  for  Atlanta.  Reports  the 
depot  buildings  ^nd  car  sheds  destroyed  by  Kilpatrick.  Says  that  a 
large  block  of  buildings  near  the  comer  of  Marietta  and  Woodley 
streets  was  fired  by  our  shells  on  Saturday  night  and  destroyed.  The 
buildings  contained  cotton  and  a  large  drug  store;  another  building  in 
same  part  of  town  was  destroyed  Sunday  evening.  Visited  several 
camps;  the  men  appear  to  have  plenty  of  rations  and  forage  from  day 
to  day,  but  there  is  no  supply  on  hand;  supplies  are  all  brought  from 
Macon.  Says  there  are  six  strong  forts  at  East  Point  all  ready  for  ar- 
tille'ry;  none  in  them  yet.  On  the  evening  of  the  15th  instant  a  train 
of  fifteen  cars  loaded  with  infantry  went  down  the  Macon  road ;  did  not 
learn  to  what  i>oint ;  and  on  the  16th  another  train  full  of  troops,  about 
1,000  men,  went  down  same  road.  Says  no  train  came  up  from  Macon 
on  16th  and  that  the  cause  of  detention  was  not  known,  at  headquarters. 
Thinks  Wheeler  has  all  their  mounted  force  off  with  him,  except  the 
brigade  on  their  right  near  Decatur^  and  about  two  small  brigades 
picketing  and  scouting  between  East  Point  and  Fairbum.

The  conclusion  my  mind 
has  arrived  at  is  that  Hood  sent  Wheeler's  cavalry  to  occupy  our  road 
at  Dalton ;  that  he  had  re-enforced  East  Point  with  a  division  of  his  old 
corps,  wmch  last  night  was  brought  back  on  the  supposition  that 
Wheeler  had  succeeded,  and  we  would  begin  to  detach  to  our  rear. 
Now,  of  all  times,  is  the  time  for  our  cavalry  to  do  its  work  well,  and 
if  you  hear  nothing  from  me  before  3  o'clock,  send  a  messenger  to 
General  Kilpatrick  with  a  note  stating  that  all  things  are  most  favor- 
able for  his  work;  to  break  as  much  of  the  Macon  road  as  he  possibly 
can,  and,  as  he  swings  back,  to  rest  on  the  West  Point  road  at  some 
point  below  Fairbum,  and  make  another  big  tear  up.  If  he  feels  mas- 
ter of  the  situation  on  the  road  he  cannot  tear  up  too  much  track  nor 
twist  too  much  iron.  It  may  save  this  army  the  necessity  of  making  a 
long,  hazardous  flank  march.

There 
is  good  reason  to  hope  that  you  may  be  able  to  accomplish  what  the 
whole  army  would  otherwise  have  to  do,  at  great  risk,  by  a  long  and 
difficult  flank  movement.

All  able  to 
march  started  for  Fairmount,  The  Eome  cavalry  did  not  come  over, 
and  I  have  none  except  the  small  force  at  Cartersville,  who  came  in 
from  Jasper  yesterday.  Do  you  desire  them  to  remain  there  or  be  sent 
to  East  Tennessee,  to  follow  the  enemy!    Answer  at  Cartersville.

They  are  doubtless  left  behind  to 
watch  for  Wheeler's  return.  All  roads  should  be  obstructed  about 
Talking  Rock,  or  any  by  which  Wheeler  will  attempt  to  return.

About  one  division  of  the 
enemy  was  seen  going  into  the  rebel  works  opposite  our  lines  and  the 
flank  works  running  south  of  Atlanta.  We  drove  the  enemy  out  of 
his  works,  which  he  appears  to  man  quite  as  strongly  as  heretofore. 
The  regiments  are  now  intrenching  or  improving  the  intrenchments  at 
the  angle  near  the  railroad  to  give  the  idea  of  a  permanent  extension  of 
our  line.  General  Grose  on  his  front  also  made  a  vigorous  advance 
and  his  skirmishers  engaged  the  rebel  main  line.  No  rebels  will  leave 
that  part  of  the  works.    I  will  make  additional  movements  this  even- 
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ing.  We  were  so  unfortunate  as  to  lose  one  of  tbe  best  officers  in  the 
corps,  killed,  Captain  Eains,  Ninetieth  Ohio  Infantry  Volunteers.  But 
few  other  casualties.

You  will  therefore  keep  a  sharp  lookout;  keep  scouting 
parties  well  out  on  all  the  roads  east  and  southeast^  and  guard  well 
against  a  surprise,  and  be  sure  you  have  timely  notice  of  his  approach, 
and  ui)on  the  first  certain  notice  of  his  approach  send  couriers  both 
to  me  at  this  place  and  to  General  Van  Cleve  at  Murfreesborough.  Put 
your  command  in  the  best  order  for  active  operations.  Collect  in  all 
stragglers  and  keep  your  men  well  in  hand.  Get  everything  ready  for 
falling  back  on  short  notice,  and  be  prepared  to  move  what  Govern- 
ment stores  you  can,  and  what  you  cannot  move  be  prepared  to  destroy. 
When  you  are  certain  that  Wheeler  is  approaching  you  will  fallback  to 
this  place.

I  can  trace  your  movement  by  the  map  perfectly  well.  I  think  it 
well  still  to  display  a  force  about  Diggs'  until  we  know  that  General 
Kilpatrick  is  back  behind  Camp  Creek.  Have  you  seen  your  cavalry 
during  the  day!  General  Stanley  moved  in  force  across  the  railroad 
about  the  brick  house,  and  set  his"  men  to  work  enlarging  and  strength- 
ening his  lines  in  that  quarter.  To  produce  the  proi)er  effect  he  sent  a 
brigade  across  to  General  McPherson's  battle-ground,  and  found  the 
enemy  intrenched  on  that  hill,  about  half  a  mile  out.  I  have  not  heard 
of  General  Garrard's  cavahry,  but  am  satisfied  the  enemy  has  been  held 
to  his  lines  to-day,  and  General  Kilpatrick  has  had  a  good  chance  to 
work.  Generals  Stanley  and  Garrard  will  renew  their  operations  in 
the  morning  and  all  the  line  will  be  active  until  General  Kilpatrick  is 
back,  of  wWch,  I  think,  you  will  have  the  first  notice.

Captain  :  Yours  i)er  courier  received.  Reports  just  in  from  scout 
below  Post  Oak  say  the  rebels  are  crossing  Tennessee  River  at 
Brady's  Ferry,  about  twenty-five  miles  below  this  place,  variously  esti- 
mated from  2,000  to  5,000.  Reports  from  south  side  of  Tennessee  say 
two  regiments  were  crossing  at  the  same  place,  this  about  11  a.  m. 
Cannot  find  out  which  direction  they  are  moving.  My  scouts  nearly 
form  a  connected  line  from  Cumberland  Mountain  to  Sweet  Water 
Yalley.  I  am  confident  that  they  cannot  surprise  us.  The  three  pieces 
of  artillery  here  have  each  100  rounds  of  grape-shot  and  shell.  The 
steamers  on  which  they  belong  speak  of  running  up  to  Loudon  if  the 
rebels  attack  us  here,  and  will  take  off  the  pieces  with  them,  for  the 
captains  say  that  they  have  orders  from  General  Thomas  to  not  run 
without  them  aboard.  The  ammunition  sent  from  Loudon  is  received. 
Will  fix  up  i^eceipts,  &c.,  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  men  are  all  anxious  to  have  the  rebels  try  us,  and  I  have  the 
utmost  confidence  in  them.  I  am  inclined  to  think  tnat  the  intention 
of  the  rebels  is  to  make  a  raid  through  Middle  Tennessee  and  cut  com- 
munication off  from  Nashville,  though  I  may  be  wrong,  but  will  try  to 
be  ready  for  them  when  they  come.  If  we  are  attack^  you  shall  know 
it  at  once.

Washington : 

General:  1  received  last  night  your  dispatch  of  19th  concerning 
jurisdiction  on  the  Mississippi.*  As  long  as  we  can  all  pull  together  it 
makes  little  difference  who  commands,  and  I  perfectly  accord  to  Gen- 
eral Canby  the  control  of  matters  on  the  great  river.  I  have  sent  by 
telegraph  to  General  Washburn  a  copy  of  your  dispatch,  with  an  order 
to  be  governed  by  it,  but  it  will  need  some  fiirther  orders  to  make  things 
straight.  I  will  see  General  Howard  to-day,  and  we  will  submit  some 
proposition  that  will  give  General  Canby  all  the  troops  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Tennessee  resting  on  the  Mississippi,  but  for  the  sake  of 
accountability  we  should  have  sent  to  this  army  certain  detachments 
that  resulted  from  the  General  Banks  expedition.  You  will  remember 
that  I  made  up  my  Meridian  force  out  of  the  Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth 
Corps,  and  when  General  Banks  asked  for  10,000  men  for  one  month  on 
Bed  Eiver  we  made  up  the  force  by  using  troops,  non- veterans,  and 
availed  ourselves  of  the  lull  to  furlough  the  veterans.  In  this  opei-ation 
some  considerable  conftision  was  m^e  in  old  divisions,  brigades,  and . 
even  regiments,  so  that  still  fractions  of  these  are  here  and  the  other 
fractions  down  the  Mississippi,  making  it  very  difficult  to  preserve  the 
standard  organizations.  My  orders  to  General  Washburn  were  to  let 
General  A.  J.  Smith  sweep  across  North  Mississippi  and  reach  either 
Eastport  or  Decatur,  whence  I  would  draw  these  fragments  and  the 
division  of  General  A.  J.  Smith,  which  was  designed  to  form  a  part  of 
General  McPherson's  column,  and  send  the  balance,  including  the  cav- 
alry, back.  I  only  gave  this  order  after  I  knew  that  Stephen  D.  Lee 
had  joined  General  Johnston  at  Atlanta  with  a  large  part  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi army.  I  think  it  would  be  well,  if  possible  still,  to  send  here 
by  nver  and  rail,  if  necessary,  the  fragments  to  which  I  refer,  which 
cannot  amount  to  more  than  2,000  or  3,000  men,  and  leave  General 
Canby  the  balance. 

Our  casualties  here  from  death,  wounds,  and  sickness  have  been  and 
nuist  continue  large,  but  we  lose  more  by  the  expiration  of  service  of 
regiments  and  individuals.  I  think  more  than  half  this  army  is  entitled 
to  discharge  between  this  and  October,  so  that  if  Hood  can  simply  hold 
on  here  he  will  be  enabled  to  defeat  us  by  the  superior  method  they 
have  of  recruitment.  In  the  South  all  men  are  soldiers,  and  they  are 
not  held  for  limited  terms,  but  for  life  if  the  war  lasts  that  long.  In  the 
end  we  must  adopt  the  same  plan,  but  in  the  mean  time  may  lose  the 
result  of  all  former  labors  and  have  to  commence  de  novo. 

If  General  Canby  can  hold  the  river  and  prevent  Kirby  Smith  pass- 
ing over  (which  he  cannot,  for  the  men  pass  by  individuals  and  meet 
at  some  rendezi^ons  in  Mississippi,  whence  they  come  in  organized 
masses  to  Hood),  he  will  accomplish  the  same  result  as  here.    Also  the 
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operations  up  the  Alabama  are  of  e-qual  assistance  to  me.  I  would  not 
take  Mobile  City,  for  that  would  simply  tie  up  a  gamson,  whereas  now 
General  Dabney  Maury  holds  it  with  a  Confederate  garrison  which  is 
lost  to  our  opponents.  A  single  gun-boat  can  watch  Fort  Morgan,  two 
more  the  river  at  and  near  Mobile,  and,  if  I  am  not  in  error,  General 
Gordon  Granger's  troops  could  go  up  the  old  Spanish  channel  by 
Blakely  and  reach  Selma,  and  it  may  be  Montgomery,  which  would 
compel  Hood  to  detaeh  as  against  him,  for  a  large  portion  of  the  Con- 
federate supplies  come  through  the  reach  of  the  Alabama  River 
between  Selma  and  Montgomery. 

I  beg  you  will  submit  these  views  to  the  lieutenant-general  command- 
ing, and  I  will  be  perfectly  satisfied  if  the  troops  hitherto  subject  to 
my  orders  can  be  directed  to  the  accomplishment  of  these  ends.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  reconnaissance  I  pro- 
posed making  last  evening  was  accomplished  this  morning  by  Briga- 
dier-General Grose,  with  six  regiments  of  his  brigade,  Colonel  Opdycke's 
brigade  supporting  his  left  flai^.  The  course  of  march  was  nearly  due 
south  from  the  burnt  house  on  the  railroad.  The  rebel  skirmishers 
were  driven  back  about  a  mile,  when  they  made  a  stand  in  the  works  at 
the  angle  occupied  by  the  Seventeenth  Cori)s  some  weeks  ago.  As  the 
brigade  was  advanced  a  good  distance  beyond  support  it  was  not 
deemed  prudent  to  advance  farther.  Our  losses  were:  Major  Carter, 
Ninth  Indiana,  badly  contused  by  a  spent  ball;  1  man  mortally  and  2 
severely  wounded.  We  captured  8  men  of  the  Forty-first  Tennessee 
Infantry,  Strahl's  brigade,  Cheatham's  division.  From  these  we  learned 
that  we  struck  the  extreme  right  of  the  brigade  and  the  right  of  the 
rebel  army,  excepting  the  two  new  regiments  of  Georgia  cavali^%  who 
scampered  off  as  soon  as  our  skirmishers  met  them.  The  prisoners 
state  that  Ferguson's  brigade  of  cavalry  left  their  (Strahl's)  right  at  day- 
light yesterday  morning.  The  prisoners  confirm  the  report  of  the  put- 
ting up  of  the  big  guns  on  the  new  fort  southeast  of  the  city.  They 
say  the  fort  is  for  sixteen  guns.  They  gave  the  information  which  our 
observation  leads  to,  that  the  rebels  have  a  line  of  works  covering  the 
south  of  the  city.  I  do  not  think  an  attack  upon  the  enemy's  right 
could  be  made  decisive  ^^ith  less  than  a  cori)s,  and  then  not  certainly,  as 
an  attacking  force  would  meet  several  successive  works.  Strahl's  bri- 
gade, however,  could  be  sent  flyiug  with  a  good  division.  The  rebels 
have  re-enforced  their  lines  in  front  of  us  with  additional  militia.  I 
do  not  know  the  country,  but  I  believe  Miller's  brigade  of  cavalry 
could  go  around  and  smash  up  the  Georgia  cavalry.  They  won't  fight 
much.  My  men  charged  the  enemy  behind  works  and  behaved  well. 
The  Ninth  Indiana  took  the  prisoners.

Captain:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  orders 
from  division  headquarters,  my  command  moved  early  this  morning  to 
the  right  and  in  rear  of  trenches  lately  occupied  by  Second  Division, 
Twenty-third  Army  Corps.  About  8.30  a.  m.  I  received  orders  to  make 
a  reconnaissance  with  my  own  and  the  T^iird  Brigade  toward  Red  Oak 
Station,  on  Atlanta  and  West  Point  RaUroad.  When  within  two  miles 
and  a  half  of  the  station,  on  the  Newnan  road,  the  First  Brigade  was 
left  to  cover  certain  roads  leading  in  the  direction  of  East  Point,  while 
the  Third  Brig^e  moved  toward  Red  Oak,  striking  the  Atlanta  and 
West  Point  Railroad  half  a  mile  east  of  that  station,  cutting  the 
telegraph  wire  and  tearing  up  portion  of  the  railroad  track.  From 
here  the  troops  moved  by  the  most  direct  route  back  to  camp.  The 
heavy  rains  made  the  creeks  almost  impassable,  and  some  delay  occurred 
in  crossing  Camp  Creek  on  my  return.  The  troops  met  with  no  resist- 
ance until  reaching  the  railroad,  where  I  found  a  small  force  of  the 
enemy's  cavalry.  Distance  marched  during  the  day,  fully  twenty  miles. 
Prisoners  captured  by  both  brigades,  some  12  or  14.  Full  reports  have 
not  been  received.    Casualties,  none.

We  arrived  here  this  eveuing,  having  thoroughly  scouted  theoiuntry 
from  GraysviUe,  through  Parker's  Gap  eastward  on  the  old  Alabama 
road^  to  within  twelve  miles  of  Cleveland,  thence  across  to  Red  Clay 
and  to  Vamell's  Station,  thence  via  Tunnel  Hill  to  Dalton.  There  are  no 
rebels,  even  in  small  parties,  within  that  range,  and  none  to  be  heard 
of  nearer  than  East  Tennessee.  The  rebel  cavalry  that  cut  the  road  at 
Graysville  was  a  Kentucky  brigade,  under  General  Williams,  number- 
ing about  900  men,  which  came  through  Parker's  Gap  and  McDaniel's 
Gap,  and  went  back  the  same  way.  'fiie  last  of  these  left  the  old  Ala- 
bama road  at  Blackburn's,  eight  miles  from  Parker's  Gap,  near  which 
they  fed  on  Wednesday  at  3  p.  m.,  and  took  the  road  to  Jied  Clay,  but 
turned  off  toward  Cleveland.  Some  of  the  soldiers  told  the  people 
they  were  going  to  Kentucky.  The  rebels  fed  their  horses  on  green 
com,  with  what  hay  and  sheaf  oats  they  could  pick  up.  They  also 
said  they  were  to  meet  General  Vaughn  at  Charleston,  on  the  Hiwassee 
Eiver.

IIL  The  major-general'  commanding  is  pained  to  find  it  necessary 
again  to  call  the  attention  of  the  oflScers  and  men  of  this  command  to 
the  disgraceful  practice  of  marauding  and  plundering  which,  in  spite  of 
past  orders,  is  still  prevalent  in  the  command.

To  preserve 
organizations  already  existing  without  materially  diminishing  the  mili- 
tary force  on  the  Mississippi,  we  ask  that  certain  fragments  of  regiments 
and  brigades,  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  2,500  men,  be  allowed  to 
come  to  their  organization  here.  Also,  if  possible,  that  a  division  of

Sir:  In  addition  to  the  dispatch  sent  you  yesterday  I  have  the 
honor  to  report  that  during  the  movement  on  my  right  General  Reilly 
pushed  forward  his  brigade  to  the  iidvanced  point  occupied  by  him  the 
day  before,  and  Colonel  Casement  connected  by  swinging  forward  his 
line  of  skirmishers.  The  enemy  made  a  dash  with  some  force,  about  2 
p.  m.,  to  get  in  between  Reilly  and  Stiles,  but  were  unsuccessful,  and 
retired  after  a  brisk  skirmish.  The  line  of  vedettes  became  broken 
necessarily  by  the  movement,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  my  aide, 
Mft  Coughlan,  was  captured,  He  had  been  to  General  Reilly  with 
orders  and  started  to  return  to  me,  passing  in  rear  of  the  skirmish  line, 
and  has  not  since  been  heard  of.  The  probalrility  is  that,  not  being 
aware  that  any  portion  of  the  chain  of  vedettes  had  left  their  position, 
he  passed  through  the  gap  about  the  time  of  the  demonstration  by  the 
enemy  at  that  point  and  wa«  sun-ounded  before  he  was  aware  of  it.  If 
there  is  any  proper  means  of  doing  so  I  should  like  very  much  to  make 
inquiry  of  the  enemy  whetlier  he  was  wounded.  The  gap  in  the  skir- 
mish line  was  closed  as  soon  as  Colonel  Stiles  became  aware  of  it,  and  it 
could  not  have  existed  long.  Citizens  on  the  Newnan  road  report  that  the 
rebels  do  not  expect  to  keep  open  the  West  Point  road,  and,  making  a 
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merit  of  necessity,  profess  to  have  made  arrangements  to  abandon  it. 
They  report  General  Kilpatrick's  cavalry  in  the  vicinity  ot  Jonesborough 
night  before  last.  Very  distant  cannonade  was  heard  yesterday  after- 
noon In  a  southerly  direction.  Yoor  orders  as  to  the  demonstration  to- 
day will  be  carried  out  by  Reilly's  brigade  and  part  of  Stiles'.  The  order 
in  regard  to  foraging  is  substantially  the  same  a^  one  I  had  issued  for  my 
own  command.  I  regret  General  Morgan  did  not  arrest  the  plunderers 
he  saw,  as  I  should  like  to  know  whether  they  belonged  to  this  division 
and  to  what  regiments.

General  Schofield  thinks  Knoxville  has  provisions  for  three 
months,  and  is  very  strongly  fortified,  so  you  need  not  bother  Wheeler 
there  further  than  to  keep  him  Vatched  by  scouts  and  citizens,  and  let 
me  know  his  futui^e  course.  I  don't  want  him  to  come  back  by  way  of 
the  Oostenaula.  Now  is  the  time  to  get  all  your  forces  in  good  posi- 
tion to  moye  rapidly  against  his  flank  if  he  comes  back  anywhere  be- 
tween Spring  Place  and  Talking  Rock.  Dalton  is  the  beat  point  from 
which  to  watch  him,  and  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  make  a  bridge 
across  the  Connesauga,  near  the  mouth  of  Cooyehuttee,  on  the  road 
from  Dalton  to  Spring  Place^  and  build  a  small,  but  strong,  redoubt 
between  the  forks  at  the  bridge,  as  a  threat  to  that  flank.

General  Kilpatrick  is  back.  He  had  pretty  hard  fighting  with  a 
division  of  infantry  and  three  brigades  of  cavalry.  He  broke  the  cav- 
alry into  disorder  and  captured  a  battery,  which  he  destroyed,  except 
one  gun,  which  he  brought  in  in  addition  to  all  his  own.  He  also 
brought  in  3  captured  flags  and  70  prisoners.  He  had  possession  of  a 
large  part  of  Ross'  brigade,  but  could  not  encumber  himself  with  them. 
He  destroyed  3  miles  of  the  road  about  Jouesborough,  and  broke  pieces 
for  about  10  miles  more,  enough  to  disable  the  road  for  ten  days.  I 
expect  I  will  have  to  swing  across  to  that  road  in  force  to  make  the 
matter  certain.  General  Eolpatrick  destroyed  2  locomotives  and  trains.

General  Kilpatrick  is  about  to  start  for  your  headquarters.  He  re- 
ports having  torn  up  four  miles  connectedly  of  railroad  between  Rough 
and  Ready  and  Jonesborough,  and  ten  miles  at  intervals,  and  destroyed 
two  trains,  including  the  one  destroyed  by  Klein.  He  virtually  captured 
Ross  and  brigade,  but  could  not  bring  the  men  away.  He  was  attacked 
by  Jackson's  cavalry  and  a  division  of  infantry  but  effected  his  e8cai>e 
before  the  enemy  could  surround  him,  and  brought  off  his  own  artillery 
and  one  piece  of  the  4  captured.  Two  pieces  and  9  caissons  were  de- 
stroyed by  him.  He  brought  in  about  70  prisoners  and  3  battle-flags; 
all  his  own  wounded.  Has  97  killed  and  missing,  among  the  missing  4 
oflicers.  Brigadier-General  Long  was  wounded  slightly  in  two  places. 
He  speaks  in  high  terms  of  the  behavior  of  his  whole  command.  Cap- 
tain Bartlett  is  well  and  on  the  road  with  him  to  your  headquarters.

Everything  very  quiet  along  the  iinea;  a  train  of  five  freight,  two  platform,  three 
passenger,  and  one  baggage  cars  arrived  at  Atlanta  at  5.30  j).  m.  There  were  a  few 
persons  on  it;  probably  titty.  I  have  observed  for  several  days  a  body  of  men  at 
work  on  what  appeared  to  be  a  new  line  of  works  on  east  side  of  Marietta  railroad. 
To-day  I  have  been  able  to  better  determine  the  nature  of  the  work.  A  line  of  works 
runs  parallel  to  the  railroa<l  directly  opposite  of  railroad  buildings,  terminating  in 
a  strong  fort.    In  front  of  this  line  ri^-pits  for  skirmishers  are  already  made.

The  new  casemate  battery  and  six-gun  fort  south  of  big 
gun  and  in  front  of  the  left  of  the  Sixteenth  Corps  appear  to  be  tem- 
porarily abandoned,  casemates  and  embrasures  being  thickly  covered 
with  bnish.  At  4  p.  m.  three  ladies,  two  girls,  and  a  citizen,  with  a  black 
servant  girl,  all  of  them  well  dressed,  took  quite  a  promenade  on  the 
large  work  in  front  of  the  inaui  part  of  town.  The  enemy  issued  green 
corn  again  to  their  men  in  the  rifle-pits  this  p.  m.  The  box-cars  reported 
by  Lieutenant  Fish  appeared  to  be  loaded. 

Men  seem  to  be  very  scarce  in  front  of  the  Sixteenth  Corps.  The  big 
gun  stands  in  the  same  position.

I  received  your  telegram  to-day  concerning  Colonel  Palmer's  force. 
If  any  mounted  force  should  be  pla<5ed  at  my  command  sufficiently  large 
to  be  effective,  I  desire  to  ask  you  as  to  the  disposition  of  them.  If  the 
object  is  simply  to  scout  along  the  road  the  force  is  at  present  probably 
as  well  disposed  for  that  puri)ose  as  it  could  be;  if,  on  the  contrary,  you 
design  to  intercept  Wheeler  should  he  endeavor  to  return  sonth  by  his 
ohl  route,  all  the  cavalry  should  be  concentrated  at  Balton,  Kesaca,  or 
Spring  Place.  Dalton  is  probably  the  best  i)oint  from  which  to  defend 
the  roa4l.  I  deem  it  imiwssible,  however,  for  any  cavalry  force  you  could 
concentrate  at  present  to  intercept  Wheeler  if  he  desires  to  avoid  you, 
as  he  can  back  through  Bllijay  and  Jasper  or  through  Ducktown  and 
Amicalola  Falls  or  through  Cooper's  G^p  to  Dahlonega  and  cross  the 
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Chattahoochee  any  i>laee  above  there.  It  might  be  liard  for  his  fotce  to 
procure  subsistence  over  these  routes,  but  no  more  difficult  than  over 
the  route  he  has  already  marched,  where  everything  has  already  been 
consumed.  Talking  Rock  is  another  imi)ortant  point,  and  scouting  par- 
ties sent  there  and  to  Pine  Log  Post-Office  continually  will  give  notice  of 
any  attempt  on  the  road  south  of  the  Coosawattee,  I  am  satisfied  that 
the  recent  attacks  on  the  road  south  of  the  Etowah  have  been  encouraged 
and  assisted  by  citizens.  If  some  terrible  lesson  is  not  taught  them  now 
our  line  of  communications  will  suffer  through  the  whole  campaign.  If 
they  Jeam  that  when  they  destroy  our  railroad  we  will  destroy  their 
houses  I  think  they  will  be  willing  to  quit.  The  exi)eriment  is  worth 
trying  at  any  rate.

m.  returned,  closely  followed  by  the  other  engine.  No  men  to  be  seen 
on  them.  At  6  p.  m.  a  train  of  seventeen  freight  and  one  passenger 
cars  left  Atlanta.

In  order  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
July  2, 1864,  and  the  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  relative 
to  trade  and  intercourse  with  States  and  parts  of  States  in  insurrection, 
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and  to  make  the  operations  of  trade  just  and  fair  both  as  to  the  people 
and  the  merchant,  the  following  general  rules  will  be  observed  in  this 
military  division  as  near  as  the  state  of  the  country  will  permit: 

I.  All  trade  is  prohibited  near  armies  in  the  field  or  moving  columns 
of  troops  save  that  necessary  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  troops  them- 
selves. Quartermasters  and  commissaries  will  take  such  supplies  as 
are  needed  in  the  countries  passed  through,  leaving  receipts  and  taking 
the  articles  up  on  their  returns.  When  cotton  is  found,  and  transporta^ 
tion  is  easy  and  does  not  interfere  with  the  supplier  to  the  army  de- 
pendent upon  the  route,  the  quartermaster  will  ship  the  cotton  to  the 
quartermaster  at  Nashville  or  Memphis,  who  will  deliver  it  to  the  agent 
of  the  Treasury  Department.  It  will  be  treated  as  captured  property 
of  an  enemy  and  invoiced  accordingly.  No  claim  of  private  interest  in 
it  will  be  entertained  by  the  military  authorities. 

II.  In  departments  and  mflitary  districts  embrt^cing  a  country  within  . 
our  military  control,  the  commanders  of  such  departments  and  districts 
may  permit  a  trade  in  articles,  not  contraband  of  war  or  damaging  to 
the  operations  of  the  army  at  the  front,  through  the  properly  appointed 
agents  and  sub-agents  of  the  Treasury  Department,  to  an  extent  propor- 
tionate to  the  necessities  of  the  peaceful  and  worthy  inhabitants  of  the 
localities  described ;  but  as  trade  and  the  benefits  of  civil  government  are 
conditions  not  only  of  fidelity  of  the  people,  but  also  of  an  ability  to  main- 
tain peace  and  order  in  their  district,  county,  or  locality,  commanding  offi- 
cers will  give  notice  that  all  trade  will  cease  where  guerrillas  are  tolerated 
or  encouraged,  and,  moreover,  that  in  such  districts  and  localities  the 
army  or  detachments  sent  to  maintain  the  peace  must  be  maintained 
by  the  district  or  locality  that  tolerates  or  encourages  such  guerrillas. 

III.  All  military  officers  will  assist  the  agents  of  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment in  securing  possession  of  all  abandoned  property  and  estates  sub- 
ject to  confiscation  under  the  law. 

IV.  The  use  of  weapons  for.  hunting  purposes  is  too  dangerous  to  be 
allowed  at  this  time,  and  therefore  the  introduction  of  all  arms  and 
powder,  i)ercussion  caps,  bullets,  shot,  lead,  or  anything  used  in  con- 
nection with  fire-arms,  is  prohibited  absolutely,  save  by  the  proper 
agents  of  the  United  States :  and  when  the  inhabitants  require  and  can 
be  trusted  with  such  things  for  self-defense,  or  for  aiding  in  maintaining 
the  peace  and  safety  of  their  families  and  property,  commanding  officers 
may  issue  the  same  out  of  the  public  stores  in  limited  quantities. 

V.  Medicines  and  clothing,  as  well  as  salt,  meats  and  provisions,  being 
quasi-contraband  of  war  according  to  the  condition  of  the  district  or 
locality  where  offered  for  sale,  will  be  regulated  by  local  commanders  in 
connection  with  the  agents  of  the  Treasury  Department. 

VI.  In  articles  non -contraband,  such  as  the  clothing  needed  for  women 
and  children,  groceries  and  imported  articles,  the  trade  should  be  left 
to  the  Treasury  agents  as  matters  too  unimportant  to  be  noticed  by 
military  men. 

VII.  When  military  officers  can  indicate  a  preference  to  the  class  of 
men  allowed  to  trade  they  will  always  give  preference  to  men  who 
have  served  the  Government  as  soldiers  and  are  wounded  or  incapaci- 
tated from  further  service  by  such  wounds  or  sickness.  Men  who  mani- 
fest loyalty  by  oaths  and  nothing  more  are  entitled  to  live,  but  not  to 
ask  favors  of  a  Government  that  demands  acts  and  personal  sacrifice.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  my  report  of  to-day. 
Lieutenant  Fish,  of  this  detachment,  took  position  on  lookout  station 
at  8  a.  m.  and  reports  the  following: 

At  11.30  a.  m.  I  discovered  a  column  of  smoke  rising  from  Atlanta.  I  examined  it 
closely,  but  could  not  determine  from  what  it  originated.  The  fire  emitted  black 
smoke  for  a  space  of  five  minutes,  then  white  smoke,  something  like  steam. 
Heated  air  could  be  seen  to  rise  in  thick  white  clouds.  It  was  stiU  burning  at  dark. 
At  11.40  a.  m.  a  train  of  eighteen  box-cars  left  town ;  doors  closed ;  could  not  tell  if 
loaded  or  not.  At  4.30  p.  m.  a  train  of  eighteeu  box-cars  and  one  passenger-car  ar- 
rived, all  empty.  At  4.50  p.  m.  a  train  of  four  passenger  and  five  box  cars  arrived; 
they  appeared  to  be  empty,  i^t  6  p.  m.  a  train  of  eight  box-cars,  loaded  with  boxes, 
bundles  of  clothing  or  bedding,  and  other  articles,  left  town,  also  about  thirty-five 
men  on  board.  The  six-gun  fort  in  front  of  the  Seventeenth  Corps  has  part  of  the 
embrasures  casemated.  A  battery  in  the  Seventeenth  Army  Corps  almost  destroyed 
one  of  the  casemates  to-day ;  their  firing  was  very  good. 

Lieutenant  Weirick,  of  this  detachment,  reports  from  Captain  De 
Gress'  battery: 

I  notice  the  following  changes  on  the  rebel  lines  in  front  of  Fifteenth  Army 
Corps:  During  the  last  twenty-four  hours  considerable  timber  has  been  cut  in 
front  of  their  main  lines.  They  have  extended  and  completed  some  of  their  ad- 
vance skirmish  pits  and  pitchea  some  additional  tents  or  flies  in  rear  of  main  works, 
apparently  ofiicers'  quarters;  otherwise  their  lines  appear  unchanged. 
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At  12  m.  I  received  information  from  General  O.  O.  Howard  that  it 
was  currently  reported  that  the  rebels  were  evacuating  Atlanta.  I 
therefore  proceeded  to  the  l(K>kout  station  and  examined  entirely  the 
enemy's  lines,  but  could  see  notliin^  to  justify  the  report.  A  large  fire 
appeared  in  Atlanta  that  I  could  tell  but  very  little  about.  The  smoke 
appeared  like  that  of  burning  grain.  I  then  proceeded  to  Captain  De 
Gress'  battery;  while  there  I  discovered  considerable  movements  along 
the  rebel  line.  They  appeared  to  be  fixing  up  their  equipments;  most 
of  them  moved  back  to  a  camp  or  new  line  in  rear  of  the  one  in  sight. 
At  6  p.  m.  I  returned  to  the  lookout  on  tree  and  discovered  a  few  men 
leaving  the  rifle-pits  in  front  of  Twentieth  Corps  with  their  equip- 
ments; they  ap])eared  to  be  militia.  At  6  p.  m.I  saw  four  old  citizens, 
well  dressed,  come  out  on  the  big  work  in  fr^mt  of  town.  They  ap- 
peared to  be  agitated  and  excited.  It  is  evident  from  their  motion  and 
downcast  appearance  that  there  is  some  move  about  to  take  place.  Two 
more  large  flres  occurred,  one  in  the  evening  and  the  other  at  about 
dark;  appeared  to  be  large  buildings  of  some  kind.  From  my  obser- 
vations this  afternoon  I  am  satisfied  that  the  enemy  are  about  to  make 
a  grand  move  of  some  sort.  The  rebels  fired  their  big  gun  three  times, 
once  before  dark  and  1?wic^  after.  Very  few  pieces  of  artillery  in  sight.

One  hundred  mounted  men  said  to  be  at  Ellijay :  none  nearer.  On 
Friday  thirty-eight  of  Wheeler's  men  jmssed  down  Federal  road  across 
to  Ellijay  with  dispatch;  none  have  been  seen  since.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  yon  acquainted  with  thefi^ow- 
iuj?  acconnt  of  the  proceedings  of  the  raiding  party  from  the  south,  in 
this  vicinity  for  your  information : 

On  Saturday  last  a  detachment  from  this  place  had  a  skirmish  with 
the  enemy  near  Sweet  Water  early  in  the  morning,  and  finding  their 
strength  too  great  fell  back.  In  the  afternoon,  near  Philadelphia,  had 
another  skirmish,  and  3  men  captured,  1  of  whom  made  his  escape,  but 
no  one  killed  or  wounded.  The  loss  of  the  enemy  in  killed- and 
wounded  in  these  two  skirmishes  was  6  or  more.  We  captured  1  from 
the  Sixth  Georgia  Cavalry.  That  day  the  enemy  moved  to  the  south 
of  this  place  and  crossed  the  Little  Tennessee  at  different  fords  the 
20th  and  21st.  The  22d  some  crossed  the  Holston  at  Louisville  and  cut 
the  telegraph  at  Concord,  and  did  a  little  damage  to  railroad^  and  then 
returned  to  the  south  side  of  the  river  the  next  day.  Railroad  and 
telegraph  to  Knoxville  now  repaired.  I  inclose  copies  of  telegrams 
from  General  Tillson,  which  will  inform  you  of  the  subsequent  move- 
ments of  the  enemy.  The  railroad  and  telegraph, between  Philadel- 
phia and  Athens  are  badly  injured.  The  construction  train  is  hero, 
and  will  proceed  at  once  to  rei)air  the  road  and  telegraph  as  rapidly  as 
possible.  There  is  no  injury  to  either  between  Loudon  and  Philadel- 
phia. The  country  has  been  thoroughly  scouted,  and  we  feel  assiu*ed 
that  they  have  all  crossed  to  the  other  side  of  the  Little  Tennessee  River. 
I  felt  confident  of  being  able  to  defend  the  place  and  protect  the  bridge, 
but  had  not  force  to  attack  the  enemy  in  the  field.  I^udon  and  Kings- 
ton were  not  molested.  General  Tillson  is  at  Knoxville,  and  as  Sie 
l>lace  is  very  strongly  fortified  there  is  no  cause  of  fear.  I  return  this 
p.  m.  to  Knoxville,  having  made  arrangements  here  for  the  safety  of 
bridge,  &(•.  Shall  spare  no  effort  for  the  security  of  the  garrisons,  &c, 
under  my  command,  and  shall  use  every  endeavor  to  harass  and  defeat 
the  enemy.  Capt.  W.  W.  Cushing,  military  conductor,  is  just  in  from 
Charleston;  reports  no  rebels,  but  road  very  much  destroyed  between 
Athens  and  Charleston.

I.  The  special  agent  of  the  Post-Office  Department  will  bring  the 
army  mail  to  the  nearest  practicable  point  by  rail  to  the  army  and 
there  deliver  the  bags  only  to  corps  messengers,  duly  appointed  by  a 
corps  order,  approved  by  the  army  commander. 

n.  Each  army  corps  commander  will  arrange  to  receive  his  mail  of 
the  agent  of  the  Post-Office  Department  at  the  end  of  the  railroad,  and 
will  have  it  brought  to  his  headquarters  and  there  distributed  to  divis- 
ions, brigades,  and  regiments,  according  to  his  own  plan. 

III.  Army  commanders,  viz,  Cumberland,  Tennessee,  and  Ohio,  may 
send  special  messengers  through  to  I^ashville,  Chattanooga,  and  Knox- 
ville  and  back,  but  these  must  confine  their  business  to  that  defined  in 
their  written  orders.  The  same  privilege  cannot  be  conceded  to  any 
others,  because  we  have  not  the  facilities  and  quantity  of  cars  needed 
for  more  than  the  absolute  necessities  of  the  army.

General:  From  what  I  have  been  told  by  General  Brannan,  I  fear 
there  is  some  diflference  in  the  manner  in  which  we  interpret  Special 
Field  Orders,  No.  67,  from  headquarters  Military  Division  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi. General  Brannan  informs  me  that  in  conversation  with  you 
you  told  him  that  you  were  going  to  swing  back  your  left  to-night.  As 
General  Stanley  is  required  to  move  his  corps  to-night  from  our  extreme 
left  to  behind  the  right  center  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  I  would 
respectftilly  suggest  that  you  should  not  withdraw  your  left  from  its 
present  position  until  General  Stanley  has  taken  up  his,  as  indicated  in 
the  first  move  of  Orders,  No.  57.  General  Stanley's  movement  will  un- 
doubtedly occupy  him  during  the  greater  portion  of  this  night,  and 
should  you  swing  back  your  left  until  after  his  corps  has  passed,  you 
expose  him  to  an  attack  in  flank,  for  the  consequences  of  which  I  cannot 
be  held  responsible.

Sir  :  I  Ijiave  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  my  report  of  the 
day.  Lieutenant  Fish,  of  this  detachment,  took  his  position  on  look- 
out station  at  7.30  p.  m.  and  reports  the  following:     • 

At  10.05  a.  m.  a  train  of  thirteen  box  and  one  passenger  cars  arrived  in  Atlanta. 
The  doors  were  shut:  could  not  teU  if  loaded  or  not;  a  few  men  in  passenger-cars. 
At  5  p.  m.  a  train  of  nfteen  box-cars  arrived  in  Atlanta  with  between  150  to  200  men 
on  board.  They  appeared  to  have  other  freight  besides  the  men.  At  5.35  p.  m.  a 
train  of  three  passenger,  one  baggage,  and  seven  box  cars  arrived  in  town.  Bag- 
gage-car well  mled  with  what  apneared  to  be  trunks,  and  quite  a  number  of  pas- 
sengers. At  6  p.  m.  a  train  of  eignteen  bpx-cars  loaded  quite  heavy  with  men  and 
freight  left  town.  At  6.20  p.  m.  a  train  of  four  cattle-cars  loaded  with  men  and 
freight  left  town,  also  one  box-car  with  two  engines  in  front ;  the  hind  engine  had  no 
fire  in. 

Lieutenant  Weirick,  of  this  detachment,  reports: 

Everything  on  the  rebel  lines  in  front  of  the  Fifteenth  Corps  unchanged.  From 
my  own  observation  the  rebel  forts  and  lines  as  far  as  I  can  see  appear  unchanged. 
Very  little  sign  of  an  evacuation.  The  men  on  the  cars  appeared  unarmed,  prob- 
ably convalescents.  The  train  of  five  cars  and  two  engines  were  weU  fiUed  with 
men  sitting  on  top  of  some  kind  of  freight.  One  of  the  engines  appeared  to  be  dis- 
abled. A  fatigue  party  of  forty  meh  and  an  officer  on  horsebacK  came  from  the' 
rebel  left  and  moved  to  their  right  a  little  before  dark.  The  men  had  picks,  shovels, 
and  axes.

The  enemy  crossed  the  Holston,  two  miles  below  Strawberry  Plains, 
yesterday  and  last  night.  He  is  apparently  moving  toward  Big  Creek 
Gap.

We  have  no  cavalry  here  and  cannot  pursue  to 
advantage.  The  force  of  the  enemy  is  probably  4,000,  with  four  or  nine 
pieces  of  artillery.  Did  not  attack  garrison  at  Plains,  and  did  but  lit-- 
tle  damage  to  railroad.    All  quiet  here.

The  movement  of  this  command  from  its  present  lines  will  commence 
at  night-fall  this  evening.  Colonel  Opdycke  will  withdraw  his  brigade 
first,  and  he  will  move  it  promptly  by  the  best  road  to  General  Newton's 
headquarters,  where  he  will  rejoin  his  division.  Next,  Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Kimball  will  withdraw  his  division,  commencing  on  the  left,  and  he 
will  march  to  the  present  corps  headquarters.  As  soon  as  General 
Kimball  passes  the  left  of  Briffadier-G^neral  Wood's  division  he.  Gen- 
eral Wood,  will  withdraw  his  division  and  follow  him.  General  Newton 
will  in  turn  withdraw  by  his  left  as  soon  as  General  Wood's  division  has 
passed  the  same.  General  Newton's  division  and  the  artillery  will 
move  on  the  "  outside "  road,  which  passes  in  the  rear  of  department 
headquarters.  Captain  Steele,  aide-de-camp,  will  guide  this  column. 
All  of  the  columns  will  march  right  in  front.  Brigade  commanders  will 
assemble  their  battalion  commanders  and  enjoin  secrecy  uiwn  them  in 
this  movement,  and  instruct  them  to  see  that  all  commands  are  given  in 
an  ordinary  tone  of  voice.  They  will  also  instruct  their  captains  to  pre- 
vent talking  in  the  ranks  and  by  the  pickets.  The  pickets  of  General 
Kimball's  division  and  Colonel  C^pdycke's  brigade  will  move  back  into 
the  main  works  promptly  at  11  o'clock  this  p.  m.

The  colonel  commanding  has  had,  in  common  with  every  officer  and 
soldier  of  his  command,  occasion  to  know  from  personal  observation  that 
horses  and  mules  captured  from  the  enemy,  and  taken  from  disloyal 
citizens,  have  not  been  treated  as  the  property  of  the  Government,  but 
have  been  claimed  as  the  private  property  of  both  officers  and  soldiers, 
and  as  such  have  been  the  subject  of  trade  and  sale  between  soldiers, 
and  between  soldiers  and  officers,  and  in  many  instances  have  been  sold 
to  the  Government  buyers,  to  private  horse  dealers,  or  shipped  to  the 
homes  of  their  pretended  owners.  In  common  with  all  honest  men,  both 
soldiers  and  officers  of  this  command,  the  colonel  commanding  desires 
that  these  dishonest  practices  be  stopped,  and  that  our  Government  be 
no  more  defrauded  by  anyone  of  this  command  of  its  right  to  captured 
property.  The  two  desirable  objects  to  be  attained  are:  first,  that  the 
captared  horses  and  mules  shall  become  the  property  of  the  United 
States;  second,  that  the  individual  company  or  regiment  making  the 
capture  shall  have  the  privilege  of  the  use  of  it.  Both  of  these  desir- 
able ends  can  be  attained  by  frequent  inspection  of  companies  and  regi- 
ments, and  the  branding  of  all  horses  and  mules  found  to  be  without 
the  brand.  It  is  well  known  to  all  cavalrymen  that  it  is  almost,  if  not 
entirely,  impossible  that  there  should  be  a  fair,  bona  fide  purchase  of  a 
horse  from  a  citizen  or  soldier  in  this  country.  The  colonel  commanding, 
therefore,  desires  it  to  be  known  to  his  command,  that  it  will  give  him 
pleasure  to  see  all  his  officers  and  men  well  mounted  on  captured  horses 
bearing  the  brand  of  the  Government,  and  trusts  that  the  only  claim  any 
one  in  this  command  may  ever  make  to  a  captured  horse  may  be  to  use 
it  in  the  service  of  the  Government.  It  is  therefore  ordered  that  all 
horses  and  mules  captured  from  the  enemy  or  taken  from  citizens  be 
branded  with  the  Government  brand  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the 
capture;  and  that  captured  horses  and  mules  in  excess  of  the  need  of 
the  company  or  regiments  be  turned  over  to  the  regimental,  brigade,  or 
division  quartermaster  for  issue  to  other  portions  of  the  command. 
Company  and  regimental  officers  are  charged  with  the  duty  of  making 
inspections,  which  will  be  necessary  to  carry  this  order  into  effect,  and 
will  be  held  responsible  for  such  neglect  as  will  countenance  or  encour- 
age the  conversion  of  captured  property  to  private  use.  It  will  be  the 
duty  of  the  acting  assistant  inspectors-general  of  this  command  to  re- 
port to  these  headquarters  the  names  of  officers  having  in  their  com- 
mands unbranded  animals.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  following  operations  of  this  corps  to- 
day :  At  daylight  this  morning  my  command  was  in  position,  two  divis- 
ions on  the  other  side  of  Proctor's  Creek  (Generals  Newton's  and 
Wood's),  on  the  ridges  about  one-quarter  of  a  mile  therefrom,  and  my 
other  division  (General  Kimball's)  on  the  hill  on  this  side  of  the  creek, 
the  same  hill  formerly  fortified  by  General  Davis.  Soon  after  my  troops 
had  taken  these  positions  the  enemy's  skirmishers  opposed  and  engaged 
them.  A  lively  skirmish  was  then  kept  up  until  about  10  a.  m.,  when 
our  pickets  at  the  creek  were  withdrawn.  The  enemy  did  not  appear 
disposed  to  attack  us,  and,  therefore,  in  accordance  with  instructions, 
I  commenced  to  withdraw  my  troops  at  about  9  a.  m.,  and  marched 
them  to  Utoy  Creek,  where  I  arrived  at  4  p.  m.  The  First  Division  is 
in  reserve  a  short  distance  back  from  the  creek,  and  the  Second  and 
Third  Divisions  are  in  line  of  battle  facing  the  creek,  and  are  on  the 
ridges  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  it.  General  Newton's  division 
on  the  right  of  the  Sandtown  road,  and  General  Wood's  on  the  left.

Scouts 
that  I  have  sent  out  to-day  report  the  enemy's  scouting  parties  at 
Howell's  Mill  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the  old  headquarters  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Cumberland,  but  no  force.

Colonel  :  Brigadier-General  Geary  directs  me  to  state  to  you,  for  the 
information  of  the  general  commanding  corps,  that  this  division  reached 
Pace's  Ferry  about  daylight  this  morning  and  was  placed  in  position 
on  chain  of  hills  east  of  the  Chattahoochee  River,  the  left  resting  near 
the  river,  about  500  yards  above  the  bridge  at  the  ferry,  the  right 
resting  near  the  river,  about  two  miles  by  course  of  works  below  the 
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.  bridge.  Our  pickets  that  were  left  in  front  of  Atlanta  last  night  rejoined 
the  division  here,  two  hours  after  daylight,  having  come  the  entire 
route  unmolested.  About  noon  slight  skirmishing  commenced  between 
our  pickets  and  the  enemy's  cavalry,  who  are  developed  in  rather  heavy 
force  in  our  present  front.  A  portion  of  their  cavalry  (dismounted) 
charged  on  our  picket-line  and  were  instantly  driven  back,  with  a  loss 
of  3  captured.  Slight  picket-firing  continued  during  the  afternoon. 
General  Geary  directs  me  to  say  that  the  series  of  hills  on  which  our  line 
is  formed  make  a  naturally  strong  line  of  defense,  but  that  the  number 
of  troops  in  this  division  is  not  sufficient  to  hold  the  position  against  a 
very  heavy  attack  by  infantry.  Defensive  works  are  rapidly  being 
completed  throughout  the  entire  line,  which  is  about  two  miles  and 
a  half  in  length.  Much  of  the  timber  has  already  been  slashed,  as 
abatis,  and  that  work  will  be  steadily  pushed  to  completion.  The  gen- 
eral is  busy  along  the  lines  and  has  no  opportunity  to  address  you  over 
his  own  signature.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  my  report  for  to- 
day: 

Lieutenant  Fish,  of  this  detachment,  was  on  the  station  at  7.30  a.  m, 
and  reports  the  following: 

The  enemy  could  be  seen,  gathered  in  groups,  looking  intently  toward  onr  late  lines. 
At  10.15  a.  m.  a  train  of  five  freight-cars  left  Atlanta;  they  appeared  to  be  loaded. 
At  11  a.  m.  a  few  straggling  rebels  conld  be  seen  rambling  about  the  works  lately 
held  by  the  Twentieth  Army  Corps.  These  stragglers  picked  np  a  few  of  our  men 
that  straggled  behind,  probably  from  the  Fourth  Army  Corps,  as  a  portion  of  that 
corps  were  in  that  vicinity.  At  11.90  a.  n^.  a  locomotive  left  Atlanta  alone.  At  1 
p.  m.  I  discovered  a  column  of  infantry  moving  toward  the  enemy's  left.  I  did  not 
see  the  head  of  column ;  counted  five  stand  or  colors ;  a  portion  of  the  column  wa« 
mounted  infantry,  about  300.  At  3.15  p.  m.  a  train  of  twelve  box-cars,  aU  empt^yi^ 
arrived  in  Atlanta.  At  4.15  p.  m.  a  tram  of  three  passenger  and  four  freight  cars 
arrived  in  Atlanta  with  a  few  passengers  aboard.  At  5.45  p.  m.  a  train  of  fifteen 
freight-cars,  a  portion  of  whicn  were  cattle-cars,  arrived  in  Atlanta:  there  were  a 
few  men  in  each  car.  At  6  p.  m.  a  train  of  seventeen  freight-cars^  loaaed  with  what 
appeared  to  be  army  stores,  left  town ;  immediately  foUowing  this  freight  train  was 
a  train  of  six  passenger  and  two  baggage  cars,  with  two  extra  locomotives  attached. 

Lieutenant  Weirick,  of  this  detachment,  reports  the  following: 

An  quiet  and  unchanged,  with  the  exception  of  rebel  skirmishers,  who  kept  up  a 
constant  fire  at  our  skirmishers  on  main  lines  of  Fifteenth  Army  Corps.  At  6  p.  m. 
communicated  movements  to  our  right  and  front. 

As  for  myself,  I  was  on  the  lookout  station  most  of  the  day,  and  in- 
dorse the  above  statement  of  Lieutenant  Fish.

The  enemy  came  down  the  Emory  road  or  Beaver  Creek  road  inquir- 
ing for  Lee's  and  Black's  fords  below  Clinton.  A  portion  of  them  are  on 
the  road  from  Ball  Play  to  ('ampbelPs  Station,  encamped.  Yesterday 
they  tried  to  burn  the  bridge  at  Strawberry  Plains  but  failed,  as  tlie  gar- 
rison there  of  150  men,  with  two  pieces  of  artillery,  drove  them  away 
without  any  loss  on  our  side,  but  some  to  them.  If  they  attempt  the 
bridge  at  Loudon  you  (*an  keep  them  away  by  sending  iiiantry  to  this 
side  into  the  two  works  by  railroad,  near  end  of  bridge  (otie  already  oc- 
cupied by  Fourth  Tennessee),  and  some  at  this  end  of  bridge.  Do  not 
send  out  too  far  on  this  side,  except  scouts.  You  may  expect  assist- 
ance soon.  You  can  whip  them  easily  if  they  do  not  improve  very  much. 
If  the  gun-boat  helps  Major  Reeves,  Kingston  will  be  safe  with  moderate 
iig:hting  and  tolerable  management.  Their  whole  force  is  e\idently  on 
this  side,  and  they  do  not  intend  to  fight  much  if  they  can  avoid  it.  Our 
(*>4timate  of  their  numbers  is  right.  Y^ou  know  what  we  thought.  They 
certainly  intend  to  cross  to  Middle  Tennessee  or  Kentucky.  You  can 
whip  them  easily.  They  tried  to  apply  torches  to  the  bridge  at  Straw- 
berry Plains,  but  the  guns  on  this  side  were  in  the  way.  You  can  do 
a«  well  with  your  guns.  Shut  the  cut  as  before  in  railroad  and  man 
the  fort  opposite.  The  two  forts  on  this  side,  Avith  a  few  skirmishers  in 
front  to  observ^e  and  afterward  fall  back  into  the  works  and  to  the  end 
of  the  bridge  on  this  side,  will  make  the  defense  good,  probably  the  best.

He 
also  rei>orts  the  capture  by  the  enemy  of  a  lieutenant  and  9  men  out 
of  a  scout  of  twelve  men  who  had  been  sent  out  to  feel  the  enemy.  A 
large  fire  in  that  vicinity  last  night  indicates  that  the  enemy  occupy 
Kingston,  although  I  hope  for  the  best.  I  am  expecting  a  courier 
every  minute  from  the  major.

Let  the  destruction  be  so  thor- 
ough that  not  a  rail  or  tie  can  be  used  again.  My  own  experience 
demonstrates  the  proper  method  to  be:  To  march  a  regiment  to  the 
road,  stack  arms,  loosen  two  rails  opposite  the  right  and  two  opi)08ite 
the  left  of  the  regiment,  then  to  heave  the  whole  track,  rails  and  ties, 
over,  breaking  it  all  to  pieces,  then  pile  the  tie«  in  the  nature  of  crib 
work  and  lay  the  rails  over  them,  then  by  means  of  fence  mils  make  a 
bonfire,  and  when  the  rails  are  red-hot  in  the  middle  let  men  give  the 
rail  a  twist,  which  cannot  be  straightened  without  machinery.  Also

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and  cover  up  and  All  with  dirt.  Please  give  minute  instructions  on  this

Lieutenant  :  Your  note  of  this  morning  is  just  reeeived.  General 
Slocum  is  absent  from  headquarters  along  the  luies.  The  firing  yester- 
day was  at  Turner's  Ferry.  The  enemy's  cavalry,  with  a  section  of 
ar6llery,  appeared  in  front  of  Ward's  division  and  fired  a  few  rounds^ 
wfeich  were  returned.  After  a  slight  skirmish  with  our  infantry  they 
retired,  and  all  has  been  quiet  since.  They  have  made  no  demonstra- 
tions on  Williams'  division  at  the  railroad  crossing,  though  their  cavahy 
picket  along  the  front  of  that  division.  On  the  26th,  (ieary's  division, 
at  Pace's  Ferry,  had  a  sharp  skirmish  with  cavahy  (dismounted),  but 
nothing  since.  Thedemoiistration  of  yesterday  amounted  to  nothing — 
merely  rec^ounoitering  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  Turner's  Ferry  wa>» 
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held  by  us.  The  enemy  have  cavalry  on  all  the  roads  leading  from  the 
river  to  Atlanta.  Our  positions  at  each  of  the  three  ferries  have  been 
strengthened  80  as  to  be  peifectly  safe,  and  we  have  one  brigade  on 
the  north  side  of  the  river  at  this  point,  which  occupies  a  portion  of  the 
old  rebel  works,  and  completely  protects  the  depot  and  trains  here  ft'om 
any  attack  in  the  rear.  Colonel  Minty  has  one  regiment  of  cavalry 
up  the  river  from  here  toward  Roswell  Factory  and  two  regiments  at 
Sandtown.  The  enemy's  cavalry  hold  Roswell.  Their  force  there  is 
supposed  to  be  about  400.  They  scout  down  the  river  as  far  as  Soap 
Creek,  A  patrol  this  moment  returned  rei>orts  the  enemy  in  front  of 
Ward's  division  withdrawn.  The  patrolling  painty,  starting  from  Tui'ner's 
Ferry,  went  out  on  the  road  to  Atlanta  three  miles,  took  a  road  to 
the  left,  and  came  in  to  our  lines  again  at  this  point.  The  general  will, 
I  inesume,  make  a  reconnaissance  to-morrow  morning.  Is  it  your  in- 
tention to  keep  open  the  communication  by  courier  line  to  this  point 
via  Sandtown!

General:  I  send  you  a  map  showing  my  present  posit ioir,  and  from 
which  you  can  see  what  my  probable  movement  will  be  to-morrow. 
General  Thomas  is  now  on  the  railroad  about  Red  Oak,  and  General 
Howard  has  crossed  it,  between  Red  Oak  and  Fairburn.  To-morrow  I 
shall  probably  move  to  or  near  the  railroa^l  via  Mims'  and  Trimble's. 
With  the  aid  of  Colonel  Garrard  you  will,  I  think,  be  able  to  keep  up 
connection  with  my  left,  and  cover  all  roads  on  which  aimy  trains  are 
moving.

I 
want  you  to  do  the  best  job  f>f  railroad  destruction  on  record,  using 
General  Kilpatrick  to  cover  you  while  at  work,  and  to  explore  roads  to 
the  east  and  make  such  reconnaissances  toward  Oampbellton  as  would 
be  useful  to  us  in  the  fixture ;  also  fill  up  some  cuts  in  the  railroad  with 
logs  and  trees  covered  with  dirt,  so  we  may  rest  perfectly  satisfied  as 
regards  the  use  of  this  railroad  during  the  remainder  of  this  campaign. 
It  is  more  important  that  each  bar  of  iron  should  be  heated  and  twisted 
than  a  great  amount  of  imi>erfect  work  done,  for  if  the  iron  can  be  used 
again  in  this  wooded  country  ties  (*an  be  easily  supplied.

Chief  of  Staff: 
The  occupation  of  the  troops  of  this  corps  to-day  consisted  in  adjust- 
ing and  barricading  the  lines  occupied  by  the  corps  last  evening,  and 
in  breaking  up  the  railroad  toward  East  Point.  The  latter  was  done 
by  Brig.  Gen.  T.  J.  Wood  with  two  brigades,  Post's  and  Knefler's,  of 
his  division,  and  Taylor's  brigade,  of  Kimball's  division.  In  conjunc- 
tion with  General  Carlin's  division  General  Wood  thoroughly  destroy^ 
the  railroad  three  miles  in  advance  of  our  lines.  We  met  only  a  tew 
cavalry  skirmishers.  As,  from  information  received  from  citizens  and 
contrabands,  the  point  reached  by  the  working  party  was  two  miles 
and  a  half  from  the  rebel  lines,  it  was  not  deemed  advisable  to  push 
farther  forward.  Three  men  of  Kimball's  division,  who  had  a  pass  to 
go  out  for  roasting-ears,  to  keep  behind  the  force  on  the  railroad,  were 
captured  by  the  enemy.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  during  to-day  my  com- 
mand lay  in  position,  its  line  nmning  north  and  south,  with  the  left 
resting  near  Red  Oak  Station.  During  the  morning  my  First  Division, 
General  Carlin,  destroyed  the  West  Point  railroad  from  two  miles  in 
his  front  to  about  one  mile  in  his  rear,  where  he  found  the  road  de- 
stroyed by  the  troops  of  General  Howard.    General  Carlin's  troops 

— — — - 
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found  the  enemy  in  an  intrenched  position  between  two  and  three  miles 
in  his  front.  Two  different  regiments  were  sent  pnt  upon  reconnais- 
sance upon  the  front  and  right  of  General  Morgan,  one  of  which  sup- 
ported the  troops  of  General  Carlin,  and  returned  at  2  p.  m.,  when  they 
returned.  The  other,  the  Tenth  Michigan,  marched  a  little  south  of 
east  as  far  avS  the  Shoal  Creek  Church,  and  cutting  out  a  road  to  that 
point,  or  near  it,  for  the  troops  to  march  n\>on  in  the  contemplated 
movements  of  to-morrow,  they  met  the  enemy's  cavalry  in  some  force  and 
drove- them  back  beyoucl  tlie  church.  The  Twenty-first  Wisconsin,  ac- 
companied by  Lieutenant  Carney,  of  my  staff,  was  sent  out  upon  a 
road  lying  south  of  my  right,  and  running  a  little  south  of  east,  keep- 
ing nearly  parallel  with  the  route  of  the  Tenth  Michigan  and  striking 
the  Jonesborough  or  Flat  Shoal  road  near  Dodd's  house.  It  also  skir- 
mished slightly  with  rebel  cavahy,  inflicting  some  damage  upon  them, 
but  losing  none  themselves. 
My  loss  during  the  day  is  only  1  man  missing.

Captain  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  the  general  commanding  the 
cx)rps  that  his  instructions  concerning  the  destruction  of  the  raikoad 
have  been  executed.  It  is  thoroughly  destroyed  for  at  least  two  miles 
above  my  camp,  about  half  a  mile  having  been  destroyed  by  General 
Wood's  division,  Fourth  Corps.  The  cavalry  pickets  of  the  enemy  were 
driven  back  a  mile,  when  a  considerable  force  was  met  in  fortifications. 
Tliis  was  as  far  as  prudence  would  permit  me  to  go  with  one  brigade. 
The  railroad  thus  embraced  within  our  lines  was  as  much  as  two  bri- 
gades could  destroy  by  2  p.  m.  to-day,  when  I  withdrew  the  whole 
force,  the  men  being  much  fatigued.

Colonel:  In  aceordauee  with  ordcns  and  instructions  received  from 
Oeueral  Morgan,  I  moved  my  regiment  in  nearly  au  easterly  direction 
for  about  two  miles  through  i)lantations  and  open  timber.  1  then  moved 
about  east  of  southeast  lor  near  one  mile,  striking  the  Fairburn  road 
about  one-quarter  of  a  mile  below  Shoal  ('reek  Church.  As  we  came  in 
sight  of  the  road  at  Cole's,  we  found  a  small  force  of  the  enemy  (about 
twenty-live).  Our  skirmishers  charged  across  an  open  field  for  about 
300  yards.  The  rebels  stai-ted  for  their  horses  and  we  firetl  on  them. 
They  ran,  lejiving  a  [)ortion  of  their  horses,  saddles,  and  arms.  I  found 
that  we  had  struck  the  rear  guard  of  a  cavalry  forc^  that  commenced 
passing  the  church  at  8  a.  m.  The  last  of  the  column  passed  at  11.45 
a.  m.  I  threw  out  skirmishers  in  reai'  and  flankers  and  took  position  on 
the  ridge  at  the  church.  The  enemy  moved  down  in  line  extending 
across  the  road  and  field  into  the  timber  on  either  side,  covering  the 
trail  on  which  we  advanced.  I  found  on  inquiry  from  my  guide  that  we 
could  get  back  by  moving  on  the  Fayette  and  Atlanta  road.  I  moved 
out  on  this  road  about  one  mile  and  a  half,  turned  to  the  lefr,  and  struck 
our  outward  path  at  Kimberly's  plantation.  I  then  cut  the  road  out  for 
about  one  mile  and  a  half  toward  the  church,  leaving  about  three-quar- 
ters of  a  mile  uncut,  but  plainly  blazed.  We  found  the  enemy  in  squads 
along  the  road  on  our  return  march.  Captured  1  prisoner,  who  re- 
I)orts  that  Hardee's  corps  moved  down  on  the  Montgomery  railroad 
to-day. 

I  have  to  report  the  capture  of  8  horses,  7  mules,  and  9  guns.    We 
destroyed  about  20  guns.    The  cavaliy  force  waa  represented  as  con- 
sisting of  Armstrong's  brigade  and  three  regiment^s  of  Martin's  brigade.

We 
will  move  to-morrow  for  our  next  objective.  Howard  will  move  for 
Jonesborough;  Thomas  via  Shoal  Creek  Church,  Mrs.  Long's,  and 
Couch's,  on  the  road  from  Morrow's  MiQ,  toward  FayettevUle.  I  want 
you  to  cover  the  movement  with  your  two  divisions  and  the  cavalry  of 
Garrard.  It  may  be  best  for  you  to  occupy  the  parapets  made  by 
Stanley  and  Davis  until  your  trains  are  well  toward  Shoal  Creek  Church, 
and  then  move  toward  any  sti'ong  position  south  and  west  of  Morrow's 
Mill,  covering  the  Decatur  road  and  in  communication  with  Thomas  at 
Couches.  I  don't  know  how  fitr  toward  East  Point  Davis  and  Stanley 
went  to-day,  but  if  you  can  I  want  you  to  gain  your  position  via  D. 
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Mims^  aud  the  road  across  by  Mis.  Long's.  If  you  find  this  difficult, 
maintain  a  defensive  position  tail  the  trains  are  well  out,  and  then  fol- 
low Thomas'  movement  as  far  as  Long's,  and  thence  to  the  one  described.

General  :  My  headquarters  are  at  Wait's  house,  on  the  south  side 
of  Camp  Creek,  and  my  two  brigades  lie  to  the  left,  along  the  creek. 
I  cover  all  the  roads  and  ground  from  Mims'  around  to  the  Sandtown 
road,  a  mile  west  of  Patterson's,  and  also  picket  to  my  left  rear.  My 
line  is  along  outside  of  your  position  last  night,  and  the  Sandtown  road 
is  watched  at  three  points.  Colonel  Garrard's  regiment,  which  was  on 
my  right,  is  camped  near  Mount  Gilead  Church,  inside  of  my  pickets, 
and  near  a  regiment  of  mine  on  picket.  I  do  not  know  where  the  col- 
onel is,  and  have  not  communicated  with  him.  A  few  rebels  ai-e  now 
in  the  fort,  on  the  old  line  near  the  Sandtown  road.  Small  parties  have 
run  in  on  me  on  all  roads  during  the  day,  but  no  indication  of  any  large 
force.  The  road  to  Sandtown  is  not  now  safe  except  for  aimea  men. 
and  wagons  should  have  guards.  As  your  left  is  not  as  far  beyona 
Mims'  as  I  expected,  I  am  closer  in  on  you  than  I  otherwise  would  have 
been.

Captain  Bridges,  chief  of  artiUery,  will  distribute  it  in  the 
column,  placing  with  each  division  the  batteries  formerly  attached  to 
the  same.  The  trains  of  the  corps  will  foUow  the  Fourteenth  Army 
Corps  on  the  same  road  in  the  order  in  which  the  divisions  to  which 
they  belong  will  march.  The  ammunition  train  will  move  first,  followed 
by  the  ambulances,  then  the  hospital  trains,  then  the  general  supply 
train.  Surplus  limbers  will  move  with  the  artillery;  ordnance  train  and 
surplus  headquarters  trains  will  move  with  the  division  ambulance 
trains.  The  artillery  wagons  will  move  with  the  general  supply 
train.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  this  corps  left  its  lines 
near  Red  Oak  at  6  o'clock  this  a.  m. ;  marched  two  miles  up  the  Newnan 
road,  turning  at  Ballard's  house  on  the  road  to  Mrs.  Long's.  One  mile 
firom  the  Ballard  house  we  ran  into  the  Fourteenth  Corps,  and  were 
detained  for  three  hours.  After  passing  it  we  encountered  tne  enemy's 
pickets  about  half  a  mile  from  Mrs.  Long's  house.  We  drove  them 
off  the  Flat  Shoal  road,  and  they  made  a  stand  at  Mann's  house^ 
where  they  were  covered  with  rail  barricades.  We  again  drove 
them  back.  General  Newton  then  placed  his  division  in  line  of  battie 
at  Mann's  house,  fiicing  northeast.  I  made  arrangements  to  cover  what 
I  supposed  to  be  the  Decatur  and  Fayetteville  and  the  Flat  Shoal  roads. 
I  then  rode  over  to  General  Baird's,  at  Couch's  house,  and  made  a  re- 
connaissance of  a  line  to  connect  with  him  by  pickets.  When  I  returned 
to  General  Newton  he  informed  me  that  he  had  reliable  information 
that  the  enemy  was  intrenched  in  his  front  and  was  in  force.  I  then 
determined  to  place  Generals  Kimball's  and  Wood's  divisions  on  his 
left.  While  making  this  formation  I  received  instructions  from  M^or- 
General  Thomas  to  place  these  two  divisions  on  the  Decatur  road,  con- 
necting with  General  Baird.    1  at  once  posted  them  in  what  I  supposed 
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to  be  the  proper  position  (having  received  no  instructions  as  to  the  di- 
rection of  the  line),'by  connecting  with  Baird's  left,  and  then  running 
my  line  across  the  Decatur  road  so  that  it  faced  northeast.  Gtjneral 
Newton  reports  that  he  has  not  yet  been  able  to  tind  General  Schofield's 
right.  General  Kewton's  division  is  but  one  line.  A  boy,  the  son  of  a 
rebel  soldier  who  lives  in  this  neighborhood,  and  who  left  his  father 
with  the  rebel  troops  this  morning,  states  that  they  are  in  our  front  and 
have  breast- works  about  Morrow's  Mill  and  between  the  forks  of  the 
creek,  over  three  miles  long.  Tliis  is  also  reported  by  two  other 
citizens.  A  woman  reports  that  it  is  Cheatham's  division  in  our  front, 
and  that  it  came  there  last  night.  My  position,  with  the  exception  of 
the  connection  between  Generals  Kimball  and  Newton,  is  strong.

Colonel:  I  have  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  information  of  the  gen- 
eral commanding,  that  this  afternoon  Colonel  Opdycke,  commanding 
my  First  Brigade,  made  a  reconnaissance,  under  instructions,  on  the 
Bough  and  Beady  road.  He  discovered  tne  enemy  in  respectable  force 
three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  my  present  position.  They  were  well  for- 
tified and  appeared  very  saucy  and  independent.  The  reconnoitering 
party  were  unable  to  determine  whether  the  enemy  were  on  this  side 
of  the  creek  or  the  other,  although  their  force  and  works  were  in  plain 
view.  The  pickets  this  afternoon  report  the  enemy  felling  timber  to 
the  north.  My  pEOi)er  front  is  almost  directly  east.  A  considerable 
force  of  the  enemy's  cavalry  were  discovered  this  afternoon  near  the 
house  where  General  Stanley  turned  off  to  post  me  in  my  present  posi- 
tion.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  6.30  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing the  First  Division  of  my  corps  moved  from  its  position  in  front  of 
B^  Oak  Station  to  a  road  which  runs  in  a  southeasterly  direction  from 
a  point  south  of  Eed  Oak  Station,  and  strikes  the  Flat  Shoal  road  near 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Dodd's  house.  Marching  to  this  point  the  division  moved 
upon  the  latter  road  to  the  Shoal  Creek  Church,  which  point  it  reached 
at  8.45  a.  m.  The  Second  Division,  followed  by  the  Third,  moved  at 
0  a.  m.  upon  a  road  leading  to  the  front  from  the  position  occupied  by 
the  extreme  right  of  the  corps,  running  north  of,  but  nearly  parallel  to. 
the  one  upon  which  the  First  Division  moved.  These  roads  converge  at 
the  Shoal  Creek  Church.  The  head  of  the  column  of  the  Second  Divis- 
ion reached  the  church  at  8.30  a.  m.,  just  fifj^en  minutes  before  the 
First  Division  appeared  in  sight.  To  this  point  the  ammunition,  hos- 
pital, and  headquarters  trains  of  the  corps  had  moved  nn  the  rear  of 
the  First  Division,  followed  by  the  corps  supply  trains.  Resting  for 
an  hour  at  the  church,  the  corps  moved  eastward  toward  Couch's  house, 
the  Second  Division,  followed  by  the  First,  moving  ui)on  one  rofid,  ana 
the  Third  Division  marching  upon  a  road  nearly  parallel,  but  north  of 
this  one,  and  converging  at  Couch's.  The  Third  Division  being  in 
advance,  skirmished  with  the  rebel  cavalry,  and  drove  them  back  with- 
out loss.  The  corps  went  into  position  a  little  in  advance  or  eastward  of 
the  Jonesborough  and  FayetteviUe  road,  the  lines  running  nearly  north 
and  south,  and  the  right  being  refused  across  the  road.  The  left  of 
the  corps  rests  near  Couch's  house,  and  there  connects  with  General 
Stanley's  right.  On  arriving  at  our  present  position,  two  regiments 
were  sent  down  the  road  to  li^nfroe's  and  opened  communication  with 
General  Howard's  forces  at  that  point.  The  trains  have  made  but  little 
progress  this  side  of  tlie  Shoal  Creek  Church,  having  been,  as  reported 
by  some  of  the  officers  in  charge,  cut  out  of  the  road  by  the  general 
supply  trains  of  department  headquarters  and  the  pontoon  train. 
Several  of  the  pontoon  wagons  were  stuck  in  the  mud,  blockading  the 
road.

Genbeal:  On  leaving  Decatur  I  was  directed  to  send  daily  repor 
to  department  headquarters  under  the  impression  that  this  was  to 
notify  the  chief  of  cavalry  of  my  station  daily.  The  only  day  one  of 
his  staff  officers  has  not  been  in  my  camp  I  reported  by  letter.  Last 
evening  I  received  a  note  from  Captain  Ramsey,  assistant  adjutant- 
general,  saying  that  the  commanding  general  wanted  daily  reports  from 
me.  I  nave  been  in  the  rear,  conforming  my  movements  to  the  infiEtn- 
try  and  wagon  trains,  getting  into  position  after  night.  Day  before 
yesterday  my  pickets  were  on  the  Sandtown  and  Atlanta  road,  jnst 
south  of  Utoy  Creek,  and  picketing  beyond  the  creek  up  to  Judge 
Wilson's,  and  then  back  toward  Sandtown,  and  connecting  with  left  of 
the  infantry.  Yesterday  my  line  run  farther  south,  but  picketed  on 
the  Sandtown  road,  where  the  trains  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee 
crossed  it.  Last  night  my  division  camped  on  Camp  Creek,  and  my 
line  runs  from  there  out  to  the  Campbellton  road,  and  then  leaves  that 
road  and  runs  to  my  left  and  rear  a  mile  west  of  Patterson's.  The 
three  roads  at  Mims'  are  strongly  picketed,  and  patrols  go  out  in  sight 
of  the  !N^ewnan  road.  Small  parties  run  in  on  my  pickets,  but  no  large 
force  has  as  yet  disturbed  me.  Guards  should  now  be  sent  with  am- 
bulances or  wagons  going  to  Sandtown.  It  will  not  always  be  possible 
for  me  to  report  at  nigh^  for  it  is  often  very  late  before  I  can  report, 
when  I  win  report  early  next  morning.

Geneeal  :  I  have  the  honor  to  make  my  daily  report.  My  command 
is  near  this  point.  My  pickets  reach  on  the  south  side  of  Cainp  Creek 
from  Trimble's  Mill  to  where  the  Campbellton  road  crosses  the  creek, 
and  then  around  on  the  West  Point  road  far  enough  west  to  cover  all 
the  roads  used  by  trains.  It  is  a  very  difficult  matter  for  me  to  keep 
informed  of  the  movements  of  the  army,  as  so  many  delays  have 
occurred.  In  the  morning  I  examine  the  country  in  my  front,  then 
judge  of  the  probable  advance  of  the  trains,  and  establish  my  new 
pickets.  Then  I  move  my  command  forward,  and  then  withdraw  the 
old  pickets.  This  keeps  me  occupied  all  day,  and  into  the  night  some- 
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times,  though  I  move  but  a  few  miles  a  day.  Only  small  parties  have 
struck  my  pickets.  As  General  Schofleld  moves  so  far  to  the  ea«t  of 
the  roads  used  by  trains  I  may  have  to  divide  my  command  to  cover 
the  rear.  One  of  my  brigades  (Minty's)  was  left  to  patrol  and  guard 
the  river  toward  Eoswell  and  down  to  Sweet  Water.

I.  The  troops  will  move  promptly  at  4.30  a.  m.  to-morrow — early  day- 
light— ^by  the  right  flank,  in  their  present  order,  qp  the  road  to  Shoal 
Creek  Church.  The  skirmish  line  will  be  kept  out  well  to  the  left  and 
will  move  parallel  to  the  column.  At  Mrs.  Long's  the  head  of  the  col- 
unm  will  be  turned  toward  Morrow's  Mill,  and  the  leading  division — 
General  Hascall's — will  go  into  position  on  favorable  ground  on  the 
road  leading  to  Shoal  Creek  Church.  If  at  any  time  during  the  march 
the  enemy  should  appear  on  the  flank  the  troops  will  immediately  move 
into  position  under  the  direction  of  the  division  commanders  and  pre- 
pare to  give  battle.  Whenever  practicable  the  infantry  will  move 
through  fields,  leaving  the  road  to  the  artillery,  which  will  move  up 
promptly  so  as  to  shorten  the  column  as  much  as  possible.  The  trains 
will  take  the  right-hand  road,  about  half  a  mile  from  General  Hascall's 
present  right,  leading  toward  the  Eev.  Dodd's,  and  will  move  on  that 
road  until  they  And  a  road  leading  to  the  left  toward  the  position  likely 
to  be  occupied  by  the  troops  at  Morrow's  Mill.  General  Cox  will  send 
one  regiment  as  rear  guard  to  the  train.  Between  the  present  position 
of  the  troops  and  the  forks  of  the  road  the  troops  must  keep  to  the 
left  of  the  road  to  leave  it  free  for  the  train.  Colonel  Garrard's  cavalry 
will  push  out  as  far  as  practicable  on  aU  the  roads  to  the  left  of  the 
road  on  which  the  infantry  moves,  and  will  continue  to  occupy  all  the 
roads  from  the  new  position  as  far  as  the  West  Point  railroad,  connect- 
ing with  General  Garrard's  cavalry,  which  will  occupy  the  position  now 
occupied  by  the  infantry.

At  this  time  I  would  not  suggest  a  change  in  the  geographical  lines 
of  the  Departments  of  the  Ohio  and  the  Cumberland  because  Generals 
Thomas  and  Schofield  are  now  in  actual  battle  and  cannot  give  their 
attention  to  the  necessary  details.  I  will  see  both  of  them  to-day  and 
will  then  communicate  my  opinion.  We  reached  the  West  Point  rail- 
road, and  broke  up  twelve  miles  of  it  thoroughly;  then  marched  on  a  big 
left- wheel  for  the  Macon  road,  General  Schofield  on  the  left,  aiming  for 
Rough  and  Ready,  General  Thomas  center,  and  General  Howard  right, 
aiming  for  Jonesborough.    The  left  and  center  as  yet  have  met  little  or 
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no  oppodtion,  bat  General  Howard  has  fought  two  brigades  of  cavalry 
all  the  way  from  Fairbum.  Last  night  darkness  overtook  him  within 
a  mile  of  Jonesborough,  having  pushed  the  cavalry  so  close  that  he  se- 
cured the  Flint  River  bridge.  To-day  I  xwess  at  all  points,  but  expect 
to  make  a  lodgment  on  the  road  at  or  below  Jonesborough,  wh^  I 
propose  to  swing  the  whole  army  upon  it  and  break  it  all  to  pieces.  I 
expect,  and  am  prepared  for,  haoxi  fighting,  and  have  the  army  well  in 
h^d.

Inasinuch  as  I  have  already  given  orders  to  Sehofield,  based  on  the 
idea  that  he  and  Stanley  move  down  the  railroad,  breaking  it,  till 
they  come  to  Baird  and  Davis,  near  Jonesborough,  1  think  we  had  bet- 
ter adhere  to  that  plan  till  we  develop  the  first  step  in  the  enemy's 
gan^e,  after  he  knows  we  are  between  him  and  Atlanta.  I  wish  you  to 
order  Kilpatrick  the  moment  he  learns  the  enemy  has  gone  south  to 
hupry  to  Fayette  Station  and  Griffin,  hang  on  the  flanks  of  the  enemy 
while  we  push  him  to  the  rear.  I  propose  to  go  as  far  as  Griffin,  utterly 
destroying  the  road,  and  then  act  according  to  circumstances.  I  would 
rather  you  should  follow  the  enemy  as  he  retreats,  leaving  the  Army  of 
the  Tennessee  to  swing  by  the  right,  and  that  of  the  Ohio  by  the  left. 
I  am  glad  to  hear  that  Baird  also  is  on  the  railroad,  and  now  the  sooner 
we  get  all  our  army  together  in  close  order  the  better.  You  may  put 
Davis  in  on  the  left  of  Howard,  ready  for  Baird  and  Stanley  to  come  up 
along  the  railroad.  If  Hood  remains  in  Atlanta  and  Hardee  commands 
at  Jonesborough  the  latter  may  attempt  to  get  back  to  Atlanta,  in 
which  event  he  may  to-night  run  up  against  Baird,  who  should  be  put 
on  his  guard.  You  may  give  all  the  necessary  orders  that  will  bring 
your  conmiand  together  to  attack  and  pursue  that  part  of  the  Confed- 
erate army  now  at  Jonesborough  by  whatever  road  it  takes,  and  I  will 
give  directions  to  the  other  armies  to  operate  on  its  flanks.  As  soon  as 
it  is  demonstrated  on  what  road  it  retreats  we  can  arrange  to  head  it 
off.

I  doubt  not  he  is  too  close  for  the  comfort  of  the  enemy.  He  must  not  fail  iik  this. 
Order  one  of  Davis'  divisions  down  at  once  to  Renfiroe's,  and  move  all  your  trains  well 
to  your  right,  so  that  you  can  rapidly  flinc  your  whole  command  over  to  Jonesborou^h. 
Then  let  Davis  send  out  from  his  front,  ooliquely  to  the  right  front,  a  strong  skimush 
line  with  supports,  as  though  to  reach  the  railroad  three  or  four  miles  above  Jones- 
borough.  Have  Stanley  do  the  same  toward,  but  below.  Rough  and  Ready.  Impress 
upon  these  commanders  that  it  is  not  so  necessary  to  nave  united  lines,  but  rather 
columns  of  attack.  We  are  not  on  the  defensive,  but  offensive,  and  must  risk  every- 
thing rather  than  dilly-daUy  about.  We  must  confuse  the  enemy.  As  soon  as  Scho- 
field  gets  up  I  wiU  put  hun  against  Rough  and  Ready  tiU  he  meets  formidable 
resistance.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
operations  of  the  Fourteenth  Corps  during  to-day :  In  obedience  to  in- 
structions received  from  General  Sherman,  during  the  night,  I  sent  one 
of  Carlin's  brigades  to  take  i)ost  at  Benfroe's  house  to  protect  our  trains 
ordered  to  that  point,  which  it  did  at  daylight.    In  compliance  with 
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orders  from  M^or-General  Thomas^  commanding,  I  ordered  General 
Baird  to  take  two  brigades  of  his  own  division  and  one  of  General 
Morgan's  and  make  a  reconnaissance  and  demonstration  on  the  railroad 
in  front  of  our  position  at  Couch's  house.  This  movement  has  been 
successful,  and  General  Baird's  division,  with  one  brigade  of  Morgan's 
division,  are  now  in  position  holding  the  railroad  east  of  Couch's  house. 
A  few  minutes  after  3  o'clock  an  order  was  received  to  recall  General 
Morgan  (who  had  previously  been  directed  to  move  to  the  support  of 
General  jBaird,  with  his  other  two  brigades),  and  to  place  him  in  posi- 
tion at  Eenfroe'a  house,  in  order  to  refieve  Carlin,  who  was  ordered  to 
move  rapidly  to  the  support  of  General  Howard^  commanding  the  Army 
of  the  Tennessee,  near  tf  onesborough.  These  movements  were  promptly 
executed.  About  dark  General  Carlin's  division  returned,  and  I  or- 
dered it  to  take  position,  occupying  the  works  which  they  had  last  night 
built  and  held. 

In  compliance  with  orders  my  trains  have  been  moved  from  their 
position  of  last  night  and  parked  in  the  field  in  the  rear  of  Kenfroe's 
house,  where  my  headquarters  now  are.  My  troops  have  been  ordered 
to  be  ready  to  march  to-morrow  morning  at  daylight.

Then  let  Davis  send  out  from  his  front,  obliquely  to  the  right  front, 
a  strong  skirmish  line  with  supports,  as  though  to  reach  the  railroad  thrie  or  four 
miles  ^tK)ve  Jonesborough.  Have  Stanley  do  the  same  toward,  but  below,  Rough 
and  Refidy.  Impress  upon  these  commanders  that  it  is  not  so  neoessfuy  to  have 
united  Hues,  but  rather  columns  of  attack.  We  are  not  on  the  defensive,  but  offen- 
sive, and  must  risk  everything  rather  than  dilly-dally  about.  We  must  confuse  the 
enemy.  As  soon  as  Schofield  gets  up  I  will  put  him  against  Rough  and  Ready  till  he 
meets  formidable  resistance.

The  town  is  to  our 
right  and  the  dei)otin  the  direct  front.  The  Sixteenth  Corps  is  on  the  west 
side  of  the  river,  and  prolonging  the  line  of  Logan.  The  Seventeenth 
Corps  did  not  get  up;  is  three  miles  back.  I  intended  to  place  it  in 
X>osition  flEM^ing  north,  virtually  prolonging  Logan's  left;  it  will  move  at 
daylight  in  the  morning.

We 
must  have  that  road,  and  it  is  worth  to  us  a  heavy  battle,  and  make 
good  all  the  ground  you  have^  and  if  your  guns  command  any  reach  of 
the  road  it  will  be  a  great  gam,  but  we  want  the  road  itselfc  Keep  me 
folly  advised,  and  I  will  see  that  you  are  supi)orted  either  by  direct 
help  or  by  auxiliary  attacks  above  and  below  you,  but  understsmd  that 
my  hope  of  success  rests  mainly  with  you.

road. The  enemy  is  shoving  troops  down  here  with  great  rapidity,  and 
preparing,  I  think,  to  attack  Logan^s  position.  I  have  strengthened 
Logan  by  a  division  of  Ransom's  on  the  right,  by  a  brigade  of  General 
Blair^s  on  the  left.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  better  to  push 
General  Davi6  straight  to  Flint  River  on  my  left.  He  cannot  be  ftar 
off  from  me.  I  have  a  battery  being  put  in  position,  which  will  fire 
straight  into  the  dex)ot  at  a  range  of  600  yards,  and  another  position 
where  the  trains  can  be  seen  passing.  I  propose  to  keep  at  work  at 
them,  but  do  not  think  I  could  carry  any  point  of  Logan's  fix)nt  by 
assault.  K  the  enemy  wiU  attack,  as  I  think  he  will,  that  will  simplify 
the  matter.

Your  dispatch  is  received.  Of  course,  now  an  attack  by  you  on 
Jonesborough  is  out  of  the  question,  but  you  can  make  that  position 
impregnable,  and  we  can  operate  beyond.  Baird  is  now  moving  to- 
ward the  road  four  miles  north  of  you,  and  Schofield  about  the  mills, 
which  of  course  is  the  strongest  part  of  the  enemy's  works.  I  expect 
Garrard's  cavalry  can  be  relieved  of  guarding  Schofield's  trains  to-day, 
and  I  will  send  it  to  Kilpatrick.  The  enemy  is  too  smart  for  us,  and 
we  may  have  to  maneuver  thus  down  to  Macon.  It  may  be  that  some 
accident  will  happen,  of  which  we  can  take  advantage.  Get  your  guns 
in  position  and  damage  trains  passing,  but  it  is  useless  to  waste  ammu- 
nition on  the  depot  already  reported  burned  by  Kilpatrick.  I  cannot 
move  the  troops  100  yards  without  their  stopping  to  intrench,  though 
I  have  not  seen  an  enemy.  I  have  got  Baird  across  Flint  River  about 
due  east  of  this  point.  Thomas  is  at  Renfroe's,  and  will  come  to  your 
aid  if  you  need  him,  but  I  think  you  have  as  many  men  as  can  operate 
at  that  point,  and  as  soon  as  I  can  hear  from  Schofield  ftolher  I  will 
commence  to  move  toward  Griflan,  the  next  accessible  point.    I  have

no  idea  that  Hardee  will  attack  you,  if  you  have  any  cover  whQ,tever.

Commanding  Military  Division  of  the  Mississippi: 
General:  Your  letter  is  received.  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the 
following  as  the  result  of  the  day's  operations:  About  3  o'ctock  the 
enemy  attacked  the  position  of  Major-General  Logan  and  General  Oorse, 
who  occupied  the  rightof  the  hue  on  the  other  sideof  Flint  River,  and  was 
handsomely  repulsed.  He  repeated  the  attack  at  three  different  points 
on  the  line  with  the  same  result.  One  division  of  the  Seventeenth  Corps, 
General  Woods  commanding,  was  moved  across  the  river  and  went 
into  position  on  the  left.  One  of  his  brigades  was  attacked  and  the  enemy 
repulsed  promptly.  Cleburne's  division,  failing  to  make  any  impression 
on  the  right  of  my  line  across  the  river,  moved  down  to  the  bridge  held 
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by  General  Kilpatrick^s  cavalry,  upon  whom  they  advanced  in  three 
lines.  The  cavalry  held  their  position  until  their  ammunition  was  ex- 
hausted, when  they  retired  across  the  bridge,  but  were  not  followed  up, 
nor  have  they  been  by  the  enemy.  Upon  learning  the  situation  of  Gen- 
eral KOpatrick,  General  Giles  A.  Smith's  division,  of  Blair's  corps,  was 
moved  over  to  protect  the  train  and  to  repulse  any  attack  on  my  right. 
I  directed  General  Carlin  to  cover  the  Fayetteville  road  so  that  my  right 
flank  and  trains  may  be  considered  suflciently  protected.  The  F&st 
Eegiment  Missouri  Bnguieers,  which  reported  during  the  day  over  1,000 
strong,  now  occupies  the  works  vacated  by  General  Blair's  conunand. 
I  have  published  the  contents  of  your  very  gratifying  letter  to  this  com- 
mand. Inclosed  I  send  you  the  latest  dispatch  from  the  signal  oflftcer. 
It  would  appear  that  the  enemy  contemplates  making  connection  again 
with  his  forces  at  East  Point  or  Atlanta.

Commanding  Fifteenth  Army  Corps: 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  my  report  for  the 
day.    Lieut^iant  Fish,  of  this  detachment,  reports  as  foUows: 

In  the  morning  Lieutenant  Edge  and  self  made  a  station  of  observation  in  a  taU 
pine,  where  we  had  a  good  view  of  town  and  a  portion  of  the  enemy's  lines,  that 
fronting  First  and  Fouiih  Divisions,  Fifteenth  Army  Corps.  In  front  of  these  divisions 
the  enemy  had  massed  a  large  force«  In  an  open  field  fronting  the  First  Division  a  line 
of  battle  was  formed  extending  np  into  the  timber  to  their  left  out  of  sight.  A  battery 
of  four  guns  was  with  this  line.  Lieutenant  Edge  went  down  to  the  line  to  direct 
our  battery  in  iirin^,  I  watching  the  shots  and  signaling  to  him  the  effect  and  range. 
While  ensaffed  in  signaling  to  him  this  line  of  battle  was  formed,  faced  to  the  rear, 
and  marcnea  back  to  the  edge  of  the  timber  about  100  yards,  the  battery  put  in  posi- 
tion, and  a  barricade  of  rails  made.  Another  column  moved  up  and  formed  in  their 
front  and  moved  obliquely  toward  the  right  of  First  Division,  Fifteenth  Corps.  A 
portion  of  their  line  was  badly  broken  up  by  our  shells  and  ran  in  wild  contusion, 
but  rallied  on  reaching  cover,  and  reformed  their  lines.  At  this  time  two  batteries 
opened  on  our  line  and  cross-fired  on  my  tree,  a  good  many  shells  bursting  in  and 
around  it.  Nearly  aU  their  shells  passed  over  our  main  line.  I  had  to  leave  my  tree, 
and  reported  what  I  had  seen  to  the  general  commanding  the  corps.  As  soon  as  it 
was  possible  I  went  back  to  my  station,  saw  the  enemy  busily  engaged  in  removing 
their  dead  and  wounded.  A  large  detail  was  at  work  with  stretchers,  and  their 
ambulances  very  active.  At  5  p.  m.  a  column  of  the  enemy  moved  from  the  left  up 
in  ftx)nt  of  the  First  and  Fourth  Divisions,  Fifteenth  Army  Corps,  and  formed  two 
lines  of  battle,  placed  a  battery  in  position,  and  made  preparation  as  if  intending  an- 
other charge. 

I  immediately  reported  this  to  the  commanding  general  personaUy,  then  went 
back  to  my  tree ;  found  a  very  heavy  column  of  the  enemy,  both  infantry  and  artil- 
lery, moving  to  their  right.    This  column  was  nearly  an  hour  and  a  half  passing  a 
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given  point.  There  were  five  batteries  that  I  saw.  The  infantry  and  two  of  these 
batteries  passed  on  through  town  toward  Atlanta  ^  the  other  three  batteries  were 
parked  in  town.  The  skirmish  line  in  front  of  the  Fifteenth  Army  Corps  was  heavily 
re-enforced.  Their  line  of  rear  skirmishers  was  left  very  weak.  No  artillery  left  on 
the  line  that  I  conld  see.  I  remained  at  my  station  until  7  p.  m.  The  rear  of  the 
enemy's  colnmn  had  just  passed  through  town.  I  reported  in  person  to  the  com- 
manding general  the  condition  of  enemy^  lines  in  his  front. 

As  for  myself,  I  went  to  the  front  of  our  corps  and  built  a  station  on 
a  tree;  saw  a  brigade  of  the  enemy  (and  several  regiments)  lying  in  an 
oi)en  field  in  front  of  First  Division,  Fifteenth  Army  Corps.  Proceeded 
to  a  battery  in  front  of  my  station,  and,  with  the  aid  of  Lieutenant 
Fish,  who  was  left  on  the  tree,  I  directed  the  shooting  of  our  guns  on 
rebel  brigade,  which  caused  great  confusion  and  drove  them  out.  They 
then  reformed  in  column  of  regiments  and  moved  to  their  front,  with 
two  batteries  of  artillery,  apparently  to  make  a  charge  on  the  right  of 
the  Fifteenth  Corps.  I  then  proceeded  in  x)6r8on  to  the  general  com- 
manding the  corps  and  rex>orted  to  him,  and  also  to  M^.  Gen.  O.  O. 
Howard,  all  I  had  seen.

The  object 
of  the  reconnaissance  is  to  obtain  information  of  the  position  and 
strength  of  the  enemy's  forces,  to  ascertain  whether  his  lines  are  con- 
tinuous beyond  our  left,  to  occupy  his  attention  while  Generals  Thomas 
and  Schofield  are  endeavoring  to  get  upon  the  railroad,  and  certainly 
get  upon  the  railroad  ourselves  if  able  at  any  point.  When  General 
Blair  is  ready  to  debouch  from  the  lines  he  will  give  a  sign^  of  six 
guns  in  quick  succession  from  a  battery  this  side  of  the  river.  The 
mj^or-general  commanding  will  be  present  on  the  left  at  the  hour 
named.

Army  of  the  Ohio : 
I  wrote  you  in  the  night  and  the  couriers  are  back  with  a  receipt,  so 
I  suppose  you  are  moving  toward  Mrs.  Long's  or  Morrow's  Mill.    I  was 
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at  Mon'ow's  yesterday  and  it  seemed  a  good  x>oint,  but  examine  well. 
I  do  not  think  the  enemy  will  attack  now,  because  Howard  is  within 
800  yards  of  the  railroad  at  Jonesborough,  intrenched.  He  has  three 
bridges  and  feels  strong,  but  the  darkness  of  night  prevented  him 
reaching  the  road,  but  he  was  to  resume  operations  at  daylight.  I 
have  ordered  one  of  Davis'  divisions  down  to  Eenfiroe's,  and  expect  to 
send  the  whole  to  Howard's  flank,  but  will  keep  Stanley  near  him,  but 
will  soon  send  him  to  the  right  and  let  you  stand  the  brunt  if  Hardee 
comes  out  of  Eough  and  Eeady.  He  has  some  works  about  the  Mount 
Zion  Church,  and  likely  has  his  corps  there.  It  Is  not  as  good  as  yours. 
I  don't  wish  ^ou  to  attack  it  in  position,  but  to  hold  it,  and  as  much 
more  as  possible,  for  the  other,  which  is  the  real  attack.  After  select- 
ing your  ground,  feel  the  enemy  with  skirmishers,  and  if  possible  you 
may  push  in  a  strong  party  by  Thames'  Mill,  aiming  to  reach  the  rail- 
road about  two  miles  below  Eough  and  Eeady.  This  can  only  be  done, 
of  course,  in  case  of  what  I  want  to  prevent — Hood  fronting  Howard 
with  all  his  combined  force.  Eelieve  Howard  all  you  can,  but  prepare 
to  take  advantage  of  all  successes.  I  want  Garrard's  cavalry  the  mo- 
ment you  can  spare  him,  and  you  can  spare  him  the  moment  you  have 
a  good  flank.  Colonel  Garrard  with  his  cavalry  can  serve  as  vedettes. 
The  moment  you  can  spare  Garrard  send  him  to  me.  I  send  Auden- 
ried  to  you,  who  will  describe  to  you  the  roads,  i)ositions,  fields  of  grass, 
com,  &c.

Howard  found 
a  sti*ong  and  tiireatenlng  force  in  his  front,  but  is  strongly  posted  600  to 
800  yards  from  the  depot.  If  you  and  Stanley  wiU  make  a  lodgment 
on  the  railroad  below  Bough  and  Beady,  Howard  can  hold  the  enemy 
at  Jonesborough  till  you  do  infinite  mischief,  and  Davis  can  h(dd  ttie 
fiank.  Break  the  telegraph  at  once  if  possible,  to  cut  off  communica- 
tion. It  is  Hardee's  and  Lee's  corps  at  Jonesborough,  and  Stewart's 
and  militia  remain  in  Atlanta  and  East  Point  You  can  use  Gtirrard  if 
sure  of  getting  the  railroad  to-day.  If  you  reach  the  road  don't  waste 
a  minute  till  you  have  destroved  a  good  section  and  make  a  good  lodg- 
ment.

The  bulk  of  the  en- 
emy^s  good  troops  are  there  ^  they  attacked  Howard  twice  and  were 
repulsed.  Put  G^urrard's  cavalry  at  your  back;  work  down  the  road, 
burning  and  breaking  the  road  good.  Howard  and  Davis  will  hold  on 
to  Hardee  and  Lee.  Baird  has  four  brigades  on  the  road  from  Bough 
and  Beady,  five  miles  above  Jonesborough.  Tell  Garrard  to  push  the 
enemy  up  to  Bough  and  Beady,  breaking  road  as  he  goes,  and  you 
with  Stanley  move  south  doing  the  same.  I  will  give  you  timely  notice 
if  Hardee  turns  to  you  in  force.  DonH;  get  off  the  track;  hold  it  fast;

At  daylight  Cox  will  push  up 
toward  Bough  and  Beady  to  help  Garrard  to  sweep  in  there,  and  will 
also  destroy  the  track  in  that  direction,  while  Stanley  is  getting  under 
way  below.  I  have  sent  a  copy  of  your  instructions  to  Stamey  and 
will  see  him  at  daylight.  I  think  you  may  rely  upon  our  pushing  the 
work  with  vigor.  Cox  has  driven  the  enemy  back  nearly  to  Bough 
and  Beady,  where  they  seem  to  be  in  considerable  force.  Two  trains 
arrived  apparently  with  troops  after  we  got  on  the  railroad.  This 
evening  there  are  sounds  of  a  movement  to  the  south  on  a  road  not  far 
east  of  the  railroad.

As  the  question  of  rank  will  coine  up,  I  will  decide  it  now,  and  beg 
you  to  acquiesce  whatever  your  present  opinion  may  be.  Whenever 
two  or  more  officers  happen  together  on  a  common  duty  calling  for  a 
common  head,  even  for  a  minute,  the  officer  highest  in  rank  present 
must  give  the  necessary  orders.  Your  own,  Stanley's,  and  Davis' 
commands  will  to-morrow  form  a  common  movement  requiring  a  com- 
mon head  in  case  of  battle  or  extreme  danger,  and  whoever  happens  to 
rank  must  command  and  be  held  responsible.  The  real  iK)int  is  your 
being  a  separate  army  commander,  but  the  overruling  necessity  of  the 
weU  established  principle  before  recited  takes  precedence,  or  in  a  com- 
bined army  like  this,  embracing  three,  the  latter  lose  their  separate 
character  and  become  parts  or  components  of  the  single  army*  I  have 
and  shall  continue  to  keep  each  army  separate,  employed  as  far  as  may 
be  on  tasks  proportioned  to  the  strength  of  each,  but  when  these  unex- 
pected combinations  arise  from  the  nature  of  things  a  fixed  rule  had 
better  be  established  now.  My  decision,  I  repeat,  is  that  when  current 
events  carry  your  corps  and  another  together  in  a  conunon  object  your 
rank  is  then  determined  by  the  well  established  rule,  and  as  a  separate 
army  commander  yoi>have  no  legal  right  to  exercise  that  authority  over 
an  officer  of  superior  rank  in  another  separate  army,  but  the  one  having 
the  highest  commission  must  command  the  whole.  Please  act  on  this 
decision.  I  will  be  near  Jonesborough  to-morrow,  prepared  to  act 
promptly,  according  to  the  signs,  but  again  beg  to  impress  on  you  and 
all  the  great  importance  of  destroying  that  ra&oad  absolutely  beyond 
hope  of  repair.

To-mor- 
rotr  promises  to  be  a  day  of  hard  work,  and  I  hope  profitable,  perhaps 
decisive.  I  want  you  to  move  down  with  two  brigades  and  join  Cox  in 
the  morning,  leaving  one  brigade  at  the  cross-roads  beyond  Huis'  Mill, 
with  orders  to  be  ready  to  march  at  a  moment's  notice.  G^eneral  Gar- 
rard, with  his  cavalry,  will  move  by  Huis'  Mill  in  the  morning,  and 
strike  toward  and  above  Rough  and  Ready,  while  Cox  will  move  on 
the  same  place  from  his  present  position.  As  soon  as  they  develop 
what  is  north  of  us  the  brigade  you  leave  behind  can  probably  join  you.

Major:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  sent  the  Ninth  Ohio  Vol- 
unteer Cavahy  out  east  from  this  point,  on  the  left  flank,  and  that  I  have 
not  had  any  report  from  it.  I  suppose  it  to  have  communicated  with 
that  pajrt  of  the  Twenty-third  Corps  beyond  Murray's  [Morrow's]  Mill. 
I  sent  a  scout  across  to  Dodson's,  that  followed  the  road  around  to  the 
railroad,  driving  a  picket  most  of  the  way.  I  also  sent  one  up  to  the 
railroad  on  the  Atlanta  road.  This  last,  under  Major  Bice,  First  Ohio 
Squadron,  advanced  until  it  reached  a  point  about  two  miles  or  less 
from  East  Point,  where  it  came  on  a  force  that  it  did  not  attempt  to 
drive,  as  it  was  superior  in  nunibera  and  in  the  vicinity  of  breast- works, 
some  infantry,  and  some  cavalry.  While  occupying  an  advanced  posi- 
tion Major  Bice  captured  M^j.  J.  Y.  Bankin,  commissary  of  subsistence, 
who  was  looking  for  his  train,  that  had  left  East  Point  for  Bough  and 
Beady.  He  left  Atlanta  this  afternoon  between  2  and  3  o'clock.  I 
send  you  the  papers  of  to-day.  He  belongs  to  Granbury's  brigade, 
Cleburne's  division,  Hardee's  corps.  My  quarters  to-night  are  two 
miles  out  on  the  road  where  the  road  leading  east  by  Dc^son's  turns 
out,  just  to  the  rear  of  the  left  of  the  infantry  line.

General:  I  left  my  camp  yesterday  morning  at  0.30  in  advance  of 
General  Bansom's  column.  Met  the  enemy  two  miles  out,  and  drove 
him  back  to  the  cross-roads^  five  mOes  from  the  railroad.  Here  he  made 
a  determined  resistance,  with  the  assistance  of  400  infantry.  He  was 
again  driven  back  from  one  position  to  another  till  a  fovorable  oppor- 
tunity offered,  when  I  rushed  the  Ninety-second  Illinois  forward,  saved 
the  bridge,  and  crossed  in  face  of  rifle-pits.    Captain  Estes  and  the 
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officers  aud  men  of  the  Ninety-secoud  Illinois  are  alone  eutitle<l  to  all 
the  praise  for  this  successftil  exploit.  Three  regiments  of  my  division 
were  at  once  crossed  and  pushed  into  the  right  of  the  infantry,  and 
made  a  deliberate  effort  to  reach  the  road  below  Jonesborongh.  The 
enemy  in  front  of  my  cavalry  was  driven  to  within  300  yards  of  the 
track,  but  we  .could  not  reach  it,  owing  to  my  small  force  and  the  fact 
that  it  was  quite  dark.  My  people  fell  back  to  a  strong  position,  and  at 
daylight  this  a.  m.  recrossed  the  river.  1  will  send  you  during  the  day 
a  nominal  list  of  casualties.  As  soon  as  Major-Genetal  Howard  finds 
that  his  left  flank  is  safe,  by  his  directions  I  wiD  cross  the  river  below 
Jonesborongh,  and  reach  the  railroad,  if  possible.  One  hour  of  daylight 
would  have  given  me  the  road  last  evening.

1  have  the  honor  to  rei)ort  that  I  forced  a  passage  on  the  river 
half  a  mile  below  Jcmesborough,  drove  in  the  enemy's  pickets  directly  in 
his  rear  to  a  point  within  half  a  mile  of  the  town,  dismounted  an 
entire  brigade,  sent  the  horses  back  across  the  river^  and  held  the  posi- 
tion. Repulsed  two  determined  attacks  of  rebel  infantry,  and  only 
retired  when  nearly  enveloi>etl,  as  I  have  since  been  informed,  by  the 
rebel  General  Cleburne's  entire  division.  The  enemy  forced  me  from 
the  banks  of  the  river,  crossed  on  a  bridge  constructed  by  my  i>eople, 
attacked  the  Ninety-second  Illinois  in  a  position  a  few  hundred  yards 
from  the  river  on  the  crest  of  the  hill,  was  repulsed,  and  retired  across 
the  river.  In  the  mean  time  Captain  Qualman,  Third  Indiana  Cavalry,- 
with  a  strong  force  of  picked  men,  dashed  in  on  the  railroad  four  miles 
below,  effectually  destroyed  upward  of  fifty  yards  of  track,  burning 
the  ties  and  bending  the  rails,  and  brought  with  him  into  camp  about 
half  a  mile  of  telegraph  wire.  He  lost  1  man  killed.  My  people  are 
now  guarding  all  the  roads  leading  from  fords  or  bridges  as  far  down 
as  the  point  where  the  Jonesborongh  and  Fayett^viUe  road  crossed  the 
river.  I  wiU  make  every  effort  to  learn  the  position,  strength,  and 
movements  of  the  enemy,  and  keep  you  advised.

Colonel:  Your  dispatch  has  been  received.  1  have  opened  com- 
munication with  your  infantry  on  the  right,  wliich  now  occupies  a  po^i- 
ti(ni  from  a  half  to  thi^ee-quartera  of  a  mile  iiom  this  point.  The  shells 
from  one  of  your  batteries  reach  the  enemy's  position,  the  left  of 
which  rests  on  the  Fayetteville  road,  not  quite  half  a  mile  from 
Jonesborough.  I  have  a  lookout  upon  a  house  overlooking  the  enemy's 
left.  A  smaU  force  of  cavalry  is  now  pa^ssing  down  the  railroad,  with,  it 
is  thought,  one  piece  of  artillery  and  two  covered  wagons.  No  infantry 
can  be  seen  on  or  passing  to  the  right.  Fearing  that  this  force  of  cav- 
alry was  moving  to  intercept  my  men  already  sent  to  destroy  the  wire, 
I  have  ordered  Colonel  Jones,  with  his  brigade,  to  attack  in  flank  and 
hold  them  in  ch«Bck  until  the  object  of  the  expedition  is  accomplished. 
A  train  of  cars  is  now  passing  south ;  brakemen  can  be  seen  on  the  cars, 
but  no  troops.  The  country  on  both  sides  of  the  river  about  this  point 
is  quite  open.  I  have  100  men  at  a  good  ford  one  mile  and  a  half  below* 
this  point,  and  a  sufficient  force  is  at  the  bridge  burned  by  the  rebels 
five  miles  farther  down.  I  expect  the  bridges  are  quite  all  burnt  for  a 
considerable  distance  down,  but  any  of  them  can  be  repaii'ed  in  a  very 
short  time.  Our  position  is  now  so  very  near  the  railroad  that  any 
formidable  force  of  cavalry  can  strike  it  at  pleasure.

Wheeler's  forces  captured  a  company  of  Tennessee  cavalry  at  Leb- 
anon yesterday  morning.  They  were  skirmished  by  General  Van 
Cleve's  scouts  near  Woodbury.  A  cavalry  scout  sent  out  from  Duck 
Biver  bridge  drove  in  pickets  of  a  heavy  force  of  the  enemy  six  miles 
east  of  that  place  yesterday  evening.  On  yesterday  the  enemy  at- 
tacked and  drove  in  small  force  stationed  at  Tracy  City,  and  destroyed 
a  railroad  bridge.  Colonel  Krzyzanowski  reports  the  enemy  at  Jasper 
yesterday.  The  telegraph  all  north  of  Duck  Eiver  was  cut  last  night. 
I  know  not  what  damage,  if  any,  has  been  done  to  the  railroad  north  of 
that  place,  but  will  soon  know.

Can  I 
request  you  for  help  for  the  troops  at  Tracy  City?    I  have  a  pilot  who 
can  conduct  the  troops  on  a  road  about  sixteen  miles  from  this  place.

If  Gen- 
eral Stanley  lost  a  minute  of  time  when  he  should  have  been  in  action, 
I  beg  you  Mall  not  overlook  it,  as  it  concerns  the  lives  of  our  men  and 
the  success  of  our  arms.  General  Davis'  attack,  though  some  hours 
later  than  I  expected,  was  still  spirited  and  good,  and  was  measurably 
su(icessful.  1  suppose  now  Stewart  has  made  his  junction,  which  im- 
proves our  chancSs  at  Atlanta,  but  gives  us  haixler  work  out  here.  Please 
renew  your  orders  to  General  Slocum  to  make  a  dash  at  Atlanta  before 
the  enemy  has  time  to  haul  off  the  artillery  and  stores.

1  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  commenced  to  tear  up  the  railroad 
this  morning  at  3  o'clock  where  I  struck  the  road  yesterday,  and  have 
destroyed  it  up  to  the  point  where  my  right  now  rests,  save  about  400 
yards  of  track  torn  up  by  (^^eneral  Baird.  At  3.30  p.  m.  I  received 
orders  Irom  Major-General  Thomas  to  push  forward  for  Jonesborough. 
About  two  miles  from  Jonesborough  I  commenced  to  deploy  part  of  my 
force  to  try  and  outflank  the  enemy  and  favor  General  Davis'  assault. 
Kirby's  and  Grose's  brigades,  of  the  First  Division,  were  advanced, 
with  Taylor's  brigade  in  reserve,  and  on  the  left  Newton's  dinsion  was 
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deployed  and  advanced.  Wood's  division  was  massed  in  reserve.  We 
drove  the  enemy  about  half  a  mile,  but  we  ceuld  not  get  up  to  their 
works  in  time  to  storm  them  before  dark,  on  account  of  the  great  diffi- 
culty the  troops  experienced  in  getting  through  the  dense  jungle  in 
their  front.  Kirby  found  the  enemy  in  strong  works.  Grose  r^orts 
that  they  are  in  works  in  his  front,  and  that  there  is  an  almost  impassa- 
ble ravine  before  him.  Newton's  skirmishers  report  that  they  saw 
works,  but  I  do  not  believe  this.  Our  lines  face  nearly  southwest.  I 
have  sent  to  see  whether  Scholield  has  advanced  on  my  left.  I  do  not 
.believe  he  is  on  a  line  with  me,  and  I  will  look  out  for  my  own  left.

Lieutenant:  A  citizen  came  into  my  lines  near  the  burnt  bridge 
over  Flint  River  on  the  Jonesborough  road.  He  has  been  sent  to  Gen- 
eral Howard's  headquarters.  He  came  from  Macon  last  evening  and  left 
Jonesborough  at  sunrise  this  a.  m.  He  reports  that  the  rebel  army  is 
strengthening  and  extending  their  lines  about  Jonesborough ;  that  no 
troops  are  moving  down  the  railroad,  but  all  are  in  position  and  busily 
at  work;  that  the  railroad  as  far  down  as  Griffin  is  guarded  by  cavalry 
only;  that  last  evening  General  Hood  was  in  Atlanta  with  one  corps 
of  regular  troops  and  the  Georgia  militia,  and  that  Hardee  with  his  own 
and  Lee's  corps  was  at  JonesWough,  and  although  the  repulse  was 
quite  disastrous,  Hood  intended  to  hold  Jonesborough  and  if  possible 
Atlanta.  For  the  last  hour  the  enemy  has  been  extending  his  works 
along  the  line  of  railroad  in  direction  of  the  bridge  on  Fayette ville  road. 
Several  regiments  can  be  seen  at  work.  I  do  not  think  from  all  I  can 
learn  that  the  enemy  is  at  present  retreating.  Rest  assured  tiiat  I  will 
not  be  slow  to  strike  him  when  an  opportunity  offers.

General  :  In  order  that  you  may  act  advisedly,  I  will  merely  state 
that  Jonesborough  is  of  no  value  to  us,  but  we  are  now  trying  to  cripple 
and  destroy  the  army  now  there.  Thomas  will  push  him  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  railroad  south.  Schofield  will  operate  on  the  east  and 
you  on  the  west  of  the  railroad.  If  he  retreats  we  will  follow  with- 
out halt  or  delay,  if  possible,  to  Grifftn.  If  he  remains  in  Jonesborough 
we  must  envelop  him  and  destroy  his  communications  south,  as  they  are 
already  destroyed  north.  Your  troops  are  now  well  disposed,  and 
Blair  can  do  good  service  by  feeling  out  and  reaching  the  railroad 
if  possible.  He  should  not  be  content  with  a  cavalry  br^k,  but  one  of 
some  extent,  and  well  done.  Send  word  to  Osterhaus  to  have  his  ar- 
tiUery  officers  listen  for  the  cars  to-night,  and  if  heard  to  open  artillery 
on  them  at  random.  If  the  enemy  retreats  I  think  you  could  make  best 
progress  by  marching  rapidly  to  Fayetteville,  and  then  toward  Griffin, 
falling  on  the  flanks  of  the  enemy.  I  suppose  the  bridge  is  destroyed, 
but  General  Thomas  has  a  pontoon  train  that  could  march  there  in 
one  day.  This  train  is  at  Renfroe's,  eight  miles  from  Fayetteville,  from 
which  there  are  several  roads  across  Flint  River,  the  one  ftdflllingmost 
conditions  being  the  one  toward  Fayette  Station.  Still,  if  you  can  learn 
of  roads  east  of  Flint  River  that  will  be  available,  and  yet  not  bring  you 
in  contact  with  Thomas'  troops,  it  would  be  the  safest,  as  all  the  army 
will  then  be  together,  and  no  part  separated  by  an  impassable  stream. 
Should  the  enemy  remain  in  Jonesborough  to-morrow  hold  your  line 
as  now,  and  give  to  Blair's  movements  all  the  force  you  can.

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  mv  report  of  to- 
day.   Lieutenant  Pish,  of  this  detachment,  reports  as  follows : 

I  was  ont  on  my  tree  at  7  a.  m. ;  examined  theenemy*8  lines  carefnlly;  found  a 
strong  line  of  battle  formed  in  front  of  Fifteenth  Army  Corps;  men  busy  at  work  on 
a  second  line  of  earth- works.  This  line  is  on  the  east  ana  south  of  the  field  aides, 
where  their  lines  were  formed  yesterday  that  charged  the  Fifteenth  Army  Corps.  I 
immediately  reported  what  I  bad  seen  \o  the  major-general  commanding.    As  the^ 
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fog  and  smoke  rose  I  discovered  enemy^s  line  of  skirmishers  had  been  advanced 
about  fifty  pards.  At  12.30  p.  m.  I  discovered  two  trains  of  cars  moving  toward 
Macon ;  appeared  to  be  empty.  A  few  miiitites  after  a  column  of  infantry  passed 
from  their  left  to  right.  There  'were  three  regiments  in  the  column.  In  a  short  time 
the  line  in  front  of  the  Fift^ienth  Army  Corps  was  weakened  by  remoWng  men 
enough  to  cover  the  front  lately  occupied  by  the  three  regiments.  Shortly  after  the 
Army  of  the  Cumberland  became  engaged  another  column  of  five  regiments  moved 
from  their  left  to  right.  This  columm  was  nicely  shelled  by  a  battery  in  Fourth 
Division,  Fifteenth  Army  Corps.  I  also  discovered  the  enemy  driving  their  beef- 
cattle  through  town ;  were  going  in  a  hurry.  I  assisted  a  battery  of  Napoh*on  guns 
in  Fourth  Division,  Fifteenth  Army  Corps,  in  getting  the  range  of  enemy's  rifle-pits. 
They  did  some  good  firing,  driving  the  enemy  from  their  works  in  great  confusion. 
During  the  latter  part  of  the  day  I  reported  to  Captain  Hoover  verbally,  and  also  to 
Lieutenant  Edge.  My  tree  was  in  plain  view  of  the  enemy^s  skirmisliers,  and  the 
men  in  two  of  their  pits  made  me  their  target,  firing  a  good  many  shots  at  me,  two 
of  which  struck  the  tree  but  a  short  distance  from  me.  I  was  out  of  the  tree  only 
time  enough  to  take  my  dinner,  and  remained  there  until  too  dark  to  see  anyt^hing. 

As  for  myself,  I  sent,  by  an  order  of  the  general  eonnnandiiig  the 
corps,  an  officer  to  the  station  early  in  the  morning,  and  as  soon  as  I 
could  make  it  convenient  I  went  to  the  front  myself.  After  taking  a 
good  look  at  everything,  I  proceeded  to  a  battery  in  front  and  directed 
the  shelling  of  the  rebel  lines.  Then  1  returned  and-  reported  to  the 
general  commanding  the  corps.  At  2  p.  m.  I  went  to  the  front  agaui; 
found  the  enemy  again  at  work;  proceeded  to  battery  and  directed  the 
tiring,  which  stopped  the  rebels  working  and  drove  them  out  of  their 
works.  I  then  returned  to  the  tree  station  to  assist  Lieutenant  Fish, 
where  I  remained  till  dark.

(tBNEBAL  :  From  reports  of  my  staff  1  think  enough  of  the  railroad 
has.  been  broken  nntil  we  have  conquered  the  army  now  lying  at  Jones- 
borough.  We  had  pretty  hard  fighting  with  them  thisaftemoon,  and  I 
think  had  all  our  force  been  engaged  we  would  have  beaten  them,  but 
now  Stewart's  corps  will  effect  its  junction  and  the  enemy  -will  fortify. 
Yet  he  may  underrate  our  strength,  and  I  wish  you  to-morrow  early  to 
get  over  to  the  northeast  of  Jonesborough  and  approach  from  that 
quarter,  and  should  the  enemy  retreat  follow  him  with  energy,  hanging 
on  his  left  flank  5  follow  roads  east  of  the  railroad  a«  far  as  Griffin. 
Thomas  will  follow  the  railroad  substantially  and  Howard  will  keep  to 
the  right.  I  don't  see  any  reason  why  the  enemy  should  elect  to  hold 
Jonesborough  defensively,  as  we  have  broken  his  road,  so  if  you  find  him 
intrenched  don't  assault,  Imt  feel  below  the  town.  Howard  has  Blair's 
corps,  with  Kilpatrick's  cavalry,  across  Flint  River,  feeling  out  for  the 
railroad  below  Jonesborough.  If  you  think  Stewart's  corps  has  passed 
around  by  the  east  from  Atlanta  and  joined  Hood  at  Jonesborough  you 
may  order  Garrard  up  to  act  with  you  around  to  the  south  of  Jones- 
borough, but  if  there  be  anything  to  our  rear  keep  him  holding  all 
roads  by  which  Hardee  or  Hood — both  are  now  represented  as  pres- 
ent— can  receive  re-enforcements  from  the  rear.  At  all  events  call 
Garrard  close  up,  that  he  may  be  within  reach  if  needed,  which  will  be 
the  case  if  the  enemy  retreats  to-morrow.  His  movements  are  so  slow 
that  you  had  better  send  to  him  to-night  specific  orders.  Noav  that  the 
army  is  united  you  are  of  course  subject  to  no  one's  orders  but  mine. 
But  if  fighting  occiurs,  or  you  have  a  chance  to  attack,  the  orders  are 
always  to  attack.  We  don't  care  about  Jonesborough,  but  we  want  to 
destroy  our  enemy.

35,000  men,  but  no  one  believes  he  has  more  than  20,000.  Howard  dis- 
abled 4,000,  and  has  the  dead  and  a  great  many  w  ounded.

1  have  just  heard  more  firing  seemingly  nearer,  Garrard 
is  to  our  rear,  with  orders  to  cover  us  &om  all  approach  from  that 
quarter.  I  have  not  yet  clearly  ascertained  if  Stewart  is  with  the  army 
in  Jonesborough,  but  think  he  may  have  swung  around  Stanley  and 
come  in  from  the  east.  If  so,  any  force  approaching  our  rear  would  not 
be  very  formidable,  though  we  must  be  prepared.  1  think  you  had 
better  move  your  headquarters  and  trains  in  near  your  rear,  where  the 
trains  will  be  less  exposed,  and  if  Schofield's  trains  be  near  Renfroe's,  as 
I  suppose  them  to  be,  you  had  better  order  them  down  to  Flint  River 
nearer  Howard's  left,  on  Davis'  right.  Schofield  is  across  the  railroad, 
massed  on  Stanley's  left,  but  I  have  ordered  him  if  any  danger  approach 
our  rear  he  must  go  and  meet  it.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  5  a.  m.  I  started  after 
the  enemy,  who  retreated  from  my  ft*ont  last  night,  arriving  at  Jones- 
borough  at  5.30  a.  m.  1  awaited  orders  to  proceed,  and  received  them 
at  7.30  a.  m.,  when  1  st^irted  down  the  railroad.  At  12  m.  1  arrived 
within  about  two  miles  of  Lovejoy's,  where  we  met  the  enemy.  Seeing 
that  he  had  a  strong  position,  and  was  behind  earth- works,  I  com- 
menced to  deploy  my  troops  and  make  preparations  to  advance  on  the 
left  of  the  railroad,  Avhile  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  advanced  on  the 
right.  All  of  my  command  was  deployed,  and  part  of  it  in  single  line. 
At  3.20  p.  m.  General  Howard  sent  me  word  that  he  had  just  given  the 
orders  to  advance,  and  I  at  once  ordered  my  diAision  commanders  to 
press  forward  and  take  the  enemy's  works  if  possible.  The  Second  Di- 
vision passed  through  a  dense  jungle,  while  the  First  and  Third  Divis- 
ions passed  through  an  almost  impassable  swamp,  through  deep  ravines, 
and  over  steep  ridges.  I  have  never  seen  the  enemy  t«.ke  a  stronger 
position,  or  one  of  more  difficult  approach.  On  the  left  we  reached  the 
enemy's  works,  and  the  Third  Division  assaulted  them  at  5.30  p.  m.  It 
was  impossible  to  reach  them  at  an  earlier  hour.  In  this  assault  Knef- 
ler's  brigade.  Third  Division,  got  into  the  works,  but  could  not  hold 
them.  Kimball,  who  was  on  the  extreme  left,  was  unable  to  take  the 
works,  being  exposed  to  a  heavy  cross-tire  of  artillery.  Newton's  divis- 
ion did  [not]  progress  much,  as  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  did  not 
move  up.  General  Schofield  was  one  mile  in  the  rear  when  we  assaulted 
the  works,  but  he  now  connects  with  my  left.  I  think  the  enemy's 
right  this  evening  is  about  the  center  of  my  left  division.  Knefler's  loss 
was  very  severe.  Captain  Miller,  his  assistant  adjutant-general,  and 
an  aide-de-camp,  were  killed.  General  Wood  was  wounded,  and  Col- 
onel Post  took  command  of  the  division.  Colonel  Manderson,  !N^ine- 
teeuth  Ohio,  was  severely  wounded.

General  :  At  an  early  hour  this  morning  my  pickets  were  pushed 
to  the  front  from  my  position  on  the  battle-field  of  yesterday.  They 
found  no  enemy.  After  issuing  three  days'  rations  to  the  men  my 
corps  was  moved  into  position  near  Jonesborough  as  follows :  Morgan 
in  advance,  taking  position  near  the  depot,  followed  by  Carlin's  and 
Baird's  divisions.  Here  I  received  orders  frpm  the  general  command- 
ing to  halt  and  form  my  lines  facing  northward  and  crossing  the  rail- 
road, and  in  the  future  movements  of  the  army  southward  my  corps 
was  to  act  as  rear  guard.  The  trains  of  the  corps  were  moved  from 
their  former  position  and  all  were  parked  near  this  place  by  4  p.  m. 
Colonel  Taylor's  brigade,  forming  the  guard  to  the  trains,  reported 
here  at  sunset.  In  compliance  with  orders  a  regiment  for  pioneer 
duty  reported  to  Colonel  Flad,  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  to 
assist  in  the  destruction  of  the  railroad.  A  part  of  General  Baird's 
command  was  engaged  all  day  tearing  up  the  road  in  accordance 
with  orders  received  from  General  Thomas  in  person.  A  part  of  Gen- 
eral Morgan's  division  will  be  detailed  for  the  same  duty  to-morrow. 
No  casualties  are  reported.  This  report  has  been  delayed  by  the  non- 
reception  of  any  report  of  operations  from  General  Baird.

General:  The  enemy  are  still  passing  to  the  right  and  on  a  road 
this  side  of  the  railroad,  artiUery,  infantry,  wagons,  and  cavalry,  but 
my  force  is  too  weak  to  break  through  the  infantry  and  cavalry  line, 
which  is  now  protecting  the  flanks  of  this  moving  column.  Heavy  col- 
umns of  dust  can  be  seen  along  the  line  of  the  railroad  and  tn  the 
direction  of  McDonough.  I  feel  quite  confident  that  the  enemy  are 
retreating.  I  have  sent  over  several  messengers  asking  for  information 
as  to  the  intended  movements  of  our  army,  in  order  that  I  mi^t  know 
how  to  maneuver  my  cavalry,  and  also  for  instructions.  The  required 
information  has  not  been  sent  me.  My  instructions  from  General  Elli- 
ott are  that,  if  I  find  the  enemy  to  be  retreating  down  the  railroad,  I 
must  move  my  command  quickly  to  the  vicinity  of  Fayette  Station  and 
Griffin,  and  annoy  his  flank  until  our  army  moves  upon  his  rear.  There 
are  no  oridges  below  this  point;  all  are  burned,  and  the  river  is  too  wide 
for  me  to  rebuild  them.  I  am  now  but  fifteen  mile^  from  Grifftn,  and  will 
make  every  effort  to  carry  out  the  general's  instructions.  I  suppose 
our  army  to  be  moving  down  the  railroad.  J  have  a  good  bridge  built 
at  this  point,  and  have  had  some  very  sharp  fighting,  the  enemy  usiijig 
artillery,  with  cavalry,  supported  by  infantry.  Two  of  our  prisoners 
bave  just  coflie  into  my  lines,  having  escaped  from  Anderson v&le.

If  the  firing  at  the  north 
be  not  explained,  prepare  to  meet  any  interruption  of  our  operations 
from  that  quarter,  and  act  without  further  orders  if  the  occasion  calls  for 
it,  otherwise  I  want  you  to  attack  Jonesborough  from  the  east.  Try  and 
communicate  with  Garrard,  and  ascertain  what  the  force  to  our  rear  is, 
and  move  to  meet  it.

General:  I  have  your  dispatches  of  8  last  evening  and  4  this  morn- 
ing.   I  have  heard  from  Garrard  this  morning.    The  noise  last  night 
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sounded  to  him  as  to  uis,  to  be  at  Atlanta.  The  last,  about  4  o'clock, 
probably  at  East  Point.  We  watched  it  closely.  Very  large  fires  were 
visible  in  the  direction  of  Atlanta.  Brilliant  flashes  followed  at  I'egu- 
lar  intervals  by  loud  explosions,  far  too  loud  for  any  artillery,  and  then 
by  very  rapid  explosions  of  shells.  The  interval  between  the  flash  and 
explosion  gave  the  distance  to  Atlanta.  All  the  circumstances  indicate 
the  burning  of  magazines  at  Atlanta.  At  the  time  of  the  later  and  near 
explosions  the  fires  and  flashes  were  not  visible.  I  have  no  doubt  these 
last  were  at  East  Point.  1  cannot  explain  the  phenomena  of  last  night 
In  any  other  way.  No  battle  I  have  ever  witnessed  would  begin  to  ac- 
count for  it.  Citizens  here  report  that  a  large  column  of  rebel  troops 
passed  down  the  Flat  Rock  road,  just  in  front  of  Stanley,  yesterday 
morning.  What  troops  they  were  I  have  not  yet  lea^rned,  but  am 
searching  for  information.  Gan^ard's  pavalry  went  yesterday  to  about 
two  miles  this  side  of  East  Point,  met  some  cavaJry,  and  returned. 
Prisoners  and  citizens  there  all  said  that  Stewart's  corps  and  the  militia 
were  still  about  Atlanta.  I  have  sent  an  infantry  reconnaissance  up 
the  Flat  Eock  road  to  see  what  can  be  learned  in  that  direction.  Gar- 
rard will  be  here  soon,  when  I  will  get  him  started  off  toward  the  east. 
As  soon  as  I  can  learn  that  there  is  no  force  in  our  rear  I  will  move  iu 
and  attack  the  enemy's  right.

General  Garrard  informs  me  he  sent  a  regmient  to  the  McDonough  road 
and  struck  a  rear  guard  retreating  southward,  but  it  was  too  strong  for 
him  to  attack,  1  have  just  received  your  dispatch  of  8  p.  m!,  and  will 
feel  out  for  the  McDonough  road  in  the  morning.  I  understand  you  to 
mean  the  road  from  Fosterville  to  McDonough.  Please  inform  me  if  I 
am  not  right.

alry night  before  last  The  regiment  which  went  toward  East  Point  met 
considerable  opposition  about  two  miles  this  side  of  East  Point,  and 
failed  to  get  there.  My  troops  are  near  the  point  where  your  head- 
quarters train  crossed  the  Jonesborough  road,  and  covering  roads  to 
rear  and  toward  East  Point.  No  roads  to  my  knowledge  leave  the  rail- 
road to  the  east  this  side  of  Rough  and  Ready,  and  I  catinot  tell  what 
may  be  the  movements  of  the  enemy  until  I  find  some  road  leading  east 
near  this  point.  It  would  be  impossible  to  prevent  re-enforcements 
reaching  Hood  from  Atlanta,  as  there  are  plenty  of  roads  bearing  east 
from  that  place,  and  then  cross-roads  in  the  neighborhood  of  Mc- 
Donough  to  Jonesborough.  The  firing  seemed  in  the  direction  of  At- 
lanta, but  whether  it  was  from  guns  or  some  explosions  could  not  be 
ascertained,  though  several  of  us  listened  to  determine.  I  will  order 
my  command  under  saddle  and  report  in  person  to  the  general.

As  already  reiwrted,  the  army  drew  from  about  Atlanta,  and  on  the 
30tli  had  made  a  ^ood  break  of  the  West  Point  road  and  reached  a  good 
position  from  which  to  strike  the  Macon  railroad,  the  right  (General 
Howard's)  near  Jonesborough,  the  left  (General  Schofield's)  near  Rough 
and  Ready,  and  the  center  (General  Thomas')  at  Couch's.  General 
Howard  found  the  enemy  in  force  at  Jonesborough,  and  intrenched  his 
troops,  the  salient  within  half  a  mile  of  the  railroad.  The  enemy  at- 
tJicked  him  at  3  p.  m.,  and  was  easily  repulsed,  leaving  his  dead  and 
wounded.  Finding  strong  opposition  on  the  right,  1  advanced  the  left 
and  center  rapidly  to  the  railroad,  made  a  good  lodgment,  and  broke  it 
all  the  way  from  Rough  and  Ready  down  to  Howard's  left,  near  Jones- 
borough, and  by  the  same  movement  I  interposed  my  whole  amiy  between 
Atlanta  and  thepartoftheenemyintrenchedinandaround  Jonesborough. 
We  made  a  general  attack  on  the  enemy  at  Jonesborough  on  September  1, 
the  Fourteenth  Corps,  General  JefP.  C.  Davis,  carrying  the  works  hand- 
somely, with  10  guns  and  about  1,000  prisoners.  In  the  night  the 
enemy  retreated  south,  and  we  have  followed  him  to  another  of  his  well- 
chosen  and  hastily  constructed  lines,  near  Lovejoy's.  Hood,  at  Atlanta, 
finding  me  on  his  road,  the  only  one  that  could  supply  him,  and  between 
him  and  a  considerable  part  of  his  army,  blew  up  his  magazines  in  At- 
lanta and  left  in  the  night-time,  when  the  Twentieth  Corps,  General 
Slocum,  took  possession  of  the  place.  So  Atlanta  is  ours,  and  fairly 
won.  I  «?hall  not  push  much  farther  on  this  raid,  but  in  a  day  or  so 
will  move  to  Atlanta  and  give  my  men  some  rest.  Since  May  5  we 
have  been  in  one  cx)nstant  battle  or  skirmish,  and  need  rest.  Our  losses 
will  not  exceed  1,200,  and  we  have  possession  of  over  300  rebel  dead, 
250  wounded,  and  over  1,500  well  prisoners.

Sherman,  with  his  entire  army,  except  this  corps,  is  near  Jones- 
borough,  on  the  Macon  road.  Hood's  army  is  south  of  him,* except  the 
troops  left  in  Atlanta,  consisting  of  militia  and  about  one  division  of 
old  troopsr  These  troops,  when  they  evacuated  this  place,  took  the 
McDonough  road,  and  will  i)robably  effect  a  junction  with  their  main 
army.  Sherman  has  captured  2  batteries  and  2,000  prisoners.  The 
enemy,  on  evacuating,  destroyed  7  locomotives  and  81  cars,  loswied 
with  ammunition,  small-arms,  and  stores,  and  left  here  14  pieces 
of  artillery,  most  of  them  unii\jured,  and  a  large  number  of  small- 
arms.  We  have  taken  200  prisoners,  and  deserters  are  constantly  com- 
ing into  our  lines.  We  have  on  h^id  a  good  supply  of  ammunition, 
subsistence  stores,  and  clothing.  I  earnestly  hope  that  paymasters  may 
be  sent  here  as  soon  as  possible,  as  some  of  my  command  have  not  been 
paid  for  eight  mouths.

During  the  early  part 
of  the  morning  two  regiments  from  the  First  Division  were  engaged 
tearing  up  the  railroad  until  the  order  was  countermanded  by  General 
Sherman's  order.  A  reconnoitering  force  of  two  regiments  from  the 
same  division,  under  command  of  ('ol.  William  B.  Anderson,  Sixtieth 
Illinois,  moved  out  six  mile^  in  the  direction  of  McDonough  to  Lee's 
Mill.  They  communicated  with  General  GaiTard's  cavahy,  but  obtained 
little  intelligence  of  the  enemy,  and  did  not  communicate  with  tfie 
Twenty-third  Corps.  In  compliance  with  instructions,  I  have  ordered 
my  sick  and  wounded  to  be  prepared  to  move  at  daylight  to-morrow  to 
Atlanta,  together  \^ith  all  the  prisoners  of  war  captured  by  my  com- 
mand and  those  turned  over  to  me  by  Colonel  Parkhurst,  under  guard 
of  the  Third  Brigade^  Second  Division,  which  has  been  detailed  to  ac- 
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company  them  to  Atlanta.  I  will  have  the  wounded  rebel  prisoners, 
in  hospitals  in  the  vicinity  of  Jonesborough,  removed  to  this  place 
tormorrow  morning.

General:  I  have  the  following  information  to  rejwrt  which  lam 
confident  is  accurate.  On  the  Ist  of  September  Lee's  corps  left  Jones- 
borough at  daylight  and  moved  toward  Atlanta,  and  camped  for  the 
night  near  the  Atlanta  and  McDonough  road  wheie  the  road  from  Jones- 
borough, on  which  they  marched,  struck  it.  On  the  morning  of  the  2d 
they  turned  toward  McDonough.  On  the  2d  [1st],  in  the  morning, 
Stewart's  corps  moved  out  of  Atlanta  to  within  sight  of  the  Chatta- 
hoochee River  and  halted.  In  thef  mean  time  the  militia  were  hurried  out 
of  Atlanta  toward  McDonough,  but  a  few  miles  out  took  an  easterly 
road.  In  the  afternoon  Stewart's  corps  returned  to  Atlanta  and  at  night 
moved  down  the  McDonough  road,  leaving  Loring's  division  as  rear 
guard  and  to  destroy  property.  Quarles'  brigade,  Wring's  division,  the 
rear  guard,  did  not  leave  untU  daylight.

General  ;  My  daily  reports  have  not  been  very  regularly  made  dur- 
ing the  past  few  days,  but  1  have  been  doing  all  that  t  could  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  occasion.  On  yesterday  morning,  by  heavy  patrols 
to  the  north  and  east,  I  learned  that  Atlanta  was  evacuated,  and  that 
Lee's  and  Stewart's  corps  had  gone  toward  McDonough;  that  I  at  ouce 
reported  to  General  Sherman,  as  he  was  in  doubt  of  the  position  of  the 
enemy.  Considering  information  the  most  valuable  at  the  time,  I  have 
for  two  days  employed  what  force  I  could  spare  from  my  division  to 
obtain  it.  To-day  I  reported  to  General  [Elliott]  full  information  of  the 
time  and  route  of  Lee's  and  Stewart's  corps  and  the  militia.  I  thiuk  I 
made  Stewart's  corps  leave  Atlanta  and  go  to  the  Chattahoochee  and 
return  to  Atlanta,  on  the  2d  instant,  instead  of  the  1st,  as  was  the 
case;  it  was  an  oversight  on  my  [part]  not  intended.  Hood  remained 
in  Atlanta  till  daylight  on  the  2d,  and  passed  eight  miles  east  of  here 
on  the  Atlanta  and  Griffin  road  at  11  a.  m.  yesterday.  It  was  ini- 
X)ossible  to  make  many  captures,  as  all  the  roads  to  the  ea«t  were 
strongly  guarded.  I  have  only  few  prisoners,  but  Hardee's,  Stewart's, 
and  Lee's  corps,  and  the  militia  are  represented.  YesteMay  I  sent  one 
company  to  Atlanta;  it  returned  to-day.

I  had  a  scout  last  night  inside  the 
enemy's  lines.  Portions  of  Armstrong's  and  Ross'  commands,  mounted 
and  dismounted,  watch  the  enemy's  left  flank  directly  opposite  me. 
The  enemy,  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  unless  he  has  moved  during  the  night, 
is  intrenched  about  Lovejoy's  Station,  his  lines  crossing  the  Jones- 
borough  road  and  extending  to  this  point.  Several  car-loads  of 
wounded  passed  down  the  roai  yesterday.  Did  not  stop  at  but  passed 
through  Griffin.  Scouts  report  the  enemy's  wagon  trains  to  be  moving 
toward  Griffin,  many  of  them  loaded  with  green  corn.  At  2  p.  m.  yes- 
terday large  trains  were  passing  through  Fayette  Station.  As  soon  as 
the  enemy  is  forced  back  beyond  Lovejoy's  Station  I  will  cross  and 
press  in  toward  Griffin,  communicating  with  our  army  to  the  left.

Citizens  report  that  infantry  ^irom 
Atlanta,  said  to  be  Lee's  corps,  was  moving  all  the  morning,  and  that 
the  stragglers  were  stiU  passing  when  we  reached  the  road*  A  large 
wagon  train  was  moving  on  Thursday  night  and  yesterday  to  Lovejoy's 
Station.  Last  night  Ross'  brigade  of  cavalry  camped  just  this  side  of 
the  road,  and  moved  on  this  morning  to  Bear  Creek  Station,  below 
Lovejoy's.  The  force  that  moved  on  the  road  this  morning  had  artil- 
lery. The  people  speak  of  there  being  a  great  deal  of  artillery,  and  of 
the  infantry  being  very  great  in  quantity,  but  as  near  as  I  could  ascer- 
tain it  took  the  regular  column  some  three  or  four  hours  to  pass.

General  :  Hearing  nothing  of  either  Colonels  Spalding  or  Grummond, 
and  my  command  being  entirely  worn  down,  I  have  gone  into  camp  on 
the  road  leading  south  from  this  place.  I  have  directed  that  Colonels 
Si)alding  and  Grummond  and  the  battery  encamp  north  of  the  river. 
I  have  sent  reconnoitering  parties  on  the  Mount  Pleasant  and  Pulaski 
roads,  and  also  on  the  Morefield  road,  which  leads  down  the  railroad. 
The  road  between  this  point  and  Pulaski  was  intact  up  to  this  afternoon. 
There  is  no  telegraphic  communication.  The  railroad  is  not  damaged 
but  for  a  mile  or  two  this  side  of  Spring  Hill^  and  I  think  you  had  bet- 
ter have  the  train  from  here  bring  down  the  infantry,  and  they  may  be 
able  to  ride  thus  even  to  Pulaski.  Any  way,  it  will  save  ten  or  fifteen 
miles  and  place  them  where  they  can  support  me  to-morrow.  I  shall 
try  and  determine  to-night  whither  they  have  gone,  whether  down  the 
railroad  toward  Pulaski  or  toward  Florence  or  directly  west  toward 
the  Tennessee  River.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  all  is  miiet  at  this  post.  The 
troops  from  Granville,  consisting  of  Companies  fe,  C,  D,  E,  and  F,  First 
Tennessee  Mounted  Infantry,  have  fallen  back  to  this  place,  but  a  por- 
tion of  the  command  are  on  the  opposite  bank  of  the  river  from  Gran- 
ville, watching  that  point.  As  yet  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  cap- 
ture the  forces  here.  No  rebels  have  been  on  this  side  of  the  Cumber- 
land as  known  of.  I  have  had  the  surrounding  country  full  of  spies 
sincic  Monday  last^  and  have  been  kept  fully  posted.  The  rebels  left 
Alexandria  last  night,  moving  in  the  direction  of  Lebanon.  A  great 
many  stragglers  have  been  left  in  the  country.  In  order  to  clear  the 
country  of  these  men  effectually,  and  to  prevent  them  from  bushwhack- 
ing, it  will  require  a  heavy  force  to  commence  work  at  once,  and  that 
energetically.  If  allowed  time  to  rest  and  concentrate  these  stragglers 
will  commit  innumerable  outrages.  In  order  to  effectually  and  speedUy 
clear  the  country  of  all  stragglers  I  respectfully  but  earnestly  request 
that  the  Fifth  Tennessee  Cavalry  be  ordered  to  report  to  me  for  duty. 
They  can  and  will  do  the  work.  They  have  been  tried,  and  I  have  only 
to  point  to  their  achievements  for  proof  of  their  success  in  guerrilla 
warfare.  I  wish  this  communication  to  be  laid  before  His  Excellency 
Governor  Johnson,  and  shall  expect  his  aid  in  this  matter.  It  is  due 
to  the  families  of  my  men  that  their  fathers,  brothers,  and  husbands 
should  be  here  to  protect  them.  If  attacked  at  this  post  I  shall  fight 
as  long  as  ammunition  will  last  and  the  troops  hold  out.  We  are  well 
prepared  to  act  on  the  defensive,  but  can  do  nothing  on  the  offensive.

The  major-general  commanding  Military  Division  of  the  Mississippi, 
not  desiring,  to  prevent  the  enemy  from  pushing  toward  or  around  our 
right,  the  following  will  be  the  disi)Ositions  for  the  day: 

1.  Major-General  Blair  will  insi>ect  the  extr^ne  right,  and  secure  it 
against  any  reverse  fire,  shortening  his  lines  if  necessary  so  as  to  have 
some  reserve. 

2.  Major-General  Logan  will  hold  his  front  line  with  as  few  troops  a« 
he  deems  safe,  and  put  the  rest  comfortably  in  camp. 

3.  General  Kansom  will  encamp  his  troops,  with  a  view  to  resting 
them,  pushing  skirmishers  far  out  toward  our  right  flank. 

4.  Brigadier-General  Kilpatrick,  while  he  will  conform  the  operations 
of  his  command  to  the  foregoing,  will  at  the  same  time  keep  a  sharp 
lookout  on  our  right  flank,  advising  the  general  commanding  of  any 
movement  of  the  enemy. 

VI.  The  following  are  the  orders  and  dispositions  of  this  army  in 
the  preparations  to  move  back,  in  pursuance  of  Special  Field  Orders, 
No.  63,  Military  Division  of  the  Mississippi : 

1.  Major-General  Logan  will,  with  his  reserves,  at  once  form  a  barri- 
cade on  the  most  practicable  defensive  ground  in  the  rear  of  thecotton- 

S'n;  this  reserve  position  will  be  occupied  by  the  division  of  Brigadier- 
eneral  Hazen,  who  will  form  the  rear  guard  of  the  right  column; 
General  Logan  will  then  reduce  his  front  line  as  much  as  possible,  hold- 
ing, however,  to  the  last,  the  hill  now  occupied  by  General  Harrow. 

2.  Brigadier-General  Eansom,  comman^ng  Left  Wing,  Sixteenth 
Army  Corps,  will,  with  his  reserves,  construct  a  barricade  on  the  right 
of  that  to  be  made  by  the  Fifteenth  Cori>s,  retaining  General  Fuller's 
division  as  rear  guard  of  the  left  colunni.  General  Ransom  will  also, 
in  coigunction  with  the  commands  on  his  left,  reduce  his  front  to  a  thin 
line,  moving  all  troops  not  necessary  to  hold  it  to  the  rear  of  his  barri- 
cade. 
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3.  M^or-General  Blair  will,  at  the  hour  of  withdrawal,  carefally  move 
back  his  corps  through  to  the  rear  of  his  barricades,  take  the  advance 
on  the  road  pursued  by  the  Sixteenth  Corps,  forming  the  left  column. 

4.  The  right  column,  under  Major-General  Logan,  will  pursue  the 
road  on  which  he  advsinced,  drawing  out  at  the  same  hour  with  the 
Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth  Corps. 

5.  All  trains,  amnmnition  wagons,  ambulances,  &c.,  will  be  sent  in 
iadvance.  The  hour  of  moving  the  trains  and  troops  will  be  desig- 
nated hereafter.

Military  Division  of  the  Mississippi, 
In  the  Meld,  near  Lovejoy^s,  twenty-six  miles  south  of  Atlanta^ 

September  4y  1864. 
General  Halleck: 

My  Dear  Friend  :  I  owe  you  a  private  letter,  and  believe  one  at 
this  time  will  be  acceptable  to  you.  I  appreciate  your  position  and  the 
delicate  responsibilities  that  devolve  on  you,  but  believe  you  will  master 
and  surmount  them  all.  I  confess  I  owe  you  all  I  now  enjoy  of  fame, 
for  I  had  allowed  myself  in  1861  to  sink  into  a  perfect  **  slough  of 
despond,"  and  do  believe  if  I  could  I  would  have  run  away  and  hid 
from  the  dangers  and  complications  that  surrounded  us.  You  alone 
seemed  to  be  confident,  and  opened  to  us  the  first  avenue  of  success 
and  hope,  and  you  gradually  put  me  in  the  way  of  recovering  firom  what 
might  have  proved  an  ignoble  end.  When  Grant  spoke  of  my  promo- 
tion as  a  major-general  of  the  regular  army,  I  asked  him  to  decline  in 
my  name  till  this  campaign  tested  us.  Even  when  my  commission  came, 
which  you  were  kind  enough  to  send,  I  doubted  its  wisdom,  but  now 
that  I  have  taken  Atlanta  as  much  by  strategy  as  by  force,  I  suppose 
the  military  world  will  approve  it. 

Through  the  official  bidletins  you  are  better  acquainted  with  all  the 
steps  of  our  progress  than  any  other  man  in  the  country,  but  I  will  try 
and  point  out  to  you  more  clearly  the  recent  achievement.  By  the 
rapid  falling  off  of  my  command,  by  expiration  of  service,  I  found  myself 
reduced  in  number, "close  up  against  Atlanta,  which  was  so  protected 
by  earth-works  that  I  dared  not  assault.  Fortunately  Hood  detached 
6,000  of  his  best  cavalry  to  our  rear,  and  I  quickly  sent  my  cavalry  to 
break  the  Macon  road,  over  which  liis  provisions  and  supplies  came. 
I  knew  my  cavalry  was  the  superior  to  his,  but  he  managed  skillfully  to 
send  a  brigade  of  infantry,  which,  in  connection  with  his  cavalry,  about 
4,000,  managed  so  to  occupy  mine  that  though  Balpatrick  reached  the 
road  he  could  work  but  little.  The  damage  was  soon  repaired,  and 
nothing  was  left  me  but  to  raise,  the  siege,  and  move  with  my  army. 
I  moved  one  corps  by  night  back  to  the  bridge,  which  had  been  in- 
trenched, using  mostly  old  rebel  works,  then  withdrawing  from  the  left 
I  got  my  whole  army  over  on  the  West  Point  road,  from  Red  Oak  to 
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Fairburn,  with  the  loss  of  but  oue  man.  There  I  spent  one  day  and 
broke  twelve  miles  of  that  road  good.  I  then  moved  rapidly  so  that 
ray  right  flank  was  within  haif  a  mile  of  the  Macon  road  at  Jones- 
borough,  and  the  left  two  miles  and  a  half  from  Rough  and  Eeady. 
Hood  had  first  sent  Lee's  corps  to  Jonesborough  and  Hardee's  to 
Rough  and  Ready,  but  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  (my  right)  ap- 
proached Jonesborough  so  rapidly  that  Hardee's  corps  was  shifted  at 
night  also  to  that  flank.  Seeing  his  mistake  1  ordered  Howard  rapidly 
to  intrench  and  hold  his  position, ''  threatening,"  and  threw  the  balance 
of  my  army  on  the  road  from  Rough  and  Ready  to  within  four  miles  of 
Jonesborough.  The  moment  that  was  done,  I  ordered  Thoma^  and  Scho- 
fiekl  to  rapidly  break  up  that  road,  and  without  rest  to  turn  on  Jones- 
bf)rough  and  crush  that  part.  My  plan  was  partially,  but  not  thoroughly, 
executed.  Hardee  assaulted  Howard,  but  made  no  progress;  left  his 
dead,  about400,  and  wounded  in  our  hands,  and  fell  behind  hisown  works. 
1  expected  Thomas  to  be  ready  by  11  a.  m.,  but  it  was  near  4  when  he  got 
in ;  but  one  corps,  Davis',  charged  down  and  captured  the  flank  with  10 
guns  and  many  prisoners,  but  for  some  reason  Stanley  and  Schofield 
were  slow,  and  night  came  to  Hardee's  relief,  and  he  escaped  to  the 
south.  Hood  finding  me  twenty  miles  below  him  on  his  only  railroad/ 
iind  Hardee  defeated,  was  forced  to  abandon  Atlanta,  and  retreated 
eastward,  and  by  a  circuit  has  got  his  men  below  me  on  the  line  to 
Macon.  I  ought  to  have  reaped  larger  fruits  of  victory.  A  part  of  my 
army  is  too  slow,  but  I  feel  my  part  was  skillfiil  and  well  execute. 
ThoSigh  I  ought  to  have  taken  10,000  of  Hardee's  men,  and  all  his 
artillery,  I  must  content  myself  with  500  dead,  2,000  wounded,  2,000 
prisoners,  10  guns  on  the  field  and  14  m  Atlanta,  7  trains  of  cars  cap- 
tured and  buined,  many  stragglers  fleeing  in  disorder,  and  the  town  of 
Atlanta,  which,  after  all,  was  the  prize  I  fought  for. 

The  army  is  in  magnificent  heart,  and  1  could  go  on,  but  it  would  not 
be  prudent.  Wheeler  is  still  somewhere  to  my  rear,  and  every  mile 
costs  me  detachments  which  I  can  iUy  spare.  This  country  is  so  easily 
fortified  that  an  enemy  can  stop  an  army  every  few  miles.  All  the 
roads  run  on  ridges,  so  that  a  hundred  yards  of  parapet,  with  abatis, 
closes  it,  and  gives  the  wings  time  to  extend  a«  fast  Jis  we  can  recon- 
noiter  and  cut  roads.  Our  men  will  charge  the  parajiet  without  fear, 
but  they  cannot  the  abatis  and  entanglements,  which  catch  them  at 
close  range.  I  stay  here  a  few  days  for  effect,  and  then  will  fall  back 
and  occupy  Atlanta,  giving  my  command  some  rest.  They  need  it. 
The  untold  labor  they  have  done  is  herculean,  and  if  ever  you  pa^s  our  . 
route  you  will  say  honestly  that  we  have  achieved  success  by  indus- 
try and  courage.  I  hope  the  administration  will  be  satisfieil,  for  I 
have  studied  hard  to  serve  it  faithfully. 

I  hope  anything  I  may  have  said  or  done  will  not  be  constnied  un- 
fiiendly  to  Mr.  Lincoln  or  Stanton.  That  negro  letter  of  mine  I  never 
designed  for  publication,  but  I  am  honest  in  my  belief  that  it  is  not  fair 
to  our  men  to  count  negroes  as  equals.  Cannot  we  at  this  day  drop 
theories,  and  be  reasonable  men!  Let  us  capture  negroes,  of  course, 
and  use  them  to  the  best  advantage.  My  quartermaster  now  could 
give  employment  to  3,200,  and  relieve  that  number  of  soldiers  who  are 
now  used  to  unload  and  dispatch  trains,  whereas  those  recruiting 
agents  take  them  ba(?k  to  Nashville,  where,  so  far  as  my  experience 
goes,  they  disappear.  When  I  call  for  exi)editions  at  distant  points, 
the  answer  invariably  comes  that  they  have  not  sufficient  troops.  All 
count  the  negroes  out.  On  the  Mississippi,  where  Thomas  talked  about 
100,000  negro  troops,  I  find  I  cannot  draw  away  a  white  soldier,  be- 
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cause  they  are  indispensable  to  the  safety  of  the  river.  I  am  willing 
to  use  them  as  far  as  i>o8sible,  but  object  to  fighting  with  "paper"  men. 
Occasionally  an  exception  occurs,  which  simply  deceives.  We  want 
the  best  young  white  men  of  the  land,  and  they  should  be  inspired 
with  the  pride  of  freemen  to  fight  for  their  country.  If  Mr.  Lin- 
coln or  Stanton  could  walk  through  the  camps  of  this  army  and 
hear  the  soldiers  talk  they  would  hear  new  ideas.  I  have  had  the 
question  put  to  me  often :  "  Is  not  a  negro  as  good  as  a  white  man  to 
stop  a  bullet?"  Yes,  and  a  sand-bag  is  better;  but  can  a  negro  do 
our  skirmishing  and  picket  duty!  Can  they  improvise  roads,  bridges, 
sorties,  flahk  movements,  &c.,  like  the  white  man!  I  say  no.  Sol- 
diers must  and  do  many  things  without  orders  from  their  own  sense, 
as  in  sentinels.  Negroes  are  not  equal  to  this.  I  have  gone  steadily, 
firmly,  and  confidently  along,  and  I  could  not  have  done  it  with  black 
troops,  but  with  my  old  troops  I  have  never  felt  a  waver  of  doubt^  and 
that  very  confidence  begets  success.  I  hope  to  God  the  draft  will  be 
made  to-morrow;  that  you  will  keep  up  my  army  to  its  standard^ 
100,000  men;  that  you  will  give  Canby  an  equal  number;  give  Grant 
200,000,  and  the  balance  keep  on  our  communications,  and  1  pledge 
you  to  take  Macon  and  Savaanah  before  spring,  or  leave  my  bones. 
My  army  is  now  in  the  very  condition  to  be  supplied  with  recruits. 
We  have  good  corporals  and  sergeants,  and  some  good  lieutenants  and 
captains,  and  those  are  far  more  imj^rtant  than  good  generals.  They 
all  seem  to  have  implicit  confidence  in  me.  They  observe  success  at 
l>oints  remote,  as  in  this  case*  of  Atlanta,  and  they  naturally  say  that 
the  old  man  knows  what  he  is  about.  They  think  I  know  where  every 
road  and  by-path  is  in  Georgia,  and  one  soldier  swore  that  I  was  bom 
on  Kenesaw  Mountain.  George  Thomas,  you  know,  is  slow,  but  as  true 
as  steel;  Schofield  is  also  slow  and  leaves  too  much  to  others;  Howard 
is  a  Christian,  elegant  gentleman,  and  conscientious  soldier.  In  him  I 
made  no  mistake.  Hooker  was  a  fool.  Had  he  staid  a  couple  of  weeks 
he  could  have  marched  into  Atlanta  and  claimed  all  the  honors.  I 
therefore  think  I  have  the  army  on  which  you  may  safely  build.  Grant 
has  the  perseverance  of  a  Scotch  terrier.  Let  him  alone,  and  he  vMll 
overcome  Lee  by  untiring  and  unceasing  efforts.  The  Mobile  column 
is  the  one  that  needs  a  head,  and  no  time  should  be  wasted  on  the  city. 
The  river,  Montgomery,  and  Columbus,  Ga.,  are  the  strategic  points. 
The  latter  has  a  double  line  by  Montgomery  and  the  Appalachicola  River. 
It  will  not  be  safe  to  push  this  line  farther  until  that  is  done,  but 
stores  and  supplies  may  be  accumulated  here,  and  the  country  behind 
Chattahoochee  purged  a  little  more. 

To-morrow  is  the  day  for  the  draft,  and  I  feel  far  more  interested  in 
it  than  any  event  that  ever  transpired.  I  do  think  it  has  been  wrong 
to  keep  our  old  troops  so  constantly  under  fire.  Some  of  those  old  regi- 
ments that  we  had  at  Shiloh  and  Corinth  have  been  with  me  ever  since, 
and  some  of  them  have  lost  70  per  cent,  in  battle.  It  looks  hard  to  put 
those  brigades,  now  numbering  less  than  800  men,  into  battle.  They 
feel  discouraged,  whereas  if  we  cx)uld  have  a  steady  influx  of  recruits 
the  living  would  soon  forget  .the  dead.  The  wounded  and  sick  are  lost 
to  us,  for  once  at  a  hospital  they  become  worthless.  It  has  been  very 
bad  economy  to  kill  off  our  best  men  and  pay  full  wages  and  bounties 
to  the  drift  and  substitutes.  While  all  at  the  rear  are  paid  regularly, 
I  have  here  regiments  that  have  not  been  paid  for  eight  months,  be- 
cause the  paymaster  could  not  come  to  them.  The  draft  judiciously 
used  will  be  popular,  and  will  take  as  many  opponents  of  the  war  as 
advocates,  whereas  now  our  x>olitical  equilibrium  at  the  North  seems 
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disturbed  by  the  g^bsence  of  the  flgbting  element,  whereas  the  voting 
population  is  made  up  of  sneaks,  exempts,  fbnd  cowards.  Any  nation 
would  i)erish  under  such  a  system  if  protracted, 

I  have  not  heard  yet  of  the  Chicago  nominations,  but  appearance.s 
are  that  McOlellan  will  be  nominated.  The  phases  of  "  Democrai*y  ^ 
are  strange  indeed.  Some  fool  seems  to  have  used  my  name.  If  forced 
to  choose  between  the  penitentiary  and  White  House  for  four  years, 
like  old  Professor  Moliuard,  I  would  say  the  penitentiary,  thank  you, 
sir.  If  any  committee  would  approach  me  for  political  preferment,  1: 
doubt  if  I  could  have  patience  or  prudence  enough  to  preserve  a  decent 
restraint  on  myself,  but  would  insult  the  nation  in  my  reply. 

If  we  can  only  carry  our  people  past  this  fall,  we  may  escape  the 
greatest  danger  that  ever  threatened  a  civilized  people.  We  as  sol- 
diers best  fulfill  our  parts  by  minding  our  own  business,  and  I  will  try 
to  do  that. 

I  wish  you  would  thank  the  President  and  Secretary  for  the  constant 
support  they  have  given  me,  and  accept  from  me  my  personal  assurance 
that  I  have  always  felt  buoyed  up  by  the  knowledge  that  you  were 
there.

Near  Lovejoy's,  Ga.,  September  4, 1864—9  a.  m. 
M^j.  Gen.  H.  W.  Halleck,  Washington^  2>.  C: 

The  Twentieth  Corps  now  occupies  Atlanta  and  the  Chattahoochee 
bridges.  The  main  army  is  now  here,  grouped  below  Jonesborough. 
The  enemy  holds  a  line  facing  us,  with  front  well  covered  by  parapets, 
and  flanks  by  Walnut  Creek  on  the  right  and  a  confluent  of  Flint 
River  on  his  left.  His  position  is  too  strong  to  attack  in  front,  and  to 
turn  it  would  carry  me  too  far  from  our  base  at  this  time.  Besides, 
there  is  no  commensurate  object,  as  there  is  no  valuable  point  to  his 
rejr  till  we  reach  Macon,  103  miles  from  Atlanta.  We  are  not  prepared 
for  that,  and  I  will  gradually  fall  back  and  occupy  Atlanta,  which  was 
and  is  our  grand  objective  point,  already  secured.  For  themture  I  pro- 
pose that  of  the  drafted  men  I  receive  my  due  share,  say  50,000;  that 
an  equal  or  greater  number  go  to  General  Canby,  who  should  now  pro- 
ceed with  all  energy  to  get  Montgomery  and  the  reach  of  the  Alabama 
River  above  Selma;  that  when  I  know  he  can  move  on  Columbus,  Ga., 
I  move  on  La  Grange  and  West  Point,  keeping  to  the  east  of  the  Chat- 
tahoochee; that  we  form  a  junction,  repair  roads  to  Montgomery,  and 
open  up  the  Appalachicola  and  Chattahoochee  Rivers  to  Columbus,  and 
move  from  it  as  a  base  straight  on  Macon.  This  campaign  can  be  made 
in  the  winter,  and  we  can  safely  rely  on  the  com  of  the  Flint  and 
Chattahoochee  to  supply  forage.  If  the  Tensas  Channel  of  the  Alabama 
can  be  used,  General  Gardner,  with  the  rebel  garrison,  could  continue 
to  hold  Mobile  for  our  use  when  we  want  it.  I  projwse  ta  remove  all 
the  inhabitants  of  Atlanta,  sending  those  committed  to  our  cause  to  the 
rear,  and  the  rebel  families  to  the  front.  I  will  aUow  no  trade,  manu- 
factories, nor  any  citizens  there  at  all,  so  that  we  will  have  the  entire 
use  of  railroad  back,  as  also  such  com  and  forage  as  may  be  reached  by 
our  troops.  If  the  people  raise  a  howl  against  my  barbarity  and  craelty 
I  will  answer  that  war  is  war,  and  not  popularity-seeking.  If  they  want 
peace  they  and  their  relatives  must  stop  war.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  my  sick,  wounded,  cap- 
tured ordnance,  and  prisoners  of  war  left  for  Atlanta  this  morning, 
escorted  by  a  brigade  of  Morgan's  division.  They  moved  at  daylight. 
I  am  now  engaged  in  removing  the  rebel  wounded  scattered  about  in 
the  neighborhood  to  this  place.  I  have  but  forty-flve  empty  wagons 
left  with  which  to  remove  them  and  the  cotton  alluded  to  in  the  gen- 
eral's order.  They  will  not  be  sufficient  to  more  than  transport  the 
wounded,  if  that.  There  are  many  empty  wagons  belonging  to  other 
commands  moving  to  the  rear.  Why  can  they  not  be  requSred  to  do 
some  of  this  work!

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  all  has  been  quiet  upon 
my  front  to-day,  and  no  change  has  taken  place  in  the  position  of  my 
lines.  As  more  fully  reported  in  my  letter  of  this  morning,  the  empty 
wagons  of  my  command  were  loaded  with  the  sick  and  wounded  and 
ordnance  stores  captured  from  the  enemy,  and,  together  with  all  prison- 
ers of  war  in  my  possession,  were  forwarded  to  Atlanta  under  escort  of 
a  brigade  from  Second  Division.  Two  hundred  and  thirty-four  rebel 
wounded,  surgeons,  chaplains,  and  attendants  have  been  collected  in 
this  neighborhood  during  the  day,  and  all  but  about  eighty,  who  are  too 
badly  wounded,  will  be  sent  to  Atlanta  in  the  morning.  Twenty-one 
rebel  deserters  have  been  received  during  the  day.

On  the  McDonougli 
road  the  cavalry  of  the  Army  of  the  Ohio  was  skirmishing  yesterday 
and  drove  in  their  pickets  to  within  a  few  miles  of  McDonough.  I  do 
not  know  if  they  reached  that  point,  but  think  not.  My  command  will 
be  on  the  Jonesborough  and  Flat  Rock  road  to-day.

The  general  commanding  directs  that  you  have  your  command  in  readi- 
ness to  march  to-morrow,  although  the  precise  hour  cannot  be  stated, 
and  that  you  cover  the  rear  and  right  flank  of  General  Schofteld's  corps 
in  its  march  to  Decatur,  Ga.  You  will  ascertain  from  General  Schofield 
when  liis  command  will  move,  allowing  it  to  pass  to  the  north  of  you. 
On  the  arrival  of  General  Schofleld%  corps  at  Decatur  you  will,  with 
your  command,  take  post,  headquarters  at  Cross  Keys,  picketing  from 
Stone  Mountain  to  the  crossing  of  the  Chattahoochee  on  the  road  from 
Pinckney  ville  to  Warsaw.  It  is  designed  to  establish  a  signal  station  on 
Stone  Mountain,  if,  in  connection  with  General  Schofield's  cavalry,  it  c^n 
be  made  secure.  You  will  keep  yourself  informed  of  any  movements 
of  tlie  enemy  toward  Lawrenceville.  On  your  arrival  at  Cross  Keys 
establish  a  courier  line,  in  charge  of  a  non-commissioned  officer,  to  these 
headquarters  at  or  near  Atlanta.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  scouting  parties  sent  out  from  my 
command  report  my  front  strongly  picketed  by  the  enemy,  apparently 
cavalry,  on  the  right,  and  infantry  or  dismounted  cavalry  on  the  left. 
Several  of  their  posts  were  driven  in,  developing  quite  a  strong  force  in 
I)08ition  behind  a  swampy  ravine  running  nearly  parallel  to  the  Glass 
road.  The  scouts  also  report  a  plantation  road,  extending  from  near 
James  Bull's  house,  on  the  Glass  road,  through  the  plantations  of  Mr. 
Dorsey  and  Mr.  Crawford.  I  also  learn  from  citizens  that  the  same  road 
extends  to  Lovejoy's  Station.  The  Glass  road  appears  to  be  open  from 
my  i)08ition  to  Flint  River,  except  perhaps  small  patrols  of  the  enemy.

General  :  In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  my  views  upon  the  questions  of  rank  arising  finder  the  act  of 
Congress  approved  April  4, 1862.    These  questions  may  be  thus  stated : 

First.  When  a  corps  is  temporarily  detached  from  the  army  to  which 
it  belongs  to  operate  with  another  army,  whose  conmiander  is  assigned 
by  the  President,  under  the  act  of  April  4, 1862,  but  who  is  junior  by 
commission  to  the  corps  commander,  is  this  corps  commander  entitled 
by  law  to  command  the  combined  force! 

Second.    Is  there  any  provision  of  law  for  such  command! 

The  first  question  can  probably  best  be  answered,  and  the  difficulty 
of  the  second  illustrated  by  considering  a  case  which  has  occurred  and 
which  is  likely  to  be  a  very  common  one.  General  A  commands  an 
army  consisting  of  two  corps,  whose  commanders.  Generals  B  and  C, 
are  senior  by  commission  to  General  A.  General  D  commands  a  corps 
of  another  army  and  is  senior  to  General  A  but  junior  to  Generals  B 
and  C.    General  IVs  corps  is  detached  and  ordered  to  operate  with 
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General  A'8  army.  The  sixty-second  Article  of  War  directs  that  in  such 
case  the  officer  highest  in  rank  by  commission  there  on  duty  shall  com- 
mand the  combined  force,  ^^unless  otherwise  specially  directed  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States."  But  the  officer  highest  in  rank  is 
General  B  or  C,  who  must  therefore  command  (according  to  the  sixty- 
second  Article  of  War),  unless  otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  Presi- 
dent. But  neither  General  B  nor  C  can  take  the  command,  for  the 
President  has  otherwise  directed  by  making  them  subordinate  to  Gen- 
eral A,  under  the  act  of  April  4.  And  there  is  no  provision  of  law 
whatever  that  would  give  the  command  to  General  D,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  he  is  senior  to  General  A,  for  he  is  junior  to  both  General 
B  and  General  0,  hence  the  combined  force  ctui  have  no  commander 
unless  it  be  General  A.  1  think,  therefore,  it  is  clear  that  the  law  of 
April  4, 1862,  in  giving  through  the  President's  order  an  officer  com- 
mand over  his  seniors  by  commission,  abrogates  the  sixty-second  Aj:^cle 
of  War  so  far  as  it  relates  to  himself  and  other  officers  of  the  same 
grade  who  are  not  commanding  under  the  law  of  April  4. 

The  second  question  is  not  so  clear.  There  is  an  apparent  con- 
flict between  the  sixty-second  Article  of  War  and  the  act  of  April 
4, 1862,  which  seems  to  leave  a  combined  force  such  as  I  have  supposed 
without  a  commander  provided  for  it  by  law.  But  in  my  opinion  this 
conflict  is  not  real.  The  Article  of  War  itself  gives  the  President  the 
power  to  direct  otherwise  than  according  to  the  general  rule,  which  I 
imderstand  to  mean  simply  that  he  may  direct  the  senior  not  to  assume 
command  of  all  the  forces  but  leave  each  under  its  own  commander, 
and  the  act  of  April  4  gives  him  the  additional  power  to  assign  a  junior 
officer  to  the  command  whenever  military  operations  may  require  the 
presence  of  two  or  more  officers  of  the  same  grade  in  the  same  field. 
The  President,  in  pursuance  of  this  law,  has  assigned  a  commander  to 
each  of  three  armies  or  departments  (the  armies  consisting  simply  of 
the  troops  serving  in  those  departments  and  determined  not  by  the 
President  but  by  the  General-in-Chief  of  all  the  armies,  or  other  superior 
officer  having  direction  of  military  operations  in  the  three  departments), 
and  has  assigned  a  general  to  command  the  three  departments,  com- 
bined under  the  name  of  a  military  division,  and  to  direct  the  oper- 
ations of  the  combined  armies  as  general-in-chief.  Under  the  authority 
conferred  by  the  act  of  Congress^  and  the  discretion  given  him  in  the 
Article  of  War,  he  has  provided  m  advance  for  the  very  case  in  x)oint 
by  naming  three  army  commanders  to  be  next  in  authority  and  respon- 
sibility to  the  general-in-chief  in  the  order  of  their  rank,  and  superior 
in  both  authority  and  responsibility  to  all  other  officers;  and  has  given 
to  the  general-yi-chief  authority  to  combine  or  separate^  detach  or  unite, 
his  three  armi^,  or  any  part  of  them,  on  any  field,  a«  m  his  judgment 
"military  operations  may  require."  The  President  has  assigned  in 
advance  the  commanders  of  the  forces  which  military  operations  may 
require  to  be  united  on  any  field,  and  has  left  it  to  his  generals-in-chief 
to  judge  when,  whose,  and  what  forces  shall  be  united.  The  evident 
object  of  the  law  of  April  4, 1862,  was  to  give  the  President  the  power 
to  select  from  all  the  major-generals  of  the  army  those  in  his  judg- 
ment most  competent  to  d&ect  the  operations  of  the  separate  armies, 
and  the  power  thus  given  has  been  habitually  exercised.  K,  when  the 
exigencies  of  the  service  require  a  temporary  increase  of  one  of  these 
armies^  which  is  likely  to  occur  only  at  the  most  critical  periods  of  a 
camx)aign,  the  army  commander  selected  by  the  President  can  be  super- 
seded by  an  officer  who  has  never  been  intrusted  with  more  than  a  sub- 
ordinate command,  the  object  of  the  law  is  defeated  and  the  President's 
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selection  is  of  no  avail  at  the  most  critical  moment.  It  must  be  observed 
that,  if  the  sixty-second  Article  of  War  was  alone  taken  as  the  law,  a 
miyor-general  commanding  a  division  in  one  army  might  assume  com- 
mand of  another  army  whenever  the  accidents  of  a  battle  should  sepa- 
rate him  from  his  own  army  and  throw  him  in  contact  with  another. 

Finally, it  is  my  opinion  that  the  act  of  April  4,  1862,  must  be  con- 
strued as  creating,  in  effect,  an  additional  grade  in  the  army,  viz,  that 
of  dex)artment  or  army  commander  superior  to  that  determined  by  com- 
mission alone.

Genebal  :  Since  yesterdaj  morning  we  have  been  chasing  a  rebel 
cavalry  force  of  two  brigades,  under  General  Williams.  We  passed  five 
miles  around  Murfreesborough  yesterday.  We  charged  in  town  and 
[drove]  the  rebels  four  miles  from  town  on  the  Shelby  pike.  They  have 
a  force  of  between  1,500  and  2^000.  We  have  been  skirmishing  with  them 
since  8  o'clock  this  morning.  They  have  three  pieces  of  artillery.  We 
have  killed  and  captured  some  20,  and  lost  about  10  killed  and  wounded. 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Eifort,  Second  Kentucky,  was  killed  in  a  charge.  If 
you  can  detach  a  force  to  head  them,  their  whole  force  can  be  bagged. 
I  have  Colonel  Spalding's  old  brigade  here;  you  know  what  it  is  and 
what  it  can  do.  I  left  General  Ste^man  at  Murfreesborough  this  morn- 
ing with  a  large  infantry  force.

Major  ECKERT: 

The  events  of  the  last  ten  days  maybe  succinctly  stated  thus:  Hood, 
losing  us  from  his  front,  looked  two  ways  for  the  next  blow,  and  leav- 
ing Stewart's  corps  and  the  militia  here,  sent  Hardee  and  Lee  down  the 
Macon  road  to  be  ready.  General  Sherman  found  them  there,  and  be- 
fore the  fight  all  of  Stewart's  corps,  except  one  division,  joined.  On  the 
1st  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  threatened  Jonesborough  on  the  west, 
Schofield  on  the  east,  and  the  Fourteenth  Corps  assaulted  from  the 
north,  driving  the  enemy,  capturing  2  batteries  and  1 ,000  prisoners.  No 
fighting  since  of  importance,  and  Sherman  wiU  bring  the  entire  army 
here  to  refit  and  rest.  Altogether  we  have  fought  a  battle,  occupied 
Atlanta,  got  3,0d0  prisoners  and  12  guns.  Probably  lost  1,000  men, 
killed,  wounded,  and  missing.  May  i)ossibly  catch  the  troops  that 
were  left  here,  but  not  probable.

The  army  having  accomplished  its  undertaking  in  the  complete 
reduction  and  occupation  of  Atlanta  will  occupy  the  place  and  the 
country  near  it  until  a  new  campaign  is  planned  in  concert  with  the 
other  grand  armies  of  the  United  States. 

I.  The  Army  of  the  Cumberland  will  occupy  the  city  and  its  com- 
munications with  Chattanooga,  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  will  occupy 
East  Point  and  the  right  flank,  and  the  Army  of  the  Ohio  the  town  of 
Decatur  and  the  left  flank;  the  cavalry  will  occupy  Sandtown,  Kos- 
well,  and  other  points  on  the  flanks  and  along  our  line  of  communica- 
tion. 

II.  To  withdraw  to  the  posts  herein  designated,  the  Army  of  the  Cum- 
berland will  withdraw,  first,  to  Jonesborough;  second,  to  Eough  and 
Ready,  and  third,  to  Atlanta,  leaving  the  cavalry  to  bring  up  the  rear 
in  the  manner  herein  prescribed. 

III.  The  Army  of  the  Tennessee  will  move  in  concert  with  that  of  the 
Cumberland,  first,  to  its  old  position  near  Jonesborough;  second, 
across  the  Flint  River  to  about  Morrow's  Mill,  and  tliird,  to  East  Point 
and  the  head  of  Camp  Creek. 

IV.  The  Army  of  the  Ohio  will  also  move  in  concert  with  that  of  the 
Cumberland,  first,  to  a  point  near  Jonesborough;  second,  to  some  point 
within  two  miles  and  east  of  Rough  and  Ready,  and  last  to  Decatur. 

V.  General  Kilpatrick's  cavalry  will  cover  the  left  rear  of  the  Army  of 
the  Tennessee,  and  that  of  General  Garrard  the  right  rear  of  the  Army 
of  the  Ohio  until  they  reach  the  positions  assigned  in  this  order,  when 
the  cavalry  commands  will  move  to  the  pointe  designated,  viz,  Sand- 
town  and  RosweU. 

VI.  The  general-in-chief  will  give  notice  when  the  movement  will 
begin,  and  afber  reaching  Atlanta  will  establish  headquarters  in  Atlanta, 
and  afford  the  army  an  opportunity  to  have  a  full  month's  rest,  with 
every  chance  to  organize,  receive  pay,  replenish  clothing,  and  prepare 
for  a  fine  winter's  campaign.

Majob  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  scout  to  the  Payetteville 
road,  at  the  point  I  struck  it  yesterday,  found  a  rebel  picket  posted 
there.  This  was  driven  off,  but  no  further  information  of  the  rebel  posi- 
tion was  ascertained.  The  scout  toward  McDonough  was  made  by  the 
First  Ohio  Squadron,  under  Major  Rice.  He  has  just  returned  bring- 
ing with  him  15  prisoners.  He  reached  a  point  within  three  miles  of 
McDonough,  where  he  came  onto  a  camp  of  a  cavalry  regiment    He 
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drove  the  pickets  in  so  rapidly  as  to  surprise  the  camp,  but  they  rallied 
in  force  sufficient  to  check  him.  He  lost  1  man  killed,  the  sergeant  who 
led  the  advance  guard.  The  information  he  obtained  from  citizens  was, 
that  the  enemy  is  holding  all  the  roads  leading  south  from  the  Fayette- 
viUe  and  McDonough  road,  and  that  there  are  some  troops — cavalry 
probably — at  McDonough ;  this  is  not  corroborated  by  the  cavalrymen 
captured.  They  say  that  the  troops  marched  from  McDonough  at  day- 
light this  morning,  and  that  there  is  nothing  there  now  but  the  provost 
guard.

Colonel:  In  riding  through  the  camps  this  morning  I  was  very 
much  grieved  to  find  in  the  Twelfth  Illinois  Infantry,  lying  shamelessly 
expos^  to  the  whole  command,  a  lot  of  male  and  female  clothing  and 
wearing  apparel,  shirts,  bed-quilts,  &c.,  evidently  recently  pillaged  from 
some  of  the  neighboring  helpless  citizens.  I  directed  Colonel  Van 
Sellar  to  investigate  the  matter,  and  ascertain  who  the  guilty  parties 
are  and  have  them  brought  to  punishment.  I  neglected  to  tell  him  to 
find  out  the  name  of  the  officer  in  command  of  the  company  where  the 
things  were  exposed  to  view,  and  now  order  you  to  ascertain  the  same 
and  prefer  charges  against  him  for  conduct  prejudicial  to  good  order 
and  military  discipline,  in  permitting  the  thing  to  be  done  under  his 
eyes  and  not  taking  steps  to  punish  his  men.  Pillaging,  at  all  times 
disgraceful  and  demoralizing,  will  not  be  countenanced  or  tolerated 
under  any  circumstances  in  this  command.  While  brigade  command- 
ers can  appropriate  proi)erly  any  articles  of  provision  or  forage  neces- 
sary, they  are  exi)ected  to  use  every  exertion  to  enforce  aU  orders 
against  marauding  and  lawlessness  of  any  character.

We  will  shoe  our  horses, 
get  supplies,  and  go  ahead.  Can  you  communicate  with  Murfreesborough

Arrived  here  this  morning  with  the  Tennessee  regiment  of  cavalry; 
pursued  a  rebel  division  of  cavalry  under  General  Williams  around 
Murfreesborough  day  before  yesterday,  and  pursued  from  that  plaice 
yesterday,  fighting  inch  [by  inch]  to  Triune.  Rebels  turned  south  from 
there  on  pike  that  runs  to  Shelbyville.  I  lejirned  that  they  are  trying 
to  join  Wheeler,  but  they  find  that  they  are  cut  off  by  General JRousseau. 
I  pass  on  to  Shelbyville  and  strike  Duck  River  bridge  and  other  points. 
They  are  about  2,000  strong.  Keep  a  sharp  lookout  for  them.  Inform 
all  the  stations  along  the  railroad,  that  they  may  be  ready  for  them,  and 
if  General  Steedman  is  still  on  the  line,  inform  him  I  am  in  the  hunt 
and  don't  know  when  I  will  get  btu^k.  Colonel  Eifort,  Second  Ken- 
tucky, mortally  wounded  yesterday;  since  died.  Some  10  or  15  of  our 
boys  killed  and  wounded.  We  captured  11  rebels  and  killed  and 
wounded  20.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  pursuance  of  orders  my 
troops  were  withdrawn  during  this  morning  from  their  position  near 
Jonesborough,  and  are  now  in  line  of  battle  facing  southward  upon  a 
ridge  just  north  of  the  battle-field  of  the  1st  instant.  Colonel  Taylor's 
brigade,  forming  my  rear  guard,  was  quite  heavily  ]preS8ed  by  the 
enemy  when  falling  back  from  its  position  on  the  south  side  of  the  town, 
and  lost  some  officers  and  men  killed  and  wounded.  The  enemy's 
skirmishers  entered  the  town  before  Colonel  Taylor  had  withdrawn 
from  it.  Colonel  Taylor's  brigade  now  occupies  the  rebel  works  on  my 
front  as  an  outlying  picket,  supported  on  the  right  by  a  regiment  of 
General  Morgan  and  on  the  left  by  a  regiment  of  General  Baird's  di- 
vision. I  have  to-day  received  four  deserters  ftt)m  the  enemy  and  cap- 
tured 12  prisoners  of  war.

Capt.  A.  O.  McCLURa, 

Asst  Adjt  Oen,  and  Chief  of  Staffs  Fourteenth  Army  Corps: 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  my  lines  were  changed  to  face 
southward  this  morning.  In  the  afternoon  the  Second  and  Third  Bri- 
gades were  withdrawn.  The  First  Brigade,  Col.  M.  C.  Taylor  command- 
ing, covered  the  approaches  to  the  village  of  Jonesborough,  holding  a 
position  about  a  mile  and  a  half  south  of  the  town.  About  2.30  p.  m., 
the  picket-lines  being  withdrawn  on  Colonel  Taylor's  left,  that  flank  was 
exposed,  and  the  enemy  approaching  to  turn  it,  he  fell  back  by  my  order. 
Some  skirmishing  took  place  between  his  rear  and  the  enemy's  advance.

The  casualties  re- 
ported are  one  officer  killed  and  sev^al  enlisted  men  wounded,  number 
not  accurately  ascertained.

Colonel  :  In  answer  to  a  communication  of  this  date  from  headquar- 
ters Department  and  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  I  have  the  honor  to  state 
that  the  Spec^ial  Field  Orders,  No.  118,  did  not  rea<;h  these  headquar- 
ters until  jvfter  1  p.  m.  yesterday;  that  it  was  published  to  the  com- 
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mand  as  soon  as  copies  could  be  made,  and  that  the  wagons  moved  out 
as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  majority  of  them  reaching  the  point 
designated  as  soon  as  could  be  expected  from  the  character  of  the 
weather  and  the  roads.  The  remainder  were  detained  in  consequence 
of  the  road  having  become  impassable  at  one  point,  and  subsequently 
taken  possession  of  by  other  commands.  ^Notwithstanding  the  ex- 
treme darkness  of  the  night,  and  the  terrible  condition  of  the  roads,  I 
should  have  brought  my  command  in  in  good  season  and  condition  but 
for  the  fact  that  the  roatl  which  had  been  assigned  to  me  was  taken 
possession  of  by  General  Kilpatrick  for  sevend  hours,  who  stated  to 
one  of  my  staff  officers  that  he  did  it  by  order.  By  this  movement  of 
General  Kilpatrick  I  consider  that  ray  command  would  have  been  seri- 
ously endangered  had  tl^e  enemy  chosen  to  use  either  of  the  main  roads 
on  my  flanks  for  the  purpose  of  intercepting  me.  The  corduroy  bridge 
over  a  swamp,  which  my  pioneers  had  constructed  during  th^  day,  was 
swept  away  by  the  freshet  in  the  afternoon,  and  although  every  exer- 
tion was  made  to  repair  it,  from  the  nature  of  the  ground  it  was 
found  impossible  to  do  it  hastily  in  such  a  manner  as  to  i>revent  many 
accidents  and  serious  delays.

Assistant  Adjutant  Cfeneraly  Army  of  the  Tennessee : 

In  order  that  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding,  and  that  you  may 
be  ftdly  advised  of  my  operations  of  last  evening,  when  acting  as  rear 
guard  to  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing statement:  Major  Young's  brigade  of  cavalry  was  ordered  to  take 
post  at  7  p.  m.  yesterday  in  rear  of  the  center  of  your  line  of  battle,  to 
cover  the  front  and  flanks  witii  vedettes,  outposts,  and  reserves,  and 
after  the  pickets  of  the  army  relieved  at  12  had  passed  his  line  of 
vedettes  he  was  to  move  back  as  rear  guard^  to  the  army;  that  after 
the  army  had  gone  into  position  at  Jonesborough  and  General  Blair's 
column  had  recrossed  the  river.  Major  Young  was  to  follow  him  and 
destroy  the  bridge.  From  Major  Young's  report  I  believe  he  carried 
out  the  above  orders  as  well  as  could  be  expected.  I  had  intended  to 
move  back  with  a  portion  of  my  command  at  8  p.  m.,  as  directed,  leav- 
ing my  picket-line  in  front,  but  owing  to  the  continued  rapid,  ana,  as  I 
believe,  unnecessary  firing  on  the  part  of  the  in&ntxy  picket-line  from  8 
p.  m.  until  near  midnight,  I  deemed  it  best  to  remain  and  did  not  move 
from  my  position  until  10.30  p.  m.,  and  then  moved  out  and  took  up 
position  in  rear  of  the  infantry  fortifications  immediately  on  my  left  and 
remained  until  11  p.  m.  I  then  moved  back  expecting  to  find  the  en- 
tire army  gone  and  the  roads  open.  I  had  moved  back  about  a  mile 
and  a  half  when  I  came  upon  the  wagon  trains  of  the  Sixteenth  and 
Seventeenth  Army  Corps  all  halted  in  the  road.  I  immediately  rode 
to  the  front,  overtook  Lieutenant-Colonel  Alexander,  assistant  adju- 
tant-general, Seventeenth  Army  Corps,  moving  also  to  the  front  to 
ascertain  the  diflBculty.  We  found  the  road  at  one  point  almost  impas- 
sable and  the  wagon  train  stalled,  and  Mttle  or  nothing  being  done  to 
remedy  the  evil.  The  pioneer  corps  of  my  entire  command  was  orders 
immediately  to  the  front,  and  after  a  great  deal  of  trouble,  with  little  or 
no  assistance  rendered  by  those  whose  duty  it  was  to  have  rendered 
such  assistance,  the  train  was  moved  forward.  Deeming  it  to  be  of  the 
greatest  importance  to  throw  a  cavalry  force  across  the  river  at  An- 
thony's Bridge,  to  protect  the  wagon  train  moving  in  that  direction,  I 
rapidly  pushed  forward  one  brigade  of  cavalry;  three  regiments  had 
passed  when  I  learned  that  my  artillery  and  another  regiment  in  the 
rear  was  stopped  by  some  officer  riding  at  the  head  of  two  compames 
of  infantry,  followed  by  another  wagon  train.  This  section  of  artillery 
and  regiment  was  ordered  by  one  of  my  staff  officers,  having  my  author- 
ity, to  break  the  wagon  train  at  any  point  and  hurry  it  forward  to  join 
the  command  in  advance.  The  wagon  train  was  not  delayed,  nor  was 
the  column  of  infantry  in  the  rear  delayed  ten  minutes  by  the  break; 
upon  the  contrary,  had  it  not  been  for  the  pioneer  corps  of  my  division, 
and  the  exertion  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Alexander  and  officers  of  my 
command,  to  repair  the  road  and  hurry  forward  the  train,  the  infantry 
in  the  rear  would  at  a  late  hour  this  morning  have  been  marching  upon 
the  opposite  side  of  the  river.  I  have  no  knowledge  that  any  por- 
tion of  my  command  cut  a  column  of  infantry  last  evening,  or  delayed 
for  one  moment  the  retrograde  movement  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennes- 
see. 

T  make  this  statement  over  my  official  signature,  and  if  any  officer  of 
the  infantry  thinks  that  he  is  better  informed  than  myself  he  .can  make 
such  statement  officially,  and  his  veracity  and  mine  can  then  be  official^ 
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brought  into  question,  and  the  responsibility  for  and  the  cause  of  the 
unnecessary  delay,  and  very  considerable  confusion  of  last  evening,  can 
be  traced  to  and  thrown  upon  the  officer  or  officers  deserving.

I  received  your  message  through  your  own  aide-de-camp  and  also 
through  Captain  Conn,  of  my  staff.  As  no  ill  consequences  grew  out  of 
last  night's  operations  I  do  not  wish  to  investigate,  except  in  so  far  as 
is  necessary  to  prevent  future  disaster.  I  did  not  contemplate  that  you 
would  move  on  the  same  road  with  the  Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth  Corps, 
except  in  so  far  as  was  necessary  to  cover  the  rear  of  those  (*x>Iumns 
with  cavalry.  Cavalry  cannot  move  across  an  infantry  column  or  along 
the  same  road  with  it  without  unpleasant  collisions.  I  have  already 
called  General  Blair's  attention  to  the  matter  of  the  tr^s.  I  appreciate, 
genera],  and  so  do  the  officers  of  my  command,  the  great  service  that 
you  have  rendered  us  during  the  late  operations,  and  through  you  thank 
your  officers  and  men.  Please  to  scout  thoroughly  toward  Fayettc- 
ville,  so  as  to  be  apprised  if  the  enemy  throw  any  considerable  force 
across  Flint  River,  either  cavalry  or  kifantry,  or  both,  during  the 
night.

Cannot  inform  you  where 
Williams'  command  is.  Bodies  of  troops  all  around  me  demonstrating 
against  the  road.  Scouting  party  just  in  from  mouth  Elk  River.  Rod- 
dcy  has  recrossed  his  entire  force,  report<5d  by  citizens  at  3,000  strong, 
pai'tatmonthElk  Riverand  balance  crossing  at  Lamb'sFerry.  Dispatch 
just  received  to  this  effect  from  Col.  John  W.  Homerj  EigM^nth  Mich-

Louisville: 
On  the  25th  of  August^  pursuant  to  a  plan  of  which  the  War  Depart- 
ment had  been  ftiUy  advised,  I  left  the  Twentieth  Corps  at  the  Chatta- 
hoochee bridge,  and,  with  the  balance  of  the  army,  I  drew  off  from  the 
siege,  and  using  some  considerable  artifice  to  mislead  the  enemy  I 
moved  rapidly  south,  and  reached  the  West  Point  railroad,  near  Fair- 
burn,  on  the  27th,  and  broke  up  twelve  miles  of  it  5  then  moving  east  my 
right  approached  the  Macon  railroad  near  Jonesborough,  and  my  left 
near  liough  and  Beady.  The  enemy  attacked  the  right,  Army  of  the 
Tennessee,  and  was  completely  beaten  on  the  31st,  and  miring  the  combat 
I  pushed  the  left  and  center  rapidly  on  the  railroad  above  between  Rough 
and  Beady  and  Jonesborough.  On  the  1st  of  September  we  broke  up 
about  eight  miles  of  the  Macon  road,  and  turned  on  the  enemy  at  Jones- 
borough, assaulting  him  in  his  lines,  and  carried  them,  capturing  Briga- 
dier-General Govan  and  about  2,000  prisoners,  with  8  guns  and  much 
plunder.  Night  alone  prevented  our  capturing  all  of  Hardee's  corps, 
which  escaped  south  that  night.  That  same  night  Hood,  in  Atlanta, 
finding  all  his  railroads  broken  or  in  our  possession,  blew  up  his  ammu- 
nition, 7  locomotives,  and  80  cars,  and  evacuated  Atlanta,  which,  on  the 
next  day,  September  2,  was  occupied  by  the  corps  left  for  that  purpose, 
M^or-General  Slocum  commanding.  We  followed  the  retreating  rebel 
army  to  near  Lovejoy's  Station,  thirty  miles  south  of  Atlanta,  when, 
finding  him  strongly  intrenched,  I  concluded  it  would  not  pay  to  assault, 
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as  we  had  already  gained  the  great  object  of  the  campaign,  viz,  At- 
lanta. Accordingly,  the  army  gradually  and  leisurely  returned  to 
Atlanta,  and  it  is  now  campe<l  eight  miles  south  of  the  city,  and  to- 
morrow will  move  to  the  camps  appointed.  I  am  now  writing  in  At- 
lanta, so  you  need  not  be  uneasy.  We  have  as  the  result  of  this  quick 
and,  as  I  think,  well-executed  movenitot  27  guns,  over  3,000  prisoners; 
have  buried  over  400  rebel  dead,  and  left  as  many  wounded  that  could 
not  be  moved.  The  rebels  have  lost,  besides  the  important  city  of 
Atlanta,  immense  stores,  at  least  600  dead,  2,500  wounded,  and  3,000 
prisoners,  whereas  our  aggregate  [loss]  will  not  foot  up  1,500.  If  that 
is  not  success,  I  don't  know  what  is.

Commanding  Confederate  Army : 

General  :  I  have  deemed  it  to  the  interest  of  the  United  States  that 
the  citizens  now  residing  in  Atlanta  should  remove,  those  who  prefer  it 
to  go  South  and  the  rest  North.  For  the  latter  I  can  provide  food  and 
transi)ortation  to  points  of  their  election  in  Tennessee.  Kentucky,  or 
farther  north.  For  the  former  I  can  provide  transportation  by  cars  as 
far  as  Rough  and  Ready,  and  also  wagons :  but  that  their  removal  may 
be  made  with  as  little  discomfort  as  possible  it  will  be  necessary  for  you 
to  help  the  families  from  Rough  and  Ready  to  the  cars  at  Lovejoy^s, 
If  you  consent  I  will  undertake  to  remove  all  families  in  Atlanta  who 
prefer  to  go  South  to  Rough  and- Ready,  with  all  their  movable  effects, 
viz,  clothing^  trunks,  reasonable  furniture,  bedding,  &c.,  with  their 
servants,  white  and  black,  with  the  proviso  that  no  force  shall  be  used 
toward  the  blacks  one  way  or  the  other.  If  they  want  to  go  with  their 
masters  or  mistresses  they  may  do  so,  otherwise  they  will  be  s^at  away, 
unless  they  be  men,  when  they  may  be  employed  by  our  quartermaster. 
Atlanta  is  no  place  for  families  or  non-combatants  and  I  have  no  desire  to 
send  them  North  if  you  will  assist  in  conveying  them  South.  If  thispropo- 
sition  meets  your  views  I  will  consent  to  a  truce  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Rough  and  Ready,  stipulating  that  any  wagons,  horses,  or  animals,  or 
persons  sent  there  for  the  purposes  herein  stated  shall  in  no  manner  be 
harmed  or  molested,  you  in  your  turn  agreeing  that  any  cars,  wagons, 
carriages,  persons,  or  animals  sent  to  the  same  point  shall  not  be  inter- 
fered with.  Each  of  us  might  send  a  guard  of,  say,  100  men  to  maintain 
order,  and  limit  the  truce  to,  say,  two  days  after  a  certain  time  appointed. 
I  have  authorized  the  mayor  to  choose  two  citizens  to  convey  to  you  this 
letter  and  such  documents  as  the  mayor  may  forward  in  explanation, 
and  shall  await  your  reply.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  my  command  left  the 
camp  one  mile  and  a  half  this  side  of  Jonesborough  at  7  o'clock  this 
morning.  We  marched  along  the  road  just  on  the  left  side  of  the  rail- 
road to  J.  Cook's  house,  where  we  arrived  at  0  a.  m.  From  this  i)oint 
we  left  the  railroad  and  marched  on  a  road  leading  direct  to  Sykea' 
house,  where  the  head  of  column  arrived  at  11  a.  m.  The  Third  and 
Second  Divisions  of  my  command  are  in  line,  the  Third  on  the  right, 
the  Second  on  the  left.  The  right  of  this  line  connects  with  the  left  of 
the  Fourteenth  Corps  about  half  a  mile  beyond  Sykes'  house,  and  the 
left  rests  on  the  creek,  the  whole  line  facing  nearly  south.  The  First 
Division  is  in  reserve  in  the  rear  of  the  Second  Division.  The  enemy 
did  not  make  his  appearance  to-day.  Our  position  is  good  for  grass 
and  water,  but  forage  is  scarce.

Bethel  or  Oilbertsborough : 
Oeneral:  We  are  now  at  Rogersville.  On  the  way  here  I  ascer- 
tained the  enemy,  500  or  600  strong,  were  coming  from  the  direction  of 
the  railroad.  Came  into  the  Lexington  and  I^wrenceburg  road  one 
mile  and  a  half  from  Lexington  ,•  passed  on  and  joined  Wheeler  at  that 
place  about  11  p.  m.  The  men  of  this  force  stated  that  they  had  been 
cut  off  from  their  command  for  five  or  six  days.  About  the  same  hour 
last  night  •  *  •  crossed  the  road  from  Lexington  to  this  place 
about  five  miles  this  side  of  Lexington.  The  men  said  they  were  going 
to  join  Wheeler.  The  country  is  undoubtedly  swarming  with  rebels. 
Roddey  and  Johnson  are  undoubtedly  there  supporting  Wheeler.  We 
fired  on  their  men  this  a.  m.  I  feel  considerable  apprehension  for  the 
regiment  detached  to  watch  Wheeler,  as  I  conceive  he  has  done  all  it  is 
possible  for  him  to  do.  I  have  recalled  him,  if  it  is  possible  for  a  courier 
to  get  to  him.  It  occun*ed  to  me  that  the  force  which  passed  down  as 
above  stated  •  *  •  command.  Ofthis,  however,  you  can  judge  better 
than  I.  Sent  a  scout  to  Lamb's  Ferry.  They  have  returned ;  report  hav- 
ing "watered  their  horses  in  the  Tennessee  River,''  and  no  enemy  there. 
There  are  evident  indications  of  a  train  having  been  there,  then  turned 
down  the  river  toward  Bainbridge.  Lieutenant  Prosser,  of  Second 
Tennessee,  came  in  at  4  p.  m.  Colonel  Prosser  met  enemy's  pickets 
about  three  miles  from  Lexington,  and  drove  them  into  Centre  Star, 
about  eight  miles  from  Lexington,  on  Florence  road.  Wheeler  is 
unquestionably  there  with  his  whole  force,  except  400  or  500,  which 
*  •  •  in  charge  of  sick  and  wounded,  who  have  crossed  the  river. 
Wheeler  does  not  seem  to  be  in  a  hurry,  and  citizens  say  he  will  not 
leave  until  Williams  comes  up  or  he  hears  from  him.  I  shall  start  for 
Athens  at  5  a.  m.  to-morrow.  Shall  move  slowly,  as  I  think  possibly 
the  enemy  may  come  into  this  road  from  some  of  the  cross-roads.

Geneeal;  I  arrived  here  with  the  Fifth,  Tenth,  and  Twelfth  Ten- 
nessee Cavaky  and  a  detachment  of  the  Second  Kentucky  Cavalry  at 
noon  to-day.  A  detachment  of  the  Sixth  Indiana  Cavalry  came  with 
me  firom  Franklin  to  this  place.

was  paroled  yesterday  and  came  in  this  morning)  and  strike  the  Nash- 
ville and  Chattanooga  Railroad  again,  I  have  concluded  to  take  the 
Fifth  Tennessee  Cavalry  and  the  detachment  of  the  Second  Kentucky 
Cavalry  and  cut  across  to  Tullahoma,  and  leave  Colonel  Spalding  and 
the  detachment  of  the  Sixth  Indiana  Cavalry  and  the  Tenth  and 
Twelfth  Tennessee  Cavalry  to  go  on  and  join  you  as  ordered  by  you. 
I  hope,  general,  that  my  having  detained  the  Tennessee  troops  and 
chased  Williams  as  I  have  will  meet  your  approbation,  and  I  hope  that 
my  taking  back  the  Tenth  Tennessee  Cavalry  to  Tullahoma  will  meet 
your  approbation,  as  I  understand  that  regiment  was  stationed  there  by 
order  or  General  Thomas.  My  little  chase  after  Williams  has  been  a 
pleasant  episode  in  the  dreary  monotony  of  life  at  Tullahoma.

I  have  just  ridden  to  see  a  portion 
of  the  enemy'^  line,  which  is  very  strong,  and  demonstrates  the  wisdom 
of  our  mode  and  manner  of  attack.  I  have  but  little  news  of  Wheeler, 
except  that  last  night  General  Steedman  was  at  Athens.  Ala.,  and 
Wheeler  was  supposed  to  be  crossing  the  Tennessee  toward  the  south 
about  Lamb's  l^erry.  Rousseau,  Granger,  and  Steedman  have  enough 
troops  to  handle  Wheeler,  and  I  8upi)ose  the  yailroad  will  soon  be 
repaired.  We  have  enough  stores  for  a  month,  and  I  feel  no  uneasi- 
r.ess  on  that  score.  Yet,  if  necessary,  I  can  send  some  troops  to  the 
rear.  I  telegraphed  you  yesterday  that  you  could  use  General  A.  J. 
Smith,  as  proposed,  to  act  against  Price  in  Missouri.  We  are  all  well, 
and  have  no  doubt,  after  a  short  rest,  will  be  impatient  again  to  sally 
forth  in  search  of  adventure.

I  won't  allow  trade 
or  manufactures  of  any  kind,  but  will  remove  all  the  present  population 
and  make  Atlanta  a  pure  military  town.  Give  public  notice  to  this 
effect.  General  Thoma^s'  army  is  now  in  and  around  Atl^^nta,  General 
Howard's  at  East  Point,  and  General  Schofield's  at  Decatur.  I  want 
Wheeler  cleaned  out,  the  roads  repaired,  and  eveiything  to  Ihe  rear 
made  right.  Send  forward  paymasters.  If  the  Sanitary  Commission 
have  stores  let  them* be  sent  to  the  agent  at  Chattanooga,  whence  wo 
can  draw  as  fast  as  we  need.  Hood's  army  retreated  toward  Macon, 
but  wiU,  I  suppose,  halt  about  Griffin.  I  was  unprepared  to  foDow  be- 
low Lovejoy's,  twenty-eight  miles  south  of  Atlanta,  for  we  have  been 
fighting  constantly  since  about  the  7th  of  May,  and  the  men  need  rest 
and  quiet.  Our  last  move  was  beautiful  and  perfectly  successful,  as  you 
observe  from  our  occupation  of  the  famous  Atlanta.  We  have  already 
found  nineteen  guns  and  others  are  being  found  daily.  At  Jones- 
borough,  at  the  battle,  we  took  2  four-gun  batteries,  and  in  the  whole 
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move  liave  near  3,000  prisoners.  We  killed  about  500at  Jonesl^rough 
and  wounded  about  2,500.  Our  entire  loss  since  beginning  the  move- 
ment will  not  exceed  1,500.

The  railroad  to  Chat- 
tanooga will  be  open  again  on  Saturday,  we  hox)e,  when  Donaldson  will

Have  jnst  returned  from  the  pursuit  of  Wheeler  with  1,300  cavalry 
and  two  pieces  of  artillery.  I  left  Wheeler  at  Lexington,  sending  a  regi- 
ment of  cavalry  six  miles  below  to.  look  after  him.  I  engaged  his  rear 
g^uard  as  often  and  severely  as  he  would  permit  The  woods  were  con- 
tinuous for  about  nine  miles.  As  he  had  ten  miles  start  of  me  that 
morning  we  were  not  able  to  press  him  sufficie^tly  to  bring  on  a  gen- 
eral engagement.  While  pressing  I  was  halted  by  General  Rousseau 
for  the  purpose  of  joining  with  him.  General  Rousseau,  however,  did 
not  come  up,  but  changed  his  direction  toward  railroad,  and  ordered  me 
to  leave  Wheeler  and  proceed  in  direction  of  Athens  to  intercept  Gen- 
eral W^illiams,  who,  it  was  supposed,  at  that  time  was  trying  to  join 
Wheeler.  Wheeler  last  night  was  at  Centre  Star,  two  or  three  miles 
from  the  river,  with  all  his  force  except  Williams  and  some  Tennessee 
trooi>s.  From  the  best  information  I  could  get  he  was  about  3,500 
strong.  He  has  probably  crossed  his  wagons  and  artillery  over  the 
river.  He  gave  it  out^  however,  that  he  was  not  going  to  cross  until  he 
heard  from  Williams.  At  11  a.  m.  to-day  I  met  Oolonel  Streight  at  Elk 
River;  [his  force,]  from  what  he  said,  was  2,500  infantry  and  two  pieces 
of  artillery.  In  consulting  me  what  he  should  do,  being  at  liberty,  as 
he  said,  to  do  as  he  pleased,  I  advised  him  to  move  down  and  attack 
Wheeler,  and  gave  him  one  of  my  best  regiments  of  cavalry,  about  450 
strong,  and  ordered  the  Tenth  Michigan  Infantry,  300  strong,  which 
hiid  marched  down  with  him,  to  report  to  him.  General  Rousseau, 
having  received  report  of  this,  left  here  this  p.  m.  with  all  his  own  cav- 
alry and  about  400  of  mine;  all  that  were  able  to  travel.  Msgor-General 
Steeilman  and  Brigadier-Generals  McCook  and  Croxton  accompanied 
him.  1  would  mention  that  I  advised  Streight  that  if  Wheeler  had  crossed 
the  river,  or  if  he  forced  him  over  the  river,  to  destroy  the  ferries  and 
guard  the  fords,  all  of  which  are  within  a  space  of  sixteen  miles,  which 
I  concluded  will  eftectuaJly  shut  in  Williams  north  of  the  river.  I 
would  have  remained  with  Streight,  and  believed  it  was  proper  to  have 
done  so,  but  I  had  received  two  di8i)atches  from  General  Rousseau  to 
leave  Wheeler  and  return  to  this  point  immediately  to  assist  in  the 
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rapture  of  Williams,  wlio  was  supjx^sod  to  be  coming  toward  the  rail- 
roatl  witli  a  \\ew  to  effect  a  junction  with  Wheeler.  Williams'  Avhere- 
abonts  now  is  unknown.  Before  joining  in  the  pursuit  of  Wheeler  I 
was  fortunate  enough  to  have  met  Roddey  and  Johnson  just  as  each 
party  struck  the  railroad — one  party  at  Athens;  after  short  skirmish,  in 
which  we  killed  3  and  wounded  7  of  the  enemy,  including  one  major, 
this  party  turned  .back;  the  next  at  Sulphur  trestle,  which  party 
was  pursued  so  vigorously  by  Colonel  Prosser  that  they  turned  back ; 
third,  at  Elk  River,  where  enemy  were  met  by  Ninth  Indiana  Cavalry, 
and  driven  back.  We  did  not  meet  them  again,  and  I  am  informed 
they  returned  to  Tennessee  River  and  crossed  in  liast^.  I  understand 
railroad  will  bo  oijeued  to  Nashville  to-morrow.  I  repaired  all  the  dam- 
age done  this  side  of  Lynnville  myself.  This  wivs  a.s  far  as  I  could  go 
with  my  command.

I.  The  city  of  Atlanta,  being  exclusively  required  for  warlike  pur- 
poses, will  at  once  be  vacated  by  all  except  the  armies  of  the  United 
States  and  such  civilian  employes  as  may  be  retained  by  the  proper 
departments  of  government. 

II.  The  chief  quartermaster,  Colonel  Easton,  will  at  once  take  pos- 
session of  buildings  of  all  kinds,  and  of  all  staple  articles,  such  as  cotton, 
tobaeco,  &c.,  and  will  make  such  disposition  of  them  as  is  required 
by  existing  regulations,  or  such  orders  as  he  may  receive  from  time 
to  time  from  the  proper  authorities. 

III.  The  chief  engineer  will  promptly  reconnoiter  the  city  and  suburbs, 
and  indicate  the  sites  needed  for  the  permanent  defense  of  the  pla<}e, 
together  with  any  houses,  sheds,  or  shanties  that  stand  in  his  way,  that 
they  may  be  set  apart  for  destruction.  Colonel  Easton  will  then,  on  con- 
sultation with  the  proper  officers  of  the  ordnance,  quartermaster,  com- 
missary, medical,  and  railroad  departments,  set  aside  such  buildings 
and  lots  of  ground  as  will  lie  needed  for  them,  and  have  them  suitably 
marked  and  set  apart.  He  will  then,  on  c<msultation  with  Generals 
Thomas  and  Slocum,  sot  apart  such  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  proper 
administration  of  the  military  duties  of  the  Department  of  the  (Cumber- 
land and  of  the  post  of  Atlanta,  and  all  buildings  and  materials  not 
thus  embraced  will  be  held  subject  to  the  use  of  the  (xovernment  as 
may  hereafter  arise,  according  to  the  just  rules  of  the  quartermaster's 
department. 

IV.  No  general,  staff,  or  other  officers,  or  any  soldier  will  on  any  pre- 
tense occupy  any  house  or  shanty,  unless  it  be  embraced  in  the  limits 
assigned  as  the  camp  ot  the  troops  to  which  such  general  or  staff  be- 
longs, but  the  chief  quartermaster  may  allow  the  troops  to  use  boards, 
shingles,  or  materials  of  buildings,  barns,  sheds,  warehouses,  and 
shanties,  not  needed  by  the  proper  departments  of  government,  to 
be  used  in  the  reconstruction  of  such  shanties  and  bivouacs  as  the 
troops  and  officers  serving  with  them  require,  and  he  will  also  provide 
as  early  as  practicable  the  proper  allowance  of  tents  for  the  use  of  tlie 
officers  and  men  in  their  encampments. 

Y.  In  proper  time  just  arrangements  will  be  made  for  the  supply  to 
the  troops  of  all  articles  they  may  need  over  and  above  the  clothing. 
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provisions,  &c.,  furuislied  by  Government,  and  on  no  pretense  whatever 
will  traders,  manufacturers,  or  sutlers  be  allowed  to  settle  in  the  limits 
of  fortified  places,  and  if  these  manage  to  come  in  spite  of  this  notice, 
-the  quartermaster  will  seize  their  stores  and  appropriate  them  to  the 
use  of  the  troops,  and  deliver  the  i)arties  or  otlier  unauthorissed  citizens 
who  thus  place  their  individual  interests  above  that  of  the  United 
States,  in  the  hands  of  some  provost-marshal,  to  be  put  to  labor  on  the 
forts  or  conscripted  into  one  of  the  regiments  or  batteries  already  in 
service.

I  am  not  willing  to  have  Atlanta  encum- 
bered by  the  fiamilies  of  our  enemies.  I  want  it  a  pure  Gibraltar,  and 
will  have  it  so  by  October  1.  I  think  Generals  Rousseau  and  Steedman 
are  stirring  Wheeler  up  pretty  well,  and  hppe  they  will  make  an  end  of 
him,  as  Gillem  has  of  Morgan.  I  have  ordered  renewed  activity,  and 
to  show  no  mercy  to  guerrillas  or  railroad  breakers;  It  makes  a  world 
of  difference  if  "  my  bull  gores  your  ox,  or  jours  mine."  Weather  beau- 
tiful and  all  things  seem  bright.

then,  without  halting  we  marched  through  it  and  out  the  Decatur  road 
to  the  place  designated  for  our  present  cami>.  At  this  place  the  head 
of  column  arrived  at  11.30  a.  m.  Two  of  my  divisions  (First  and  Third) 
are  in  liiie  of  battle,  facing  southward,  a  short  distance  south  of  the 
Decatur  railroad,  the  right  about  two  miles  from  Atlanta.  Kimbairs 
division  is  on  the  right  and  Wood's  on  the  left..  My  Second  Division 
(Newton's)  is  in  reserve,  in  close  supporting  distance.  The  ground  we 
occupy  is  a  very  good  defensible  position.  Part  of  it  was  occupi^  by 
the  Seventeenth  Army  Corps  on  August  22.  Our  left  has  not  yet 
made  connection  with  the  Army  of  the  Ohio,  though  the  right  of  said

General  Rousseau  not  been  heard  from  since  the  8th,  on  which  day 
he  left  Athens  with  his  cavalry  and  infantry  in  pursuit  of  Wheeler's 
main  force,  joined  by  Roddey,  toward  Lamb's  Ferry,  near  Rogersville, 
on  the  Tennessee  River.  General  Milroy,  with  Spalding's  brigade  of 
Tennessee  cavalry  and  small  fragments  of  other  regiments,  has  been 
occupied  during  the  raid  with  a  force  of  two  brigades  under  the 
rebel  General  Williams,  about  2,000  strong,  which  crossed  the  Chatta- 
nooga road,  going  west,  some  three  days  ago,  after  Wheeler.  His  force 
has  been  so  ch)sely  pressed  by  General  Milroy  that  it  has  done  no  dam- 
age of  consequence,  and  was  unable  to  form  a  junction  with  Wheeler, 
so  it  recrossed  the  railroad  on  the  7th,  going  east  in  the  direction  of 
McMinnville.  On  the  6th  the  Ninth  Pennsylvania  Cavalry  attacked 
Bibrell's  forces,  variously  estimated  at  from  1,000  to  2,000  strong,  near 
Readyville,  killing  25,  wounding  many,  and  capturing  130  prisoners. 
Dibrell  bias  joined  Williams,  and  the  two  will  likely  endeavor  to  go  out 
through  East  Tennessee,  hi  all  this  raid  of  Wheeler's  only  one  bridge 
has  been  destroyed,  that  at  Stewart's  Creek,  this  side  of  Murfree«- 
borough,  where  the  block-house  surrendered  without  loss  of  blood;  all 
the  damage  done  will  be  repaired  in  a  day  or  two.  A  train  left  Mur- 
freesborough  for  Atlanta  with  mail  this  a.  m. ;  the  regular  trains  on  the 
J^ashville  and  Chattanooga  road  have  up  steam  to  leave  here  at  2  p.  m.

They  report  no  enemy  seen  and  the  boats  removed 
from  ferry.  Just  as  I  reached  this  place  three  men,  belonging  to  a  de- 
tachment of  twenty-six  men  sent  out  by  Colonel  Spalding  in  direction 
of  Pride's  Ferry,  caught  up  with  the  command,  and  report  that  they  were 
attacked  by  a  force  variously  estimateil  at  n'om  100  to  600  men  near 
Cheatham's  Ford.  Learning  this,  I  sent  one  battalion  of  the  Tenth 
Indiana  in  direction  of  Florence  to  assist  them  and  save  those  whose 
horses  were  exhausted,  if  possible,  and  to  hold  the  advance  of  the 
enemy  in  check  until  1  could  communicate  vnt\\  you.  I  don't  8upiK>se 
the  force  is  a  large  one.  I  will  wait  here  until  I  hear  from  the  battalion 
sent  to  Florence.  It  will  be  late  before  I  can  get  in.  If  you  have  any 
orders  that  I  have  not  received,  please  send  them  by  bearer.  Sincie 
writing  the  above  twelve  of  the  twenty-six  men  from  (Colonel  Spahl- 
ing's  command  have  reported.  From  all  the  information  I  can  gather 
the  force  that  attacked  them  is  the  same  that  I  drove  down  the  river 
this  morning.

Sir:  1  arrived  here  at  11  o'clock,  after  driving  the  rear  guard  of 
Johnson's  army,  about  150  strong,  in  and  through  the  town,  and  dis- 
I)atched  to  that  effect.  Since  then  from  rejwrts  that  I  have  learned  and 
all  the  information  I  can  gather  the  enemy  were  busy  crossing  the 
river  by  feiTy  at  the  mouth  of  Cypress  Creek  all  last  night.  I  have 
scouted  the  country  above  and  below,  and  am  confident  that  Johnson's 
entire  force  has  crossed  the  river.  Citizens  report  that  Wheeler  has 
crossed  a  portion  of  his  force,  and  us  now  crossing  the  remainder  of  his 
men  at  two  different  fords  below  the  mouth  of  Cypress  Creek.  Colonel 
Spalding  having  reached  this  place  with  orders  to  halt  and  feed,  I  have 
done  the  same,  and  am  now  waiting  further  orders.

Don't 
know  where  he  is  now.  I  only  have  the  Fifth  Tennessee  Cavalry,  and 
they  have  but  300  mounted  men  for  duty.  On  my  return  here  General 
Van  Cleve  informed  me  that  the  Ninth  Pennsylvania  had  arrived  at 
Murfreesborough,  and  I  dispatched  him  to  order  that  regiment  to  Mc- 
Minnville  on  the  10th  instant,  and  1  ordered  the  Fifth  Tennessee  to 
me^t  the  ^N^inth  Pennsylvania  there,  and  to  proceed  in  pursuit  of 
Williams.  The  Fifth  Tennessee  went  to  McMinnville  in  obedience  of 
order,  but  finding  that  the  Ninth  Pennsylvania  had  not  arrived,  re- 
turned here  to-day.  These  regiments  united  are  too  small  to  pursue 
Williams,  who  is  2,000  strong,  but  if  they  are  placed  at  my  disposal  I 
will  pursue  the  enemy.

There  is  said  to  be  a  rebel  force  of  2,000  to  3,000  under  WiUiams  in 
White  County.  They  are  crippled  and  demoralized.  We  have  a  com- 
plete force  after  them.  They  will  hardly  trouble  Kentucky.  I  hear  of 
no  other  force  in  that  direction.

Major  :  You  will  iinmedia telj-  proceed  with  your  command  to  McMinn- 
ville, Tenn,,  and  report  to  Col.  Thomas  J.  Jordan,  of  the  Ninth  Regi- 
ment Pennsylvania  Yolunteer  Cavalry,  for  duty  in  pursuuig  the  rebels 
under  W^illiams.  When  this  pursuit  shall  have  ended  you  will  retiu^n 
to  this  post  with  your  regiment.

Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  September  13, 1864. 
Maj.  S.  B.  MOE, 

Assistant  Adjutant- Oetieral,  District  of  the  Etowah  : 
Major  :  In  obedience  to  the  desire  of  the  general  commanding  the 
district,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  rejwrt  of  the  dates  and 
•hours  of  the  occurrences  of  the  expedition  under  his  command: 

The  troops  were  loaded  upon  the  trains,  and  the  trains  left  the  depot  at 
this  place  at  7.30  a.  m,  September  1,  and  reached  Whiteside's  Station  at 
10  a.  m.  the  same  day.    Here,  in  obedience  to  the  orders  of  the  railroad 
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autliorities,  the  coiuinand  wa^  delayed  two  hours  and  forty-five  miiiut^^, 
awaiting  the  arrival  of  three  engines  and  the  cabooses.  We  left  White- 
side^s  Station  about  12.50  p.  m.,  arrived  at  Bridgeiwrt,  taking  on  the 
train  at  that  point  the  Thirty-ninth  Iowa  Regiment,  and  reached  Steven- 
son at  1.10  p.  m.  At  this  point  the  command  was  again  delayed  one  hour 
and  forty- five  minutes  by  the  local  agent,  Mr.  Irish,  for  the  purpose  of 
changing  engines  and  conductors.  Mr.  Irish  also  took  the  responsibility 
of  cutting  up  one  of  the  sections  of  the  train  and  joining  the  cars  be- 
longing to  it  on  the  other  four  sections.  By  this  some  of  the  regiments 
were  scattered  upon  thre^?  or  four  trains^  and  the  horses  of  the  artillery 
separated  from  the  pieces.  The  expedition  reached  Murfreesborough  at 
10.30  p.  m.,  and  was  disembarked  from  the  train  at  that  point.  After 
several  hour's  rest,  to  give  the  troops  an  opportunity  to  cook  their  rations, 
the  command  moved  out  upon  the  La  Vergne  pike  at  2.30  p.  m.  [a.  m.j 
and  marched  to  that  point,  rea€hing  there  at  9  a.  m.  Here  a  messenger 
was  dispatched  to  General  Bousseau,  and  awaiting  his  reply  the  com- 
mand rested  in  camp.  At  5  p.  m.,  no  word  having  been  received  from 
General  Eousseau,  the  command  was  got  in  readiness  to  move,  when  it 
was  reported  to  the  general  commanding  that  a  column  of  the  enemy 
was  moving  down  the  Lebanon  pike  in  the  direction  of  the  town. 
The  command  was  immediately  moved  into  position,  and  the  Eight- 
eenth Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry  deployed  as  skiiinishers.  The  enemy 
advanced  within  sight  of  the  skirmish  line,  but  seeing  or  learning 
oui-  force  from  the  inhabitants,  fell  back,  refusing  attack.  The 
command  then  moved  up  the  pike  toward  Murfreesborough,  crossing 
Stewart's  Creek,  and  taking  up  position  at  the  church  two  miles  from 
the  creek.  Here  on  the  next  morning,  the  3d  of  September,  the  enemy 
again  tried  to  cross,  but  finding  us  in  their  front  again  retired  and 
moved  up  toward  Lebanon.  At  the  time  the  enemy  fired  upon  our  pick- 
ets, General  Milroy  had  sent  word  of  his  coming  up  with  his  cavalry, 
and  the  command  waited  until  his  arrival  before  mo\dng.  At  9  a.  m. 
General  Milroy  arrived,  and  line  was  formed.  The  command  moved 
forward  in  line  for  one  mile,  when  it  was  found  that  the  enemy  had  left 
our  front.  Pursuit  was  commenced  and  kept  up  as  far  as  old  Jefferson 
Crossing  of  Stone's  River.  The  command  then  halted  and  rested,  and 
then  moved  over  to  the  railroad,  where  it  had  been  destroyed  by  Wheeler. 
The  trains  arrived  here  during  the  night,  and  at  daylight  of  the  4th  of 
September  the  command  was  again  embarked  upon  the  train  and  moved 
to  Murfr'eesborough.  At  9  a.  m.  General  Milroy  sent  word  that  the 
enemy  was  crossing  the  Salem  pike  five  miles  from  town,  and  the  com- 
mand was  at  once  moved  in  that  direction.  While  upon  the  march 
word  was  received  that  the  enemy  had  gone  in  full  retreat,  and  General 
Milroy  was  in  pursuit.  The  command  was  moved  back  to  Murfrees- 
borough, where  it  remained  until  10  a.  m.  September  5,  when  we  moved 
upon  the  trains  toward  Tullahoma,  repairing  some  300  feet  of  track  near 
Christiana.  Upon  arriving  at  Tullahoma  a  request  was  received  that 
the  general  should  move  his  command  to  Huntsville  and  Pidaski. 
Arrangements  were  made  to  comply  with  this  request,  and  the  expedi- 
tion arrived  in  Huntsville  upon  the  trains  at  8.30  a.  m.  of  the  6th  of 
September.  Rations  were  drawn  here  by  the  men,  and  the  expedition 
proceeded  to  Pulaski,  arriving  there  at  8.30  p.  m.,  where  it  remained  all 
night.  On  the  morning  of  the  7th  the  command  was  moved  to  Athens, 
and  disembarkexl  about  12  m.  Here  word  was  received  that  Generals 
Rousseau  and  Granger  were  making  for  the  same  ]>oint,  and  we  awaited 
their  arrival.  In  the  mean  time  Colonel  Str^eight,  commanding  First 
Brigade,  was  sent  with  his  own  and  the  Third  Brigade  to  Rogersville. 
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Goueraln  Ilous.seau  and  (riaiigor  arrived  at  Athens  September  8,  at 4 p. 
111.,  and  about  6  ]>,  nj.,  at  the  earnest  8f)lieitatiun  of  General  Steedinan, 
the  whole  command  of  cavalry  was  set  in  motion  to  support  Colonel 
Streiglit.  The  cavalry  cami)e(l  at  Elk  River  on  the  night  of  the  8th  of 
September.  At  4  a.  m.  September  9  that  command  ihoved  and  overtook 
the  infantry  under  Colonel  Streight's  command  at  Shoal  Creek  about  3.30 
p.  m.  Colonel  Streight  had  overtaken  General  Wheeler's  i*ear  guard 
and  skirmished  with  it,  driving  the  enemy  and  crossing  the  creek,  where 
he  awaited  the  arrival  of  the  cavalry.  At  this  point  it  was  determined' 
by  General  Rousseau  to  remain  for  the  night.  On  the  morning  of  the 
10th  of  September,  after  a  long  delay,  the  cavalry  started  in  pursuit^  and 
the  infantry  of  this  command  awaite<l  developments.  In  the  mean 
time  foraging  parties  were  sent  out,  and  meat  sufficient  for  two  days' 
rations  colle<*ted  from  the  rebel  citizens  of  the  country.    A  iioiiion  of  the 

command  was  moved  down  to Ferry^  where  some  of  the  boat«  of 

the  enemy  were  concealed'.  Some  skirmislung  was  had  and  the  guards 
of  the  boats  driven  from  their  c^ver,!  being  killed  and  several  wounded. 
Orders  to  move  up  to  Florence  prevent^id  any  attempt  to  gain  pos- 
session of  the  boats.  These  orders  w^ere  afterward  countermanded, 
and  the  troops  moved  back  to  their  camps.  General  Rousseau  here  an- 
nounced that  Wheeler  had  crossed  the  Tennessee  River  at  4  p.  m.  On 
the  morning  of  the  11th  the  command  started  for  Athens,  reaching  Elk 
River  at  dark,  and  Athens  at  9  a.  m.  on  the  12tli  of  September.  The 
command  started  at  11  a.  m.  September  12  for  Chattanooga,  arriving 
there  at  11.30  p.  m. 

Ac<*ompanying  this  please  find  the  telegrams  received  during  the 
expedition.  The  organization  of  the  command  was  as  follows:  First 
Brigade,  Colonel  Streight  commanding — Fifty-first  Indiana,  Eleventh 
Michigan,  Fourteenth  U.  S.  Colored,  Second  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry. 
Second  Brigade,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Dunn  commanding — ^Twenty-ninth 
Indiana  Infantry,  Eighteenth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  Sixty-eighth 
Indiana  Infantiy,  and  detachments  of  Fifth  and  Tenth  Iowa.  iSiird 
Brigade,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Hurlbut  commanding — ^Thirty-ninth  Iowa, 
Fifty-seventh  Illinois.

My  Dear  General:  Your  very  interesting  letter  of  the  4th  is  just 
received.  Its  perusal  has  given  me  the  greatest  pleasure.  I  have  not 
written  before  to  congratulate  you  on  the  capture  of  Atlanta^  the  ob- 
jective point  of  your  brilliant  campaign,  for  the  reason  that  I  have  been 
suffering  from  my  annual  attack  of  "  coryza,''  or  hay  cold.  It  affects 
my  eyes  so  much  that  I  can  hardly  see  to  write. 

*As  you  supi)Ose,  I  have  watched  your  movements  most  attentively 
and  critically,  and  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  your  campaign  has  been 
the  most  brilliant  of  the  war.  Its  results  are  less  striking  and  less  com- 
plete than  those  of  General  Grant  at  Vicksburg,  but  then  you  have  had 
greater  difficulties  to  encounter,  a  longer  line  of  communication  to  keep 
up,  and  a  longer  and  more  continuous  strain  upon  yourself  and  upon 
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yonv  anwy.    You  must  have  been  very  coii8idera]>ly  auuoyed  by  the 
Stat<3  uegro  recruitiiig^  ageuts. 

Your  letter  was  a  capital  one  and  did  mueli  good.  The  law  was  a 
ridiculous  one;  it  was  opposed  by  the  War  Department,  but  passed 
through  the  influence  of  Eastern  manufacturers  who  hoi)ed  to  escape  the 
draft  in  that  way.  They  were  making  immense  fortunes  out  of  the  war, 
and  could  well  afford  to  purchase  negro  recruits,  and  thus  save  their 
employes  at  home. 

I  fully  agree  with  you  in  regard  to  the  policy  of  a  stringent  draft, 
but,  unfortunately,  political  influences  are  against  us,  and  I  fear  it  will 
not  amount  to  mucli.  Mr.  Seward's  foolish  speech  at  Auburn,  again 
prophesying  for  the  twentieth  time'  that  the  rebellion  would  be  crushed 
in  a  few  months,  and  saying  that  there  would  be  no  draft,  as  we  now 
had  soldiers  enough  to  end  the  war,  &c.,  has  done  much  harm  in  a  mili- 
tary point  of  view.  But  these  infernal  old  jwlitical  humbugs  cannot 
tell  the  truth  even  when  it  is  for  their  interest  to  do  so.  I  have  seen 
enough  of  politics  here  to  last  me  t<)r  life.  You  are  right  in  avoiding 
them.  McClellan  may  possibly  reach  the  White  House,  but  he  will 
lose  the  respe(?t  of  all  honest,  high-minded  patriots  by  his  association 
with  such  traitors  and  copperheads  as  Belmont,  Vallandigham,  Wood, 
Seymour,  and  Co.  He  could  not  stand  upon  the  traitorous  Chicago 
platfonn,  but  he  had  not  the  manliness  to  oppose  it.  A  mjyor-general 
in  the  United  States  service,  and  yet  not  one  word  to  utter  against 
rebels  or  the  rebellion !  I  had  much  respect  for  McClellan  before  he 
became  a  politician,  but  very  little  after  readuig  his  sneaking  and  cow- 
ardly letter  accepting  the  nomination. 

Hooker  certainly  made  a  mistake  in  leaving  before  the  capture  of 
Atlanta.  I  understand  that  when  here  he  said  that  you  would  fail, 
your  army  was  discouraged  and  dissatisfied,  &c.  He  is  most  unmeas- 
ur^  in  his  abuse  of  me.  I  inclose  you  a  specimen  of  what  he  publishes 
in  Northern  papers  wherever  he  goes.*  They  are  dictated  by  himself, 
and  written  by  Wilkes,  Butterfield,  and  such  worthies.  The  ftinuy  part 
of  the  business  is  that  I  had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  his  being 
relieved  on  either  occasion.  Moreover,  I  have  never  said  anything  to 
the  President  or  Secretaiy  of  War  to  iiy ure  him  in  the  slightest  degree, 
and  he  knows  that  perfectly  well.  His  animosity  arises  from  another 
source.  He  is  aware  that  I  know  something  about  his  character  and 
conduct  in  California,  and  fearing  that  I  may  use  that  information 
against  him,  he  seeks  to  ward  oft'  it«  effects  by  making  it  appear  that  I 
am  his  i)ersonal  enemy,  am  jealous  of  him,  &c.  I  know  of  no  other 
reason  for  his  hostility  to  me.  He  is  welcome  to  abuse  as  much  as  he 
pleases  5  I  don't  think  it  will  do  him  much  good  or  me  much  harm. 

I  know  very  little  of  General  Howard,  but  believe  him  to  be  a  tnie, 
honorable  man.  Thomas  is  also  a  noble  old  war  horse.  It  is  true  that 
he  is  slow,  but  he  is  always  sure. 

I  have  not  seen  General  Grant  since  the  fall  of  Atlanta,  and  do  not 
know  what  instructions  he  hiis  sent  you. 

I  fear  that  Canby  has  not  the  means  to  do  much  by  way  of  Mobile. 

The  military  effects  of  Banks'  disaster  are  now  showing  themselves  by 
the  threatened  oi)erations  of  Price  and  Co.  toward  Missouri,  thus  keep- 
ing in  check  our  armies  west  of  the  Mississippi. 

With  many  thanks  for  your  kind  letter  and  wishes  for  your  ftiture 
success.

My  Dear  Sir  :  I  am  here  for  two  days  only,  to  organize  the  local 
force  for  the  defense  of  this  place  against  threatened  raids.  I  think  I 
shall  have  sufficient  force  for  its  protection,  but  I  would  again  urge  the 
appointment  or  assignment  of  a  suitable  officer  as  commandant  of  this 
lM)st.  The  public  interest  here  in  the  way  of  factories,  the  armory,  &c., 
justifies  and  requires  that  arrangements  for  the  defense  of  the  place 
should  be  made.  All  that  is  now  wanting  is  a  proper  commandant  of 
the  iK)st.  I  have  heretofore  approved  the  application  made  by  the  citi- 
zens for  the  appointment  of  Colonel  Mell,  of  this  place.  He  would  be 
an  acceptable  and  good  appointment.  I  have  suggested  in  former  let- 
ters other  names,  and  am  personally  indifferent  as  to  the  man,  but  feel 
anxious  for  the  appointment  of  some  suitable  officer. 

Allow  me,  in  this  unofficial  letter,  to  express  to  you  an  opinion  which 
I  feel  so  strongly  that  I  desire  to  express  it  to  yourself  and  the  Presi- 
dent. While  I  know  too  little  of  the  condition  of  our  different  armies 
in  the  field  to  express  an  opinion  worthy  of  much  considwation,  yet 
there  is  a  conviction  ui>on  my  mind  so  strong  and  overwhelming  that 
1  cannot  throw  it  off,  that  the  defense  of  Atlanta  and  Georgia,  and 
the  certain  defeat  and  destruction  of  Sherman's  army,  are  involved 
in  some  movement  to  be  made  by  Forrest  (if  possible)  or  some  other 
cavalry  on  Sherman's  line  of  communication.  Unless  it  is  done,  I 
see  no  end  to  the  slow  process  of  Sherman's  advance  through  Georgia. 
If  his  communication  was  cut  for  ten  days  his  army  would  be  destroyed, 
and  Georgia,  a«  well  as  Alabama  and  Mississippi,  saved,  and  Tennessee 
recovered.  To  effect  such  a  result  could  we  not  afford  to  uncover  for  a 
short  time  the  country  protected  by  Forrest!  It  does  seem  to  me  that 
the  object  to  be  accomplished  makes  the  proposition  worthy  of  consid- 
eration. It  is  proper  I  should  say  that  our  people  are  in  the  best  spir- 
its, hopeful  and  confident.  They  have  the  utmost  confidence  in  Gen- 
eral Johnston,  which  has  not  been  shaken  by  his  falling  back,  and  they 
believe  that  the  President  will  do  all  that  any  man  can  do.  1  trust  you 
will  pardon  the  liberty  I  take  in  making  these  suggestions,  and  be  as- 
sured that  I  only  do  so  because  I  feel  a  conviction  that  impressed  me 
with  the  idea  that  it  is  the  only  certain  solution  of  the  present  impend- 
ing danger.

Bragg.  We  have  been  forced  back  by  the  operations  of  a  siege,  which 
the  enemy's  extreme  caution  and  greatly  superior  numbers  have  made 
me  unable  to  prevent.  I  have  found  no  opi)ortunity  for  battle  except 
by  attacking  intrenchments.  It  is  supposed  in  the  army  that  Sher- 
man's immediate  object  is  the  capture  of  Atlanta.  A  part  of  our  troops 
is  on  the  north  side  of  the  river  intrenched,  and,  having  six  bridges 
behind  it,  so  that  we  do  not  think  it  exposed.  It  is  believed  here  that 
there  are  16,000  cavalry  for  defense  of  Mississippi  and  Alabama,  and, 
therefdre^  that  the  enemy  cannot  make  a  detachment  able  to  invad6  that 
department.  Might  not  4,000  of  this  cavalry  prevent  the  danger  by 
breaking  up  the  railroad  between  the  enemy  and  Dalton,  thus  compell- 
ing Sherman  to  withdraw!

Third.  The  skirmishers  will  be  withdrawn  at  1  a.  m. 
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Fourth.  Bate's  division  will  cross  at  the  upper  of  the  two  pontoon 
bridges  assigned  this  corps,  and  Walker  and  Cleburne  at  the  lower  one. 

All  the  skirnrishers  of  this  corps  will  cross  at  the  upper  pon- 
toon bridge.  , 

Sixth.  The  divisions  of  this  corps  will  move  on  the  road  southwest  of 
the  railroad,  and  will  halt  at  the  place  indicated  to  division  command- 
ers.

To  my  front  two  roads  turn  off  to  the  left,  one  going  to 
Isham's  and  the  other  to  Stephens'  Ford.  I  am  picketing  these  tkree 
roads.  General  Kelly,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  Lieuten- 
ant Pointer,  will  move  Dibrell's  brigade  over  to  the  right.  I  sent 
scouts  through  the  enemy's  lines  last  night,  but  they  have  not  returned. 
The  force  at  Isham's  is  not  large.  The  Yankees  have  not  advanced 
to-day  from  any  point  between  Roswell  and  Powers'  Ferry.  If  our  in- 
fantry all  fall  back  the  cavalry  on  this  road  will  be  in  danger  of  being 
cut  off.  The  Yankee  force  that  crossed  between  Roswell  and  Pace's 
Ferry  in  advancing  will  move  by  concentric  roads  to  Buck  Head,  which 
is  five  miles  in  my  rear,  and  not  more  than  four  or  five  miles  from 
Pace's  Ferry.  The  road  from  Pace's  Ferry  should  be  held  until  the 
troops  from  this  road  can  move  out.

Your  telegram  of  the  8th  received.  You  know  what  force  you  left 
in  Alabama  and  Mississippi,  and  what  part  of  it  has,  since  you  left  that 
department,  been  transferred  to  re-enforce  you  in  Georgia.  You  were, 
therefore,in  condition  to  judge  of  thevalueof  the  belief  that  therearenow 
ibr  the  defense  of  those  States  16,000  cavalry,  and  of  the  conclusion  drawn 
from  that  belief.  The  proposition  to  send  4,000  cavalry  from  that  de- 
partment to  break  up  the  railroad  between  the  enemy  and  Dalton  sug- 
gests the  inquiry,  Why  not  so  employ  those  already  sent  to  you  from 
that  department,  or  others  of  equal  number,  for  the  proposed  ox>eration, 
the  importance  of  which  has  long  been  recognized,  and  the  immediate 
execution  of  which  has  become  a  necessity?

Sir  :  In  a  telegram  of  this  date  I  promised  to  give  you  by  letter  some 
information  in  relation  to  the  department  of  General  S.  D.  Lee,  which 
your  dispatch  indicated  you  did  not  i)osses8.    General  Lee  telegraphed 
on  the  8th  instant  from  Tupelo: 

Enemy  advanced  to  Ripley  yesterday  evening ;  is  exceedingly  cantious  and  carefdl. 
His  force  about  15,000,  mostly  veteran  troops.  Ninety-days'  men  left  on  railroad.  My 
force  7,500  cavalry,  1,500  dismounted  men,  20  pieces  of  artillery.* 

On  the  9th,  from  same  place,  he  telegraphed : 

Troops  left  Moi^anza  [July]  6th  for  New  Orleans.  Can  by  is  no  doubt  now  moving- 
on  Mobile  with  20,000  men.  Column  of  enemy  south  of  Ripley,  reported  12,000  to 
15,000  strong,  advancing  slowly.  I  deem  it  of  \^tal  importance  that  an  infantry  forc^ 
be  put  in  Mobile  at  once.   I  can  only  put  a  part  of  my  cavalry  there,  dismounted." 

On  the  same  day  (9th  instant)  General  Maury,  at  Mobile,  telegraphed: 

Just  heard  from  New  Orleans.  Canby  preparuig  to  come  here  with  about  20,000 
men.    Expedition  seems  almost  ready.* 

The  enemy  liad  made  movements  from  Yicksburg  and  Naixjhez.  The 
first  was  met  by  General  Adams,  commanding  the  brigade  of  General 
Le^'s  division  which  remained  in  Mississippi  when  the  other  three  brigades 
were  sent  to  Alabama,  and  thence,  I  am  informed,  to  re-enforce  your 
army  in  Georgia,  and  the  expedition^  after  getting  as  far  as  Jackson, 
was  abandoned,  and  the  enemy,  it  is  said,  returned  to  Vicksburg  severely 
punished.  Of  that  which  started  from  Natchez  no  report  has  reached 
me.  The  recent  movement  of  General  Pillow  and  its  results  are,  I  sup- 
pose, known  to  you.  I  have  no  official  information  in  regard  to  it,  or 
of  the  troops  under  his  command. 

If  the  force  confronting  the  enemy  at  Eipley  were  withdrawn  a  de- 
tachment might  lay  waste  the  stored  and  growing  supplies  of  the  Tom- 
bigbee  Valley,  and  the  main  body,  liberated  from  the  protection  of  Mem- 
phis and  free  from  flank  attack,  could  (and  probably  would)  move  rapidly

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on  to  re-enforce  Sherman  or  cover  his  line  of  communication,  as  the  one 
or  the.  other  should  be  most  necessary,  to  counteract  or  overcome  the 
operation  against  him.  If  General  Adams  and  the  fragmentary  organi- 
zations in  ^uthern  Mississippi  be  withdrawn,  there  wSl  [be]  little  difli- 
ctdty  in  a  movement  by  the  enemv  from  VicksDurg  and  the  points  below 
it  to  Selma  for  the  destruction  of  the  valuable  machinery  and  material 
collected,  there,  as  well  as  the  large  supplies  in  that  part  of  Alabama. 
I  have  heretofore  expressed  my  estimate  of  the  value  of  the  supplies  in 
the  localities  named  in  connection  with  the  maintenance  of  your  army.

Intercourse  between  the  pickets  of  the  enemy  and  our  own  is  strictly 
and  positively  prohibited.  Officers  of  all  grades  are  required  to  watch 
over  the  enforcement  of  this  order,  and  to  punish  every  infraction. 
General  Johnston  appeals  to  the  good  sense  of  the  army  to  put  an  end 
to  a  practice  so  dangerous.  Yesterday  the  enemy  had  a  great  interest 
in  finding  the  fords  in  the  Chattahoochee,  and  easily  attained  their 
object,  the  pickets  by  mutual  agreement  bathing  in  the  river  together. 
The  engineers  of  the  enemy  most  probably  mingle  with  the  bathers.

General  :  During  the  campaign  from  Dal  ton  to  the  Chattahoochee 
River  it  is  natural  to  suppose  that  we  have  had  several  chances  to  strike 
the  enemy  a  decisive  blow. '  We  have  failed  to  take  advantage  of  such 
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opportunities,  and  find  our  army  south  of  the  Chattahoochee,  very  much 
decreased  in  strength.  Our  loss  cannot  be  less  than  20,000,  \^ithout 
having  fought  a  decisive  battle.  I  deem  it  of  the  greatest  Importance 
that  (xeneral  Kirby  Smith  should  be  ordered  at  once,  with  at  least  half, 
if  not  a  larger  portion,  of  his  army,  on  this  side  of  the  Mississippi  River. 
Our  success  west  of  tlie  Mississippi  River  has  proven  a  disadvantage  to 
us,  since  the  enemy  has  re-enforced  his  army  on  this  side,  and  we  have 
failed  to  do  so.  The  strength  of  the  Army  of  Tennessee  is  such  at  this 
time  a«  to  render  it  necessary  to  have  aid  from  General  Kirby  Smith — 
allowing  that  we  should  gain  a  victory  over  Sherman — tp  follow  up  our 
success  and  regain  our  lost  territory.  Our  present  position  is  a  very 
difficult  one,  and  we  should  not,  under  any  circumstances,  allow  the 
enemy  to  gain  possession  of  Atlanta,  and  deem  it  excessively  important, 
should  we  find  the  enemy  intends  establishing  the  Chattahoochee  as 
their  line,  relying  upon  interrupting  our  communications  and  again  vir- 
tually dividing  our  country,  that  we  should  attack  him,  even  if  we  should 
have  to  recross  the  river  to  do  so.  I  have,  general,  so  often  urged  that 
we  should  force  the  enemy  to  give  us  battle  as  to  almost  be  regarded 
reckless  by  the  officers  high  in  rank  in  this  army,  since  their  views  have 
been  so  directly  opposite.  I  regard  it  as  a  great  misfortune  to  our  coun- 
try that  we  failed  to  give  battle  to  the  enemy  many  miles  north  of  our 
present  position.  Please  say  to  the  President  that  I  shall  continue  to 
do  my  duty  cheerfully  and  faithfully,  and  strive  to  do  what  I  think  is 
best  for  our  country,  as  my  constant  prayer  is  for  our  success.

I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  in  conformity  to  orders  (see  copies  A 
andB,  inclosed*),  I  reported  to  Lieutenant-General  Polk,  commanding 
the  Army  of  Mississippi  in  the  field,  in  advance  of  Marietta,  on  the  2d 
day  of  June.  Lieutenant-General  Polk  stated  that  he  had  only  the 
reserve  forces  of  the  State  of  Mississippi,  which  he  wished  me  to  organ- 
ise and  command  in  the  field.  Thus  deprived  of  an  alternative  I  found 
myself  virtually  assigned  to  a  service  not  in  accordance  with  my  wishes. 
The  general  stated  that  he  would  immediately  telegraph  and  write  to 
the  President,  recommending  my  assignment  to  that  service,  and  he 
afterward  informed  me  that  he  had  done  so.  The  general  instructed 
me  to  await  orders,  at  such  convenient  place  in  the  vicinity  of  the  army 
as  I  might  select.  Being  without  guards  for  my  horses  and  baggage 
(after  having  been  plundered  once  to  a  small  extent),  and  unable  for 
the  want  of  transportation  to  conform  to  the  developments  of  the  cam- 

faign,  I  applied  for  and  obtained  authority  to  come  to  Atlanta,  where 
could  watch  both  with  greater  certainty.  After  the  fall  of  Lieutenant- 
General  Polk,  in  the  field,  I  addressed  a  communication  to  Major-Gen- 
eral  Loring,  commanding  the  Army  of  the  Mississippi  (see  copies  C  and 
D,  inclosed*),  and  subsequently  referred  the  subject  to  Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral Stewart,  his  successor  in  command,  who  instructs  me  to  await  a 
reply  from  the  War  Department  to  Lieutenant-General  Polk's  recom- 
mendation. These  circumstances  will  explain  the  necessity  which  has 
deprived  me  of' active  participation  for  a  brief  period  in  the  prosecution 
of  the  present  active  campaigns  against  the  enemy.

McCook's  division  came  down  this  even- 
ing, as  his  advance,  to  clear  out  the  road  to  this  point,  and  did  not

marched  from  the  railroad  crossing  in  the  direction  of  Atlanta.  The 
prisoner  says  infkntry  was  to  cross  after  McCook's  division,  and  Stone- 
man  to  follow  with  all  his  cavalry.

If  the  news  of  the  glorious  vic- 
tory at  Atlanta,  reported  this  morning,  prove  true  it  will  again  open  to 
us  Alabama  aini  East  Mississippi,  and  remove  a  part  of  the  great  weight 
pressing  upon  us.  But  as  far  as  I  am  informed  there  is  still  a  large  sup- 
ply of  corn  in  East  Georgia,  and  with  what  could  be  collected  in  South 
and  North  Carolina  there  would  be  enough  to  support  us  till  the  new 
crop  is  available.  That  which  is  now  in  Richmond  should  be  reserved 
if  possible,  and  every  effort  made  to  increase  the  supply.  The  destruc- 
tion of  the  railroad  bridges  beyond  Greensborough  is  a  serious  e\il.  I 
understand  it  was  done  by  incendiaries,  which  makes  it  more  lamentable 
Those  bridges  will  therefore  have  to  be  guarded  by  the  reserves,  like 
those  exposed  to  the  enemy.  The  trains  arrived  last  night  from  Wel- 
don,  but  brought  only  sufi&cient  corn  for  the  cavalry.  That  was  some  re- 
lief, but  obliges  us  still  to  diminish  our  reserve.

I.  Officers  on  duty  in  front  should  not  content  themselves  with  merely 
observing  if  the  enemy  advance,  but  keep  themselves  informed  of  his 
movements,  and  report  promptly  whatever  changes  in  his  position  or 
line  occur  during  their  tour  of  service.  To  this  end,  a  few  scouts 
should  be  kept  constantly  in  front  of  the  advanced  vedettes  and  suffi- 
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cieiitly  near  the  enemy  to  observe  his  movements.  The  first  duty  of  a 
picket  commander,  after  his  vedettes  have  been  established,  is  to  inform 
himself  of  the  exact  position  of  the  enemy's  vexiettes  and  pickets,  and 
to  ot^serve  freqneatly  during  the  day  if  they  have  been  moved,  Esi)ec- 
ially  is  it  important  t<>  know  early  in  the  morning  what  changes  may 
have  taken  place  during  the  preceding  night.  It  is  therefore  made  the 
duty  of  each  picket  commander  to  forward  very  early  each  morning  a 
rei)ort  in  writing  of  the  exact  position  of  the  enemy,  and  what  if  any 
changes  may  have  occurred  since  the  evening  before,  and  to  report  in 
I)er8on  as  soon  as  relieved  at  the  expiration  of  his  tour  of  service. 

II.  The  officers  and  men  are  enjoined  to  arrest  all  persons  -attempt- 
ing to  pass  through  or  about  our  lines,  unless^  shielded  by  the  proper 
written  authority.  It  has  been  but  a  day  or  two  since  some  members 
of  the  Legion,  by  their  vigilance  and  prompt  discharge  of  duty,  did  a 
most  valuable  service  to  our  army  and  country  by  arresting  one,  who 
proved  to  be  a  Federal  officer,  escai>ed  from  prison  and  attempting  to 
make  his  way  to  Yankee  lines,  with  information  which  would  have  been 
of  great  importance  tx)  the  enemy  and  might  have  injured  us  irrepar- 
ably. We  cannot  be  too  vigilant.  Uniforms  and  badges  of  rank  are  not 
sufficent  passi)orts,  but  all  officers,  as  well  as  men,  will  be  required  to 
show  their  papers,  and  whenever  the  least  doubt  exists  as  to  their 
authority  to  pass  they  will  be  arrested  and  sent  to  these  headquarters.

Captain  Wright  turned  them  back  to  the  rear  as  rapidly  as  possible, 
but  they  showed  much  reluctance  to  going,  and  just  then  the  enemy 
opened  with  canister  from  their  works,  regardless  of  their  own  men 
in  Captain  W[right  J's  possession,  and  all  the  prisoners  fell  on  the  ground 
and  refased  to  run,  whereupon  Captain  Wright  and  his  men  commenced 
killing  them.

I 
would  be  pleased  to  relieve  General  Hindman  of  the  embarrassment  described  in  any 
practicable  and  proper  manner.  Physical  disability  for  immediate  service  would 
justify  a  leave  of  absence. 

I  regret  to  say  I  know,  and,  upon  inquiry,  can  receive  intelligence  of 
no  command  in  the  Trans-Mississippi  Department  to  which  you  could 
be  appropriately  assigned.  Indeeii^  there  are  already  in  that  depart- 
ment more  major-generals,  than  divisions  to  be  commanded,  and  ap- 
pointments warmly  recommended  have  been  declined  by  the  President 
because  he  did  not  deem  that  suitable  employment  could  be  found  for 
the  appointees.  Very  serious  regret  is  felt  by  the  Department  at  the 
physical  disability  and  other  causes  that  induce  you  to  dCvsire  a  transfer, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  they  may  be  removed  without  involving  your  per- 
manent severance  from  the  army  with  which  you  are  connexjted.

The  Nineteenth  Army  Corps  having  gone  to  Virginia  or  Washington 
City,  the  infantry  force  threatening  Mobile  cannot  be  more  than  7,000 
at  the  most,  after  leaving  a  garrison  at  New  Orleans  and  in  Louisiana. 
All  that  is  necessary  at  Mobile  is  7,000  men,  as  0,000  will  man  the 
trenches.  The  reserve  and  militia  of  Alabama  are  thought  to  be  am- 
ple. None  but  small  boats  can  get  near  to  Mobile,  and  the  heaviest 
batteries  are  near  the  city.  This  information  in  regard  to  Mobile  I  got 
from  Lieutenant-General  Lee.  The  force  at  Holly  Springs  is  the  same 
or  less  than  Lee  compelled  to  retreat.  I  suggest  that  the  Trans-Missis- 
sippi troops  come  here.  If  they,  or  a  part  of  them,  are  retained  in  Mis- 
sissippi Forrest  should  go  to  Middle  Tennessee,  as  the  force  at  Holly 
Springs  cannot  march  to  Mobile  with  Forrest  or  a  part  of  the  Trans- 
Mississippi  troops  to  oppose  them.  To  march  the  Trans-Mississippi 
troops  to  Middle  Tennessee  may  be  too  late,  as  they  have  to  equip 
themselves  with  transportation.  To  hold  Atlanta  I  have  to  hold  East 
Point.  The  enemy  are  gradually  extending  to  East  Point,  and  hope  to 
force  me  to  give  up  Atlanta  or  to  fight  him  at  great  disadvantage  tons. 
I  am  making  dispositions  which  will,  I  hope,  enable  me  to  hold  both 
East  Point  and  Atlanta.

I.  The  lawless  seizure  and  destruction  of  private  property  by  strag- 
gling soldiers  in  the  rear  and  on  the  flanks  of  this  army  has  become  in- 
tolerable. It  must  come  to  an  end.  It  is  believed  to  be  chargeable 
to  worthless  men,  especially  firom  mounted  conmiands,  who  are  odious 
alike  to  the  citizen  and  the  well-disi)osed  soldier.  Citizens  and  sol- 
diers are,  therefore,  called  upon  to  arrest  and  forward  to  the  provost- 
marshal-general  all  perscms  guilty  of  wanton  destruction  or  illegal  seiz- 
ure of  proi>erty,  that  examples  may  be  immediately  made.  The  laws 
of  war  justify  the  execution  of  such  oflfenders,  and  those  laws  shall 
govern. 

II.  Officers  are  held  responsible  that  their  men  conduct  themselves 
properly.  In  any  case  where  it  is  shown  that  an  officer,  high  or  low, 
has  permitted  or  failed  to  take  proper  steps  to  prevent  such  depreda- 
tions as  those  complained  of  herein,  he  shall  be  deprived  of  lus  com- 
mission. 

III.  Hereaffcer  all  cavalry  horses  must  be  branded.  Division  and 
brigade  conmianders  will  determine  the  manner  so  as  to  best  designate 
the  commands  to  which  they  belong.  -No  purchase  or  exchange  of 
horses  will  be  permitted  except  by  authority  of  the  company  and  reg- 
imental commanders.  In  each  case  of  such  purchase  or  exchange  the 
soldier  must  receive  a  written  statement  of  the  transaction.  Any  sol- 
dier otherwise  introducing  a  horse  into  any  command  will  be  immedi- 
ately arrested.  General,  field,  and  company  officers  are  exi)ected,  and, 
are  earnestly  requested,  to  give  this  matter  their  attention.  Officers 
failing  must  be  arrested.  In  procuring  forage,  the  least  possible  d^n- 
age  must  be  done  the  farmer.  Too  much  attention  cannot  be  given  this. 
At  best  he  is  comi)elled  to  suffer. 

IV.  Citizens  are  warned  not  to  purchase  from  or  exchange  horses 
with  soldiers,  except  when  the  authority  for  the  transaction  is  previ- 
ously had  from  the  company  and  regimental  commanders.  Oth^wlse 
they  may  lose  their  property  and  will  fail  to  receive  the  support  of  the 
military  authorities.

Notwithstanding  reiterated  orders  forbidding  communication  with 
the  enemy,  it  is  reported  that  certain  commands  have  been  guilty  of 
this  oiiense  on  the  picket-line.  The  commanding  general  is  persuaded 
that  this  arises  from  no  desire  on  the  part  of  the  soldiers  to  injure  our 
cause,  but  from  ignorance  of  the  consequences.  He,  therefore,  reluc- 
tantly, but  most  positively,  orders  that  all  parties,  friends  or  foes,  who 
shall  in  any  way  communicate  or  attempt  to  communicate  with  the 
enemy  without  authority,  be  fired  upon  by  all  parties  in  reach,  and  ftir- 
ther that  any  officer  so  offending,  or  in  any  manner  i)ermitting  such 
offense^  shall  be  immediately  sent  to  the  rear  in  charge  of  a  guard  for 
immediate  trial.  If  the  officer  in  command  of  pickets  finds  it  neces- 
sary at  night,  he  may  keep  up  such  fire  as  he  deems  expedient  to  pre- 
vent this  evil,  always  informing  his  immediate  superior  of  the  occasion 
of  his  fire.

General:  Colonel  Thompson  destroyed  railroad  near  Big  Shanty 
for  one  mile  on  Friday  night.  Colonel  Hannon,  commanding  brigade, 
destroyed  the  railroad  near  Calhoun  on  Saturday  night,  capturing  1,020 
beef-cattle  and  a  few  wagons.  Allen's  brigade  and  Humes'  and  Kelly's 
divisions  destroyed  the  railroad  for  several  miles  between  Resaca  and 
Tunnel  Hill,  and  Kelly's  and  parts  of  Humes'  commands  captured  Dal- 
ton  Sunday  evening  with  a  considerable  amount  of  stores,  3  trains  of 
cars,  and  200  fine  mules.  The  train  and  part  of  the  stores  were  de- 
stroyed and  the  remainder  appropriated. 

Prisoners  report  re-enforcements  at  Chattanooga,  said  to  be  part  of 
A.  J.  Smith's  troops.  On  Monday  morning  we  were  attacked  by  Gen- 
eral Steedman  with  about  4,000  infantry,  and  obliged  to  leave  Dalton. 
Our  entire  loss  up  to  this  time  about  30,  most  of  them  still  with  the 
command. 

The  most  violent  rains  have  embarrassed  me  very  much,  and  made 
some  of  the  roads  very  bad.  The  large  force  sent  firom  Chattanooga 
prevented  our  working  at  the  tunnel.  I  have  several  parties  still  work- 
ing at  the  railroad.

General  :  The  enemy  have  gone  back^  being  closely  pursued  by  a 
portion  of  my  command  which  entered  this  place  soon  after  the  enemy 
retired.  They  burnt  the  depot  buildings,  but  did  little  damage  to  the 
road.  The  force  is  estimated  at  two  regiments.  About  200  came  to 
this  place  in  a  sweeping  gallop,  while  the  remainder  made  demonstra- 
tions on  all  the  flanlong  roads.  They  certainly  had  an  infantry  force 
that  came  as  far  as  Owl  Bock  Church,  but  no  farther.  The  enemy's 
advance  was  so  rapid  that  my  scouts  in  their  rear  could  not  get  to  the 
front  in  time  to  report,  and  those  who  kept  in  their  immediate  front 
were  overrun,  hence  my  difficulty  and  delay  in  ascertaining  their  force, 
&c.  Upon  my  arrival  at  this  place  I  was  led  to  believe  that  this  force 
was  only  a  flanking  party,  and  I  sent  forward  a  portion  of  my  com- 
mand to  Palmetto  to  prevent  any  move  upon  the  road  at  that  point.

•se  traders,  selling  their  animals  whenever  they  desire  to  go 
Many  even  go  further  than  this;  they  steal  every  animal, 
public  or  private,  when  it  can  be  done  with  any  show  of  suc- 
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cess  in  retaining  him  for  a  few  days,  until  they  can  sell  or  swjj^  him. 
Some  stations  through  which  the  army  has  passed  have  in  tkis  way 
been  entirely  swept  of  animals,  thereby  taking  from  the  people  their 
only  means  of  support.  They  do  not  hesitate  to  take  possession  of  all 
public  animals  captured  from  the  enemy,  wherever  to  be  found,  and 
dispose  of  them  as  private  property,  thus  depriving  the  Government  of 
all  benefit  of  such  capture. 

I  do  not  think  it  any  exaggeration  When  I  make  the  assertion  that 
had  the  cavalry  been  mounted  on  public  animals  at  the  be^ning  of 
the  war,  and  captured  animals  been  used  to  remount  those  "by  the 
chances  of  war  dismounted,^  a  fair  valuation  having  been  paid  for  all 
purchased,  less  money  would  have  been  expended,  and  a  large  number 
of  animals  been  secured  to  the  Government,  than  has  already  been  paid 
out  for  animals  killed  in  action  or  lost  through  carelessness  of  owner,  not 
to  say  anything  of  public  animals  that  have  been  taken  possession  of  by 
dismounted  men.  I  respectfully  suggest  that  all  private  animals  now 
ridden  hy  cavalrymen  be  taken  possession  of  bv  the  Government  and 
paid  for  either  with  money  or  by  certificate  of  purchase,  and  when  a 
soldier  is  dismounted,  if  it  can  be  shown  that  it  was  through  no  care- 
lessness of  his,  let  him  be  remounted  by  the  Government.

[General  Wheeler:] 

General.  :  Brigadier-General  Roddey  directs  me  to  say  that  your  two 
favors  of  the  5th  and  6th  are  just  to  hand.  The  general  is  very  much 
indisposed,  but  will  take  the  saddle  and  join  you,  and  will  be  at  Lamb's 
Ferry  by  daylight.  He  has  ordered  Colonel  Johnson  to  report  to  you. 
Colonel  PattiCrson's  brigade  is  to-night  at  Gilchrist's,  ready  to  cross. 
He  has  been  ordered  to  communicate  with  you.  (Gilchrist's  is  opposite 
mouth  of  Elk,  your  former  crossing.) 

There  are  three  good  boats  at  Lamb's  Ferry  that  will  carry  artillery; 
there  are  four  boats  at  Bainbridge,  which  is  the  best  crossing.  Any  of 
these  will  carry  artillery.  There  are  a  number  of  other  boats  below 
Bainbridge,  the  location  of  which  Colonel  Johnson  knows  better  than 
he  does,  and  can  give  you  more  information  about  them  than  I  can. 

The  general  directs  me  .to  say  that  he  believes  that  the  enemy  can  be 
defeat^  without  hazard  north  of  the  river,  between  Chattanooga  and 
Piilaski;  that  the  mounted  force  does  not  exceed  2,000,  and  that  the  in- 
fantry force  at  each  garrison  has  not  left  their  stockades  for  several 
days,  and  that  they  are  mostly  negroes,  and  feebly  garrisoned.  Colonel 
Patterson's  orders  from  General  Eoddey  were  to  cross  the  river  at  mouth 
of  Elk,  passing  between  Athens  and  the  river,  strike  the  road  and  de- 
stroy as  far  a«  practicable  in  the  direction  of  Decatur;  then  to  pass 
across,  striking  the  road  between  Decatur  and  Huntsville,  destroying 
as  much  a«  possible,  and  then  passing  across,  leaving  Huntsville  to  the 
left,  and  striking  the  road  between  that  place  and  Stevenson.  The 
general  directs  me  to  say  that  you  may  exercise  your  own  judgment; 
that  yoti  can  order  him  to  carry  out  these  orders  or  to  come  to  your 
support.  He  is  subject  to  your  orders,  and  he  requests  me  to  say  that 
you  will  conununicate  with  him.  To  carry  out  the  orders  would  prevent 
the  enemy  from  re-enforcing  the  party  in  your  front  and  create  a  diver- 
sion in  your  favor,  and,  besides,  the  road  can  be  badly  damaged  in  the 
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mean  time.    The  general  also  directs  me  to  say  that  if  you  choose  to 
flf^ht  to-morrow  that  he  thinks  there  is  very  little  difficulty  in  crossing 
below  Florence,  if,  after  fighting,  you  should  think  it  best  to  cross.

Dear  Sir  :  My  attention  has  just  been  directed  to  the  announce- 
ment of  your  arrival  in  Macon,  en  route  to  Richmond,  to  take  i)08ition 
on  President  Davis'  staff.    I  rejoice  very  much  over  this  intelligence, 
for  the  Texas  troops  recognize  in  you  a  friend,  freely  sympathizing  \iith 
them  in  their  sufferings,  and  fully  appreciating  the  sacrifices  they  have 
made  in  their  long  separation  from  home  and  families,  and  I  feel  assured 
of  your  deep  and  abiding  interest  in  whatever  pertains  to  the  honor  of 
our  State  or  the  success  of  the  great  cause,  dear  alike  to  us  all ;  and  I 
db  not,  therefore,  hesitate  to  uSbrm  you  of  the  true  condition  of  my 
command,  trusting  in  securing  your  influence  in  its  behalf.    Wlule  in 
Mississippi  an  order  was  obtained,  through  Lieutenant-Genei^al  Polk, 
permitting  the  regiments  of  my  brigade  to  go  home  on  ftirlough  to  re- 
cruit their  depleted  ranks.    Before  the  order  was  carried  into  effect, 
another  was  received  suspending  the  privilege  upon  the  ground  that 
our  services  were  just  then  much  needed,  and  we  started  to  Gen- 
eral Forrest's  assistance  in  Tennessee.    At   Grenada,  however,  we 
were  informed  that  we  were  no  longer  required  in  that  quarter  and 
were  directed  to  Columbus,  Miss.     There  Lieutenant-General  Polk 
received  the  brigade  and  informed  the  men  that  his  word  was  pledged 
to  foi'lough  them,  and  his  promises  should  be  fulfilled  sp  soon  as  the 
emergency  demanding  their  services  vshouhl  be  over.    There  had  been  no 
murmuring  and  all  were  satisfied.    From  Columbus  we  came  to  this 
department,  and  since  our  arrival  the  brigade  has  lost  in  battle  one- 
fourth  its  effective  strength,  and  it  would  scarcely  make  one  regiment 
now. 
Tinring  the  Campaign  it  has  received  the  special  conunendation  and 
entary  orders  from  superior  officers  after  almost  every  engage- 
ITou  are  aware  that  their  original  term  of  service  and  enlistment 
Ive  months,  and  in  leaving  their  families  and  property  they  did 
lipate  a  more  protracted  absence,  and  hence  did  not  make  prepa- 
r  the  wants  of  their  families  or  protection  of  property,  but 
t  of  Congress  they  were  continued  in  service  for  a  term  of  three 
nd  now  that  term  has  expired.    Lieutenant-General  ?olk  has 
led,  and  they  have  despaired  of  receiving  furloughs,  and  I  am 
id  beyond  the  shadow  of  a  doubt  that  the  greater  portion  of 
not  all,  will  go  to  the  Trans-Mississippi  Departmental  soon  as 
ly  ceases  to  advance  in  Georgia.    When  in  Mississippi  one  man 
twenty -five  effective  was  ftirloughed,  and  thus  all  could  corn- 
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municate  with  their  homes,  and  our  duties  on  the  Mississippi  River 
were  the  most  agreeable  to  the  brigade  of  any  to  which  it  ha«  before 
or  since  been  assigned,  and  it  rendered  valuable  service  to  the  Confed- 
eracy. I  feel  sensibly  that  it  is  no  part  of  a  good  soldier  to  say  where 
he  should  serve  his  country,  but  a  desire  to  preserve  the  brilliant,  but 
hard-earne<l,  reputation  of  my  command  from  the  disgrace  which  it  now 
threatens  to  bring  upon  itsefif,  induces  me  to  solicit  your  influence  in 
obtaining  the  transfer  of  my  brigade  to  Mississippi,  and,  if  compatible 
with  the  interests  of  the  service,  have  it  assigned  for  awhile  to  operate 
on  the  river,  subject  to  the  orders  of  any  commander,  no  matter  whom, 
for  I  am  confident  the  influence  and  representations  of  my  men  will 
bring  the  brigjide  many  recruits  from  the  Trans-Mississippi  l>epart- 
meut,  and  many  could,  I  think,  be  obtained  from  independent  squads 
now  in  the  swamps,  who  would  otherwise  continue  to  avoid  the  service. 
Above  all,  after  these  men  had  heard  from  home,  and  while  there  ex- 
isted even  a  remote  prospect  of  their  getting  home  on  furlough,  under 
the  system  in  force  before  they  came  to  this  department,  I  think  they 
would  no  longer  entertain  the  idea  of  desertion.  I  hoi)e  you  will  render 
all  the  assistance  you  can.  I  could  not  make  an  application  and  for- 
ward it  through  the  regular  channels,  for  I  know  it  would  not  meet  the 
approval  of  Brigadier-General  Jackson,  commanding  division,  and  most 
likely  General  Hood  would  be  unwilling  to  give  his  approval.  Do 
not  think  I  seek  a  different  field  from  the  present  for  myself;  however, 
to  me,  the  attractions  of  the  change  consist  altogether  in  the  fact  that 
1  think  that  the  only  plan  by  which  I  can  detain  my  command  on  this 
side  the  Mississippi  Kiver.  Please  let  me  know  at  once  if  anything 
can  be  done.

We  destroyed  the  railroad  and  bridge  on  the  Nashville  railroad^  and  then  worked 
down  on  the  Alabama  and  Tennessee  Railroad.  We  destroyed  fifty  miles  of  the  two 
railroads  and  destroyed  several  trains  and  much  property.  Every  hght  thus  far  with 
the  enemy  successful,  capturing  and  damaging  large  numbers.  Our  loss  about  100 
killed  and  wounded.    No  prisoners  captured  in  action  Irom  us.
